HI S Majefty, fobft kftfer his fetetffion to the 
ctownj forrhed A d^figh of fenrdiHg out 
v^flfels for making dircbVferies of Coiintfki hithtrto 
uHkhown, and in the year 1 764, tii^ kitigdocn 
bfcirig then in t ftatc of profouhd pfeacc, he pro- 
ceeded to put it into execution. The Dolphin 
and the Tamat were difpatched under the 
tommand of Collimt>d^re Byfoh, and the beft 
iccouht bf his Majefty'fi motives and dcfigti 
that cah be giveflj will be found in the fol- 
lowing preamble to Commodot-e Byron*s ihftruc* 
tionS) which are dat^ tht 17th of Juhe m that

Commodore Byron returned in the month of 
May in the year i766,;and inithe month of Auguft 
following, the Dolphin was ag^in fent out, under 
the command of Captain Wdlis, with the Swal- 
lo>«f, commanded by Captain. Carteret, in profe- 
cution of the fame general defign of making dif- 
coveries in the fouthern hemifphere. The equip, 
mcnt of the Dolphin was the fame as beforei^ 

The 
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The Swallow was a floop mounting fourteen guns ; 
kr complement was ninety men, with one Lieute- 
nant, and twenty-two petty officers. 

Thefe veffels proceeded together till they came 
within, fight of the South Sea, at the weftern 
entrance of the Streight of Magellan, and from 
thence returned by different routs to England. 

In the latter part of the year I767, it was re- 
folved, by the Royal Society, that it would be 
proper to fend perfons into fomc part of the 
South Sea to obfervc a tranfit of the planet Venus 
over the fun's difc, which, according to aftrono- 
mical calculation, would happen in the year 1769; 
and that the iflands called Marquefas de Men- 
doza, or thofc of Rotterdam or Amfterdam, were 
the propereft places then known for making fuch 
pbfervation. 

In confequence of thefe refolutions, it was re- 
commended to his Majefty, in a memorial from 
the Society, dated February 1768, that he would 
be pleafed to order fuch an obfervation to be 
made; upon which his Majefty fignified to the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty his plea:- 
fure that a (hip fliould be provided to carry fuch 
obfervers as the Society fhould think fit to the 
South Seas \ and in the beginning of April fol* 
lowing the Society received a letter from the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, informing them that 
a bark of three hundred and feventy tons had 
been taken up for that purpofe. This veffel was 
palled the Endeavour, and the command of her 

given 
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given to Lieutenant James Cook, a gentleman tsf 
undoubted abilities in aftronomy and navigation, 
who was foon after, by the Royal Society, ap* 
pointed, with Mr. Charles Green, a gentleman 
who had long been affiftant to Dr. Bradley at the 
Royal Qbfcrvatory at Greenwich, to obfcrvc the 
tranfit. 

While this veflel wis getting ready for her 
expedition, Captain Waliis returned ; and it hav- 
ing been recommended to him by Lord Morton, 
when he went oqt, to fix on a proper place for 
this aftrbnomical obfervation, he, by letter, dated 
on board the Dolphin, the i8th df May 1768, the 
day before he landed at Haftihgs, mentioned Port 
Royal harbour, in an ifland which he bad difco* 
vered, then called George's Ifland, and fiace 
Otaheite : the Royal Society therefore, by letter, 
dated the beginning of June, in anfwer to an ap* 
plication from the Admiralty to be injbrmed 
whither they would have theif obfcrvers fcnc, tnadc 
choice of that place. 

The Endeavour had been buih feat the coal 
trade, and a veiTel of that conftruftidn was pr^» 
ferred for many reafons, particularly becaufc flie 
was what the failors call a good fea boat, was 
more roomy^ would take and lie v>r\ the ground 
better, and might be navigated by fewer men than 
other veflels of the fame burden. 

Her complement of i^ffi^lj^* ^M men Was Lieu- 
tenant Cook the Cornm^nder, wkh twd tieMe- 
najios under kirn, a Miller at^ b<^trsvain> with 

each 
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tach two mates, a furgeon and carpenter^ with 
each one mate, a gunner, , a cook, a clerk and 
fteward, two quartcr-mafters, an armourer, a fail- 
maker, three midftiipmen, forty-one able feamen, 
twelve marines, and nine fervants, in all eighty- 
four perfons befides the Commander: fhe was 
victualled for eighteen months, and took on board 
ten carriage and twelve fwivel guns, with good 
ftore of ammunition and other necelTaries. The 
Endeavour alfo, after the aftronomical obfervation 
ihould be made, was ordered to profecute the dc* 
fign of making cfifcoveries in the South Seas. What 
was effefted by thefe veffels in their fcveral voy- 
ages, will appear in the courfe of this work, of 
Avhich it is now neceflary to give fome account. 

It is drawn up from the journals that were kept' 
by the Commanders of the fevcral ^(hips, which ' 
were put into my hands by the Lords Commif- 
fioners of the Admiralty for that purpofe : and, 
with refpcdl to the voyage of the Endeavour, from 
other papers equally authentic-, an alTiftancc 
which 1 haye acknowledged in an introduAion to 
the account of her voyage. 

When I firft undertook the work, it was dc^ 
bated, whether it fliould be written in the firft or 
third perfon : it was readily acknowledged on all 
hands, that a narrative in the firft perfon would, 
by bringing the Adventurer and the Reader nearer 
together, without the intervention of a ftranger^ 
more ftrongly excite an intereft, and confequently 
afford more entertainment; but it was objefted, 
• Vol. I. a that; 
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that if it was written in the name of the feveral 
Commanders, I could exhibit only a naked narra- 
tive, without any opinion or fentiment of my own, 
feowever fair the occafion, and without noting the 
fimilitude €»r diflimilitude between the opinions, 
cuftoms or manners of the peopk now firft difco- 
vered, and thofc of nations that have been long 
known, or remarking on any other incident or 
particular ihat might occur. In anfwer to this 
objedlion, however, it was faid, that ais the manu- 
fcript? would be fubmitted to the gentlemen in 
whofe names it would be written, fuppofmg the 
narrative to be in the firfl: perfon, and nothing 
published without their approbation, it would 
iignify little who conceived the fentiments that 
ibould be expreflfed, and therefore I might dill be 
at liberty to. exprefs my own. In this opinion all 
parties acquiefced^ and it was determined that the 
narrative (hould be written in the firft perfon^ and 
that I might notwithftanding interfperfe iuch fen- 
timents and obfervations as my fufageft fhould 
foggefl: : they are not indeed numerous, and when 
they occur, are always curfory and Ihort \ for no- 
thing would have been more abfurd than tp in- 
terrupt an imerefting narrative, or new deicrip- 
tions, by hypothefis and difiertatton. They will 
however be found moft frequent in the account 
of the voyage of the Endeavour,^ and the principal 
rcafon is, that altbough it ftands lad m the feries, 
great part of it was printed before the others 
were written^ fo that feveral remarks, which would 

naturalir 
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fiaturilly have been fuggcfted by the iricidentS 
and defcriptions that would haVe occurred in chic 
preceding voyages, were anticipated by fimilar 
incidents and defcriptions which occurred in this. 

Some particulars that arc related in ohe Voyage^ 
will perhaps appear to bfc repeated in another, as 
they would n€ceflarily faavfe been if the fcveral 
Confiriiandfefs had written the Account of fheii^ 
voyages themfclves ; for a digcft could flot havci 
been made of the whole^ without invading the 
right of each navigator to appropriate the felatioh 
of what h^ had feeri : thefe repetitiofts howevet 
taken together will be found to fill but a fc*^ 
pages 6f the boOk. 

I'hat no doubt iiiight fcmain of the fidcKty 
with which I have related the events recorded lA 
my materials^ the manufcript account of eacTi 
Voyage was read td the refpcftivc Commanders at 
the Admiraltyj by the appointment of Lord Sand- 
wich, who was himfelf prefent during much the 
greatcft part of the time. The account of the voyage 
of the Endeavour was alfb read to Mr. Banks and 
Dr. v§bknder$ in whofe hands, as well as in thoft 
of Captain Cook, the manufcript was left for a 
confideraWe time aftef the reading. Commodore 
Byron alfOj Captain Wallis, and Captain Carteret^ 
iiad the manufcripts of their tcfpeftive voysiges to 
pcrufc, after they had been read at the Admiralty 
in their prefence, and fuch emendations as they 
fuggefted were made. lii order thus to authen- 
ticate the voyage of Captain Cook, the account 

a 2 of 
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of it was firfl: written, becaufe it was cxpeftcd 
when his journal was put into my hands, that he 
would have failed on the voyage he is now mak* 
ing in lefs than five months. 

It will probably be thought by many Readers, 
that I have related the nautical events too mi- 
nutely; but it muft be remembered, that mi- 
nutely to relate thefe events was the great objeA 
of the work. It was in particular thought ne- 
ceiTary to infert the (ituation of the (hip at differ- 
ent hours of the day, wijth the bearings of differ- 
ent parts of the land while fhe was navigating 
ffas, and examining fhores that hitherto have been 
alcogethelr unknown, in order to afcertain her 
track more minutely tha{x, cpuld be done in any 
chart, however large the fcale, and to defcribe 
with critical exadnefs the bays, headlands, and 
other irregularities of the coaft ; the appearance 
of the country, its hills, vallies, mountains, and 
woods, with the depth of water, and every other 
particular that might enable future navigators 
cafily to find, and fafely to vifit <:very part of it. 
I was not indeed myfelf fuSiciently apprifed of the 
minutenefs that was necelTary in this part of the 
work, fo that I was ^obliged to make many addi- 
tions to it, after I had prepared my manufcript. 
It is however hoped, that thofe who read merely 
for entertainment will be compenfated by the de- 
fcription of countries which no Eiiropean had be* 
fore vifited, and manners which in many inftances 
exhibit a new pifture of human life. In this part,

iSie relation of little circumftances requires no 
apology, for it is from little circumftances that 
the relation of great events derives its power over 
the mind. An account that ten thoufand men 
periftied in a battle, that twice the number were 
fwallowed up by an earthquake, or that a whole 
nation was fwept away by a peftilence, is read in 
the naked brevity of an index, without the leaft 
emotion, by thofe who feel themfclves ftrongly 
interefted even for Pamela, the imaginary heroine 
of a novel that is remarkable for the enumeration 
of particulars in themfelves fo triBing, that we a!- 
moft wonder how they could occur to the author's 
mind. 

This work is illuftrated and adorned by a great 
number of cuts, from which every ckfs of readers, 
whether their objeft is knowledge or pleafure/will 
find equal advantage, as they confift jiot only of 
maps and charts, drawn with great (kill and at* 
tcntion, but of views and figures, defigned and 
executed by the beft artifts in this pountry. 

The moft efFeftuai way to prevent obfcurity 
and confuiion in relating events, is to range them 
in order of time, which however cannot be done 
in an unbroken feries when the complicated and 
multifarious objefts of hiftory are to be recorded ; 
biit as each of the narratives in this work is a 
finglc thread, the tranfaftions of every day arc fet 
down in a regular fucceflion, and the time noted 
fxi the margin. 
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Great care has be^n taken to .make the charts 
^nd the nautical part of the narrative coincide i 
if there (hould be any difference, which it is hoped 
mW not be the cafe, the charts are to be con*^ 
fided in, as of unqueftionable authority. By th^ 
charts, as well as by the narrative, efpecially by 
that on which the tracks of the fcveral veflels arc 
marked) it will be feen how far the exiftence or 
nonexiftence of a foiuhern continent is already 
gfcertained, and what laiid has in the courfe of 
tbefc voyages been firft difcoyered. The charts 
^^fo will at one view prevent any miftake which 
might arife from the fame name haying ^een givea 
to different jQands by the feveral Commanders in 
thcfe voyages, without the trouble of comparing 
the latitudes ^d Igngitudes affigned them in the 
})arrative« 

As it is J)ut a very fipw years fince the exTftenee 
of a race of men above the common ftatyre upon 
the coaft of Fatagonia, was the fubjeft of eager 
difpute amppjg all ranks of people in this country, 
I have brought together the whole of the evidence 
on the queftipn, as 1 find it in a goUeftion of 
voyages lately printed in France, under the titl? 
of *' Hiftoire de^ Navig^tipngs aux Terres Aur 
Itrales.'* 

*' It muft be acknowledged, that the contra-^' 
riety of the reports that have been made, by ocvi- 
^r witnpflcs, concerning a faft eafy to be deter, 
mined, does not deviate lefs from the common 
ppurfe pf things th^ the gigantic ftature of the 
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people in queftion. It appears, that during an 
hundred years, alcnofl all navigators, of whatever 
country, agree in affirming the exiftence of a 
race of giants upon the coaft of Patagonia ; and 
that during anoth^ century, the much greater 
number agree in denying the fad, treating tlieir 
predeceflbrs as idle fabulifts, and imputing their 
reports either to the terror which the rude fiercc- 
nefs of a favage people in%ired, or to the natural 
propenfity of mankind to aiTume importance, by 
pretending to have feen wonderful things* That 
men have a ftrange propenfity to the marvellous 
cannot be denied, nor that fear naturally magni- 
fies its objed ; but though it be allowed that the 
accounts of the Patagonians have in fome in* 
ftances been exaggerated, it is certain, that all 
who have a/firmed their ftature to be gigantic, 
wer^^ not under the influence of fear $ and it is 
ver^ ftrange, that nations who have an hereditary 
hatred to each other, and an acknowledged oppo- 
fition oif intcreft, (hould agree in aflcrting an evi* 
dent falfehood. 

♦* In the firft place it is well known to have 
been an opinion long eftabliChed, both in our 
ancient world and in America, that there was once 
a race of giants upon earth who diftinguiflied 
themfelves by violence and guilt. 

" Barbenais was told by the inhabitants of 
South America, that a deluge having laid Peru 
under water, the Indians retired to the mountains 
till the flood Ihould fubfide, and that when they 
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Game again down to the plain, they found there 
men of an enormous ftature, who attacked them 
with great ferocity, killing many, and driving the 
reft to the caves of the rocks ; but that having 
continyed in their hiding-places many years, they 
faw in the air a young man who deftroyed the 
giants by thunderbolts, and thus reftored to them 
the poffcffion of their country. His guides alfo 
ihowcd him many marks upon a rock which they 
faid were impreffcd by the thunderbolts, and many 
bones of an extraordinary fize, which they believed 
to be remains of the giants-, but they did notpre-i 
tend to know when the deluge happened. 

« The Ynca Garcilaffo de la Vega, in his hif- 
tory of Peru, relates, that according to a tradition 
univerfally received, a number of veflels or junks 
Pedro dc came to point Saint Helena with a company of 
5x. Garci'* giants on boaid, of a ftature fo enormous that the 
/o Pcrou/ nativips of the country were not higher than their 
itv. ^ chap i^j^^gg . ^i^2Lt their eyes were as broad as the bot- 
tom of a plate, and their limbs proportionably 
large : that fome of them were naked, and others 
flightly covjcred with the (kins of beafts. That 
whien they canie on ftiore, th.ey dug a pit of an 
aftpniftiing depth in the rock, and each of them 
confuming as piuph provifion^ as would be fulfi* 
cient for fifty men, the cpuntry was fpon cxhauft* 
icd, and they y^ere obliged tp live upon fiih : that 
they feized the women qf the country, to whom 
their brutality was fatal, and afterwards giving 
jhcmfelvcs up to worfe yicear, the whpk rac^ 
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was deftroyed by fire from heaven, which how* 
ever left their bones unconfumcd, as a laftin^ ' 
rnemorial of Divine . vengeance. Bones of an 
amaiing fize are faid to have been found in this 
country., and fragments of teeth, which, if they 
were whole, muft have weighed half a pound.' , * 

*' Thofe who wiJh to know all the particulars 
of thefe American traditions may fatisfy their' 
curiofity by reading Torquemado, lib, i, cbap. 
13 and 14, where they will find that thefe fables 
are very fimilar to thofe relative to the fame fub- ^ \ 
je6l in other parrs of the world. The bones, faid 
to have been the bones of giants, which have been 
found in America, and which were fhcwn at Mead- 
co and other places in the jrcar 1550, are probably 
the bones of fome animal unknown ; and indeed, 
nothing lefs than the fight of fuch a race of hu- 
man beings, or of an entire flceleton, can be ad- 
mitted as a proof of their exiftence. Turner, the 
naturalifl:, reports, that in the year 16 lo, the thigh 
bone of a man was (hewn in London, who mufl: 
have been of an enormous fi^^ej but this tefti- 
mony is not decifive, though the author addis,' 
th«t he had himfelf fcen near the river Plata, up- 
on the goaft of Brazil, a race of giants who went 
ftar^ naked \ that the hinder part of their heads 
was jflat, and not round \ that the women had 
long black hair, as coarfe as a horfe's mane ; that 
the.mcnwere excellent ardhers, and, befides their 
bow arid arrofws, carried two-maflive balls or bul- . 
jets, each fattened to one ^nd of a thong, a wea* 
^ pon 
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pom which they ufcd with great dexterity and 

i^rce, either by ftriking with it, or throwing xC 

like a (lone from a fling. One of thefe giantSt 

• he fays, wa§ twelve feet high v but acknowledge^ 

• that he faw no other fo talL 

♦' Of this fadl there are other ocular witnefiirs 
who perhaps may be thought more worthy of 
credit; among the Spaniards, Magellan^ Loaifa, 
Sarmiento, apd Nodal •, among the EngUft, Ca- 
vcndifti, Hawkins, and Knivct ; among the Dutch, 
S^ald, de Noon, le Maire^^ and Spilber^v ^^d 
among the French, thofe who went in the expedi- 
tion from Marfeiiles and Saint Maloes. Thofe who 
bear teftimony to the contrary, are Winter, the 
Dutch Admiral Hermite, Froger in deGcnnes's nar- 
rative, and Sir John Nar borough. Winter^ after 
having himfelf feen the inhabitants of Patagonia^ 
fays in diredl terms, that the accounts of their be- 
ing giants are falfchoods invented by the Spa«^ 
]>iards; and it mud be confefled that the tefti^ 
mony of thefe navigators at lead counterbalances 
the evidence on the other fide, cfpecially as they 
were bcft acquainted with the Streight ,of Magel- 
lan, and the neighbouring country. Such navir 
gatprs a^ have vifned this cpuntry, and afe filenc 
with rcfpedl to tfce ftature of the inhabitants, par^- 
ticularly Sir Francis Drake, muft be conQdered as 
witntfies againft the faft in queftion *, for ' their 
filence is a propf that they faw nothing extraordi-p 
nary. It muft however be obfervcd, in the firft 
placf, that the greater part of thofe who .hold the 

affirmative 
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affirmative in this queftioDv ipeak of people that 
inhabited the defert coaft of Patagonia to the eaft 
and weft ; and that, on the contrary, thofe who 
hold the negative, fpeak of thofe who inhabit the 
Streight upon the fides of the utmoft point of 
America to the north and fouth. The nations of 
thefe two diftrids are certainly not the fame ; and 
if the firft have fometimes been feen in the 
Streight, it cannot be thought ftrange, confidcr- 
ing how Ihort the diftance is from Port Saint Ju« 
liaxi, which appears to be their ordinary habita* 
tion. Magellan, and his people faw them there 
very often, and trafficked with them fometimes 
on board his Ihips, and fometimes on Ihore ; nor 
was this all, he feized two of them, asd kept 
them prifoners in his veflel, one of whom wa« 
baptised fome time before his death, and taught 
feveral words of his language to Pigafette, who 
formed them into a little diftionary : thefe a» 
faAs than which nothing can be more pofitive, or 
lefs fubjeft to illufion. 

«« I affirm, fays Knivet, that when I was at 
Port Defire I meafured feveral dead bodies that I. 
found buried there, which were from fourteen to 
fixteen fpans high, and faw tracks in the fand 
which muft have been left by people of nearly the 
fame ftature. I have alfo frequently feen at Bra- 
zil, one of the Patagonians who had been taken^ 
at Port Saint Julian, and though he was but a * 
youth, he meafured no lefs than thirteen fpans : 
^n4 pur Enjglilb prifoners gt Brazil have affiired 
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mc that' they had feen many men of the fame fta- 
cure upon the coafts of the ftreight/* Sebald dc 
Wert fays, that when he was in the Strcight, he 
faw giants of the fame bulk, who tore up trees by 
the roots, that were a fpan in diameter, with great 
facility; he alfo faw women that were gigantic, 
and others of the common ftature. Oliver dc 
Noort reports, that he faw favages of a gigantic 
ftatuce at Port Dcfire, but does not call them 
giants : that he took fix of them prifoners, and 
carried them on board his (hip, one of whom after- 
wards told him that the country was inhabited by 
many different nations, four of which were of the 
ordinary ftature ; but that farther within the land, 
in a territory called Coin, there was a gigantic 
people, diftinguiflied by the name of Tiremenen, 
who were continually making war upon the other 
nations. Spilberg relates, that he faw a man of an 
extraordinary ftature upon the coaft of Terra del 
Fu^o, but that the fepulchres' which he found, 
had received men of the common height. Aris- 
Ciafz, who was on board I^a M^ire-s fleet in the 
charaAer of Conimiflary, a man well worthy of 
credit, deiclares, that having vifited the fepulchres 
which he difcovered upon the coaft of Patagonia, 

he found the bones of tiien who were between ten 

» 

Md eleven feet high, which convinced him that 
the reports of former- navigators were true ; and 
* hrre it muft be confeffed that the examination 
was made in cold blood, when it cannot be pre* 
tended that the objeft was magnified by fear. 

Some 
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Some others, particularly Nodal and Sir Richaid 
Hawkins, content themfelves with faying that 
thefc favagcs were a head taller than the inhabit- 
ants of Europe, and of fuch a ftature that the 
people on board their veflels called them giants. 
Such is the evidence of paft times j we (hall now 
confider that of the age in which we live. In 1 704^ 
the Captains Harrington and Carman, who com- ^ 
manded two French veffels, one from Saint Ma- 
loes, and the other from Marfeilles, faw at one 
time feven of thefe giants in Poffefllon Bay, at 
another time fix, and at a third time they had an 
interview with a company of more than four hun- 
dred men, part of whom were gigantic, and part 
of the common ftature. That Harrington and 
Carman reported this fad, is atteftcd by M.Frezier^ 
fuperintendent of the fortifications of Bretagne, a 
man well known, and univerfally efteemed, Fre- 
zier never faw any of thefe favages himfelf, but 
he fays, that being upon the goaft of Chili, Don 
Pedro Molina, Governor of the iflc of Chiloe, and 
many other eye-witnefTcs, tpld him, that there 
was at a confiderable diftance within the country, 
an Indian nation, called by their neighbours Cau^ 
cohueSj who fometimes came down to the Spanilh 
fettlements» that wer^ more than nine feet high, 
and were the fame race with the Patagonians who 
live on the caftem coaft, and have been mentioned * 
in former relations. We are told by Reaveneatt 
de Luffan, that the Spaniards who live upon the 
i^dL poaft in South America, report that certaii^ 

whit? 
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tvfiirc Indians inhabit part of Chili, with whom 
they are always at war : that they are of an enor- 
mous bulk and ftature, and that whenever they 
take a Spaniard prifaner, they force up the breaft- 
bone, z^ they would the fticU of a tortoife, and 
* ' tear out his heatt. Narbofougln on the coirtrary^ 
though he agrees that the Indians who inhabit the 
mountains near the Spanilh fettlemeuts at Chili, 
and perpetually commit hoftilities agaidft them^ 
are tall, exprefsly denies that their ftature is gi- 
gantic. He had often meafured the (kuUs and 
the prints of the feet of the favages on the coalb 
of the Streight of Magellan, which, he fays, ^ere 
of the common lize : he had alfo feveral times 
feen numerous companies of them even at Port 
Saint Julian, and thefe he declares not to be taller 
or bigger than other men. Nar borough is cer* 
tainly a credible witnefs, and his evidence is di- 
reflly to the point: it is confirmed by that of 
L'Hcrmitc, who fays, that the people be faw upon 
the cbaft of Terra del Fucgo, though they were 
robuft and well-proportioned, were not larger 
than the inhabitants of Europe •, and laftly, M. dc 
Gennes bears teftimony that none of the people he 
faw at Port Famine were fix feet high. 

" Thofe who diligently confider thefe different 
relations will find reafon to believe, that all the 
parties have fpoken truth, each of them faich-^ 
fully reporting what he faw, and therefore that 
the exiftence of a gigantic race in thefe parts is 
a real fadt, not to be queftioned merely becaufe 

they 
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they were not fcen by every mariner that vifited 
the country. 

** It appears to be well eftablifticd, that the 
inhabitants of the two borders of the Stretght are 
of the common ftature ; and that the race diftin- 
tinguifhed by the name of Patagonians, made 
their conftant refidence upon the deftrt coafts^ 
either in fome miferable hovels in the depth of the 
woods, or in fome caverns of the rocks, fcarceljf 
accefTible to any but themfelves: and it appears 
from the account of Oliver de Noort, that whe^ " " 
the Streight began to bt frequented by European 
vefleis, they hid themfelves as foon as the (hips 
were in fight, which accounts both for their not 
being feen, and for the recent marks of inhabit- 
ants upon a coafl: that appeared to be defart. 
Perhaps the frequent appearance of our fliips 
upon this coad, at length determined them to 
quit it as a fettled habitation, returning only at 
particular fealbns of the year, and taking up their 
conftant refidence in the interior part of the 
country^ Lord Anfon was of opinion^ that they 
refided ftatedly on the weftcrn fide af the Corde- 
Iiers» and vifited the eaftern RAt occafionally, 
but not often : fo that if they have been rarely 
feen by the veflels which have touched at the coafl: 
of Patagonia for the lafl: hundred years, the reafo» 
probably i$^ that being, Kke other Indian nations^ ^ 

defirous to conceal themfelves from ftrangers, they 
retired to the moiintains. It is indeed to be re- 
grettedy that no (keleton'of thefe' people has^ 

$ be^' 
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been brought into Europe; and it may at firlt 
fcem ftrange, that no fuch evidence of their un- 
cbnlibpn ftature ibould have been produced^ as 
it J& known that feveral of them who had been 
made prifoners by the Commanders of European 
veiTels, dted on board foon after they came into a 
hot climaie; but the wonder will ceafe, when it 
is confidered that all mariners have a fuperftitious 
opinion that the compafs will not traverfe if there 
is a dead body on board the veffeL" Upon 
' * the whole, it may reafonably be prefumed, that 

the concurrent teftimony of late navigators, par- 
ticularly Commodore Byron, Captain Wallis, and 
Captain Carterej^ Gentlemen of unqueftionable 
veracity, who are Hill living, and who not only 
faw and converfed with thefe people, but mea- 
fured them, will put an end to all the doubts 
that have been hitherto entertained of their cx- 
iftence. 

Having thus brought together the whole of the 
evidence for and againft a fa£t which has long 
been the objcdt both of popular and philofophical 
curiofity, I (hall not anticipate any opinion that 
the Reader may form concerning future naviga* 
tions in the track which has been defcribed by any 
of the veffels whofe voyages are here related, ex- 
cept that although it is the opinion of Commodore 
Byron, who fpcnt feven weeks and two days in 
paflSng through the Streight of Magellan, that it 
may- be paffed in three weeks at th© proper feafon ; 
, yet the paflage coft . Captain Wallis near foiv 
u . V . months^

months, though he performed it precifely at the 
time recommended by the Commodore, having 
reached the eaftern entrance about the middle of 
December. 

I cannot howevef difmifs my Readers to thfe 
ipUowing narratives, without exprefllng the re- 
gret with which I haVe recorded the defh*udion 
of poor naked favages, by our fire-arms, in the 
courfe of thefe expeditions, when they endeavour- 
ed to reprefs the invaders of their country ; a re- 
gret which I am confident my Readers will par- 
ticipate with me : this however appears to be an 
^ evil which, if difcoveries of new countries are 
attempted, cannot be avoided: refinance will al- 
ways be made, and if thofe who refill are not over- 
powered, the attempt muft be relinquifhed. It 
may perhaps be faid, that the expence of life up- 
on thefe occafions is more than is neceflary to con- 
vince the natives that farther contefl: is hopelefs, 
and perhaps this may fometimes have been true; 
but it muft be confidered, that if fiach expeditions 
are undertaken, the execution of them muft be 
intruftcd to perfons not exempt from human 
frailty ; to men who are liable to provocation by 
fudden injury^ to unpremeditated violence by fud- 
den danger, to error by the defeft of judgment or 
the ftrength of paflion, and always difpofed to 
transfer laws by which they are bound themfelves, 
to others who are not fubjeft to their obligatioii ; 
fo that every excefs thus produced is alfo an ine- 
vitable evil,

Sanger without his confent, the cohfeqiience will 
ftill folbw; for it is imiyerfally agreed, at lead 
upon :the principles of Chriftianity, that men have 

.nanrore right over ;rf«eir6wn lives than 4ver the 

: lives of others,' and fmcide being deemed the worft 
fpecies of murder, a. man muft be prdporticrably 

' critmnal in expofing his own life, for any purpofe 
that would not juilify ins expafing the life of ano- 
ther. If the gradficacion of artificial Wants,, or 
the hrcreafe of knowledge, are juftifiable camfes fbr 
the rifle of lif€, the landing by force bn a nfcwJy 
difcovered country, in order to examine its pro* 
duce, may be juftified; if not, every trade and 
profeffion that expofes life for advantages of the 

'fame kind is unlawful; and by what .trade or pro- 
feffion is not life expofed? Let us examine all 

' the 
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the muhitadcs tbut an I^s emplayed, from the 
ri^iaier who fwe^u ajt :t|ie fi^rnace to the f^pdentary 
artificer who grcxw^ pale 9t the k)Qm^ and per* 
haps none can be found in which life is not in 
feme degree fajcrificed to the artificial neceflfities o£ 
civil fociety. But will it therefore be faid, that 
civil focisty, £0 whi^h this facfifice is tnade, is 
for that reafon a comtunadon contrary to the great 
or^gk^alprinciplesof mpraiity, nhkh are tkc bafis 
of a4l ^uty? Will it tefaid, that to e)tcrdfe the 
faculties which are the diftinguiihing chara&eriftics 
of our liature is unnatural ? and that being en- 
dowed with the various powers which in civil fo- 
cieties only can be brought into a^ion, it was 
incongruous to the will of our Creator that any 
fuch foci(3ty fliould be formed, and that it would 
be jpleafing to him if, ftili continuing in a favage 
date, thefe powers (faould lie torpid ii) our nature, 
4ike life in an emfario^ during the whole of our exift-^ 
encef This furely muft appear extravagant an4 
abfurd in the hi^cft degree^ efpeciaily as it muft 
be aiiowed^ tba^ although commerce and art^ in 
fome inftattcd^ etpofe life, in others they prefitve 
k; ^y fupplythe wants of Nature, without ra- 
pine an4 vioknce, and by producing a common 
interril:, they prevent the inhabitants of the fame 
country from being divided into different clans, 
which am0ng favages are almoft perpetually com- 
mitting hoftifities again ft eafeh other, with a fero- 
cious cruelty which is not to be found where 
civil government and Htcrary knowledge have 
• ' - b 2 meliorated 
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meliorated the manners of mankind. Upon the 
whole, therefore, it feems reafonable to conclude, 
that the increafe of knowledge and commerce are 
ultimately common benefits i and that the lofs of 
life which happens in the attempt, is among the 
partial evils which terminate in general good. 

I have now only to requeft of fuch of my 
Readers as may be difpofed to cenfure me for 
not having attributed any of the critical efcapes 
from danger that I have recorded, to the particu- 
lar interpofition of Providence, that they would, 
in this particular, allow me the right of private 
judgment, which I claim with the greater confi* 
dence, as the very fame principle which would 
have determined them to have done it, has deter- 
mined me to the contrary. As 1 firmly believe 
the divine precept delivered by the Author of 
Chriftianity, *^ there is not a fparrow falls to the 
ground without my Father,'' and cannot admit 
the agency of chance in the government of the 
world, I muft neceflarily refer every event, to one 
caqfe, as well the danger as the efcape, as well the 
fufferings as the enjoyments of life : and for this 
opinion, I have, among other refpedable author!* 
ties that of the Bible. ** Shall we," fays Job, "re- 
ceive good from the hand of God and (hall we not 
receive evil ?" The Supreme Being is equally wife 
and benevolent in the difpenfation of both evil 
and good, as means of cffeding ultimate pur- 
pofes worthy of his ineffable perfeftions ; fo that 
whether we confidcr ourfclves as chriftians or 

philofophers, 
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philosopher^, We muft acknowledge that he de* 
ierves bleffing not more when he gives than when 
he takes away. If the fall of a fparrow, as well 
as its prefervation, is imputed^ to Providence, why 
not the fall as well as the prefervation of a man ? 
and why fliould we attribute to. Providence only 
what appears to be good in its immediate efiedt, 
when we fuppofe that the whole concatenation of 
events, whether the prefervation or deftruftion 
of particular parts, tends ultimately to the good 
of the whole? The fame voice commiffions the 
winds to plough up the deep, which at the ap- 
pointed time rebukes them, faying, " Peace, be 
«• ftill/' If the adorable Author and Prcferver 
of Nature was fuch a being as Baal is repre- 
fented to have been by the prophet, when he 
derided his worfhippers ; if he was ibmetimes on 
a journey, and fometimes aQeep, we might with 
propriety fay that a fire happened to break our, or 
a ftorm to rife, but that by the interpofition of 
Providence life was prcfervcd, expreflions which 
imply that the mifchief had one origin, and the 
remedy another j but fuch language certainly de- 
rogates from the honour of the great Univerfal 
Caufe, who, ading through all duration, and 
fubfifting in all fpace, fills immenfity with his 
prefence, and etefnity with his power. 

It will perhaps be faid, that in particular in- 

fiances evil necefiarily refults from that conftitu- 

tion of things which is beft upon the whole, and

fhip*s courfc would haVe caufed her to fte«r clean 
pf the rock, and if all things were not equally 
f afy \Q Omnipotence, we fliould fay that this 

niighf 
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might have been done with Icfs difficulty than a 
calm could be produced by fufpending the general 
laws of Nature which had brought on the gale. 

I have, however, paid my homage to the Su- 
preme Being, confonant to my own ideas of his 
agency and perfeftions; and thofe who are of 
opinion that my notions are erroneous, muft al- 
low, that tie who does what he thinks to be right, 
and abftains from what he thinks to be wrong, 
acquits himlclf equally of moral obligation, whe* 
ther his opinions are falfe or true. 
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SINCE the publication of the firft edition of 
this work, a quarto pamphlet has appeared, 
undcrthe title of " A Letter from Mr. Dalrymple 
« to Dr. Hawkefworth, occafioned by fome 
^^ groundlefs and illiberal Imputations in his Ac* 
" count of the late Voyages to the South Seas." 

Upon reading this letter 1 found that the Im- 
putations faid to be groundlefs and illiberal were 
Imputed to me ; that I was charged with having 
formed fuppofitions injurious to Mr. Dalrymple, 
with contradicting a known fad, with ignorant 
criticifms on his obfervations, and with fupprefling 
whatever would do him credit. As I had de- 
clared in my general Introdudtion, that " th« ac- 
•* count was drawn up from the journals kept by 
«* the Commanders of the feveral (hips, and from 
" other affiftance, (the papers of Mr, Banks) 
** with liberty however of interfperfing fuch fen- 
*• timents anci obfervations as my fubjcft Ihould 
^ fuggeft," I wondered at firft at this Gentleman*s 
haft<> to vent his refehtment againft me, before he 
had informed himfelf whether I was in fault, 
.4 which 
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which not only in candour but in juftice he ihould 
certainly have done^ cfpecially^as both my gcrfon 
and place of abodo are wdl known lo-him, but I 
foon difcovered that my book found him in an ill- 
humoun He patheticdly complains of^ an in- 
fluence which prevented him from going in the 
Epdefvoif ; of gn ihjiii^y dqne Hm^iji ^prji^ing 
him of the (hip he had chofen for the voyage, on 
pretence of his not having been bred up in the 
RoyAl- Navy, and- of . the infmuations. of ^wjijtgf 
men who would have, eadeavoured tpi, throw 'aij 
6dium ,0n him, if the .c^pedition^ in the mode, it 
wa^ pfopofed, had n9t been fuccefsfi^l, anfl attri* 
butecjallthe merit? to their own tooli. :

In the mean 
time ! atfure hirti that I have no concern in th6 
queftlort, that I have, not advanced any fentiment 
or opistori eif imy 6wn about it, and that, a$ I 
neve^'Tfdd his boek»^ his! charge that 1 wilfully 
fnppreflfed *hatc«r I thought xould do him cre- 
dit, i* tfrhoHy Without foundation. I have incor- 
poratfcd the journals of each voyage, and eSc- 
pitflfed the fcntimetlts of the writers on the fub- 
jeft ih thi beft manner I was able; that I have 
faithfully related the faAs the journals them- 
f(&tveS indtibitably prove, and that I have not 
tftiftfik^n the rentimchts may fairly be inferred 
from the acquiefcence of the Gentlemen who kept 
them, to whom my manufc^fipt Was read, to whom 
it wa^ afterwards delivered, and in whofe poflefTion 
h contitiued till they thought fit to return it. ' 

Mr. Calryftiplfe fays, '* that he did not expe,<9: 
** to find hinifclf mentioned by ^uime in the work 
« 1 have juftpubliftied ;" but whatever this Gentle, 
man^s expeftations may have been, no other perfon 
furely can think it flrangethat an author ihould be 
iTientidfted by nam, when the fubje6l on which 
he has profefledly written is under confideration .; 
nor can any perfon but himfejf fuppofe me tp 
blame for not fupprelfing a fentiment of the Na* 
vigatot, from whole journal 1 had undertaken to 
idraw up an account of his voyage, merely be- 
f aufe It Contained this name, or infinuatcd that the 

wonderful 
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wonderful pcrfonagc to whpm it. belonged, was» 
like other mortals, liable to error ; that nothing 
more is imputed to him than mere miftake, with- 
out any exprcfEon that implies difrefpefit, the 
Reader will fee if he reads the five laft pages of 
the fccond book, beginning Vol. IIL p. 411 ♦- 

Mr. Dairy mple imputes a fuppefitien U) me 
concerning the fituation of Captain Cook's Ihip 
in the beginning of September 1769, which he 
fays is highly improbable \ if he means that I 
have affigned this fituation to the Ihip by a con- 
jeSlure of my own^ the contrary will appear from 
the book ; if he means that this fituation refults 
from what is there infcrted, it is fufficient for my 
juftification to fay that I took this part from the 
journal before me, apd, with all the reft, fub- 
mitted it to Captain Cook's revilion. 

Mr. Dairy mple fays, p. 23. that the declaration 
imputed to Captain Cook, that in March i76q» 
though it was a general opinion that there was" 
hSid to the windward he did not think himfclf at 
liberty to fearch for what he was not fure to find, if 
not foifted in by me, would almoft preclude hiai 
from taking any further notice of Captain Cook's 
(condudb or opinions : this Gentleman is certainly- 
Unfortunate in his partialities: with rclpeft to 
himfelf, he refents as illiberal, not only an infi* 
. nuation that he is miftaken, but the mere naming 
him without commendation : with refpeft to Captain

Cook* 
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Cooky who is univerfally allowed, except perhaps 
by Mr. Dalrymplc, to be as good an officer and 
as able a navigator as the world has ever feen, he 
thinks himfclf at liberty to infinuate that, if I have 
not foifted in a paffage to difgrace him, his con- 
duft and opinions fcarccly deferve notice: Cap- 
tain Cook, as his accufer well knows, is abfent, 
and cannot anfwer for himfelf; I muft therefore 
inform him, firft, that the declaration in qiieftion 
was not foifted in by me, every word of it in the 
fame order being in Captain Cook's journal; and 
fecondly, that Captain Cook's firft and principal 
objca being to obfervc the Tranfit of Venus at 
Otaheite, he was juftified in not fpending time 
upon another objedt before he got thither, as a 
very fmall degree of fagacity would have difco- 
vered, without foreign alTiftance. 

This Gentleman charges me with inconfiftency 
in faying, firft, that the nautical events were mi- 
nutely related, to afcertain the Ihip's track more 
minutely than could be done on any chart, how- 
ever large the fcalc ; and afterwards, that if any 
difference fhould be difcovered between the narra- 
tive and the charts, the charts fhould be confided 
in 5 but Turely the narrative might in general af- 
certain tht track more minutely than the chart, 
and yet poflTibly admit a particular miftake which 
the chart niight corred.

And now, to ufe Mr. Dairy mple's own words, 
•' having I flatter myfelf fliewn that his illiberal 
*^ infinuations againft me are groundlefs,*' I muft 
obferve that his fenfe of injury, when he fup- 
pofed that I had ** attacked him by implication^ 
'«* as having mifreprefented the Spanifh and Dutch 
** voyages to fupport his own ill-grounded con- 
*• jeftures," (hould, if better motives had been 
wanting, have rcftrained him from attacking 
by implication Gentlemen, who I prefume have 
never given him any offence except by not dif- 
covering a fouthern continent, as having com- 
mitted murder. ** He refigns himfelf, he fays, 
to Providence^ although in the wifdom of its dif- 
pcnfations he was prevented by the fecondary in- 
fluence of narrow-minded men from completing 
the difcovery of, and eftablifhing an amicable inter- 
courfe with, a fouthern continent; which, not- 
withftanding rhy fagacious reafonings, he ftill 
thinks, from his own experience in fuch like voy« 
ages, may be done without committing murder.** 
Whether this does not by implication impute the 
death of every' Indian who fell in the courfe of 
thcfe difcoveries, as murder to every perfon who 
was inftrumental in taking away his life, except 
thofe who adled immediately under military fub- 

ordination» 
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ordination, let Mr. Dalrymple himfelf determine ; 
if it does, it is to be hoped that, for the honour 
of his humanity, he will be the affociate of thofe, 
whom he fuppofcs to be murderers, no more. 

By a reference from the word providence to the 
24th page of my Introduftion, Mr, Dalrymple 
feepis to have adopted the notion of feme other 
ingenious and worthy Gentlemen who have lately 
honoured me with their notice in public, that 
what I have faid upon that fubjcft is inconfiftent 
with revealed religion. I have however affirmed 
nothing as tny own opinion^ but that the Supreme 
Being is the caufe of all events, of which the at- 
tributing to him thofe only which appear to be 
good in their immediate effeft, implies a denial. 
Upon the principles of revelation all phyfical or 
natural evil is judicial^ and God is exprcfsly faid 
to be. the author of it in his judicial capacity.

They are notched below fo as to fit clofcly 
upon the wales ; and as they are intended to prefenre the 
planks of the fide, when any weighty body is hoifted 
or lowered, they extend from the main wale to the top 
of the fide ; and they are retained in this pofition - by 
bolts or fpike-nails. 

SPRING, a crack or breach running tranfverfely or 
obliquely through any^ part of a maft or yard, fo as to 
render it unfafe to carry the ufual quantity of fail there* 
on.' 

Spring is alfo a rope pailed out of one extremity of 
a Ihip and attached to a cable proceeding from the other, 
when ihe lies at anchor. It is ufually done to bring the 
(hip's broadfide, or battery of cannon, to bear upon fome 
diftant obje£t. 

SPRITSAIL, a fail attached to a yard which hangs

The Pajfage from the Downs to Rio de 
Janeiro^ 

[The longitude in riiis v»yage is rccfkoned from the meridiaft 
•of LoAdon, weft to 1 So degree:, a«d eaft afcer«vards.j 

ON the 2ift of June ly-fi*, I iailed ffom the 1764. 
Downs, with his M^efty^s ihip the DoU kJI^Lj 
phin, and the Tamar frigate, which I had received Thurfd. ai. 
orders to take uader imy command : as I was com- 
ing down the river, the Dolphin ,got a-ground ; I 
therefore put into Plymoiith, where fhe w^s dock- 
ed, but did not appear to have received any da- 
inage. At this place we changed fome of our 
iiiBeB, and having paid the people two month-s 
wages in advance, J. hoifted the broad pendant, J«'y. 
a^Kl faijed again on the 3d of July; on the 4th we wcdn-f.^! 
wer^off the Lizard, and made thebeft of our way 
<mt\x a fine brei^ze., but bad the jnor.tification ,to 
find the Tamar a very heavy iailex. In the night , 
of Friday the 6th, ^tbefofficerof thciirll watch faw Friday 6. 
-cither a Ihip on fire;, -or $m cxtra,ordinary phenome- 
non which greatly rcfcaa^bled it, /at foine .diftance : 
it continued to iblaze for abb^ut half ^n hpur, and 
then .difappeat^. 1t;i the ^mrmg fOf ThurfiJay, Tburfd. 12. 
July Hhc ut'h, we faw the rfocjcs m^ the iflan^ of 
Madeira, which our people call the Picfmisrsi 
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from deferteSy sl name which has been given them 

from their barren and defolate appearance: the

. where, about three o'clock in the afternoon, we 
canie to an anchor. In the morning of Saturday

with eleven guns, which 1 returned from the fliip. 

Sunday 15. The ncxt day, he returned my vifit at the houfe of 
the Conful, upon which I faluted him with eleven 
gunfs, which he returned from the fort. I found 
here his Majefty's ihip the Crown, and the Ferret 
floop, who alfo faluted the broad pendant. 

. Having completed oyr water, and procured all 
the refrefliment I was able for the companies of 
both the (hips, every man having twenty pounds 
weight of onions for his fea ftock, we weighed an-

Saturday 2 1, voyage. On Saturday the aifl:, we made the 
ifland of Palma, one of the Canaries, and foon 
after examining our water, we found it would be 
ncceffary to touch 3t one of the Cape de Verd 
iflands for a frefh fuppl)^ During the whole of 
our courfe from the Lizard, we obferved that no 
• fifli followed the (H5p, which I judged 'to be oyr- 

By the 
26th, our water was become foul, and ffunk in- 
tolejably, but we purified it with a machinp, 
wltich had been put on board for that purpofi^ it 
- was a kind of ventilator, by which air was forced 
though the welter in a continual ftream, as long as 
it was ncceffary,

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In the morning of the 27th, we made the ifland >764« 
of Sal, one of the Cape de Verds, and feeing. fc- •^— v-^ 
veral turtle upon the water, we hoifted out our^'"^*^^^' 
jolly boat, and attempted to ftrikethem, but they 
all went down before our people could come within 
reach of them. On the niorning of the 28th, we Saturday 2S. 
were very near the ifland of Bona Vifta, the next Sunday 29. 
day off the Ifle of May, and on Monday the 30th, Monday 30. 
we came to an anchor in Port Praya bay. The 
rainy feafon was already fet in, which renders this 
place very unfafe 5 a large fwell that rolls in from 
the fouthward, makes a frightful fuff.upon the 
ihore, and there* is reafon every hour to exped a 
tornado, of which, as it i^ very violent, and blows 
direftly in, the confequences are likely to be fatal; 
to that after the 15th of Auguft no Ihip comes hi- . 
thcr tHl the rainy feafon is over, which happens in 
November; for this reafon I made all poffible 
haftc to fill my water and get away., I procured 
three bullocks for the people, but they were little * 
better than carrion, ami the weather was fo hot, 
that the flefb flunk in a few hours after they were 
killed. 

On Thurfday the ,2d of Auguft, we got again Aotoft. 
under fail, with a large cargo of fowls, lean goats, ^^" ^*^ ** 
and monkies, which the people contrived 10 pro- "^ 

cure for. old fliirts, jackets, and other articles of 
th# like kind. The intolerable, heat, and ^moft 
inccflant rain, very foon afFedled our health,^4nd 
the men begqii to fall down in fevers, notwith> 
ftanding all jri^ attention and diligeneeto Aake* 
B 2 thcmi 
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them (hiff thcmfclvesr before they ftept, \^hen they 
I were wet. 

Wedncr. g. On Wedncfday the 8th, the Tamar fired a gun, 
upon which we fhortened fail till (he came up : we 
found that flie had fufFered na damage but the 
carrying away of her top-fail-yard; however, as 
we were obliged to make an eafy fail till fhe had 
got up another, and the wind feemed to be com- 
ing again to the fouthward, we loft a good deal of 
way. We continued, to our great mortificatioii, 
to obfervc that no filh would come near enough to 
our copper bottom for us to ftrikc, though we 
faw the fea as it were quickentfd with them at a 
little diftance. Ships in thefe hot latitudes gene- 
rally take fifti in plenty, but, except fliarks, we 
were not able to catch one. 

septfTnber. No event worthy of notice happened till Taef- 

Tucfday fi. j^y thc 11th of September, when, about three 
o'clock in thc afternoon, we faw Cape Ftio^-on 
the coaft of Brazil ; and about noon, on Thurfday 

Th«rr.i3, the 13th, we anchored in eighteen fathom, m the 
great Road of Rb de Janeiro. The city, which 
is large, and makes a handfome appearance, ts^ 
governed by the Viceroy of Brazil, who -is per- 
• haps, in faft, as abfoliite a fov^cign as any upo» 
earth. Wh€A I vifited him, he received rfte ift 
gredt forttt ; above fikty cheers Wert drawn up be* 
fofe the palai^e, as welt tt9 A Cii^tain*s guard, v^bo 
wep^ men of a good appedrance^ and eittreimty 
well Clothed: his E)eceilency, wich a num^ber df 
1)elfons oi chg fifft diftifidioii^ b^longkig to tht

The people in my own fhip, wha had ^ much 
fircfh meat and greefts as they could' cat every day^ 
Were very healthy, but there bcnig many fick onr 
board the Tamar, Iproctired a place for them oit 
fliorei where they foon recovered-. I affi) engaged 
a number of Portuguefe caulkers, as tbefeams oi^ 
both the fhips were very open^ who^ after having 
worked feme time, rendered then>perfcftly tight* 
-Wliile we lay herCj Lord Gfive, in the Kent In'* 
diaraan, came to the port. This ftiip had foiled 
from England a month before bs^ and had ttcfL 
touched any where, yet fhe came in a month after 
us ; fo that her paflage was juft two months loflgef 
than oursj notwithftanding the time we loft in 
waiting for the Tamar, which, though the Dol* 
iphin was by no means a good failer, failed fo much 
Worfe, that we feldom fpread more than half our 
canvas. The Kent had many of her people down 
in the fcurvy. 

On Tuefday the i6th of Odtober, we weighed Twfdayift 
anchor, being impatient to get to fea, for the heat 
here was. intolerable ; but we lay four or five days 
above the bar, waiting for the land breeze to carry

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»764- US ott:, for there is no getting out with the fca 
^J^^ breeze, and the entrance between the two firft forts 
T»eW«y i6. jg fy narrow, and fo great a fea breaks in upon 
them, that it was not without much danger and 
diiHculty we got o^t at laft, and if we had followed 
tTie advice of the W^?8iiguefe pilot, wc had cer- 
tainly loft the fhip. As this narrative is publifhed 
for the advantage of future navigators, particu- 
larly thofe of our own nation, it is alfo neceffary I 
l^ould obferve, that the Portuguefe here, carrying 
on a great trade, make it their bulinefs to attend 
every time a boat comes on (hore, and pradtifc 
every artifice in their power to entice away the 
crew : if other methods do not fucceed, they make 
them drunk, and immediately fend them up the 
country, taking cffedual care to prevent their re- 
turn, till the fhip to which they belong has left the 
place ; by this pra6lice I lofl five of my men, and 
the Tamar nine : mine I never recovered, but the 
Tamar had the good fortune to learn where hcr*s 
were detained, and by fending out a party in the 
night, furprifcd them, and brought them back.

C H A P. II. 

Pcijfage from Rio de Janeiro to Port Dejire ; 
ivith fome Defer iption of that Place. 

ON Monday the 22d, being now once more ,764. 
at fea, I called all hands upon deck, and ,ff^ 
informed them, that I was nov as they imagined, Monday «. 
bound immediately to the Eaft Indies, but upon 
certain difcovcries, which it was thought might be 
of great importance to our country, in confidera- 
tion of which, the Lords Commiflioners of the 
Admiralty had been pleafed to promife them double 
pay, and feveral other advantages, if during the 
voyage they Ihould behave to my fatisfaftion. 
They all cxprefled the greateft joy imaginable up- 
on the occafion, and aflured me, that there was 
no danger or difficulty that they would not with 
the utmoft cheerfulnefs undergo in the fervice of 
their country, nor any order tlWt I could give them 
which they would not implicitly and zealoufly 
obey. 

We continued our courfc till Monday the 29th, Monday ^9. 
having frequently hard gales with fudden gufts, 
which obliged us to ftrike our top-gallant-mafts^ 
and get up our ftumps •, but this day it blew a 
ftorm, with a terrible fea, and the (bip laboured 
fo much, that, to eafc her, \ ordered the two fore- 
moft, and two aftcrmoft guns to be thrown over- 
board^. 
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17^4* board : the gale continued with nearly equal vio- 
K^^^Z^ l^^ce all the reft of the day, and ail night, fo that 
MonJay ay. ^,^ ^^^^ obliged to lie to under a double-reefed 
Tiiciaay 30. main-fail ; but in the morning, it beiiig mofe mo- 
dera^, and veering from N. W, to & by W. we 
made fail ag^tn, and ftood ta the weftward. We 
were now in latitude 35^ 50" 9. and found the

fpriBg months antwerlog, to our May^ aisd we were 
near twenty degrees nearer the lide : to us, wha 
within little more than a week had fuffered intole- 
rable heat, this change was moft feverely felt : and 
the men,, whafuppoling. they wer^ ta contiaue in a 
hot clknate during the whole voyagp^ had contriv- 
ed to. fcU not only all their warm clothes, but their 
beddings at the different ports where, we had toucb- 
cdt now ^plied ia great dilbefs for flops, aod 
were all furnilbed for the climate. 
November. On Friday the id of Navembe^. after adoaim- 
ft^^y a. flteriijg^ the proper oaths to the Lieutenants of both 
flupsv I delivered them their cammiflionl ; foe till 
this* time tkey afiied ^n\y uoder verbal orders &oai 
me, and expefted to receive their commiffioas in 
India, whither they imagined we were bound. We 
now begariSr to fee a great number of birds about 
the (hip, many of them very large, of which fome 
were brown and white, and fame black: there 
were among, them large flocks of pintadoes, which- 
are fomewhat larger than a pigeon,, and (potted 
Sttttday 4. with black and white. Ort the 4th, we faw a great 
quantity of rock weed, and feveral fcals: oUr la-

■^!^-.^ the land ftill having the fame appearance, and the 
Mondaj 1%. jjjjj^ looking blue, as they generally do at a little 
diftance in dark rainy weather, and now many of 
the people faid that they faw the fea break upon the 
landy beaches ; but having fleered out for about 
an hour, what we had taken for land, vanilhed all 
at once, and to our great aftonifliment appeared to 
have been a fog- bank. Though I had been almoft 
continually at fea for feven and twenty years, I had 
never feen fuch a deception before ; others how- 
ever have been equally deceived ; for the mailer of 
a ihip, not long fince, made oath, that he had feen 
an ifland between the weft end of Ireland and New- 
foundland, and even diftinguilhed the trees that 
• grew upon it. Yet it is certain that no fuch ifland 
exifts, at leaft it could never be found, though 
feveral (hips were afterwards fent out on purpofe 
to feck it. And I am fure, that if the weather 
had not cleared up foon enough for us to fee what 
we had taken for land difappear, every man on 
board would freely have made oath, that land had 
been difcovered in this fituation. Our latitude 
this day was 43?

I called, to the people to hawl up the forefail, and 
let go the main Iheet inftantly ; for I was perfuaded 
that if we had any fail out when the guft reached 
us, we fhopld either be ovcrfet, or lofc all our 
mafts. It reached us however, before we could 
raife the main tack, and laid us upon our beam 
ends : the main tack was then cut, for it was be- 
come impollibte to caft it ofF^ and the main Iheec 
ftruck down the Firlt Lieutenant, bruifed him 
dreadfully, and beat out three of his teeth : the 
main topfail, which was not quite handed^ was 
fplit to pieces. If this fquall, which came on 
with lefs warning and more violence than any I 
had ever feen, had taken us in the night>. I think 
the fhip muft have been loft. When it came on 
we obferved feveral hundred of birds flying before 
it, which cxprefled their terror by loud (hrieks ; it 
lafted about twenty minutes, and then gradually 
fubfided. The Tamar fplit her main fail, but as 
Ihe was to leeward of us, (he had more time to 
prepare. In a fliort time it began to blow very 
hard again, fo that we reefed our main fail, and 
lay to under it all night. As morning approached, vrt^nett^ 
the gale became more moderate, but we had ftill 
a great fca, and the wind ihifting to S. by W. we 
flood to the weftward under our coUrfes. Soon 
after it was light, the fea appeared as red as blood, 
being coycred with a- fmall IhcU-fifli of that co- 

iQUff 
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bur« ibmeirfut refcmbling our crayftjb, but Icfs 
of which y^ took up great quantities in bafkets. 

Tbiiiii^. At iiaif an liour paft four in the mormtig of 
Thivfiiay the 15^1 of Novenofber, we iaw land, 
which had the appearance of an iHaad about tight 
or nine leagues long, there being no land in fight 
cither to the northward or fbuthward, though by 
the oharts it fbouid be Cape Saint Helena^ which 
projeds fpoin the ooaft •to a <oonfiderab4e diftance, 
and forms two bays, one to the north, and th^ 
other to the fouth. As «he weather was very fine, 
I tacked and ftood in «for it about «en o'clock ; but 
as there were many funken rocks at about two 
leagues di&ance f^stn h, aipon whidi the fea broke 
*very high, ind the w'md &emed «o be gradtsally 
dying away, I tacked again and ftood off. The 
land appeared to be barren and rocky, without 
leither tree or bu(h; when I was neareft to k 1 
bounded and had forty-five faduxn^ with black 
muddy ground. To .my gneat imbfisTtaoe, my 
three Lieutenants and 4?he Mafter were at this time 
So ill as to be iac^fxable of d^fty, ^ough the teft 
of the ihip's compsmy were m good beakh. Our 
latitude was 4f® zf §•, longkudc 63"" 2' W.; the 
variation 19** 41' E.

fhDod in again, tie ftorm ftill commuing wkh fcail 
and fnow 1 and abom fix -o'clock we faw the latid 
again, bearing S. W. by W. The (hip was now 
ib fight, that in a gale of wind fte drove fcodily 
to leeward ; fo tfiat I was very foliciftous to get 
into Port Defire, chat 1 might put -her »ho*d tn or- 
der, and take in fofficient baHaft, to avoid Ac <ian- 
gcr of being caught ypon a fce-fhore in hcrprdfent 
trim. We ftecred in for the land with the wind at 
N. El and in the evening brought te^ hvn the 
•wind coming td the wcfftwafrd, we were driven 4sff 1 
in the night. At fcven the next morning, we ftood Monday 19. 
in again, fleering S* W. ty S. fey the conrvpafe, 
and foon perceived the fea to fereak right ahead of 
US ; we rmmediarely ib^ndcd, and (boiled owr wa- 
ter tffom thirteen le fevenfadvom, £don Axrx deep- 
ening it again from fevemeen 4K) forty-two-; A) »hat 
we went ever live end of a thoal, whk?h a Iktleiat* 
thcr to ^e northward ihig^t »ha?e been fatal ito itB.

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1764- Cape Blanco at this time bore W. S. W. J. S. diC- 
,II!I^)JLi tant four leagues : but we were ftill at a lofs for 
Monda; 19. p^j^ Dcfire, it being impoffible that any defcrip- 
tion (hould be more confufed than that which Sir 
John Narborough has given of this harbour. I 
itood into a bay to the fouthward of the Cape, as 
he direfts, but could find no fuch place ; I there- 
fore ftood along the fhore to the fouchward, the 
wind blowing off the land very hard, and faw fe- 
veral large columns of fmoke rifing in many places, 
but ho tree or buih, the country refembling in ap- 
pearance the barren downs of England, We ob- 
fcrved alfo that the water was frequently very Ihal- 
low at the diftance of feven or eight miles from the 
fhore, for we had many times not more than ten 
fathom. 

We continued to (land along the fhore all day 
as near as poflfible, and in the evening we faw an 
ifland at the diftance of about fix leagues ; in the 
Tucfdayio. inoming we flood in for it, and found that it cor- 
refponded with Narborough's defcription of Pen- 
guin ifland. As Fort Defire is faid to He about 
three leagues north weft of this ifland, I fent the 
boat to look for it, and when fhe returned, hav« 
ing found it, I ftood in for the land. There were 
thoufands of feals and penguins about the fhip, 
and near Penguin Ifland feveral fmaller iflands, or 
rather rocks. In the. evening,- we faw a remark- 
able rock, rifing from the water like a fteeple, on 
the fouth fide of the entrance of Port Defire 5 this 
rock is an excellent mark to know the harbour, 
which it would otherwifc be difficult to find. Ac 

wght, 
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iJight, there being little wind, we anchored at the. 176+. 
diftance of four or five milc^ frofin the fhorc ; and u!*^*![i 
in the tnorning, with a breeze from the land, we miMu^ 
turned tip the harbour's mouth; #fc found it tery 
narrow; with m^ny rocks and fhoals about it; and 
the moft rapid tide 1 had ever known. 1 came td 
ah anchor off the harbour* in nine fathom, the ' 
entrance of the river being open, and bearing 
W. S. W. Penguin IQand S. E. i E. diftant about 
three leagues; the Steeple rock S. W, by W. the 
horthermoft land N. N. W. j and two rocks, which 
are covered at half tide, and lie at the fouthermbflE 
extremity of a reef which runs from the fame landi 
N. E. by N. I mention all thcfe bearings particu- 
lafiy, becaufe I think it may be of importance td 
future navigators, cipecially as the defcriptionsi 
that have been gitren of this place, by the few whd 
have already vifited it, are extremely dcfedlive. 
The wind blew very hard the greater part of this day, 
and there ran an ugly fea where we were ftationed^ 
yet I ordered our two boats to found the harbour, 
and attended m my own laoat myfclf. We found 
it very narrow for hear two miles, with a tide run- 
ning at the rate of eight miles an hour : we found 
alfo many rocks and fhoals, but all the danger 
{hows itfelf above water. When we came to the 
fliore, I landed, and Walked a little way into the 
country, which as far as I could fee was all dovl^ns, 
without a fingle tree or (hrub. We faw the dung' 
of many beaftsj and had a glimpfe of four, which 
fan away as foon as we came in fight, fo that wq 
could not certainly determine what they were; 
-Voi;,I, C; , But 
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1764. but we believed them to be Gtianicoes, many of 
%.J!3-^ which we afterwards faw come down to the water 
wedflef. n. fi^ . ithey refcmble our deer, but are much lai^cr^ 
the height of fome being not iefs than thirteen 
hands ; they are very fby, and very fwift. After I 
returned to my boat, I went farther up the har- 
bour, and landed upon an idand that wa$> covered 
with feals, of which we killed above fifty, and 
among them many that were larger than a bullock,, 
having before half loaded our boat with different 
kinds of birds, of which, and feals, there arc- 
enough to fupply the navy of England. Among, 
the birds one was very remarkable ; the head re- 
fembled that of an eagle, except that it had a large 
cojnb upon it ; round the neck there was a white 
ruff, exa(5Hy refembling. a lady'^s tippet; the fea- 
thers on the back were as bkck as jet, and as 
bright as the fineft poUfh could render that mine- 
ral : the legs were remarkably flrong and large,, 
the talons were like thofe of an eagle, except that 
they were not fo (harp, and the wings, when they, 
were extended, meafured, from point to point, no- 
Iefs than twelve /eet. 

The Tamar worked into the harbour with the 
tide of flood, but! kept my ftation with the Dol- 
phin till I fhould have a leading wind, and the 
wind (hiftirig to the eaflward, I weighed about 
five o'clock in the afternoon, intending to go up- 
with the^ evening flood: before I could get under 
feil, however, the wind (hifted again to N* W. by 
N. ; and it being low water, th^ (hip lying but 
jufl within the harbour, and there being no tide

to affift us, we were obliged to anchor near thb ^7H* 
JTouth fhore. The wind came off the land in vert <— -^^Ii 
hard flaws^ arid in a Aort time, oiir anchor com- ^'^^^- **^ 
iftg home, the fhip tailed on (hot-e againft a fteep 
gravelly beach. The anchoring ground indeed as 
far as we had yet foianded was bad, being very 
hard i fo that, in this fituatiori,' if the wind blows 
frefh^ there is always the greateft rcafoh to feat 
that the anchor fhould come home before the fhiji 
can be brought up. While we Were on ftiore, it 
began to blow very hard, and the tide running like 
a fluicei it was with the iitmoft difficulty that 
we could carry an anchor but to hfeaVe us off 5 
however, after about four hours hard labourj this 
was efFcfted, and the fhip floated in the ftream. 
As there was only about fii or fe^en feet of the 
after part of her that touched the ground^ there 
Was reafbn to hopfc that fhe had fufrered no da- 
mage j howevet^ I determined to unhang the rud- 
der, that it might be examined. 

iDuring all this night and the next morning the ThmC**. 
Wind blew with great violende ; and We had let go 
btar beft bo^er anchor when we Were near the 
(hore, in hopes it WOuld have brought ii^ Up, and 
had hot yet bfeeri abfe to weigh it. We now rode 
in a very difagreeablfe fituation . with our fmall 
bower, and that unfortuiiately came home again : 
we therefore got a hawfer out of the Tamaf, who 
lay in the ftfeahn^ and aftef Weighing the fmall 
bower, we got out by her affiftanee, and than 
dropped it aga^ moft ardently wifliing for fair 
C a weafher. 
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wmbir ^^^^^^^ ^^^^ ^^ might get the fliip properly 



moored. 

Friday 23. The next day we founded the harbour higher 
up, and found the ground foftcr, and the water 
not fo deep; yet the wind continued to blow la 
hard that we could not venture to change our fta- 
tioD, We had found a fmall fpring of water about 
half a mile inland, upon the north fide of the bay^ 
bur it had a brackifh taftc; I had alfo made ano- 
ther excurfion of fcveral miles into the country, 
which I found barren and defolate, in every direc- 
tion,, as far as the eye could reach. We had fecn 
many guanicoes at a diftance, but we could not 
get near enough to have a (hot at them; we 
tracked beafts of feveral kinds in the Ibil, near a 
poqd of fait water, and among them a very large 
tyger : wc found alfo a neft of oftriches eggs^ 
which we eat, and thought very good. It is pro-- 
bable that all the aninials which had left marks of 
their feet near the fait pond, drank the water, and 
indeed we faw no frefli water for them. The I 
Ipring that we had fotmd, which was not perfeAly j 
fre(h, was the only one of the kind that we had | 
been able to difcover ; and for that we had been } 
obliged to dig» there being no appearance of it 
except a flight moifture of the ground. 
Siturd.24. On the 24th, upon flack water, wc carried 
both the fliips higher up and mooi-ed them : the 
extreme points of the harbour's n^outh at low wa^ 
ttt bore from E. by S. I S. to E. ; and the Steeple , 
rock St E. t£* We had here, at low water, but 

fix 
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fix fathom ; but at fpring tides the water rifcs no ^^^"^^ 
iefs than four fathom and an half, which is feven u...^^.:«J 
and twenty feet. The tide indeed in this place is ^*'""*- ***- 
fuch as perhaps it is not in any other. It happen- 
•ed by fome accident that one of our men fell oveij- 
board; the boats were all along-iide, and the 
man was an exceeding good fwimmer, yet before 
^y aiCftance >could be fent after him, the ra- 
pidity of the ftream hadliurried him almoO: out of 
light ; we had however at laft the good fortune to 
iave him. This day I was again on fliore, and 
walked fix or feven miles up the country: I faw 
feveral hares as large as a fawn; I fhot one of 
them which weighed more than fix and twenty 
pounds, and if I had had a good greyhound, I dare 
fay the Hup's company might have lived upon 
hare two days in the week. In the mean time the 
people on board were bufy in getting up all the 
cables upon deck, and clearing the hold, that a 
proper quantity of ballaft might be taken in, and 
the guns lowered into it, except a few which it 
plight be thought neceffary to keep above. 

On the 25th, I went a good way up the harbour sunjay »$. 
in the boat, and baying landed on the Qorch fid?, 
we foon after found an old oar of a visry fingular 
make, and the bsirrej of a mulCket, with the King's 
jbroad arrow upon %, The mulket barrel had 
buffered fo rnuch frpm the weather, that it might 
be crumblecj to duft between the fingers: I jma- . 
gined it had been left there by the Wager's people, ' 
pr perhaps by Sir John Narborough. Hitherto 
Yft had found no kind of vegetables exicept a fp^- ^ 
P 3 i:icjs 



1764. cies of wild peas; but though we bad feenno in-: 
oire«^ ^^ habitants, we fasl^ places wluere they had made thgir 
Sttiiday 15. gj.gg^ which however did not appear to be recent. 
While vpc were on flipre we fliot feme wl)d ducks, 
anid a hare ; the harp ran two miles after Ke was 
wounded, thougl^ it appeared when he was taken 
up that a ball had paQed <)uite through his body. 
J went this day many miles up the country, and- 
had a long chace after one of the guanlcocs, which 
was the largpft we had fecn : he frc<jucntly ftppped 
to look at us, when he had left us at a good 
diftancfs- behind, and made a noife i;hat refemblecj 
the neighing of a hprfe ; but when we came pretty 
near him he iet out again^ and at laft, my dog 
being fo tiferd that he eeuM not run him any 
longer, he got cju^te away ffom us^ and we faw 
him no more. We fhot a hare however, and a 
tktle ugly aniqiial which iluhk fo intolerably that 
none of uis could go near Bm. The flpfli of the 
Jiares here rs as white as fnow, and nothing can be 
better tafted. A ferjcant 0^ rtiarines, aod Igme 
others Who were on fliore at another pai"t of th^ 
bay, had better fuccefs than fell to our fliare, for 
they' killed two old guanicoes and a fawn; they 
yere however obliged to leave them where they 
ifeU, not being able (o brine them down to the 
witer fide, near fix miles,"withput farther alTift- 
ance, thoiigh they were but half the weight of thofi; 
♦ that are mentioned by Sir John Narbbrough; 
fome however t faW^ which could not weigh lefs 
than fcven op eight and thirty ftonej which is ^bout 
(hrce hundred pounds. When we returned in the 

even- 
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evening it blew very hard, and the deck being fo V^^* 
full of lumber that we could not hoift the boats t.-^^^Jj 



in, we moored -them aftern» About midnight, ?""''*' '* 
the ftorm continuing^ o«r fix oared cutter fiUed 
with water and broke adrift ; the boat-keeper, by 
whofe neglcdt this accident happened, being on 
board her, very narrowly efcaped drowning by 
catching hold of the ftern ladder. As it was tide 
^f flood when ibe went from the fhip, we knew 
that (he muft drive up the harbour; yet as the lofs 
•of her would be an irremediable misfortune, I fuf- 
fcred much anxiety till I <30uld fend rfter her in 
the morning, and it was then fome hours before MQndajf6. 
the was brought back, having driven many miles 
with the ftrcam. In the mean time, i fent another * 
party -to fetch the guankoes which mir people hiid 
Ihot the night before; but they found nothiag 
left except the bones, the tygers Jiaving eaten the 
^eih, and even ^racked the boneis of the \imh$ to 
come at the marrow. Several of our people htd 
i)ecn fifteen miles up the country in fcareh of frdh 
water, but could not find the leaft rill : we bad 
funk ievera] wells to a ccwfiderable depth where 
the ground appeared moiit, but «ip<»B vifHifig 
(them, I had the o^ortigcation to find that, altc^* 
th», they would not yield more than thirty gfil- 
loM in twienty-four hojjrs : this was a.difi^uragifig 
circunaftance, cfpcciadly as our peoplf, anw>iig 
Other expedients, had watched the gua^icoes, and 
feen them drink at the fait ponds. I therefore 
^determined to leave the place as foon as the fhip 
^pould be got into a little order^ aiid the fix oared

^J!'",.!; the beach for that purpofc. 

ttteflaya?. Qn the 27th, fome of our people, who had been 
a&ore on the north fide of the bay to try for mote 
giianicoes, found the fkull and bones of a mao, 
whiph they brpught off with them, and one 
young guanicoe alive, which wp al) agreed was 
one of the moft beautifiii creatures we had ever 
fcen : it fopn grew very tame, and would fuck our 
fingers like a calfi but, notwithftanding^ all ogr 
care and contrivances to feed it, it died in a. fe^ 
days. In the afternoon of this day it blew fo hard 
that I was obliged to keep a confiderable nuoiber 
of hands continually by the fheet anchor, as there 
was too much reafon to fear that our cables would 
part, which howevei? did not happen. In the mean 
^ime, fome of pvfr people that were on ikore with 
the carppnters, who werp repairing the cutter 
on the fouth fide of the bay, found two more 
fprings of tolerable water about two miles from 
the beach, in a dire<ft line ^om the (hip's ftation. 
To thefc fprings I fent twenty hands early in the 

Wfdnefit. morning with ibmefmall caiks called Barecas, and 
in a few turns they brought oi> board a tun of 
water, of which we began to be in geeat want. In 
the mean time, I went myfelf about twelve miles up 
the river in my boat, and the weather then grow- 
ing bad, I went on Ihore: the river, as far as ^ 
could fee^ was very broad ; there were in it a num- 
ber pf iflmds, fome of which were very large, and 
I make no doubt but that it penetrates the country 
|br fome. hundre^ia of miles. It was upon one ^f 

the. 
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theiflands that I went on Ihore, and I found there '7^4* 
ftich a number of birds^ that when they rofc they J!!!^'# 
literally darkened thp i)cy, and we copld not walk ^«^n<i*^ 
|9L ftep without tfpading upoq tt^ir eggs. As 
they kept hovering over our heads at a little dif- 
tance^ the men knocked dowq many of them with 
llones anjd {lic)cs, ;ind carried off feveral hundreds 
of their eggs. After fome time I left the iflaqd 
and landjed upon th^ main, where our men dreffed 
and eat their eggs, though there were young birds 
in moft of them. 1 faw po traces of inhabitants 
on either fide of the river, but great numbers of 
guanicoes, in herds of fixty or fcventy together : 
they would not however fuffer us to approach 
them» but flood and gazed at us from the hills. 
In this excurfion the furgeon, who was of my 
party, flipt a tyger cat, a fmall but very fierce 
animal 5 fpr though it was much wounded, ic 
maintainied a very (harp contefi: with my dog for 
a confiderable time before it was killed. 

On the 29th, we completed our ballaft:, which Thurfd, 29. 
the ftrengt}) of the tide, and the conftant gales of 
wind rendered a very difficult and laborious tafk ; 
we alfo gpt on board another ton of water. On 
|lie morning of the 30th, ^e wpather was fo bad priaay 3<k 
that we could not fend a boat on fhore i but em* 
ployed a}l h^pds on board in fetting up the rig* 
ging. It gr^w more moderate however about noon, 
and I then fent a boat to procure more water. 
The two men who firfl came up to the well founc^ 
there a large tyger lying upon the ground ; hav- 
ing gazed at each other fome time, the men, who 

had 
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jj w^be' '^^^ "^ fire-arms, fcring the beaft treat them with 
i — V — ^ as much corttemptuous ncglcft as the lion did the 
^Y^»y%0' knight.of La Mancha, began td throw (tones at 
him .: of thrs infult however he did not deign to 
take thfe leaft notice, but continued ftretched up- 
on the ground in great tranquillity till the reft of 
the party* came up, and t]^tn he very leifo/ely 
ro^e and walked away. 
^ul£"i On the firfl: of December, our cutter being 
thoroughly repaired we toofc her on board, but 
the weather was fo bad that we could not get off 
any water : the next day we ftruck the tents 
which had been fet up at the watering-place, and 
got all ready for fea. The two wells from which 
we got our water bear abput S. S» E. of the Steeple 
rock, from which they are diftant about two miles 
and an half; but I fixed a mark near them, that 
they might be ftijl moreeafijy found than by their 
bearings- During our ftay in this harbour, we 
founded every part of it with great care, as high 
as a fhip could go, and found that tliere is n(> 
danger but what may be fecfn at low water*, fp 
that now frefti water is found, though at feme 
diftance from the beach, it would be a very con- 
venient place for fhips to touch at, if it were not 
for the rapidity of the tide. The country about 
the bay abounds with guanicoes, and a great va- 
riety of wild fowl, particularly ducks, geefe, wid- 
geon, and fea-pies, befides many others for which 
we have no name. Here is alfo fuch plenty of 
excellent muffels, that a boat may be loaded with 
them every ticne it is low water. Wood indeed is 

fcarccj 
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fcarce; however in fomc parts of this coaft there 1764. 
are bulhes, which in a cafe- of neceffity might pro- \1^^1j 
duce a tolerable fupply of fuel. 

On Wednefday the 5th of December, I un- weinef. 5, 
moored, in order to get out, but the beft boturer 
came up foul, and. before we could heave fhort 
Upon the fmall bower, the tide of .ebb made 
ftrong ; for at this place flack >yater fcarcely con- 
tinues ten mihul»s ;. fo that we were obliged to 
wait till' it fhould be low water. Between five a»d 
fix ia the evening, we weighed, and fleered out 
fe N- E- with ai frcft gafc at N. N. W.

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Mrind blew fo hard he could not get into it, and _ 17^4.

that he therefore ftood away to the fouthward. v..«-n/.-«^ 
At this time I alfo was ftcering fouthward -, for ^"^'y^* 
the weather being extremely fine, I could fee very 
far to the northward of the fituation in which it is 
laid down. As I fuppofed it muft He to the eaft- 
ward of us, if indeed it had any (^xiftence, I made 
the Tamar fignal to fpread early in the after- 
Boon; and as the weather continued to be very 
clear, wc could fee, between us, at Icaft twenty 
leagues. We ftccred S. E. by the compafs, and at 
night brought to, being by my account in latitude 
47^ 1 3' S. The next morning it blew very hard Saturday a. 
at N. W. by N. and I ftill thought the ifland might 
lie to the eaftward •, 1 therefore intended to ftand 
about thirty leagues that way, and if I found no 
ifland, to. return into the latitude of 47° again. 
But a hard gale coming on, with a great fea, I 
brought to about fix oVlock in the evening under 
the- main-fail ; and at fix o'clock the next morning, ^"'^*^*y 9* 
the wind being at \y. S. W. we made fail again 
under our courfes to the northward* I now judg- 
ed myfelf to be about fixteen leagues to the eaft- 
ward of the track I had run before : Port Defire 
bore S. 80*^ j^'W.diftant ninety-four leagues; and 
in this fituation I faw a great quantity of rock- 
weed, and many birds. We continued to ftand 
to the northward the next day under our courfes^ Manaayxo, 
with a hard gale from S. W. to N. W. and a great 
fca. At night, being in latitude 46^ 50" S., I 
wore ihip, and ftood in to the wcftward again, our 
fhips having fpread every day as far as they could.

birds were every day about the fliip, and large 

whales were continually fwimming By her. The 

weather in general was fine, but very cold^ and we 

all agreed, notwithftanding the hope we had once 

formed, that the only difference between the 

middle of fummer here, and t}ie middle of winter 

in England, lies in the length of the daf s. On 

Siturd.15. Saturday the 15th, being in latitude 5(^® 33'S. 

longitude 66^ 59' W^ we were Overtaken about 

fix in the evening by the hardeft gale at S. W. 

that I was ever in, with a fea fl:ill higher than any 

I had fcen in going round Cape Horn with Lord 

Anfon : I expefted every momfent that h would 

fill us, our Ihip being much too deep waifted fof 

fuch a voyage : it would have been fafefl: to put 

before it under our bafe poles, but our ftock of » 

frelh water was not fufficientj and I was affaid Of 

being driven fo far off the land as not to be able td 

recover it before the whole was exhaufted -, w6 

therefor* 
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therefore lay to under a balanced mizen, and fhip- 1764. 
ped many heavy Teas, though we found our Ikreen ^-^— ^ 
bulk.heads of infinite fervice. ^"'"''- "^ 

The ftorm continued with unabated violence Sunday i6» 
the whole nighty but about eight in the morning, 
began to fublide. At ten, we made fail under our 
courfes, and continued to fieer for the land till 
Tuefday the 18 th, when,, at four in the morning, TuefdayiR 
we faw it froni the maft-head. Our latitude was 
now 51^ 8' S. our longitude 71** 4 W. and Cape 
Virgin Mary, the north entrance of the Streights 
of Magellan, bore S. 19^ 50' W. diftant nineteen 
leagues. As we had little or no wind we could 
not get in with the land this day -, the next morn- Wcdncf. i^. 
ing, however, it being northerly, I ftood in to a 
deep bay, at the bottom of which there appeared 
to be a harbour, but I found it barred, the fea 
breaking quite from one fide of it to the other ;. 
and at low water I could perceive that it was 
rocky, and alnaoft all dry : the water was Ihoal at 
a good diftance from it, and 1 was in fix fathom 
before I ftood out again. In this place there- 
ieemed to be plenty of fiih, and we faw many por^ 
poifes fwimming after them, that were as white a& 
fnow, with black fpots; a very uncommon and 
beautiful fight. The land here has the fame ap« 
pearance as about Fort Defire,. all downs; without 
a fingk tree. 

At break of day, pn the 20th, we were off Cape xBurfd. kh 
Fair-weather, which bore about weft at the dif- 
tance of four leagues, and we had here but thir- 
teen fathom water^ Ha that it appears necelTary co- 
give 
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1 7^4* giVc that Cape a good birth. From this place I 
J!!^^ ran clofc on (horc to Cape Virgin Mary, but I 
TJilirfd. io. found the coaft to lieS. S. E. very different from 
Sir John Narborough*s defcription, and a long 
fpit of fand running to the fouthward of the .Cape 
for above a league : in the evening I worked up 
c^ofe to this fpit of fandj having fcen many . gua- 
nicoes feeding in the vallies as we went along^ 
' and a great fmoke all the afternoon, about four or 

five leagues up the Strcight, upon the north fliore. 
At this place I came to an anchor in fifteen fathom 
water, but the Tamaf was fo far to. lee ward, that 
fhe could not fetch the anchoring ground^and 
' therefore kept under way all night. 

Friday ti. . The ncxt morning, at day-break I got again 
under fail, and. feeing the fame fmoke that 1 had 
bbferved the day before, I ftood in for it, and 
anchored about two miles from the fliore. This 
is the place where the crew of the Wager, as they 
were paffing the Streight in their boat, after the 
lofs of the veffel, faw a number of horfemcn^ who 
waved what appeared to be white handkerchiefs^ 
inviting them to come on ihore, which they were 
very defirous to have done, but it blew fo hard 
that they were obliged to ftand out to fea. Bulke^^ 
ley, the gunner of the Wager^ who has publifhed 
fome account of her voyage, fays, that they were 
in doubt whether thefe people were Europeans 
who had been (hipwrecked upon the coaft, or na- 
tive inhabitants of the country about the river Gal- 
lagoes. Juft as we came to an anchor, I faw 
with my glafs exaAly what Was feen by the people

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in the Wager, a number of horfcmcn riding b^ck* «764- 
ward and fpi^ard, direflly abrcaft of the (hip, and u^-^rQ 
waving "fomc what white, as an invitation for us to ^"^^*''' 
come on (hore. As I wasi very defirous to know 
what thefc people were, 1 ordered out my twelve 
oar^d boat, and went fbwat-ds the beach, with Mr. 
Marftiall, my Second Lieutenant, and a party of 
men, very well armed ; Mr. Gumming, my Firft 
Lieutenant, following in the fix oar^d cutter* 
When we came within a little diftance of the fhore, 
we faw, as near as I can guefs, about five hundred 
people, fome on foot, but the greater part on 
horfeback.: they drew up upon a (tony ipit, which 
fan a good way into the fea, and upon which it was 
very bad landing, for the water was fliallow, and 
the ftoiles Very large/ The people on Ihore kept, 
waving arid hallooing, 'which, as we under ftood, 
were invitatioris to land; I could riot perceive that 
they had iny weapons' .'amorig them, however I 
made figns that they fhould retire to a little diA 
tance^ with Which 'they immediately complied: 
they tontihUed to Ihout with great vociferation, 
and in a fhort time we landed, though not without 
great difficulty, riioft of the boat's crew being up 
to the middle in water. I drew up my people 
upon the beach, with my officers at their head, and 
gave orders that hone of thert (hould move from 
that ftation, till I Ihould either call or beckon to 
them. I theh weht forward alone, towards the 
Indians, but pefceiving that they retired as I ad- 
vanced, 1 made figlis that one of them ihould 
, come near i as it happened, my fignals were un- 
Vovl. D derilood. 
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derftood, and one of them, who afterw^ds ap* 
peared to be a Chief, came towards me : he was 

Ffidiyai, ^f ^ gigantic ftatuVc, and fecmed to realize the 
tales of monftcrs in a human fliape : be had the 
fkin of fome wild l;>eaft thrown over his (Jioulders, 

— as a Scotch Highlander wears his plaid, and was 

painted fo a$ to make the moft hideous . appear- 
ance 1 ever beheld : round one eye was a large 
circle of white, a circle jof black furrounded the 
other^ and the reft of his face was ftreaked with 
paint of different colours: I did not meafure bim, 
but if I may judge pf his height by the proportion 
of his ftature to my own, it could not be nduch left 
than feveta feet. When this frightful Coloffus 
came up, we muttered fomewbat to each otficr as 
a falutatipn, and I then walked with him towards 
his companions, to wbom^ as I advanced, I made 
figns that they flipuld fic down, and tbej^ »11 rea- 
dily complied: there were among them many 
women, who feemed to be proportionably lar^ 5 
and few of the men were lefs than tbc Chief who 
had come forward to ipeetTncL I had b^i^d their 
voices very loud at a diftance, and when I came 
near, I perceived a good nuqiber pf viery ^ tDen» 
who were chanting fome unintelligible wordts In 
the moft doleful cadence I ever beand» wiiJbi an air 
of ferious folenonity, which inclined me to think 
that it was a religious ceremony : they were all 
painted and clothed nearly in the fame manner ^ 
the circles round the two eyes were in no inftance 
pf one colour, but they were not univerfally black 
and white, fome being white and red, and fome 

red

dkias, which they wore with the hair inwards^ ^'***^**' 
nioft of them were sialoed, a few only having upu 
c^i their legs a idiid of boot, with a ihort pcnnted 
fiidc faflened to each heel, which ft^ved as a fpur. 
Haviog looked round upon thefe enormous gob- 
lins with no fmall aftonilhment, and with fome 
difficulty made thofe that were dill galloping up fit 
down with the reft, I took out a quantity of yel- 
low and white beads, which I diftributed among 
them, and which they received with very ftrong 
expf efiions of pleafure : 1 then took out a whok 
piece of green filk riband, and giving the end of 
it into the hands of one of them, I made the per-* 
ion that fat next take hold of it, and fb on as far 
as . it would. n?ach :. all this while they (at very 
quietly, nor dkl any of thofe that held the riband 
lUtempt to pull k from the re^^ though I per'> 
ceivesdtfcit dbcy were ftiU more delighted with iti 
-than with the beads. While the riband was thu$ 
extended^ { took out a pair of fcifiars, and cut it 
between each two of the Indians that beld it, fo 
that I left about a yard in the pogeiTion of every, 
one, which I afterwards tied about their beads^ 
where they fuffered it to remain without fo ihuch 
as touching it white I was with them. Their 
peaceable and orderly behaviour oh this occaliod 
certainly did them honour, efpecially as my prc- 
fents could not extend to the whole company; 
neither impatience to (hare the new finery, nor, 
curiofity to gain a nearer view of mc and what I

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176^, was doing, brought any one of them from the fta- 
xa..v,,li tion that I had allotted him. It would be very 
Friday »t.. natural fot thofe who have read Gay's Fables, tf 
they form an idea of an Indian almoft naked, re- 
turning to his fellows in the woods adorned with 
European trinkets, to think of the monkey that 
. had feen the world i yet before we defpife their 
fondnefs for glafs, beads, ribands, and other things, 
which among us are held in no eilimation, we 
fhould confider that, in themfelves, the ornaments 
of favage and civil life are equal, and that thofe 
who live nearly in a ftatc of nature, have nothii^g 
that refembles glafs, fo much as glafs refembies a 
diamond i the value which we fet upon a diamond^ 
therefore, is more capricious than the value which 
they fet upon glafs. The love of ornament feems 
to be a univerfal principle in human nature, and 
the fplendid tranfparency of glafs, and the regular 
figure of a bead, are among the qualities that by 
the conftitution of our nature excite pleafing ideas; 
and although in one of thele qualities the dia-^ 
mond excels glafs, its value is much more than in 
proportion to the difference : the pleafure which 
it gives among us is, principally, by conferring 
didindllon,* and gratifying vanity, which is indc* 
pendent of natural tafte, that is gratified by cer- 
tain hues and figures, to which for that reafon we 
-give the name of beauty : it muft be rfemembered 
alfo, that an Indian is more diftinguilhed by a glafs 
•button or a bead, than any individual among us 
rby a diamond, though perhaps the fame facrifice 
is not made to his vanity, as the pofTeinon of his 

finery 
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finery is rather a teftimony of his good forttune, 17^4- 
than of his infli^ence or power in conftrqiience of ^.^^.J^ 
his having what, as the comnnon medium of all ^"^y »'• 
<arthly pofieflions, is fuppofed to confer virtu;il 
fuperiority, and intrinfic advantage. The people, 
however, whom I had now adorned, were not 
wholly ftrangers to European commodities, for 
upon a clofer attention, I perceived among them 
one woman who had bracelets either of brafs, or 
very pale gold, upon her arms, and fome beads of 
blue glafs, ftrung upon two long queues of hair, 
which being parted at the top, hung down over 
each fhoulder before her : Ihe was of a moft enor- 
mous fize, and her face was, if poffible, more 
frightfully painted than the reft. I had a great 
defire to learn where ftie got her beads and brace- 
lets, and inquired by all the (igns I could devife, 
but found it impoffible to make myfelf under- 
stood. One of the men (hewed me the bowl of 
a tobaceo pipe, which was made of a red earch, 
but I foon found that they had no tobacco among 
them; and this perfon made me underftand that 
he wanted fome: upon this I beckoned to mj^ 
people, who remained upon the beach, drawn up 
as 1 had left them, and three or four of th^m ran 
forward, imagining that I wanted them. The 
Indians, who, as I had obferved, kept their eyes 
almoft continually upon them, no fooner faw fome 
pf them advance, than they all rofe up with a great 
clamour, and were leaving the place, as I fup* 
P^ied to get their arms, which were probably left 
at a little diftance i to prevent mifchief, therefore,

W individual accidentally anonulous.; our fenfation^ 

therefore, upon feeiiig Eye hundred people^ the 

iborteft of. whom were at leaft foui; inches taller^ 

and bulky in proportion, may be eafily imagined. 

Afwr I bad prcfeoKcJ the t^b^cco^ feus or five.c^ 
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the chief men came up to me, and, as I under- 1764. 
ftood by the figns they made, wanted me to mount s.— y 1> 
one of the horfes, and go with them to their habi* ^"«^*y»V 
tations,. but as it would upon every account have 
beeA impriKknt to compljr^ I mad« figns in return 
that I miift go back to the 0iip ; at this they ex- 
prcflcd great concern, and fat down in their fta- 
tions again. During our pantomimical conference, 
atn old man often laid his head down upon the 
ftonss^ and (huctilig his eyes for abodt hilf a mi- 
mite» afterwards pointed firft to his nHmih^ and 
then to the hHls, meaning, tB I rniagirted^ that if 
1 would fiay with them tiU the morning, they 
would fifrntih me with fome provtfions, but this 
offer I was dbGged to decline. When I kft themi 
not one of them offered to follow us, but as long 
as 1 could fee dbem, continued to fit quietly id 
their places. I obferved that they had with them 
a gitat number of dogs, with which I fuppofe 
they chafe the wild animals which ferre them for 
food. The horfes were not krge^ nor in good 
cafe, yet they appeared to be nimble, and well 
broken. The bridle Was a teaihem thongs with a 
fmall piece of wood that ferved for a biif, and tha 
Addles refembied the pads that ^Tt in ufe among 
the country people in England. The wottien rode 
ailride, and both men and women wkhout ftJf- 
Tupsi 5 yet they galloped fearlefsiy over the fpit upon 
ythkh we landed, the ilon^s Of which were large, 
loofe, and fiippery.

Pectm ber^ ^ j^ ^^^^ ^^^ wofkcd Up tfac Strcight, which is 
Friday »i. jj^rg abouit ninc leagues broad, with the flood, not 
with a view to pafs through it, but in fearch of 
fome place where I nf)ight get a fupply oi wood 
and watei:, not chpfing t6 trufl: wholly to the 
finding of Falkland's Iflands, which I determined 
afterwards to feek. About eight in the evening, 
the tide of ebb beginning to make, I anchored in 
five, and twenty fathom. Point Poileflion bore 
N. N. E. at about three miles diftancc, and fomc 
rem^irkable hummocks on the north, which Bulke-* 
ley, from their appearance, has called the Afiea 
Ears, W. i N. 
Sanird.»Sf At three in the morning of the 2 2d, we weighed 
ivith the wind at E. and fleered S. W. by W, 
abopt twelve ipiles. During this courfe we wens 
over a bank, of which no notice has hitherto been 
taken : at one time we had but fix fathom and a 
half, but in two or three cafts we had thirteen. 
When ox^x water was fliall^weft, the Aflfes Ears bore 
N. W. by W. i W. diftant three leagues, and the 
north point of the firft Narrow W. by S. diftant 
feptwpci^ five and fijf mile?. Wf then fleered 

S.W, 
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S. "W. by S. near fix miles to the entrance of the » 764* 
firit Narrow, anc) afterwards S. S, W. about ux < — v---^ 
miles, which brought us through : the tide here **^'"^* *** 
was fo flrong, that the paiTage was very rapid* 
During this cQurfe we faw a fingle Indian upon 
the fouth fhor^, who kept waving to us as long as 
we were in fight : we faw alfo fomc guanicoes up- 
on the hills, though Wood, in the account of hi^ 
voyage, fays there were none upon that fhorc, 
Ab foon as we had. paffed the firlt Narrow," we 
entered a little fea, for we did not come in fight of 
{the entrance of the fecond Narrow till we had run 
two leagues. The diftance from the firft to the 
fecond Narrow is about eight leagues, and the 
courfe S. W. by W. The land is very high on 
the north fide of the fecoi>d Narrow, which con- 
tinues for about five leagues, and we fteered 
through it S. W. i W. with foundings from twen- 
ty to five and twenty fathom : we went out of the 
weft end of this Narrow about noon, and fleered 
^uth about three leagues for Elizabeth's Ifland i 
but the wind then coming right againll us, we 
anchored in feven fathom. The ifland bore S, S. E. 
diftant about ^ mile, and Bartholomew's Ifland 
bore E* S, £. In the evening, fix Indians upon 
(he Ifland came down to the water fide, and con- 
tinued waving and hallooing to u$ for a long time; 
bu|; as my people wanted reft, I was unwilling to 
employ them in hqifting out a boat» and the In- 
dians feeing their labour fruitlefs, at length went 
away. While we were fleering from Point Pof- 
feffion to tfcc firft N^row^ the flood fet to the

In the moming of the 2jd, we weighed Wft^ 
the wind at S. by W* and worked between Elt2a* 
bech and Bartholomew's ifland : before the tide 
was fpent, we got over iipon the mH'th fhore, and 
anchored in ten fathom. Saint George'^ Ifiand 
then bore N. E. by N. diftant three leagues-, a 
point of land, whkh I called Porpois Pbi»T, 
N. by W. diftant about five milci; and the 
fouthermoft land S. by E. diftant about two tniks. 
In the evening, we weighed and ftccred S. by E. 
about five miles along the north fhore, fit about 
one mik's diftance, with regular foundings^ fiiom 
feven to thirteen fathom, add every where good 
' ground* At ten o'clodk at night, we anchored iit

learch of Freih Water Bay ; I huided with my 

SecQiid Lieutenant upon Sstndy Point, and having 

fent the boat along the fhore, we walked abreaft of 

her. Upon the Point we found plenty of wood» 

and v^ty good water, and for four or five miles 

tbs fkofsc was exceedingly pleafant. ^ Over the 

Point there is a fine level country, with a foil that, 

to aM appearance, is extremely rich ; for the ground 

was covered with flowers of various kinds, that 

perfumed the air with their fragrance^, and among 

tbem there were berries, almoft innumerable, 

where the bk>fibms bad been flied : we obferved 

that the grafs was very good, and that it wad in«» 

teni>ijced with a great number of peas in bloflbm. 

Ansfecmg this luxuriance of herbage we faw many 

hundreds of birds feeding, which from their fqrm^ 

and the uncommon beauty of their plumage, we 

called painted geefe. We walked more than 

twelve miles^ and found great plenty of fine frefb 

water, but not the bay that we fought *, for we faw 

DO part of the ibore, in all our walk from Sandy 

Foinc^ where a boat cot)ld land without the utnoofi; 

hazard^ the water being every where fhoal, and 

the fea breaking very high. We fell in with ^ 

jgreat liui}ib<&r of the huts or wigwam:^ of the In^ 

dians,. whidli^ appeared to have b«n very lately 

defertod, fdr m kimc: of them the fisres which they 

bad kindled were fcarcely ^tii%uifhed> they 

wi^re In little recefles of the woods^ and alwaysi 

clofe 
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i7^4* clofc tofrdh water. In many places we foutid 
v,^,^ plenty of wild celery, and a variety of plants^ 
ii0tidaara4. ^j^^h probably would be of great benefit tofeamen 
after a long voyage. In the evening, we walked 
back 'again, and found the (hips at anchor in Sandy 
Point Bay, at the diftance of about half a mile 
from the (hore. The keen air of this place made 
our people fo voracioufly hungry that they could 
have eaten three times their allowance ( I was 
therefore very glad to find fome of them employed 
in hauling the fcirie, and others on fhore with their 
guns : fixty very large mullets were jutk taken 
with the feine, as I came up ; and the gunners had 
good fport, for the place abounded with geefe, 
teale» fnipes, and other birds, that were excellent 
food, 
T«efday»5. Qn the 25th, Chriftmas day, we obferved by 
two altitudes, and found the latitude of Sandy 
Point to be 53 ^^ 10' S. At eight in the morning, 
we weighed, and having failed five leagues from 
Sandy Point, in the diredion of S. by E. i E. we 
anchored again in thirty-two fathoni, about a 
mile from the (bore ; the fouth point of the Frefti 
Water Bay then bearing N. N. W. diftwt about 
four miles *, and the fouthermoft land S. E. by S* 
As we failed along the fhore, at about two miles 
diftance, we had no ground with fixty fathom ; 
but at the diftance of one mile, we had from 
twenty to thirty- two fathom. At the. full and 
change of the moon, the tide flows off Frefli Wa- 
ter Bay at twelve o'clock ; it runs but . little, yet 
flows very much by the ftiore. 

On 
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On the 26th, at eight o'clock in the morning, 1764. 
we weighed, with the wind at E. N. E. and fteered tT^-^ 
S. S. E. for Port Famine. At noon, St. Anne's WedneCii. 
Point, which is the northermoft point of that port> ' 

bore S. by E. ^ E. diftant three leagues. Along 
this (hore, at the diftance of two or three miles> 
we had very deep water ; but withih a mile had 
ground with twenty-five or thirty fathom. From 
St. Anne's Point a reef of rocks runs out S. E. by 
£. about two miles ; and at the diftance of two 
cables* length from this reef the water will fud»- 
denly (hoal from fixty-five to rhirty-five and twei>^ 
ty fathom. The Point itfelf is very fteep, fo that 
there is no founding till it is approached very near, 
and great care muft be taken iii ftandtng into 
Port Famine, efpecially if the &ip is as far fouth*- 
ward as Sedger river*,' for the water will ihoal at 
once from thirty to twenty, fifteen^ ^nd twelve 
fathom ; and at about two cables' length. farther in; 
at more than a mile from the.ftiore^ fhcre is but 
nine feet water, when the tide is oul By hauling 
clofe round <Sc. Anne*)} Point, foundings will fopn 
be goti and as the water (hoals very faft, it is* not 
fafe to go farther in, when there is po more than 
feven fathom ; the Streight here is not more than 
four leagues wide. 

The next day at noon, having had little wind^ rhorfi. >7. 
and calms, we ^inchored at Port Famine, clofe to 
the (hore, and. found our fituation very fafe and 
convenient : we had flielter from all winds except 
the S. E. which feldom blows, and if a ihip fhould 
be driven afliore in the bottom of the bay, (he

We found drift wood here fufficieot to 
Thjicfl, pj. i^y^ furniflied a thoufand fail, fo that wc had no 
M^ tp take the trouble of cutting greeo^ The 
water of Sedger river is excellent, but the boats 
ewAQt get in till about two hours fksod, btcau^ 
dt low water it is very fallow for about duxc 
quarters of a n^ile. I went up it about four 
iniles m my boati and the faUea trees th«ii r^- 
^re4 it jfDpoiQbJe to go farther: I found it, in- 
<ieed9 not only difficult but d^ng^ous to get up 
-thiis far. The llream is very rapid, acd many 
ftumps of trees lie hidden under it ; one of ihcie 
iiukle its way through the bottom of my boat, and 
in an inftant (he was full of water. We got on 
fhore as well as we could ; and afterwards, with 
great difficulty, hauled her up upon the fide of the 
river: here we contrived to ftop the hole in her 
bottom^ fo as chat we made a ikift to get her 
down to the river's mouth, where flie was foon 
properly repaired by the carpenter. On each fide 
c^this river there are the fineft trees I ever faw, 
and I make no doubt but that they would fopply 
the Britifh navy with the bed mafts in the world. 
Someofthemareof a great height, and more than 
eight feet in diameter, which is proportionably 
more than eight yards in circumference j fo chat 
. four men, joining hand in hand, «ould not com- 
pafs them: among others, we found the pepper 
tree, or winter's baric, in great plenty. Among 
thefe woods, notwithftanding the coldnefs of the 
climate, there are innumerable parrots, and other

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}ntd$ of the moft bcautifui plumage. I ihot ^varji; i:^4* 
day gedc and dttck^ coougb to fcrye xpy pwa ^^^fli 
table and federal otbf rs^ and f ^^T Wf ^ 'w^rd '^^^ ^' 
might )^y^ done ihc ^qk^ :; lif^iC liad indeed gr^ 
plenty 4>f freflx provifions q£ all kinds i for we 
cau^ as much &h every day a$ fcrved the contw ^ 

panie$ of both ihips. As I wag mych on Iboro 
here, I tracked many wild beaft^ in the fand, bu£ 
never iaw one; we alio found many huts or wig^ 
warns, but never niet with an Indian. The ^oun* 
try between this port and C;^ Forwjardp which.i^ 
diftant about four leagues, k ^ictremely fine ^ th? 
foil appears to be very good, «nd there are fp kA 
than three pretty largp rivf rs^ befides ievexal 
brooks. 

While we lay h^rc^ 1 went pw day to Cape For- 
ward^ and when I ict qut I intended to have gone 
farther; but the wea,ther b^canie fo bad, jvitH 
heavy rain, that w^ were glad to ftep therp, .^ 
make a great fire to dry our<:k>thes, which, were 
wet ihmugh« From the plaoe where we Hopped^ 
the Indians had been gone fo lately, that the wood, 
which lay half burnt, iKrhere they had nude their 
fire, was itiU warm ; and jGikux after our fire was 
kindled, we perceived that another was kindled 
direflily oppofite to it, on the Terra del FuegcJ 
Ibore ; probably as a fignaU which, if we had been 
Indians, we Ibould have underftood. After we 
were dried and refrefljed.at our fire, the rain hav- 
ing abated, I walked crofs the Cape, to fee hoW 
the Streight ran, which I found to be about 
W. N. W. The hills, as far as 1 could fee, were 

of 
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17^4* of ait immcnfe height, very craggy, and covered 
yj^^l^ with fnow quite frdm the 'fummit to the bale. I 
Thiirf.i7, madealfo toothef excurlion along the fhore to thcf 
northward, and fotwid the country fot many miles 
exceedingly pleafahti* the ground being, in many 
places, covered with flowers, which were riot in- 
ferior to thofe that are commonly found in our 
gardens, either in beauty ot fragrance ; and if it 
were not for the fcverity of the cold in ifrinter, thijf 
country mighti in my opinion, be made, by culti^ 
vation, one of the findft m the world* I had fet up 
a fmall tent at the bottom of this bay, clofe to a 
little rivulet, andjuft at the (kirts Of a' wood, foon 
after the fbip came to art anchor, where three men 
were employed in wafliing: they flepton Ihore; 
i>M foon after funfefc were awakened out of their 
' firft fleep by the roaring of fome ^M beafts, which 

the d^knefs of the night, arid the fblitarinefs of 
their fituation in this pathlefs defert, rendered 
horrid beyond imagination: the tone was hollow 
and deep, fo that the beafts, of whatever kind* 
were cert^nly large, and the poor fellows per- 
ceived that tirey drew nearer and nearer, as the 
found every mimitt became niore toud. From 
this time fleep was renounced for the night, a 
large fire was immediately kindled, and a conftanc 
blaze kept up : this prevented the beafts from in- 
vading the tent *, but they continued to prowl round 
it at a little diftance, with inceflant howlings, till 
the day broke, and theU) to the great comfort of 
the affrighted failors, they difappeared. 

At 
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At this place, not far from where the fliip lay, >7*4« 
there is a hill that has been cleared of wood, and ^i^v-<->i^ 
we fuppofed this to be the fpot where the Spa- 
niards formerly had a fcttlement*. One of the 
men, as he was pafling over this hill, perceived 
that, in a particular part, the ground returned the 
found of his foot, as if it was hollow : he there- 
fore repaired it feveral times, and finding the e(Fe£t 
fiill the fame, he conceived a ftrong notion that 
fomething was buried there ; when he came on 
board, he related what he had remarked to me, 
and I went myfelf to the fpot, with a fmall party, 
furni(hed with fpadts and pickaxes^ and faw the 
fpot opened to a confiderable depth, but we found 
nothing, nor did there appear to be any hollow or 
vault as was expedted. As we were returning 
through the woods, we found two very large fkulls, 
which, by the teeth, appeared to have belonged to 
fome beafts of prey, but of what kind we could 
not gucfs. 

Having continued here till Friday the 4th of 1761;. 
January, and completed -the wood and water off^j^^y^^ 
both (hips, for which purpofe I had entered the 
Streight, I determined to fteer back again in fearch 
of Falkland's Iflands.

1765:. ^lUE weighed afnehor at fbtif o'clock in the 
t J*;°* ^ y V morfiiiig, and worked to windward* 00c of 
SlturLy'd ^® harbour: the wind continued contraiy a<^ 
N* N. E. tili about one o'clock the next dsty, when 
k flrifted to W. S. W. and bkw a ff efh gale. We 
fteered'N. W. by N. four leagues, and then thrcr 
leagues North, between Elisabeth and Bartholo* 
mew iflands: we then fteered from the i(land» 
N. by E. three leagues, to the fecond Narrow j 
ahd fteered through N. E. i E. continuing the 
feme Gourfe from the feeond Narrow to the ^% 
which was a run of eight league*. Ash the wind 
ftilt continued to blow frelh, we fteered through 
the firft Narrow againft the flood,: in the direftioa 
of N. N; E. ; but about ten o'elock at night, the 
wind dying away, the flood (tt us back again into 
the entrance of the firft Narrow^ where we were 
obliged to anchor, in forty fathom, within two 
cables' length of the fhore. The tide flows here, 
at the full and change of the moon, about two 
o'clock, and runs full fix knots an hour. 
SoBday 6. At One o'clock the next morning, we weighed, 
with a light northerly breeze; and about three, 
WiC Jxaflfed the firft Narrow a fecond time. Hav- 

I ing 
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itign&ff feert the ftiip fafe through, and bfeirtg quitfe j[?^i'^^ 
exh'aiVftdd with fatigue, as I had been upon the <■ -v- -J 
deck all the preceding day, and all night, I went 
into my cabbin to get foihe reft. 1 lay doWri, and 
foon ftll afleep; but in lefs than half an hour, I 
was awakened by the beating of the ffiip upon a 
baft'k : I inftantly ftarted up, and ran upon the 
deck, where I foon found that we had grouoded 
upon a hard fand. It was happy for us, that at 
this time it was ftark calm; and I immediately 
ordered out the boats to carry an anchor aftei'n, 
where the water was deepeft : the arichor t66k th6 
ground, but before W^ could work the capfteirii, iri 
order to heave the ihip off to it, flie went ofF, by 
the mere rifing of the ti.de. It happened for- 
tunatdy to be juft low ^ater when fhe went a- 
giPOUrfd, and there was fifteen feet forward, and fiii 
fathom a very little way aftern. The matter told 
me, that at the laft cfaft of the lead, before' we were* 
agroiirid, he had thirteen fathom ; fo that the Water 
(hoaled at once no lefs than fixty-three feet. 

This bank, which has not been mentioned by 
any navigator who has paCed the Streight, is ex- 
tremely dangerous; efpecially as it lies direftly in 
the fair way between Cape Virgin Mary and the 
firft Narrow, and juft in the middle between the 
fouth and north fhores. It is niore than two 
leagues long, and full as broad ; in many places' 
alfo it is very deep. When we were upon it. 
Point I^oflclTion bore N* E. dirfant three leagues V' 
and the entrance of the Narrow S. W, di(fant two^ 
kagues. I afterwards faw many parts ofit dryV 
£ 2 ^n4 
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and the iea breaking very high aver other parts of 
it, where the water was fhallow« A fliip that 

**""*•' ^" ibould ground upon this flboal in a gale of wind, 
would probably be very foon beaten to pieces. 

About fix o^clock in the morning, we a^hored 
in fifteen fathom, the flboal bearing N. N. W. i W. 
at the diftance of abotit half a mile. At noon, 
we weighed with ^ light breeze at N. E. and 
worked with the ebb tide till two ; but finding the 
water fHoal, we anchored again in fix fathom and 
an half, at about the diftance of half a mile from 
the fouth fide of the flioal. The Afies Ears then 
bearing N. W. by W. diftant four leagues,, and 
the fouth point of the eatrancc of the firft Narrow 
W. S. W. diftant about three leagues. At this 
time the opening of the Narrow was ihut in,, and 
upon fending out the boats to found, they difco* 
vered a channel between the fiioal and the fouth 
(horeofthe Streight. The Tamar in the mean 
time, as fhe was endeavouring to come near us» 
was very near going on fliore> having once got in- 
to three fathom, but foon after came to an anchor 
in the channel between the fhoal and the north 
ihore* 

Konivfy, The next mormng, about eight o'clock^ we 
weighed, with Irtcle wind at W.S. W. and fieered 
about half a mile S. E. by E. when, having dciepen- 
ed our water to thirteen fathom, we fteered be- 
tween the E. and E. N. £• along the fouth fide of 
the (hoal, at the diftance of about feven miles 
from the fouth fiiore, keeping twa boats at fomc 
diftance, one on each bow, to found. The depth

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©f waler was very krcgiilar, varying contimiaily '7^5- 
between nme and fifteen fathonrj and upon -haul- ^^^^a 
ing nearer to the fhoal, we had very foon no more ***»*'*y y- 
than feven fathom: the boats went over a bank, 
upon whicfa they had fix fathom and an half ^ tt 
being then iow water, but withm chc bank, they 
had rfiirtcen fathom. At noon, we wcpc . to the 
«aftv/ard of the flioal, and as we hauled over to the 
north ihore, we Toon deepened our water to twenty 
fathom. Point Poflc0k>n at this time boirC 
N. N. W. diftanc between four and five leagues, 
the Aflfes Ears W. N. W. diftant fix leagues, and 
Cape Virgin Mary N. E» 4^ E. diftant about feven 
leagues. From this fituation we ftecfcd N. E. by 
E. for the fouth end of the fpit which runs to the 
fouthward of the Cape, and had no foundings with 
iive and twenty fathom. Ait four in the after- 
noon. Cape Virgin Mary bore N. E. and the foutt 
end of the fpit N. E. by E. diftant three leaguesu 
At eight the next morning, the Cape bore N. by W. Tuefdayt. 
diftant two leagues. Our latitude was 51^ 50', 
and our foundings were eleven and twelve fathom. 
W« now brought to for the Tamar, who had 
come through the north channel, and was fome 
leagues afiern «f us, and while we were waiting 
for her coming up, the officer of the watch in- 
formed me that the head of the main-maft was 
Ijprung : I immediately went up to look at it my- 
fclf, and found it fpiit aimoft in a ftraight line 
perpendicularly for a confiderabic length, but I 
jeould not difcpver exactly how far the fiflure went, 
fyt the icheeks that were upon tlie maft. Wc

joined by fome very low ground, which formed a 
deep bay. As foon as I had made this difcovery, 
I tacked and flood out agaiii, and at the fame time 
faw land a gr^at Way to the fouthwarcj, which t 
made no do^bt was ,thc fame that is mentioned in 
the charts by the name of the New Iflands, Ajs 1 
was hauling out of this bay, I faw a long, low 
(hoal of rocks, ftretching out for more than a 
league to th^e northward of us^ and another of this' 
fame kind lying between that and wliat we had 
taken for the northermoft of De Wert's iflands. 
This land, except the low part, which is not liben 
till it IS approached near, confifts of high, craggy, 
barren rocks, which in appearance very much re- 
jemble Staten Land. When I had got fo near 
as to difcpver the lov/ land, I >yas quite embayed, 
and if it had blown n^rd at S. W. fo great a fca 
muft have rolled in here as would have rendered 
>t almoft impoflible to claw off the fliore ; all fliips, 
therefore, that may hereafter navigate thefe parts, 
(hould avoid fcilling in with it. The feals and 
birds here are innvimerable ; we faw alfo many 
whales fpouting about us, feveral of which were of 
an enormous fize. Our latitude now was 51^ 2/ 
5*, longitude 63^ 54' W.; the variation was 23^ 
3p' ^ Ip the evening we brought to, and at day-

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1765- break the next morning, ftood in for the north 
\ll!^I!Ili part of the ifland by the cpaft of which we 
Sunday 13. j^^^^ ^^^^ cmbayfcj • when we had got about four 
miles to the eaftward, it ftll calm, and rained whh 
great violence, dyring which there arcfe fuch a 
fwell as I never remember to have feen : i: came 
from the weft ward, and ran fo quick and fo high, 
that I expefted ?very 'moment it would break : 
it fet us very faft towards the Ihore, whigh is as 
dangerous ^s any in the wqrld, and I . could fee 
the f jrge breaking at fome djftance from it, moun- 
tains high: happily for us a frefli gale fprung up 
at fouth-eaft, with which, to our great ioy, w^ were 
able to ftand offj and it behoves whoever (h^U 
afterwards come this way, to give the north part 
of this ifland a good birth. After I had got to 
fome diftance, the weather being thick, and it 
raiping very hard, 1 brought tp. Our latitude was 
now 3i^ S. aqd longitude 63^ 22^ W, 
Monday J4. On Monday the 1 4th, the weather having cleared 
up, and the wind (hiftfd to thp S. $• W, we 
ft'cered along the ihore S.VJE by E. four miles, 
and faw alow flat ifland full of high tufts of grafs, 
rcfembling bufhes, bearing fQuth,'at the dillancc 
of two or three leagues, the northermoft land at 
the fame time bearing weft, diftanc about fix 
leagues : we had here thirty-eight fathom, with 
rocky ground. We continued our courfc along 
the ftiore fix leagues farther, and then faw a low 
rocky ifland bearing S. E, by E. diftant about five 
miles : here we brought to, and having founded, 
^c had forty fathofn water, with a bottom of white 

fand. 
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f<and. This iflanc} is about three leagues diftant i''6^. 
from the land we were coafting, which here forms ^* ^^ 
a very deep bay, and bears E, by N. of the other M«M*ijr 14. 
ifland on which we had feen the long tufts of grafs: 
we faw the fca break at a good diftance from th^ 
Qipre^and during the night flood off and on. Th^ 
next moraing at three o'clock we made fail, and flood Tuefday t|« 
in for the land to look for a harbour. At fix, the cail 
end of the rocky ifland bore W. S. W. diftant about 
three miles, and oyr foundings then were fixtecn 
fathom, with rocky ground j but when we got 
within the ifland we had twenty fathom, with fine 
white fand. The coaft from this rocky ifland lies 
E, by S^ diftant about feven or eight leagues, 
where there are two low iflands, which make the 
eaftermoft land in fight. At eight o'clock we 
faw an opening, which had the appearance of aij 
harbour^ bearing E, S. E. and being between two 
and three leagues diftant. Upon this difcovery 
wc brought to, and font a boat frpm each of the 
(hips to examine the ppening ; but it beginning to 
, blow very hard foon after, and the weather grow-r 
ing thick, with heavy rajn, w^ were obliged to 
ftand out to fca with both the fliips, and it was 
not without great difficulty that we cleared the two 
rocky iflands which were to the eaftward of us. 
We had now a great fea, and I began to be under 
much concern left wje fliould be blown ofF, and 
our people in the boats left behind: however, 
about xUfteeJn the afternoon, the weather clearing 
up, I "tacked and flood in again, and prefently 
aftpr had thc^ fatisfaftion to fee one of the boats,

C-i^^ immediately bofjc down to her, and found her to 
T«f"«Ti5- be the Tamar*s boat, with Mr..Hirtdmad, the 
Second Lieutenant, on board, who haviftg been on 
ilhore in the opening, had ventured off, notwith- 
ftanding phe great fea and bad weather, to inform 
» me that he had- found a fine harboqr : we }mme* 

diately flood in for it,' and found it equally beyond 
his report and our expeftations : fhe entrance is 
^bout a mil? over, and evely part of it is perfedlly 
. fafe, the depth of water, clofe to the (hore, being 
from ten p feven fathom. We found this har- 
bour to confift of two little bays on the ftarbbard 
fide, where fhips may anchor in great fafety, and 
in each of whiph there is a fine rivulet of frelh 
water. Soon after we entered an harbour of much 
greater extent, which I cabled Port Egmont, in 
honour of the pari, who was then Firfl J^ord of 
the Admiralty, and I think it is one of the 
fineft harb,ours in the world. Thp mouth of it is 
S. E. diftant feven leagues from the low rocky 
ifland, which is a good mark to Hnow it by : with- 
in the ifland, and at the diflance of about two 
miles from the fhore, there is between feventeen 
and eighteen fathom water; and about three 
leagues to the weftward of the harbour, there is a 
remarkable white fandy beach, off which a fhip 
may anchor till there is ai^ opportunity to run in. 
In flanding in for ^his fandy beach, the two low 
focky iflands, which we found it difficult to clear 
when the weather obliged us to fiand off, appear 
(0 the eaftward, and Port Egmont is about fix-

Wc moored ija ten fathom, wkh fine h^ing ^T^J^!lj 
jgrpiaiid, Thp noFfhj^rmoft point of the ivdbem T««fiu,i^t 
JSicH-e w${s 4|ft^^ two miks and ah haif, the w«« 
t^riog^pl^^^ ftn that Ibc^ bore W* N. W* 4.

In the fouthermcA part of thQ 
harbour there are feveral iflands, but there is no 
paflage out for a fliip 5 I wtnr^ hp^cver, through 
IB my boat, about feven leagtiea diftant from 
where the ihip lay, and entered a }arge founds 
which is %QO much expofed to a wcftcrly wind 
forihlps to lie in i^ fafcly; and the niaftcrof the 
Xaqfiar, who had been round in her boat, and 
ent!?red this found from without, reported tba{ 
many iboals lay off it, fo that if the harbour waai 
ever fo good* it would not be prudent to attempt 
getting in. In cyery part of Port Egmcrnt there 
is frefli water in the greatcft plenty, and geefe, 
duek?, fnipes, and other birds are fo numerous^ 
that QUI people grew tired of tiiem ; \t was a com* 
mon thing for a boat to bring q8^ fixty or fevefitf 
fine geefc, without expending a fingle charge of 
powder and (hot, for the men knockqd down a» 
many as they pleafed with ftones : wood, however* 
is wanting heire> except a little that is found a* 
cjrift alon^ the flwrc^ which I imagined came froni 
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Y^^5' the Streight of Magellan. Among other rcfrefli- 
ments, which are in the higheft <]egree falutary 
to thofe who have contraded icot-butic diforders» 
during a long voyage, here are wild celery, and 
wood ibrrel, in the greateft abundance; nor is 
there any want .of fnuiTels, clams, cockles, and 
limpets : the feals and penguins are innumerable, 
ib that it is impoflible to walk upon the beach 
without 6rft driving thein away: and the coaft 
abounds with fea-lions, many of which are of an 
enormous fize. We found this animal very for. 
midable; I was once attacked by one of them 
very unexpectedly, and it was with the utmoft 
diHiculty that I could difengage myfelf from him : 
at other times we had many battles with them, 
and it has fometimes afforded a dozen of us an hour's 
work to difpatch one of them : I had with me a very 
fine maftiff dog, and a bite of one of thefe crea- 
tures almoil tore him to pieces. Nor were thefe 
the only dangerous animals that we found here, 
for the mafter having been fent out one day to 
Ibund the coaft upon the fouth ihore, reported, ac 
his return, that four creatures of great fiercenefs, 
rcfembling wolves, ran up to their bellies in the 
water to attack the people in his boat, and that 
as they happened to have no fire-arms with them, 
they had immediately put the boat off into deep 
water. The next morning after this happened, I 
went upon the fouthern fhore myfelf, where we 
found one of the largeft fca-lions I had ever fecn : 
fis the boat's crew were now well armed, they 
immediately engaged him^ and during the conted 
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one of the other anknals was feen running to^ ^7^^* 
i^ards us : he was fired at before he came up^ and d-y-.l^ 
lAras prefently killed^ though I afterwards wifhed 
ihat we had endeavoured to take him alive^ which, 
if we had been aware of his attack,; I dare fay 
xnigbt eafily have l^en done. When any of thefe^ 
. creatures got fight of our people, though at ever 
fo great a diftance, they ran dire^ly at them ; and 
no leis than five of them were killed this day. 
They were always called wolves by the fhip's 
company, but, except in their fize, and the ih^pe 
of the tail, I think they bore a greater refemblaoce 
to a fox. They are as big as a middle-fized 
inaftifF, and their fangs are remarkably long and 
fliarp. There are great numbers of them, upon 
this coaft, though it is not perhaps eafy to gueis 
how they firft came hither, for thefe iflands are at 
lead one hundred leagues diftant from the main : 
they burrow in the ground like a fox, and we 
have frequently feen pieces of feal. which they have 
mangled, and the fkins of penguins, lie fcattered 
about the mouth of their holes. To get rid of 
thefe creatures, our people fet fire to the grafs, fo 
that the country was in a blaze as far as the eye 
could reach, for feveral days, and we could fee 
then! running in great numbers to feek other quar- 
ters. I dug holes in many places, about two 
feet deep, to examine the foil, which I found firft 
a black mould, and then a light clay. While we 
lay here, we fet up the armourer's forge on ihore, 
and completed a great deal of iron work that was 
much wanted. Our people had every morning an 

excellent 
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eaoccllent breafcfkft made of portable fdup, and 
wild cdlcry, thickened with otftmeal t nckhei* was 
ottf attendon confined wholly* tootirfelv^s, for the 
fixrgeon of the Taitiar funrotimkd ft piece of 
ground near the waterihg- place Wkfe^ a fcttce of 
turf, and planted it with many efculcnt regetables 
n a garden^ for the benefit of thofe Who might 
hereafter come to this place. Of this harbour, 
and all the neighbouring iiland^i^ 1 took poffcffioA 
for his Majefty King George the 'f hird of Grestt 
Brits^n^ by the name of FALKi^At^n's TstAKDS ; 
and there is^ I think little rcafon to doubt that they 
an the fa»» land to which Cowley gave* the nanfie 
rfPepys's Ifland. 

la the^rinted account of Gowley*s voyage, he 
feys, ^ we held our courfe S, W, till we came iri- 
•♦ to- the latitude oi fbrty-feven' degrees, where we 
^ izyt hold, the feme being an ifland, not befbrc 
*' known, lying to the weji^ard'ofm i it was nor 
♦' tnhtfaioed, and I gave it the name of PfpVs's 
•* Islanid; We found it a very commodiousr 
** pdace jfor ihips^to water at, and take- in wacd^ 
^ and it has a^wty good harbour ^ where' a tboufand 
** jaA offtiips wi^ fafely ride. Here is gfeat plentjf

the fea now rofe every moment, I was afraid of 

being caught here upon aiee:(hore, in which cafe 

there would have been very little chance of my 

getting off, and therefore I tacked, and flood to 

the northward j the latitude of the fouthermoft 

point in fight being about 52^ 3^* S. As we had 

now run no lefs than feventy leagues along the 

coaft of this ifland, it muft certainly be of very con- 

liderabie extent. It hajs been faid by fome former 

navigators to be about two hundred miles in cir* 

curpference, but I made no dpybt of its being nearer 

ieven..

As it was then tide 
of flood, I thought of working through the fecond 
Narrow; but feeing the (Iranger get under way^ 
and work up towards us, I ran diredtly over into 
Gregory Bay, and brought the fluip to an anchor> 
lenth.a fpring upon our cable : I alfo got eight of 
our guns, which were all we could get at^ oat of 
the hold, and brought them over on one fide. In 
the mean time, the ihip continued to work up to* 
wards us, and various were our conjeAures about 
her, for Ihe Ihewed no colours, neither did we. 
It happened about this time that the ftorefhip, 
as (he was endeavouring to come to an anchor near 
us, ran aground; upon which the (Iranger came >

hoifting French colours, and fending his launch, 
and another boat, with an anchor to aflift hen 
Still hawever I (howed no colours, but fent my

This 
bitik lieft W. S. W. five of fix miles from the 
rtiiddlebf George's Iftaiid, and it is faid irl fome 
fotmcf accounts that in many places there is not 
l\irtc fathom water upon it: the danger here 
ihefefore is contiderable, and to avoid it, it is ne- 
tefiary to keep near filizabeth^s Iffand till the 
weftetn fho^e is but at a (hort diftance, and then a

us, s^nd we itnagkied that ihe' was either from 
Falidand's Iljands, where the French had then a 
fettlcments to get wood, or upon a furvey of the 
Screight. The remaining part of this day, and 
the next tnoming, we had variable winds with wcaneCa^ 
calms i in the afternoon therefore I hoifted out 
the boats, and towed round Saint Anne*s Point 
into Port Famine : at fix in the evening we an« 
chored, and foon after the French ihip pafled by 
VS to the ibuthward. 

Here we continued till Monday the 25th, when ¥«n^y«$« 
both the Dolphin and Tamar having taken out of 
the ftore-ihip as much provifion as they could 
ftow, I gave the matter of her, orders to return to 
England as foon as he could get ready, and with 
the Tamar failed from Port Famine, intending to 
pufli through the Streight before the feafon fhould 
be too far advanced. At noon, we were three 
leagues diftant from Saint Anne's Point, which 
bore N* W. and three or four miles diftant from 
Point Shutup, which bore S. S. W. Point Shutup 
t)ears from Saint Anne*s Point S. 4. E. by the 
compafs, and they are about four or five leagues 
afunder. Between tbefe two points there is a flat 
flioal, which runs from Port Famine before Sedger 
pycr, and three or four tniks to the fouthward.

ifoodajr j-s- ^^^ about thfcc o'clock in the afternoon we paffed 
by the French fliip, which we faw in a little cove, 
about two leagues to the fouthward of Point Shut- 
up. Slie had hauled her ftern clofe into the woods, 
and we could fee large piles of the wood which (he 
had cut down, lying on each fide of her ; fo that 
I made no doubt of her haying been fent out to 
procure that ncceflary for their new fettlement, 
though I could not conceive why they (hould have 
come fo far into the Streight for that purpofe. 
After my return to England, I learnt that this vcf- 
fcl was the Eagle, commanded by M. Bougain- 
ville, and that her bufinefs in the Streight was, as 
I conjeftured, to cut wood, for the French fettld- 
mcnt in Falkland's Iflands. From Cape Shutup 
to Cape Forward, the courfc by compafs is S. W, 
by S. ; and the diftance is feven leagues. At 
eight o'clock in the evening, Capje Forward bore 
N. W. i W. and was diftant about a mile, and we 
brought to for the night. This part of the 
Streight is about eight miles over, and off the 
Cape we had forty fathom within half a cable's 
Tuefd.y»6. length of the Ihore. About four o'clock in the 
piorning, we made fail ^ and at eight, having had 
light airs almoft quite round the compafs, Cape 
Forward bore.N., K.,by E, diftant about four miles; 
and Cape Holland W. N. W. \ W. diftant about 
five leagues. At ten w-e had frefti gales at 
W. N. W. and at . intervals fuddcn fqualls, fo 
violent as to oblige us to clue all up every time

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they came on. We kept however working to 
ivindward, and looking out for an anchoring- 
place, endeavouring at the fame time to reach a '^••^•'J^ 
bay about two leagues to the weft ward of Cape 
Forward.

fteep, and betwe^n.this and Qapd Hollaad.liies a 
reach about thr^ ;l^gu^s over^ icalkd £ngltfh 
Reach. About five utiles fouth of Cape Gallant , 
lies a large ifiand, called Charles's Ifiandy which is 
is neccflary to keep tOrthe northward cf : we failed 
along the north (h^re of it, at about two miles 
diftance^ and fometin^es much lefs. ' A little to the 
eaftward of Cape Holland is a fair fandy bay, call* 
ed Wood's Bay, in which there is good anchoring. 
The mountains on each fide the Streight are, 
I think, higher, and of a more de folate appearance, " . 
than any other in the world ; except peihaps the 
Cordeliers, both being rude, craggy, and fteep, 
and covered with fnow from the top to the bottom.

V-^r-iU drove to the eaftward with the itood tide ; in the

bark, very ill made, and the people on board, 
which were four men, two women, and a boy. Were 
the pooreft wretches I had ever fecn. They were 
all. naked, except a ftinTcing ' ftal fkih that was 
thrown loofely over their Uioul^ers;. they .were 
armed, however, with bows and arrows, which 
they readily gave me in return for. a few JBcads, 
and other trifles. The arrows were made of a 
reed, and pointed with a green ftone: they were 
about t^o feet Idng, and the bows were three f^ct: 
the cord of the bow was the H"ed gut of ibme 
animal. In the evening, we anchored abreaft of 
Bachelor's River, in fourteen fathorti.* The en- 
trance of the River bore N. by E. diftant one mile, 
and the northermolb point Of Saiht Jcrbm's Sound 
W. N. W. diftant three milesi' About three 
quarters of a mile eaftward'bf Bachelor's River, 
is a fhoal, upon which there is not more than fix 
feet water when the tide is out : it is diftant about 
half a mile from the (bore, and niay be knoWhby 
the weeds that are upon it. The tide flows here, 
at the full and change of the moon, about *one 
o'clock. Soon after we were at anchor, federal 
Indians came on board us, and I made themiftli 
prefents of beads, ribands, and other trifles, with 
which they appeared to be gready delighted.

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but in the morningi the weather became more mo* 
4eniiei though it waA ftiU thickt and the rain con^ 
U0mcd. As a great fweU fct into this place, and ^''''^^ "• 
tatrice very high upon the tpcks, near which we lay^ 
I got up the anchor, and warped the fhip to a bai^ 
where the Tamar was riding : we let go our an- 
cjhor in fourteen fathom, and moored with the 
ftream anthor to the eaftward, in forty-five fa- 
^Matti. In the bottom of this bay there is a bafon^ 
at the entrance of which there is but three fathom^ 
and an half at low water, but within there is ten 
fathom, and room enough for fix or (even fail to li« 
where no wind can hurt them. 

We continued here till Friday the 15th, and 
during all that time had one continued ftorm, with 
impenetrabte fogs, and inceflknt rain* On the 
J2tb, I fcnt out the boat, with an officer, to look Toefiiay ». 
fixr harbours on the fouthern &ore : the boat was 
abfent till the t4tfa, and then returned, with an Thorf4, r^. 
account that there were five bays between the 
ih]p*s ftation and Cape Upright, where we might 
anchor in great fafety. The oiHcer told^me, that 
hear Cape Upright he had fallen in with a few In- 
dians, who had giVen him a dog, and that one of 
die women had offered him a child which was 
lucking at her breaft. It is fcarcely necefiary to 
£iy that he refufed it, but the oQer feems to degrade 
thcfe poor forlorn favages more than any thing in 
their appearance or manner of life : it muft be a 
ftrange depravity of nature that leaves them defti- 
tute i^ afieftkm for their offspring, or a mofi: de- 
ptorable (buation that imprell^s neceifities upon 
G 4 ^hem . 
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^76^ them by which it is furmounted. Some hills, 
i„.^^.^Ly which, when we firft came to this place, had no 
Thurfl. 14. £^^^ ^p^j^ them, were now covered, and the 'mn- 
ter of this dreary and inhofpitable region feemed 
to have fet in at once: the poor feamen not only 
fuffered much by the cold, but had fcarcely ever a 
dry thread about them : I therefore diftributed 
among the crews of both the (hips, not excepting 
the officers, two bales of a thick woollen ftufiv 
called Fearnought, which is provided by the go- 
vernment, fo that every body on board had now a 
warm jacket, which at this time was found both 
comfortable and falutary. 
rHdayi5. At eight o'clock in the morbing of the I5tb, 
we weighed and made fail, and at three o'clock in 
the afternoon, we were once more abreaft of Cape 
Monday, and at five, we anchored in a bay on the 
caft fide of it. The pitch of the Cape bore N. W. 
diftant half a mile, and the extreme points of the 
bay from E. to N. by W. We lay at about half a 
cable's length from the neareft fhore, which was a 
low ifland between the fhip and the Cape. 
Saturd.if, At fix o'clock the ncxt moming, we weighed^ 
and found that the palm was gone from the fmall 
bower anchor. The wind was at W. N. W.* with 
hard rain : at eight o'clock, we found a ftrong cur- 
rent fctting us to the eaftward, and at noon. Cape 
Monday bore W. N. W. diftant two miles. The 
Tamar being to windward of us, fetched into the 
bay, and anchored again. We continued to lofc 
- ground upon every tack, and therefore, at two 
o'clock, anchored upon the fouthern Ihore in fix- 
teen 
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frccn fiathom, about five miles to the eaftward df ^^^S- 

-r • I J March. 

Cape Monday. . At three, however, I weighed l— v— ^ 
a,gain, for the boat having founded round the (hip, ^^^* *^* 
found the ground rocky. The wind was N. W. 
^th hard rain, and we continued working all the 
reft of the day, and all night, every man on board 
being upon deck the whole time, and every one 
wet to the Kkin, for the rain, or rather fheets of 
water that came down, did not ceafe a moment. 

In the morning, we had again the mortrficatfon Sunday 17^ 
to find that, notwithftanding all onr labour, we 
had loft ground upon every tack, in confequence , 
of the current,, which continued to fet with great • 
force to the eaftward. At eight o*clock, we bore 
away, and at nine, anchored in the fame bay from ' 
which we failed on the 15th. 

The wind continued W. and W. N. W. with- 
out any tide to the weftward, all the i8th and 19th, Tacfciayi9! 
and the weather was exceedingly bad, with hard 
fqualls and heavy rain. In the mean time I had 
fent an officer with a boat to found a bay on the 
north fhore, but he found no anchorage in it. On 
the 20th, at fix o*clock in the morning, a hard wedncf.!©. 
fquall coming on, the fliip drove, and brought the 
anchor oS^ the bank into forty fathom, but by 
heaving up the bower, and carrying out the kedge 
anchor, we got the fhip on the bank again. At Thurf. *x. 
eight, the day following, though the wind was from 
W. N. W. to S. W. we weighed, and once more ;*• 
ftood out of the bay ; the current ftill fet very 
ftrongly to the eaftward, but at noon, we found that 
we had gained about a mile and a half in a con*

A fwell rolled in here all aight» & that ouf fitua- 
tion was by no naeans defirabk, and therefore^ al- 
though the wind was ftili at W, S. W. we weighed 
^^^r*»* and made fail about eight o'clock the next day : 
we had likewife inccflant raio, fo that the people 
were continually wet, which was a great aggrava- 
tion of their fatigue; yet they wore ftiU cheerful, 
and, what was yet lefs to be expefted, ftill healthy. 
This day, to our great joy, we found the current 
fetting to the weilward,and we gained ground very 
faft. At fix in the evening, we anchored in the bay 
on the eaft fide of Cape Monday, where the Tamar 
lay in eighteen fathom, the. pitch of the Cape bear- 
ing W. by N. diftant half a mile. We fou^d this 
place very fafe, the ground being excellent, and 
there being room enough for two or three Ihips of 
the line to moor. 
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CHAP. VII.

T eight the next cnoming we weighed, and i76^« 
foon after we made (ail opened the South < 



Sea, from which liacb a fwell rolled in upon us as ^^^^ *3* 
I have ieldom feen. At four o'clock in the after- 
noon, we anchored in a very good bay, with a deep 
ibund at the bottom of it, by which it may he 
known, about a kague to the eaftward of Cape 
Upright, in fourteen fathom. The extreme point 
of the bay bore from N, W. to N. E. by E. and 
Cape Upright W. N. W. about a cable's fength 
to the eaftward of a low illand which makes the 
bay. 

At three o'clock in the morning oi the a4th, I Sunday ^^^ 
ient a boat, with an officer from each (hip, to 
look for anchoring^places to the weftward; but at 
four in the afternoon they returned without having 
been able to ^t round Cape Upright. 

The next morning I fent the boats again to the Monday 25* 
weftward^ and about fix in the evening they re«- 
tijroed, haying been about four leagues, and found 
two awhoring-places, but neither of them were 
very good. We made fail, however, about eight 
)n thie ion^noon of the next day^ and at three, T^efd^zd. 

Cape 
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1765;. Cape Upright bore E. S. E. diftant about three 
'u-^-^ leagues, a remarkable cape on the north Ihore at 
Tucfiiajr a6. |.j^^ f^^i^ jjj„g bearing N. E;. diftant four or five 

miles. This cape, which is very lofty and ftcep, 
lies N, N. W. by compafs from Cape Upright, at 
the diftance of about three leagues. The (buth 
Ihore in this place had a very bad appearance, ma- 
ny funken rocks lying about it to a conQderabfe 
diftance, upon which the fea breaks very high. At 
four, the weather became very thick, and in lefs 
than half an hour we faw the foiith ftiore at the 
diftance of about a mile, but could get no an- 
choring-place ; we therefore tacked, and ftood 
• ovbr to the north fhore. At half an hour after 
fix, r made the Tamar fignal to come',iHidcr our 
ftern, and ordered her to keep a-Kead of us all 
night, and to fhow lights, and fire a gun every 
time fhe changed her tack. At feven, it cleared 
up for a moment juft to fhow us the north fliore, 
bearing W. by N. ; we tacked immediately, and 
at eight the^ wind fhifted from N. N. W. to 
W, N. W. and blew with great violence. Our 
fituation was now very alarming ; the ftorm in- 
creafed every minute, the weather was extremely 
thick, the rain feemed to threaten another deluge, 
We had a long dark night before us, we were in a 
' narrow channel, and furrounded on every fide by 
rocks and breakers. We attempted to clew up 
the mizen-topfail, but before this fervice could be 
done it was blown all to rags : we then brought to, 
with the main and fore-topfail clofe reefed, and 
upon the cap, keeping the (hip's head to the fouth

continually under water. At mne« by an Kci-i '"'' *^*^ 

dental breaking of the fog, we faw theh^h Gf^pft 

on the nortji ihore that has.been juit menti^necli 

bearing eafl, at about a mile.diftantse, but b^ ea-v 

tirely loft fight of the Tamar. At half anhoui: 

after three in the morning, we fuddenly pprc^ycd, wcancC.iy,

-upon which we wore, and brought to the north- , 

ward. The gale ftill continued^ if poflible, witl^ 

increafing violence, and the rain poured downiq 

torrents, fo that we were in a manner iqimcrlcd i^ 

water, and expe<Sted eyery moment to be. among 

the breakers. The long wifhed-for day at length 

broke, but the weather was ftill fo thick that no , 

land was to be fcen, though we knj^w it could no; 

be far diftant, till after fix,. when we law the foutI> 

ihore at about the diftahce of two miles ; and foon 

^fter, to our great fatisfadtion, we faw the Tamar: 

at this time Gape Monday bore S, E. diftant about 

four miles, and the violence of the gale not abat* 

ing, we bore away. About feven, both ftiips 

came to an anchor in the bay which lies to the eaftr 

ward of Cape Monday, notwithftanding the,/e3^ 

that rolled in ; for we were glad to get anchorage 

any where. We had now be^n twice within fbuf 

leagues of Tuefday's Bay, at the weftcrn entrance 

of the Streight, and had been twict; driven back 

ten or twelve leagues by fuch ftorms as we had now 

juft experienced. When the feafon is fo far adV 

vanced as it was when we attempted the paflage of

TMs day our bcif 
bciwer eabk' being quite rubbed to pkeet, we eut 
It intajunk, and bent a new one, wfrich we round- 
ed with old rigging eight fathom from the anchor. 

Tkorf- A In the aftemooffof the day following, the Tamar 
parted a new beft Bower cabte, it being cut by the 
rock, and drove over to the eift fide of |he bay, 
where (he was brought up at a vcfy Kttle d!ftarice 
from fome rocks, againft which (he mu(t othferwUe 
have been da(hed to pieces. 

Friday 19. j^i fevcn o'clock in the morning,of the agtli, we 
weighed and found our fmaU bower cabli very 
much rubbed by the foul ground, fo that we weit 
obliged to cut no lefs than fix arid twenty fathom 
of it off, and bend it again. In about half an hour, 
the Tamar, being very near the rocks, and ftot 
being able to purchafe her anchor, made (ignaU 
of diftrefs. I was therefore obliged to (land into 
the bay again, and having anchored, 1 fent Hawfcrs 
on board the Tamar, and heaved her up while (he 
purchafed her anchor, after which we heaved hep 
to windward, and at noon, being got into a pro- 
per birth, (he anchored again. We continued ih

came on at W. N. W. which was (till more vio- 
lent than any that had preceded it -, the water was 
torn up all around us, and carried much higher

Wedaef,|. ^j^^ continued in our ftation till the morning of the 
jd, when! fent the Tamar's boat, with an officer 
from each ihip, to the weftward, in fearch of an- 
(horingrplaces on the ibuth fhore } and at the fame 
time I feint my own cutter with an officer to feek 
anchoring-places on the north fliore. 

T&iirf.4. The cutter returned the next morning, at fix 
a'clocic, having been about five leagues to the 
weft ward upon the north fhore, ^nd found two 
anchoring-places. , The officer rejxHted, that hav« 
ihg been on fhore^ he had fallen in with fome In- 
dians, who had with them a canoe of a conftruc- 
tion very different from any that* they had feen in 
the Streight before ; this veffel confUled of planks 
fewed together^ but all the others were nothing more 
than the bark of large trees, tied together at the 
ends, and kept open by fhort pieces of wood, 
which were thruft in tranfverfely between the two 
fides, like the boats which children make of a bean- 
fhelL The people, he faid, were the nearefl to 
brutes in their manner and appearance of any he 
had feen : they were, like fome which we had/ met 
with before, quite naked, notwithftanding the fe- 
yerity of the weather, . except part of a *feal (kin 
which was thrown :pver their fhoplders ; and they 
eat their food, which- w^ fuch as no other animal 
but a hog would, touch, without any dreffing: they 

had 
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had with them a large piece of whale blubbci*, 'J^^* 
which flunk intolerably, and one of them tore it u-ylj 
to pieces with his teeth, and gave it abbut to the ^*^"^' ^ 
reft, who devoured it with the voracity of a wild 
beaft. They did not however look upon what 
they faw in the pofleCRon of our people with in-^ 
difference; for while one of theih was afleep^ they 
cut off the hinder part of his jacket with a {harp 
flint which they ufe as a knife. 

About eight o'clock, we made fail, and found 
little or no current. At noon. Cape Upright bOra 
W. S, Wfc diftant three leagues ; and at fix in the 
evenings* we anchored in the bay, on the fouthern 
iliorc) which lies about a league to the eaftward of 
the cape, and had fifteen fathom water. 

While we were lying here, and taking in wood 
and water, feven or eight Indians in a cano^ came 
round the weftcrn point of the bay, and having 
landed oppofite to the ihip, made a fire. We in- 
vited them to come on board by all the figns we 
could devife, but without fuccefs i I therefore took 
the jolly boat, and went on fhore to them, I in- 
troduced myfelf by mating them prefents of feve* 
ral trifles, with which they feemed to be much 
gratified, and we became very intimate in a few 
minutes : after we had fpent fome time together, 
I fent away my people, in the boar, for fome 
bread, and remained on fhofe with them alone. 
When t^e boat returned with the bread, I divided 
it among then), and I remarked with equal plea- 
fure and furprife, that if a bit of the bifcuit hap- ^ 
pened to fall, not one of them offered to touch in

I W8J 0iych grjitified by chi^ ?okea of their good- 
will, and I could pcrcmve that they were pleafed 
with thfi pl^afurg that I ^xpreflfed ypon thfi pcca- 
fioft : they had indeed tak^n fuch a fancy to us, 
that when I rewrn^d on b^ard the boaf, they all 
got into thf ir caqoe, and fdl^wed tm. When we 
came near the fhip, however, they (lopped, and 
gazed at her a3 if held ij^ fwrprife by ^ mixture of 
aftoniihmpnt and terror j but at laft, thoHgh not 
without fojne difficqJty, I prevailed upon fwr or 
five of them to venture on board* As foon as they 
'entered the fiiip I made thcn^ feyeral prefents, and 
in a very little time they appeared tp be perfedly 
at eafcf As I was very defirou^ to entertain them, 
one of the n^i^fliipmen played upon the violin, and 
fome of my people dasfbed; ^t this they were 
ib inych delighted, and fo impatiept to (how their 
gratitude, that one pf thfm went over the (hip's 
fide into the canoe, and fetched up ^ fe^tl &in bag 
of red paint, and immediately fmeared the fiddler's 
face all over with it : h? was very dcfirous to pay 
me the fame ^compliment, which, however, I 
thought fit to decline ; but he made many very 
vigorous efforts to get the better of my modefty, 
and it was not without fome difficulty that I de- 
fended 
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fended tliyfelf from rtceiving the hoiiour he de- y^^.^- 
figfied Aie in irijr own defpight. After having \ — ^-l-» 
div*rttti nM ehterteiinea them feveral hoUrSi 1 in- '^^'^'^ 
tiiiiated to thenfi that it wbuld be prdptr for them 
to gd on fliore \ but their attachment was fuchi 
that it was by ho means an eafy matter to gettherri 
but of the fliip; Their canoe ^as not of barkj but 
bf planks fewcd together. 

Oil Stinday the 7th, at fix b*clock ih the morn- Sunday J. 
ing, ^e weighed, with a moderate breeze at E.N. E. 
and fine weather. At feven, we were abreaft of 
Cape Upright; and at noon, it bore E. S. E. dif- 
tant folir leagues : foon after we tried the current, 
and found it fet to the eaftward at the rate of & 
knot and ah half an hout. At three it fell calm^ 
and the current driving lis to the eaftward very 
faft, we dropped art anchor, which before it took 
the ground was in one hundred and twenty fathom^ 

This day, and nbt before, the Tamafs boat re- 
tiirrted ftom the v^feftward : Ihe had been withiil 
two or thret hidgues of Cape Pillar, and had found 
feveral very gobd artchorihg-places on the foutH 
fliorc. 

At one ti^clock the next iiiof-ningi having a frefli Monday i 
gale ^t weft, we weighed, hotwithftanding the 
iveathfei* i^as thick, and made fail; at eleven it 
blew very hiri^ With Vfolent fain and ^ great fea,- 
arid as ^6 peteeited that ^c rather loft than gain- 
ed ground, we ftood iri for a bay on the ibuth fhore,* 
about four leagues to the weftwafd of Cape Up- 
tight, and anchored iri twenty fathom : the groundf 
i^as not good, but in othei* rcfpeAs this was one of

then coming on, we anchored, not without great 
difficulty, in a. very good bay on the fouth ftiore in 
twenty fathom. As very violent gufts came from 
• the land, we were very near being driven off be- 
fore we could let go an anchor, and if we had not 
^t laft fucceedecj we muft have pafled a dreadful 
night in the Streight j for it blew a hurricane from 
the time we came to an anchor till the morning, 
with violent rain, which wasfometimes intermingled 
with fnow. 
Tuefl«y9. At fix o'cloclc, the Wind being ftill frefli and 
fqually at S. S. E. we weighedand fleered W. by N, 
along the fouth Ihore, At eleven, we were abreaft 
of Cape Pillar, which by compafs is about four- 
teen leagues W. -i N, from Cape Upright. Cape 
Pillar may be known by a large gap upon the top, 
and when it bears W. S. W. an ifland appears off 
it which has an appearance fomewhat like a hay- 
ftack, and about which lie feveral rocks. The 
Streight to the eaftward of the Cape is between 
feveri and eight leagues over ; the land on each fide 
is of a moderate height, but it is loweft on the 
north fliore, the fouth fhore being much the boldeft, 
though both arc craggy and broken. Weftminftcr 

Idand 
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Ifland is nearer to the north than the fouth fliofe -, >7<^.>* 
and, by the compafs, lies N. E. from Cape Pillar, v.-^. J_ 
The land on the north (hore, near the weft end of '^""^'^''^ ^' 
the Streight, makes in many iflands and rocks, up-^ 
on which the fea breaks in a tremendous man- 
ner. The land about Cape Viftory is diftant 
from Cape Pillar about ten or eleven leagues, in 
the direilion of N. W. by N. From the Cape 
weftward, the coaft trends S. S. W. 4. W. to Cape 
Defeada, a low point, off which lie innumerable 
rocks and breakers. About'four leagues W. S. W. 
from Cape Defeada lie fome dangeroiifc rockS;, 
called by Sir John Narborough the Judges, upon 
which a mountaihpus furf always breaks with in- 
conceivable fury. Four fmall iflands, called the 
Iflands of Direftion, are diftant from Cape Pillar 
about eight leagues, in the dir^ftion .of N. W. by 
W. When we were off this Cape it was ftark 
calm; but I never faw fuch a fwell as rolled in 
here, nor fuch a furge as broke on each fhore. I 
expected every moment that the wind would 
fpring up from its ufual quarter, and that the beft. 
which could happen to us wpuld be to.be driven 
many leagues up the Streight again. Contrary 
however to all pxpedation, a fine fteady gale' 
fprung up at S. E. to which I fpread all the fail' 
that it was poflible for the (hip to bear, and ran'^ 
off from this frightful and defolate coaft at the^ 
rate of nine miles an hour; fo that by eight' 
o'clock in the evening we had left ir twenty 
leagues ^behind us. And now to make the fhip 
as ftiff as poflible, I knocked down our after' 
H 3 bulk. , 
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17^5* bulk-head, and got two of the boats u&der the. 
t^i-^^-i half-decky I alfo pimped my twelve oared cutter 
Tocfday 9. y^ j^r the booiii 5 fo that we had nothing upon 
the (kids but the jolly boat ; and the alteration 
which this made in the ycffti is incooceiyable : for 
the weight of the boats upon thp ikids m^e her 
crank, and in ^ great fea ^h^y were alfo in daogef 
pf being loft* 

It is probable, that whoever (hall read this ac- 
count of the difficulties and 4sLngers which, ajttend- 
cd our paffage through the 3treight of Magellan, 
. will conclude, that it ought never to be attempted 
again ^ but that al^ fhips which (hall hereafter fail 
a weftern courfe from Europe into the South Seas 
ought to go round Cape Horn* I, howeyer, who 
have been twice round Cape Horn, am of a dif- , 
ferent opinion. I think that at a proper feafon 
pf the year, not only a fingle ve(rel, bqt a lai^e 
fquadron might pafs the Streight in lefs than three 
weeks; and I think) to take the proper feafon, 
they (hould be at the eaftern entrance fome time 
in the month of December. One great advan- 
tage of this paflage, is the facility with which 
fi(h is almoft every where to be procured, with 
^ild celery, fcurvy-grafs, berries, and many othcc 
vegetables, in great abundance; for to this t im- 
pute the h^palthinefs of my (hip's company, not ^ 
jjingle man being a£fe£ted.with the fcurvy ia tb& 
flighted degree, nor uppn the ficl( lift: for aof 
pther djiforder,^ notw^thft^nding the h^rdihip and:, 
l^our which they endured in the p^ir^g§, whichi 
fpft us. feven weeks, apd twq (}ay$9, ^ y^e^^ed; 
2 \ ' the 
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the Strcight on Sunday the 17 th of February, and 17^5- 
quitted 5t on Tucfday the 9th of April. Wood i-^-^X-^ 
and water arc alfo to be procured almofl: at every ^^^^y 9* 
anchoring-pla^e beyond. Frelh Water Bay. Our 
fufierings I impute whoHy to our paflhig the 
Streight juft as the fun approached the equinox, 
when, in this high latitude, the worft weather was 
to be expefted ; and indeed the weather we had 
was dreadful beyond all defcriptibn. 
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CHAP. VIII. . 

The Run from the Wejiern Entrance of the 
Streight of Magellan^ to the Iflands of Dip- 
appointment. 

1 7^5* T T AVI NG cleared the Streight, we purfued 
n_ ^" A^ JTX our courfe to the weftward, as appears by 
Friday »d. the track in the qhart, till Friday, April tne 26th, 
when we difcovqred the ifland of Mafafuero, bcar-r 
ing W. N. W. 1 W, diftant about fixteen leagues; 
but as to the northward it was hazey, the ifland of 
Don Juan Fernandes wa$ not in fight. During 
this run, the variation had gradually decreafcd 
from 2 2^ to 9^ 36'. E. 

We bore away for Mafafuero, and at fun-fet, 

being within about fevcn leagues of it, we brought 

to, and afterwards kept the wind all night. At 

Satord. ^^. ^day-break the next day, we bore away again for 

the ifland, at the fame time fending an officer, with 

a boat from each ftiip, to found the eaftern fide of 

it. About noon, the middle of the ifland bore W. 

diftant about three miles, and as 1 faw the boats 

run along the fliore, without beii^g able to land 

any where for the furf, I bore down to the north 

part of the ifland, off which a reef runs for the 

diftance of about two miles, and lay by for them. 

This ifland is very high, and the greater part of 

it is covered with wood ; but towards the north 

rod,' where I lay, fome f|k^ ifecmed to have been 

cleared, 
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cleared, upon which great numbers of goats were »76c. 
feeding, and they had a green and pleafent ap- i.,..-v!^ 
pearance. Wh^n the boats returned, the officer ^—''^- *^' 
informed n^e that he had found a bank, on the 
eaft fide <?f the ifland neareft to the fouth point, at 
a confiderable diftance from the (hore, where we 
might anchor, ^nd oppofite to which there was a 
fine fall of frefh water ; but near the north point,- 
he faid, he could find no anchorage. The boats^ 
^Drought off a great quantity of very fine fifh, which 
they had caught with hook and line near the fliore ; 
:^nd as foon as we had taken them on board, which 
was late in the afternoon, we made fail, and worked, 
to windward in the night. 

At fevcn o'clock in the morning, we anchored Sunday &t« 
'V^ith the fmall bower, on the bank which the boats 
had difcovcred, in twenty-four fathom, with black 
landy ground. The extreme points bore from 
S. to N. W, and the fall of water bore S. S. W. 
diftant about a mile from the.fhip's ftation. This 
part of the iQand lies north and fouth, and is about 
four miles long: the foundings are very regular, ' 

from twenty to fifteen fathom, within two cables' 
length of the fhore. Soon after we were come to 
ananchoF^I fent out the boats to endeavour to get 
fome wood and water, but as I obferved the ftiore* 
to be rocky,aiida furf to br^akwith great violence 
i^pon it, I orideri^d all the men to- put on cork-^ 
jackets, which had:been fent wish' us to be made 
ijfe of upon fuch occafions: By the help of thefe 
jackets, which not only affifted the mcrt in fwim- 
iping, but prevented their being bruifed againfl: 

the 
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^^?- the rocks, we got otf a cdnfideratle quantity of 
t^^ water a'nd wood, which, witht)ut fuqh affiftaiice, 
§aiiday 28, ^^ could no« havc done : there was, however, ano- 
ther fpccies of danger here, againft which cork- 
jackets afforded no defence, for the fea abounded 
with fharks of an enormous fi^e, which when they 
|iwa man in the water, woald dart into the very 
forf to feize him : oqr people, however, happily 
pfcaped them, though they were many times very 
near: one of them, which was upwards of twenty 
feet long, came clofe to one of the boats that was 
watering, and having fei2ed' a large feal, iti^andy 
devoured it at one mouthful ; and I myfeif faw 
another of nearly the fame fize, do the fame diing 
yndcr the ftiip's ftern. O^r people killed and fent 
off feverai of the goats, which we thought as good 
as the belt vcnifon in England ; and I obfervcd', 
that one of them appeared to have been caught 
and marked^ it» mght ear being ilit in a manner 
that could not have happened by accident. Wtf 
had alfo fiih in fuch plenty, thafi one boat would, 
with hooks and lines, catch,, in a fewhdor^ as 
mu^h as would ferve a l^ge fl>ip*s company two 
days: they were of various forts, all excellent i» 
their kind, and many of them weighed from twenty 
to thirty poundlSi 

This evening, the forf running ttry high^ thtf 
gunner and one of the feamen whc were mOkettl 
with thcwaterers, were afraid to venture off, and? 
the boat therefore, when (he came Q(i:bo«d<tli€ la& 
ttime, left them- bdhind her. 
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*Fhe next day wc found a move conrcnient wa- 1765- 
lering-place, abouca ixnlc and a half to the north* K^,^,^^i^ 
iwd of tH« Ihip, and about the middk-way be- ^^"^^ ^^^ 
tween the north and fouth points of the iflandi, 
tbcrc being at this place kfs ferf than where the 
, boats firfl: went onlhore. The tide here fct twelve 
hours to the northward, and twelve to the fouth- 
I ^rd^ which we found very convenient, for as. the 
I wind was foutherly, with a great fwell, the boats 
could, not otherwife have got on hoard with their 
yrater. We got qS ten tons of water fronni the 
pew watering-place this day, and in. the a&ernoon, 
I fent a boat to. &tqh off the gunner and feaman^ 
1 who. had been left on fhore at the old watering- 
I place the night before ; but the furf was ftill fo 
great, that the feaman,. who could not fwim, was 
^raid to venture : he was therefore again left be- 
hind, and the gunnejr ftayed with him. 

As ibon ai$ this was reported to me,. I ientanow 
thfir boat ta infpcm then), that: as^ by the appear-, 
stticea of th^ weajther, there was reafqn to believe it 
would fopn blow hapd,^ I w^s, afraid L might be 
driven off the bank in djc. night,, the confequencc 
of which: WQuld be that they muft be left behind. 
Upoot the ifland.. When the boac catpe to. the; 
furf, the people oni boaid delivened my meffagc,- 
upon which the gunner fwam; thtxnigh. the farf^ 
afidigot on boardihet*,. butthe!feaman,>though: he: 
had a cork-jacket on, faid he wasr fuie.he:&Quldl, 
he.dfe^jwwdtif-heatteniptgdi to get; offi to the boat, 
and that^. chufingi rather- to die a^ natural deaths ho;

i^^v--*.^ people, wiihing them all happincfs, s^nd the peopk 
M4>Aday 29, ^^ board returned his good wifhes. One of th( 
midfliipmcn, however, juft as the boat w^as aboui 
to return, took the end of a rope in his ha^d, 
jumped into the fea,and fwam through the furf to the 
beach, where poor John ftill continued ruminating 
upon his fituacion, in a dejefted attitude, and with a 
moft difconfolate length of countenance. The mid- 
Ihipman began to expoftulate with him upon the 
ftrange refolution he had taken, and in the meaa 
time having made a running knot in his rope, he 
dexteroufly contrived to throw it round his body, 
calling out to his companions in the boat, who had 
hold of the other end of it, to haul away ; they i/i- 
ftantly took the hint, and the poor fcceder was very 
foon dragged through the furf into the boat: he 
had, however, fwallowed fo great a quantity of 
water, that he was to all appearance dead, but be- 
iag held up by the heels, he foon recovered his 
fpeech and motion, and wasperfeftly well the next 
day. -In the evening, I removed Captain Mouat 
from the Tamar, and appointed him Captain of 
the Dolphin, under me ; Mr. Cumming, my Firft 
Lieutenant, I appointed Captain of the Tamar, 
taking Mr. Carteret, her Firft Lieutenant, on 
hoard in his room, and gave Mr. Kendal, one of 
the mates of the Dolphin, a commiffion as Second 
Lieutenant of the Tamar. 
Tueflay 30. On the goth, at feven o'clock in the morning, 
we weighed, and (leered to the northward, along 
the caft and north caft fide of the ifland> but could 
: ' find 
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nd no anchoring-placc-, wc bore away therefore, '76j). 
/ith a frelh gale at S« E. and bazey weather, and 1......,^ 

t noon, the middle of the ifland was diftant eight 'r»«^^*y 3«. 
eagues, in the dircdion of S. S. E# I continued 
o ftecr N. 2 9 W. the next day, and at noon on way. 
:he 2d of May, I changed my courfc, and ftccred xhorfd. ». 
W. intending, if poffible, to make the land, which 
IS called Dayi^*s Land in the charts, and is laid 
down in latitude 27*^ 30' S. and about five hun- 
dred leagues weft of Copiapo in Chili; but on 
the 9th, finding little profpcct of getting to thcxfeorfl,^ 
weftward, in the latitude which I at firft propofcd, 
being then in latitude 26^ 46' S., longitude 94^ 
45' Wl and having a great run to make, I deter- 
mined to fteer a north- weft courfe till I got. the 
true trade-wind, and then to ftand to the wcftward 
till 1 fbould fall in with Solomon's Iflands, if any 
fuch there were, or make foirie new difcovery. 

On the 10th, we fawfeveral dolphins and bo* Friday iq. 
nettas about the fhip, and the next day fome ftrag- Saturday n. 
gling birds, which were brown on the back and the 
upper part of their wings, and white on the reft of 
the body, with a fhort beak, and a ftiort pointed 
tail. The variation was now decreafcd to 4** 
45' E. our latitude was 24? 30' S. our longitude 
97045'W. 

On the 14th, we faw feveral grampufes, andTueMayi4, 
nK)re of the birds which have jpft been defcribcd, 
fo that, imagining we might be near fome Jaad, we 
kept a good look-put, but faw nothing. In lati- 
tude 23^ 2' S. longitude ipj** 28' W. the varia^ 
tion, by azimuth, was 3? ao'E.

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j7^^5- On the mortiing of the i6th, we Taw two vcif 
IU.-V-L; rcfliaTkablc birds 5 they flew tcrf high, wtere as 
Thur/d. '<• large as gecfe, and all dver as white as fnow, ex- 
.cept tbeir legs, which Were black : I how began 
to imagine that I bad pafled fotne land, or illahds, 
which lay to the fotithward of US, fof- the laft night 
we obferved^ that, although we had generally a 
•great fwell from that quarter, the watfcr became 
quite fmooth fot* a ffew hours, after which tht 
fwell retui^ned. 
Werfaf';**. On the 2 2d, being in latitude 16^ 5^^ S.^ lon- 
gitude 115^ 38" W. with a faint brettt atE. S. E. 
we had So great a fwell from the fouthward, that 
We were in perpetual danger of our itiafts* foiling 
lovcr the fhip*s fide, fo that I Was obliged to haul 
more to the northward^ as well to eilfe the fhip, as 
in hopes of getting the true trade- wind^ which wfe 
had not yet 5 and how to my great concern fome 
of my beft men began to complain of thi* fcurvy. 
This day for the firft time, we caught two bonnet- 
tas; we alfo faw fereral tropic birds about tht 
Ihip, and obfcrved that they were larger than any 
we had feen before; their whole plumage w^ 
white, and they had two long feathers in the taih 
The variation now had changed its diredion^ and 
was 19' W. 
Itfoday 2i« On the 26th^ we faw two large birds abodt the 
fliip, which were all black, except the neck ahd the 
beak, which were white j they had long wings^ 
and long feathers in their tail, yet we obferved 
that they fkw heavily, and therefore imagined that 
they were of a fpecies which did not ufeally fly faf 
a froflfi 
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£rpm thi ibore* I. bad fluttered myfclf, that, be- 1765. 
£bre we Iwd run fix degrees to the northward of v— 4JL-i 
JtAsiMwrQ^ we Ihould have fouijd a fettled trade- Sund»y ad. 
wind to the S. E. biit the winds ftill continued to 
the north, though we had a mountainous fwell from 
the S. W. Our latitude was now 16^ 55"" S., lon- 
gitude 127^ 55' W. and here the needle, at this 
time, had no variation. 

On the aSth^ we faw two fine largo birds about Tttehiay»s. 
the ihip, one of which was brown and white^ and 
the other black and white ; they wanted much to 
fettle upon the yards, but the working of the ihip 
frighted them. 

On the 3 1 ft, the wind fiiifted from N. by W. to Friday ^f. 
N. W. by W. and the number of birds that were now 
about the (hip was very great ; from thefe circum- 
flanccs, and our having loft the great fouth-weft 
fwell, I imagined fome land to be near, and we 
looked out for it with great diligence, for our people 
began now to fall down with the fcurvy very faft.i 

We fkw no land however till one o'clock in the jun-s. 
morning of Friday the 7th of June, when we "*^^' 
were in latitude 14^ g S., longitude 144*^ 58' W. ; 
and obfervcd the variation to be 4^ 30' E. After 
making the land, I hauled upon a wind under ah 
eafy fail till the .morning, and then a lo# fmall 
ifland bore from us W. S, W. at the diftance of 
about two leagues. In a very fhort tinrie we faA^ 
another ifland to windward of us, bearing E. S. E. 
diftant between three and four leagues : this ap^ 
peared to be much larger than that which we-firft; 
diftovered, and we muft have palled very near it 
in the night; 

I flood 
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'^7('i- I flood for the ftnall ifland, which as we drew 
i^-v-l^ near it had a moft beautiful appearance -, it was 
vt'^^7' furrounded by a beach of the fineft white fand, 
and within, it was covered with tall tfees, which 
extended their Ihade to a gfeat diftance, and 
formed the moft delightful groves that can be 
imagined, without underwood. We judged this 
ifland to ht about five miles in circumference, and 
from each end of it we faw a fpit running out into 
the fea, upon which the furge broke with gfc^ 
fury; there was alfo a great furf all round it 
We foon perceived that it was inhabited ^ for 
many of the natives appeared upon the beach, with 
fpears in their hands that were at leaft fifteen feet 
long. They prefently made feveral large fires, 
which we fuppofed 'to be a fignal ; for we imme- 
y diately perceived feveral fires upon the larger 
ifland that was to windward of us, by which we 
knew that alfo to be inhabited. I fent the boat 
with an ofEeer to look for an anchoring-place, 
who, to our great regret and difappointmcnt, re- 
turned with an account that he had been all round 
the ifland, and that no bottom could be found 
within lefs than a cable's length of the fhore, 
which was furrounded clofe to the beach with a 
ileep coral rock. The fcurvy by this time had 
made dreadful havock among us, many of my beft 
men being now confined to their hammocks; the 
poor wretches who were able to crawl upon the 
deck, fl:ood gazing at this little paradife which 
Nature had forbidden them to enter, with fenfa- 
tions which cannot eafily be conceived i they faw 

€0C0> 
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«»coa-nut$ in ffitat abundance, the milk of which '765- 
IS perhaps the moil powerful antifcorbutic lo the v-^.y-i 
i^vorld: they had reafon to fuppofe that; Jtberc ^"'''^ ^' 
i^ere limes, bananas, and other fruits ^hich are 
generally found between ,the tropics ; and to in* 
creafe their mortification they faw the /hells of 
many turtle fcattcred about the fliore. Thefe rc- 
firefliments, indeed, for want of which they were 
languiihing to death, were as e(Fed:uaUy beyond 
their reach) as if there had been half the circum- 
ference of the world between them ; yet thieir be* 
ing in fight, was no inconfiderable increafe of the 
diftrefs which they fuffered by the want of them* 
Their lituation in itfelf indeed was no worfe than 
it would have been if the obftacle to their wiflies 
had been diitance, and not a reef of rocks i and 
both being alike infuperable, a Being wholly un- 
der the influence 6f reafon, would, by both, have 
been equally affeded; Hbut this is a iituatioo, 
among n;^any others, that may be remarked by a 
diligent obferver^ in which reafon cannot prcfcrve 
mankind from the power which fancy is perpe« 
tually exerting to aggravate the calamities of life. 
When I knew the foundings, I could not Ibrbear 
(landing clole round the ifland with the fliip^ 
though I alfo knew it was impoffible to procure 
any of the refrefhmcnts which it produced. The 
natives ran along > the ihore abread of the ihip, 
Ihouting and dancing ; they alfo, frequently bran- 
di(hed their long fpears, and then threw them- 
felves backward, and lay a few ipinutes motion* 
Icfs, asr if they had been dead : Jtliis we underftood 
Vol, I. I as 
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>765* M a mcnicc that tlwy wodA kill us, if wc vcir 

•^ij!^!^ tured CO go on tixact. As we w«re ikitiog aloog - 

''"^y 7* ^e 4co«ft, wc took notice that in one place :dic na-

* the top of whi<:h they had fattened l^dtftl things 

that g^tefed in ^he ai)-, and that ibtht hi them 

wtre every mbflftcttt kttceling down before them, 

as we ftuppbfed, invoking the aflfftance of ftMnc 

inviniile fieitig to defend them againft us. While 

I wdsthus ^clftumnav^dlting the ifland witlitbe 

ftip, I ifebt the t>oats ^ut again to found, and when 

thfey KMfit iK$ar iht (hore, ^htt Indians fet up one 

ttf the moft hUeous lycDs I had e««r heard, poim- 

* ing at tiie fame time to theh- fpe^irs, and poifing in 

their hands large ftones which ^y took ^ from 

the beach. Our men on the contrary fifiade all 

thfe figrisdf amity Kind good-will that they could 

devife, and (at the fatlie time threw them Iniead ami 

tmahy dther things, none of which they vouchTafcd 

fe'mruch as to touch, buft with great expedition 

luLuled five or fix large canoes, which we law lying 

upon the beach, up into the wood. When this 

w&'doine, they wadedirrto the water, and feemcd to 

w^tdh for an opportunity of laying hold of the 

toat, that they might drag her on ihore: the 

people 6n board her, apprehending that this was 

. -^eir dcfign, and that if they got them on flroie 

they would certainly put them to death, wert vcrjr 

impatient to-be before-hand with them, and would 

fain have fired upon them ; bat the officer oa 

'board, having no permiffion from me tacomroit 

atty%bftilities, reftrained them, ^i .Ihoifld indeed 

have, 
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hayf thwght myk\( *c Ubwrty » feiw? «>btti»Q4 kf gJjT- 
for<» ih^ r€fp^&mc«i«> fqr wfliw of which 9WimJ^^

This Iflai;^ 
lies in latitude 14*^ 5' S., longitude 145^ 4 W* 
from the meridian of London; As the bbati re<- 
ported a iecond tinoe that there vms: no tochofing 
ground •fld>out this i(I<ind, I d^ierminiskl to work iip 
to the other, which was acoocdingly done ^U ifte 
reft of the day and the folbwiog. mq^. 

At fix o^dock id the momiog of the fith* we satatdayS, 
brought to on the weft fide of it^ at the diftance of 
about three quarters of a mile from the Ihore^ but 
we had no foundings with one hundred and forty 
fathom of line. We now perceived fevcral other 
low iflands, or rather peninfulas, moft of them be« 
ing joined one to the other by a neck of land. Very 
narrow, and almoft level with the furface of the 
water, which breaks high over it« In approaching 
thefe iflands the cocoa«»nut trees are Brft difcovered* 
as they are higher than any part of the furface. I 
fent a boat with an officer from each fhip to found 
the lee-iide of thefe iflands for an anchoring-place ^ 
and as foon as they left the fbip, I faw the indians 
run d6wn to the beach in great numbers, armed

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Y^S^ with long fpears afid club^; they kej)t abreaft cf 
-v^-iLj the boats as they went foundilig along th^ (bore, 



sttiirdajrs. ^^^ ^f^^ niahy threatening gcftures to prevent their 
landing, I therefore fired ^ nine pound (hot from 
the (hip over their heads, upon which they ran in- 
to the ^oods with great precipitation. At ten 
o'clock the boats returned^ but could get no found- 
ings clofe in tvith the furf, which broke very high 
upon the ihore. The middle of this clufter of 
iilands lies in latitude 14® 10' S., longitude 144^ 
^ 52' W. j the variation cf the corapafs was here 4* 

At half an hour after ten, we bore away and 
made fail to the weftward, finding ic impoflible to 
procure at thefe iflands any refrefhment for our 
fick) whofe fituatton was becoming more deplor- 
able every hour, and I therefore called them the 
Islands of Pisappoiktmekti. 



CHAR 
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CHAP. IX. 

'^be Difcovery of King George^ s IJlandsj with 
a Defcription of thetnj and an Account of 
feveral Incidents that happened there. 

AT half an hour after five o'clock in the after- 1765. 
noon of the 9tb, we faw land again, beanng ^^"^' .^ 
W.*e. W. at the diftance of fix or feven leagues ; *°*^y »• 
and at feven we brought to for the night. In the 
morning, being within three miles of the fiiore, we V^^^^i "• 
difcovered it to be a long low ifland^ with a white 
beach, 0f ^ pleafant appearance, full erf cocoa-nut 
and other trees, and Airrounded with a rock of red 
coral. We ftood along the north-eaft fide of it, 
within jhalf a mile of the Ihore ; and the favages, 
as loon as they few us, made great fires, as we fup- 
pofed, to alarm the diflrant inhabitants of the ifland, 
and ran along the beach, abreaft of the (hip, in 
great numbers, armed in the fame manner as the 
natives of the Iflands of Difappointment. Over 
the land on this fide of the ifland we could fee a 
large lake of fait water, or lagoon, which appeared 
to be two or three leagues wide, and to reach with- 
in a fmall diftance of the oppofite fliom. Into this 
lagoon we faw a fmall inlet about a league from the 
fouth-weft point, off which we brought to. At this 
place the natives have built a little town, under 
tji? ftiade of a fine grove of cocoa-nut trees. I

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1765. immediately fent off the boats, with an officer in 
ui!!]!!L^ each, to found ; but they could find no anchor- 
Woiday 10. ^gg^ ^j^g (jjQ^g being every where as fteep as a wall, 
except at the very Hiouth df the inlet, which was 
fcarcely a (hip's length wide, and there they had 
thtfteen fithotni with a b6Uon1 of coral rock. 
We ftoo^ clofe irt with thd 0iips^ and fa^ hun- 
dreds of the favoge^s, i'aDgted in velry good order, 
and Handing up to their waifts in water; they 
wtre all armed in the fame n^nner as thoib that 
we had feen at the other iClandS) an4 onff of them 
carried a piece ef mat fattened to the top of a 
pole, which W€ imagined was an enlign. They 
made a moft hideous and inceflant noifci and in a 
fliort time many large canoes came dowo^the lake 
to join tbem» Our boats were (till out, and the 
])ei^le oh board thcxn made all the (Igns of friend- 
fhip that they could invent, upon which fome of 
the canoes came through the inlet and drew near 
them. - We now began to hope that a friendly 
intercourfe might be eftablifhed; but we foon 
difcovefed that the Indians bad no other defign 
than to haul the boats on (hore : many of them 
leaped o^the rocks, and fwam to them i and one of 
them got into that which belonged to the Taoiari 
at)d in the twinkling of a^n eye feized a feaman's 
jacket, and jumping over board with it, never 
once appeared above water till he , was clofe in 
fhore among his companions. Another of them 
got hold of a midihipmao's hat, but not knowing 
how to take it off, he pulled it downward inftead 
of lifting it up ; fo that the owner had tame to 
prevent its being taken away, otherwifc it wopl4 

probably 
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probal)^ basre difappeared a^&ddefdy aathejac* i76f# 
Icet i our ncA bore all thia with much - paticace» v_,^|*^_f 
and the Indians feemed to ttbmtpk m their im<f ^*^ '*' 
punitjr. 

About noon» finding there was n6 anchorage 
here, I bore away and fttered along the ftore tQ 
the weftenDoit point of the ilUnd : the boau m^ 
mediately followed us» «nd kept founding clofe to 
the beach, but could g«t no ground./ 

When we c^ime to the weftermoll point of this 
iiland, we faw (mother, bearing S. W. by W. about 
four leagues dtftant« We were at this time about 
^ league beyond the inlet where we had left the 
natives, biit they were not fatisfied with having 
got rid of us quietly ; for I now perceived two 
large double canoes failing after the (hip, with 
about thirty men in e^ch, a)l armed after the 
planner of their country. The boats were a good 
way %o leeward of us, and the canoes palfing be* 
tween %h^ (hip and the fhore, feemed very eagerly 
to give them cha^re. Upon this I made the fignal 
for the boats to fpeak with the canoes, and as fooa 
» they perceived it, they tunied, and nf^ide to*^ 
WM^ds the Indians, who feeing this, were feized 
with a fudden {)anic, and immediately hauling 
down their fails, paddled back again at a furprifing 
rate. Our boats however came up with them ; but 
notwithftanding the dreadful fu?f that broke upon 
the Ihore, the canoes pulhed through it, and the 
Indians immediately hauled them up upon the 
beach. Our boats followed them, and the In- 
diiani^ dire^ding an invafion of their coaft> pro 
I 4 pared 
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176^. pared to defend it with clubs and ftones, upon 
%J!1|]X^ wbicfa our men fired, and kilted two or three of 
Moadar 10. iiii^uj . o,j^ of ijjcm received three balls which 
went quite through his body ; yet he afterwand^ 
took "Up a large ilone, and died in the adion of 
throwing it againft his enemy. This man fell 
dofe to our boats, fo that the Indians who re- 
mained unhurt did pot dare to attempt the ^carryt 
ing off his body, which gare us an opportunity 
to examine it; but they carried off the reft of their 
dead, and made the beft of their way back to their 
fiompani^tis at the inlet. Qur boats then returned, 
and brought off the two canons which they had 
purfued. Oqe of theip ^^as thirty-rtwo feet long, 
^nd the other fpmewhat lefs, but they were both 
of a vety.cu]:ious conftrudtJQn, and muft have coft 
(1^9re, who made them infinite labour. T)^ey ^on- 
^fted pf planks ejfceedingly well wrought, ar^d i^ 
many places adonred with carving *, thefe plaok^ 
were fcwcd together* and over every feam there 
was a ftripe of torcoife-ibell, very artificially faften* 
ird, to keep out tlie weather : their boctonis were 
as (harp as a.wedg^, and they were verynarnQW; 
and therefore two of them were joined laterally 
together by a couple of ftrong fpars, fo tl^at tha^ 
was Sk fpace of about fix or eight feet betwcerj 
them : a maft was hoifted in each of t;hem, and 
the fail was fpread between the mafts : the fail, 
which I prcfcrvcd, and which is now in my poffef- 
fion, is made of matting, and is as neat a piece of 
wprk as ever I faw : their paddles were very cu- 
rioys, and their cordage was as good and as welj 

lai4 
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laid as any in England, though it appeared to be '76$. 
rnadc of the outer covering of the cocoa-^nut* uJ!^!!L4 
When thefe veays fgil, fevf ral men fit upon the**"*^*^^- 
fpars which hp}d the canoes together. 

As the furf which broke very high upon the 
flxore rendered it impoflible to procure refreflvr 
m^atsfor thefick in this part of the ifland, I 
hauled the wind^ and worked back to the inlet, 
beii^ determined to try once more what couU be 
done there. 

I recovered that ftation in the afternoon, and 
imnoediately fent the boats to found the inlet again, 
but they confirmed the account which had been 
made before, diat it aflforded no anchorage for a 
Ihip. While the boats were abfent, I obferved a 
great number of the natives upon the point near 
the fpot where we had left them in the mornings 
and they feemed to be very bufy in loading a great 
number of large c^oes which ]ay clofe to the 
beach. As I thought they might be troublefome^ 
and was unwilling that they Ihould fufFer by ano- 
ther unequal conteft with our people, I fired a (hot 
over their heads which produced the eflFeft I in* 
tended, for they all c^ifappeared in a moment. 

Juft before the evening clofed in, our boats land- foccuy lu 
ed, and got a few cocoa-nuts which they brought 
pflF, but faw none of the inhabitants. In the night, 
dbring which we had rain and hard fqualls, I ftood 
off and on with the fhips, and at feven o'clock in 
the morning brought to oflF the inlet. I imme- 
diately fent the boats on Ihore in fearch of refrcfli- 
inenfs, and made all the men who were not fo ill 

of 
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i7^g* oftbe fcorvy as to be hid up, go in them ; I ati& 
kjl^^ went 00 fliore mylelf^ and conciAutd tbere tha 
7*e|i»y i». wliolf day. Wc faw many hqufes or wigwaitos of 
the natives, but they were totally defected, except 
by the dogs, who |cept an inceflant howling ftom 
the tirne we came on fhore till we returned » the 
Jh\p : they were \ow mean hovels^ thatched with 
pocoa*niit branqhes; but they were moft delight- 
fully lituated in ^ fine grove of &pdy teees, amiy 
of which were the cqcoa-nut, an4 many fuch aa we 
were utterly unacquaintied inth. The cocoa-^iut 
trees feen) to fumi(h thefn with ahnoft all the ne- 
cefiarics.of life; particularly food, iaib, cordage^ 
ciqaber, and yeflels to hold water ; fo that pro* 
bably thefe people always Bx their (i^bitanons 
where the trees abound. We obferved the (bore 
to be covered with coral, and die flielUof very 
large pearl oyftcrs *, te that I make no doubt .but 
that as profitable ia pearl fiihery might be efta- 
bliibed here as any in the world. We faw bu( 
little of the people, except at a diftance s, we could 
however perceive that the women had a piece of 
cloth of fome kind, probably fabricated of the 
fame ftufi^ as their fail, hanging fron;i (hf waift <}$ 
low as the knee ; the men were naked# 

Our people, in rummaging fome of the buts^ 
found the carved head of a rudder, which ha4 
manifefily belonged to a Dutch longboat, and wa& 
very old and worm-eaten. They found alfo a 
piece of hammered iron, a piece of brafs, and fame 
fmall iron tools, which the anceftors of the prefent 
inhabiunts of this place probably obtained from 

the 
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the Dutch (hip to nvhich the long^lioat had be- y^* 
loiSigpri, all which I brought awiy with inc.<* -v L^. 
'Whether thcfc pec^le found means to cutoff the '^'»^**^»*<^ 
(hip, or whether Ihe.w^ loft i^n the ifland or 
after ihe left it, cannot be know&i but there is. 
reafoii to believe thut ihe never returned to Europe^, 
bec^ufe no account of her voyage, or of any difco^ 
▼cries that ihe m^de, is extant. If the fliip failed 
from this place in fafety, it is not perhaps cafy to* 
account for her leaviqg the rudder of her long* 
boat behind her: and if Ihe was cut off by the 
natives, there muft be much more confiderable re* 
mains of her in the ifland, efpecially of her iron-r 
work, upon which all Indian nations, who have ncN 
metai) let the higheft value ; we had no opportu* 
nities however to examine this matter farther. 
The hammered^it-on^ brafs, and iron tools, I 
brought away with me •, but we found a tool ex* 
a£tly in the form of a carpenter's ad2e, the blade of 
which was a pearl oyfter-fliell ; pofiibly this might 
have been made in imitation of an adae which had 
belonged to the carpenter of the Dutch (hip, for 
among the tools that I brought away there was 
one which feemed to be the remains of fuch an^ 
implement, though it was worn away almoft ta 
noting. 

Clofe to the houfcs of thcfc people, we faW 
buildings of another kind, which appeared to be 
bufying-places, and from which we judged that 
they had great veneration for their dead. They 
were fituated under lofty trees, that gave a thick 
ihadej the ^des and tops were of ftone; and in 

their 
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17^5* their figure they ibmewhat ttfembled the fquaie 
ni^ ^^.j tombs, with a ^at top, which are always to be 
'■•'***^"* found in our country cburch*yards. Near thefc 
buildings we found many neat boxes full of hu- 
man boneSt a^d upon the branches of the trees 
which (haded them, hung a gre^t number of the 
heads and bones of turtle, and a variety of fifli, 
inclofed in a kind of bafket-work of reeds : fome 
of the filh we took down, and found thftt nothing 
remained but the. ikin and the teeth ; the bones 
and entrails feemed to have been extra&ed, and 
the mufcular flefli dried away. 

We fcnt off fcveral boat-loads of cocoa-nuts, 
and a great quantity of fcurvy-grafs, with which 
the ifland is covered ; refrelhtnents which were of 
infinite fervice %p us, as by this time I believe diere 
Was not a man among us wholly untouched by the 
fcurvy. 

The frefli water here is very good, but it is 
icarce ; the wells which fupply the natives are fo 
fmall, that when two or three cocoa-nut Ihells have 
been filled from them, they are dry for a few 
minutes *, but as they prefently fill again, if a litde 
pains wiere taken to enlarge them, they would 
abundantly fupply any ftiip with water. 

We faw no venomous creature here; but the 
flies were an intolerable torment, they covered us 
front) head to foot, and filled not only the boat, 
but the (hips. We faw great numbers of parrots 
and paroquets, and feveral other birds which wepp 
altogether unknown to us i we faw alfo a beapti- 
f^l kjnd of dove, fo tame that fome of them fit- 

[quently 
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q[\i6ntiy caihe clofe to tis, and ev<n foIk>wed U5 
into the Indian huts: 

Ail this day the natives kept themfclvcs d<^ely ''^•*^^ "• 
concealed, and did not even make a fmoke upon 
any part of the tflands as faf as we could fee ; pro- 
bably fearing that a fmoke might diicover the 
l^ace of their retreat. In the evening, we all re- 
tvHrned on board the (hip. 

This part of the iflandlies in latitude 14'' 29^ S., 
longitude 148^ go W. and after I got on board, 
1 hauled a little way farther from the fhore, in- 
tending to vifit the other ifland in the morning, 
which had been feen to the weftward of that be^ 
fore which the fliip lay, and which is diftant about 
fixty-nine leagues from the Iflands of Dilap- 
poinmient^ in the direction of W. ^S. 

The next morning at fix o'clock, I made fail wednen ». 
for the ifland which I mtended to vifit, and when 
I reached it, I fteertd S. W. by W. dc^fe along 
the north eaft fide of it, but could get no found- 
ings: this fide is about fix or feven ki^Ues long, 
and the whdie makies mudi the fame appeat^nce as 
the other, having a large fait watei^ lake in the 
n[uddle of it. As fbon as the (hip qalne in fight, 
the natives ran down to the beach in great num* 
bers : they were armed in the fame manner as thofe 
that we had feen upon the other ifland, and kept 
abreaft of the fiiip for feveral leagues. As the 
heat of this climate is very great, they feemed to 
fufier mixh by running jR> far in the fun, for they 
ibmerimes plunged into the fea^ and fometinies 
fell flat upon the laadi that die furf ttiight break

* w!^ with grea£ vigoyf. ^ Our boatt* ivere ai; this ome

come abfolutely neoe^try for thor own defence, but

the Aoreas they durftfor the ibri^ and made figns 
that they wanted wator^ the Indian^ readily un^ 
decftood thUm^ asd dimfted them to roa down 
£nther aloe^ l^he ibore, whkh they did^ till they 
came abreaft o( tach a clufter of hoxafes as we had 
}uk left upon the other iflaod i tot this plaee the 
Indians Aill ibUowed them, and t^^rt there join^ 
by many otho's^: the boats immediately hauled 
ch>fe ioto &c fiffrf^ and we iimoght to^ wkh the 
^dps, tt a littte diftaoce from the fliore, upon 
^hich a Aout old man, with a long white heard, 
that gave htm. z^ very areoerable appeasaacc, came . 
d^awn £ROga thr hoidb t9 the beach. He was 
ationdcd 1^ a )!Mng iiiaa» aad' appeared tojhaye 
tfce auibmiity of n Chief er Kiiif^: thfc t^i^f ibc 
JtidiaM» at $ figtial whkh he made^ rettned to a 
jyyttle &ftance» mA he ihea adwaooed qpit^to the 
ivaicr'^«d§e.; iot>oe hand he hcidebegrea braach 
cf a tree, and in the other ;he gndped his beards

-to ^xanaine his clothes with .great tsviio&tyi 
4;bey feeoied particularly to acksure )w wai&oat, 
and being wdUii)g to ^catify hk bow ff i^nda, fa^ 
tiook it.ofif,^nd prefen^ it toichem ; this cotinefy, 
however, produced a difagre^abie <Sk£kj for Am 
had fio foooer given away bis m^ifl^poa^ rth^one 
qf the indians vecy ii^gcinioufiy uatied his -(vavs^ 
>and the next raoment fasac^ed it ibom his vffs^^ 
and 4raa .away axith it. <9ur advontuner, /therefore 
to prevent his being ftr^ped by piooiefaieff U ^nafle 
the beft of his way back again to the boat : ftilk 
however, we were upon good terms, and fevcral of 
the Indians fwam off to our people, fome of them 
bringing a cocoa-nut, and others a little frelh 
water in a cocoa-nut fhelL But the principal 
objed of our boats, was to obtain fome pearls y 
and the aien, to aflift them in explaining their

xnefieftual, for they could not^ even "With th 
affiftancC) at all make themfelves undefftood. It 
indeed probable that we fliould have fucceed< 
better, if an intercourfe of any kind could have 
been eftabliflied between us, but it was ouf mis- 
fortune that no anchorage could be found for the 
fhips. As all Indians are fond of beads, it can 
ica/cely be fuppofed that the pearls, which the 
oylters at this place contained, were overlooked, 
by the natives, and it is more than probable that! 
if we could have continued here a few weeks, we 
might have obtained fome of great value in ex-| 
change for nails, hatchets, and bilt-hooks, upon 
which the natives, with noore reafon, fet a much 
higher value. We obferved, that in the lake, or| 
lagoon, there were two or three very laj'ge vcflcls, 
one of which had two mafts, and fome cordage 
aloft to fupport them. 
xj^ To thefe two iflands, I gave the name of Kino 

2SX* George's Islands, in honour of his Majefty. 
That which we laft vifited, lies in latitude 14^' 
41' S., longitude 149^ 15' W.; the variation of 
the compafs here was 5^ £. 
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CHAP, X. 

The Run from King George^ s IJlands to tbt 
I/lands of Saypan^ Tvnian^ and Aguigan; 
njuitfo an Account of feveral I/lands that 
' ivere dif covered in that Track. 

WE purfued our courfe to the weft ward the 
fame day, and the next, about three, 
o'clock in the afternoon, we faw land again> bcftr»Th«^ «!• 
ing S. $• W. diftant about fix leagues. We im- 
mediately ftood for it, and found it to be a Idw 
and very narrow ifland, lying eaft and weft t we ' 
ran along the fouth fide of it, which had a greett 
and pleafant appearance, but a dreadful furf breaks 
upon every part of it^ with foul ground at fomd 
diftance, and many rocks and fmall iflands fcao* 
tered at about three leagues from the (hore. We 
found it about twenty leagues in length, and it 
appeared to abound with inhabitants, though wt 
could get only a tranfient glance of them as we 
pafied along. . To this place I gave the iiame of 
the Prince of Wales's Island. It lies in UtitW>«;* 
tude 15^ S. and the weftermoft end of it in Ipa^ inaod, 
gitude 151^ 53' W. It is diftant from King 
George's Iflands about eight and forty leagues, vsl ^ 
the diredion of S. 80 W. \ the variation here wa|

t-^,,^ I the variation being 7^ 40 E. The wind was now 

Sonday i6. eaftcrly, and we had again the fame mountainous 
fwell from the fouchwafd that wg had before we 
made the Iflands of Dire£tion^ and which, fronT 
that time to this day we had loft : when we loft 
that fwcll> and for fome days before, we faw vaft 
4iocks of birds, which we obferved always took 
their flight to the fouthward when evening was 
coming on.. Thefe appearances perfuacjed me 
^ that there was land in . the fame diredliop, and I 

am of opinion, that if the winds had not failed mc 
in the higher latitudes, I fliould have fallen in with 
it : I would indeed at this time have hauled away to 
the fouthward, and attempted the difcovery, if our 
people had been healthy, for having obferved that 
all the iflands we had fcen were full of inhabitants, 
I was ftill more confirmed in my opinion ; as I could 
account for their being peopled only by fuppofing 
a chain of iflands .reaching to a continent i but 
the ficknefs of the crews, in both fliips, was an in- 
fuperable impediment. 
Mon^»j 17. The next day, we again faw many birds of va-r 
rious forts about the fliip, and therefore fuppofed 
' that fome other ifland was not far diftant, for the 

fwell continuing, I concluded that the land was 
not of very great extent : I proceeded, however, 
with caution, for the iflands in this part of the 
ocean render the navigation very dangerous, they 
being fo low, that a ftiip may be clofe in with them 
• before they are feen. We faw nothing, however, 

vfe^ncfns. on thc i8th, the. 19th, nor the zpth, during which 

Thurfd. 20, ^^ 
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Vre continued to ftccr the fame courfe, though the 
birds ftill continued about the veflcl in great num- 
bers. Our latitude was now t2^ 3% S., longitude ^*""'^** *"** 
167^ 47' W. The Prince of Wales's Idand was 
diftant three hundred and thirteen leagues, and the 
variation of the needle was 9** 15' E. The next 
morrfing about . fevcn o'clock, we difcovcrcd a ^"^»y *»* 
moft dangerous reef of breakers, bearing S; S, W, 
and not farther diftant than a (ingle league. In 
about half an hour afterwards, land was fecn from 
the maft-head, bearing W. N. W. and diftant 
^bout eight leagues : it had the appearance of 
three iflands, with rocks and broken ground be- 
tween them. The fouth eaft fide of thefe iflands 
lies N. E. by N. and S. W. by S. and is about 
three leagues in length between the extreme 
points, from both which a reef runs out, upon 
which the fea breaks to a tremendous height, Wc 
failed round the north end, and upon the north- 
weft and weft fide, faw innumerable rocks and 
Ihoals, which ftretched near two leagues into the 
fea, aiid were extremely dangerous. The iflands 
themfelves had a more fertile and beautiful ap- 
pearance than any we had feen before, and, likp 
the reft, fwarmed with people, whofe habitations 
wefawftanding in clufters all along the coaft. 
We faw alfo a large veflTel under fail, at a little 
diftance from the fliore; but to our unfpeakabic 
regret wc were obliged to leave the place without 
farther examination, for it was furrounded in every 
dircftion by rocks and breakers, which rendere4 
the hazard mor<? than equivalent to every advan^ 
K 2 tagc 
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>7^^ tage we mighc procure. At this titne^ I took 

i.^ii-^^!l^ tMe for pari of the iflands called Sbbmoii'^ 

^*^ **• Iflands^ and was in hopes diat I (hould fall in wiA 

others of them, in fome of which wt might find 

anhartxHir. 

The reef of rocks which wc firft faw as wc ap- 
proached thefeiflands, libs in latitude lo^ if'&v 
l^Migitude 169^ 28' W. and it bears from Ptincc 
of Walcs^s Mand N. 76^ 48' W. diftant 352 
fcagues. The iflands bear from the reef W* N. W. 
tiiftanc nine leagues : I called them the Isi^n^s 
tor Dangeh, and ftccrcd from them N. W. by W, 
*aHowing for the variation. 

After having feeh the bieakers foon after k was 
tight in the mornir^, 1 told my officers that I ap- 
prehended we fliouid have frequent alarnfe in the 
night J at night, therefore, every body was upon 
the watch, which a very hard fquall of wind, with 
tain, rendered the more neceffary. About nine 
t>'clock, having jtift gone do^n into my cabbin, I 
heard a great noife above, and when I inquired 
%hat was the matter, I was told that the Tamar, 
who Wtis ahead, had iired a gun, and that our 
|)eople ^w breakers to leeward: I ran inftantly 
upon deck, and fbon perceived that what had 
bieen taken for breakers was nothing more diaa the

afterwards.

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K^tHJng WQnhy^ of QOciee happened till Monday 'T^s^ 
the, 94tH9 when, abotit t^n f>*clock in the morning, K.^m.^'m^ 
v^^ difcflvei^ another ifland, bearing S. S. W. ^■^•'•♦• 
cliftant about feven or eight leagues : we fteered 
for 1%, and found it to be low, but covered with 
vrpod, among which were cocoa-nut trees in great 
i^bundance. It had a pkafant appearance, and a 
}arg9 lake in the middle, like King George's I (land : 
it is Mrar thirty miles in circumference, a dread- 
jful fffi breaks upon almoft every part of the 
^9^ftf and a great deal of foul ground lies about 
it. W? failed quite round it, and when we were 
on the Igerfide, f^nt out boats to found, in hopes of 
HiHling pficborage : no foundings, however, were 
to be gpt n^ar the ihore, but I fent the boats out 
a feeopd titne, with orders to land, if it were pof* 
Abk, and procure fome refrelhxnents |br the fick: 
tWy landed with great difficulty, and brought off 
^jtK>i}t two hpndred cocoa-nuts, which to perfons 
Jm our circumftances, wene an ineftimable treafure. 
Tbe poopte who were on Ihore, reported that there 
wer^ no fignsof its having ever been inhabited, 
but that they found thoufands of fea fowl fitting 
upon their nefis, which were built in high trees : 
Sbfik hirda wene fo tame that they fuffeced them- 
fely?8 to be knocked do\mn without leaving their 
nefts ; the ground was covered with land crabs, . 
b4$ puf pcyople J^w no other animal. At firil I 
waa mlinfA to be^eye that this idand was the . 
fanif tbvit ifi jhe tff^m FrwfPU is called Malmta^ 
and laid 49wn »bw.t a degr^ to the eaftward dc 
# ^(Mt j^Und of Saint Elizi^eth, which is the

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176^ principal of the SolomoA*^ Iflands ; but bein^ 

«.J^^)!Li afterwards convinced to the contrary, I called^ it 

DuiTe of*** ^^^ Duke of York's. Island, in honour of his 

York'i late Royal Highncfs, and I am of opinion that we 

were the firfk human beings who ever faw-it. There 

is indeed great reafon to believe thaf there is no 

good authority for laying -down Solomon's Iflands 

in the fituation that is afligned to them by the 

French: the only perfoh who has pretended to 

liave feen them is Quiros, and I doubt whether he 

left behind him any account of them by which 

they might be found by future navigators. 

Stturd.i9. We continued our courfe till the 29{hy in the 

track of thefe. iflands, and being then ten degrees 

to the weftward of their fituation in the chart, 

without having feen any thing of them, I hauled 

CO the»nprchward, in order to crofs the equinoxial, 

and afterwards fhape my courfe for the Ladrone 

Iflands, which, though a long run, I hoped to 

accomplish before I ifaould be diftrefled for water, 

notwithftanding it now began to fall fhort; Our 

latitude, this day,.was 8? 13' S., longitude 176^ 

20' E. and the variation was 10^ 10' £• 

j„,y. On Tuefday the 2d of July, we again fawmany 

Tuettaya. \^i^^ about the flijp, and at four o- clock in the 

afternoon^ difcovered an ifland bearing north, and 

diftant about fix leagues : we flood for it till fun- 

fet, when it was diftant about four leagues, and 

wedncf. 3. ^^^^ ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ ®^ *^** ^^^ night. In the morn- 
ing, we found it a low flat ifland, of a moft de- 
lightful appearance, and full of wood, among 
jwbich'the cqcoa-nqt tret was vecy €on%icuou»; 

' * we 
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^?ire faw, however, to our g^eat regret, much foul 1765* 
ground about it^ upon which , the fea broke With t^^^ j 
ia dreadful furf. We Aeercd along the fouth-weft ^«^^t- 
Ode of it^ which W€ judged to be about four 
leagues in length, and foon perceived not goly that 
h: was inhabited, but verf populous ; £»r prefently^ 
after the fbip came in fight, we faw at leaQ: a thou* 
fand of the natives afiembkd upon the beach, and 
Ui a v^ryfhort time moie : than .fix tjrranoes, od 
rather pnoas, pMt off fnom . the Ihoi^, and mad^ 
towards 113. We lay byitoireceive them, and thcjr 
were Veryibon ranged in a circle round us. Thefe 
vefieb were very neatly: made, and fo clean that 
theyi a{ipeared to be quite new : none of them hac} 
fewer than three perfons on board, nor any of 
them more tl^an fix. After thefe Indian^ had 
gazed at ua foroe tiine» .one of them fuddenly 
jumped out of his proa> fwam to the ihip, and rao 
up the fide lik^ a cat: as foon as he had ftepped 
over the gpnwale, his fat down upon it, and bur^ 
into 4 violent fit of Japghter, then darted up, and 
ran all Q?er the (hipi attempting to fieal whatever 
he could lay his hands upon, but without fuccef^^ 
for being itark naked, it was impofliblietQi conceal 
his booty for a moment. Our feamen ;puc on him 
a jacket and trowfcrs, which produced jgiy^t mer- 
riment, for, he had all the geftures of 4 monkey 
newly ^reilied: we alfo gave hm br^ad, which he 
eat with a voracious appetite, and after having 
played a thoufapd antic tricks, he leaped over^ 
boards jacket and trowfers and all» and fwam back 
again JEO his prpa> after this feveral others fwaqi 
^ K 4 tQ 
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»7j55» to the fliip, ran up the fide of the guit-rocsn jwrts, 
and having crept in, fnatcfaed up whatever lay in 



w«dAe£3, ^j^^jy reach, and immedtately leaped agaia iocotho 
fea, and fwam away at a great rale, though feme 
of than, having both hands full, held up their 
amis qiaite out of the water, to prerent their plun^ 
der from being fpoiled. Thefe people are tali, 
well-proportioned, and ckan*linibed : their ikin is a 
bf^ight ocq>per colour, their features are extremely 
good, and there is a tnixtxire of intrepidity and cheer* 
fulnefs in their countenances that is very ftfiking; 
They have long black hair, which fotne of them 
^ore tied up behind in a great bunch, others in 
tl^ree kMm fome of them had long beanb, fome 
Mly whitkefrs, and fome fiothing more tbaa a imaU 
t^ft at «he poant of die chin. They wiere all of 
them ftark naked, exoept their ornaments, which 
coiififtdd of ftiells, very prettily difpofed and ftrung 
together, and were worn loi^nd their neek^i, wrifts, 
and waifts : all their ears were bored, but they 
had no ornaments in them "when we ^Mf them: 
ibch ornaments as they wear, when they wear any, 
are probaWy v«ry heavy, for i^eir ears hang down 
timoft CO their Moulders, dnd &mt (^ them were 
^oke fplit through. One of rhcfc men, who ap 
peared to be a pejrfon &£ fotfie <?o«feqtr«ice, had a 
ftring of human teeth ab^ut his waid:, which was 
probably a trophy of his military proweffe, for he 
wouM net part with it in <:xchattgc for any thing 
lftat I xiould offer him. ^ome of then^ were «fl- 
armed, but others had one of the moftdangep^ 
•weapons I *ad ever feeh : it w^ a kind of fpcsr, 

very 
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very broad ^ t^e etidt and (luck foil of lhark*i i765» 
xeeth, which are as flurp as a l^ocet^ at the fidei» sA^ 
for about three &ct of its ieagdi.. We (hewed ^^^^'^-J^ 
theAi fome cocoa nut% and made jigns that we 
i^anted 0)ort; but jnftead of giving any iatimilt 
tk>n that they could fupply ua, they endeavoured 
to take away diofe we had, 

I fent out the boats to found foon after we 

brot^t to oS* the ifland, aad when jthey came 

backft they reporised that there was grouad at the 

depth of dikty £tthofn, within two cables' length 

of the (bore; but aa the bottom was coral rock| 

aad che fouo^ff miuch too near the breakers for 

a ihip tp Ue in £i&ty, I was obliged again to niake 

fail without procuring any rcfrclhmems for the 

ficl^. This aAand> to which my officers gave the 

naoae of Byroh's Island^ lies in latitude i^ ^^^Hf^ 

S.^ longitude §73^ 46^£. ^ the variation of the 

compafs herci was one point £» 

Ji| our courfe from this place, we faw, for firv^ral 
days, abundance of fi(h, but we could take only 
fliarks, which were become a good dilh even at 
my own table. Many of the people now began to 
fall down with fluxes, which the Surgeon imputed 
to the excefllve heat, and almoft perpetual rains. 

By the 21ft, all our cocoa-nuts being expended^ 
our people began to fall down again with thefcurvy. Stnday ax. 
The eflFeft of thefe nuts alone, in checking this dif- 
cafe, is aftonifliing: many whofe limbs were become 
as black as ink, who could not move without the 
alTiftance of two men, and who, befides total debi- 
lity. 
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lity, fuffered excFuciadng pain, were in a few^ daySf 
by eating thcfe nuts, although at fea, fo far reco- 
vered as to do their duty, and could even go aloft 
as well as they did before the diftemper (cized 
them. For fcveral days about this time, we had 
only faint breezes, with fmooth water, fo that wc 
made but little way, and as we were now not far 
frbm the Ladrone Iflands, where we hoped fome 
refrefliments might be procured, we moft ardently 
wiflied for a freflb gale, efpecially a$ the heat was 
ftiil intolerable, the glafs for a long time having 
never been lower than eighty-one, but often up to 
eighty-four; and I am. of opinion that this is the 
hotteft, the longeft, ^nd mpft dangerous run that 
ever was made. 
Voii^y%%. On the i$th, we were in latitude 13*^ 9'N.| 
longitude 158^ 50" E., and on thf aad, in lati- 
tude 14^ 25' N., longitude 153^ ii'E. during 
' which time we had a northerly current. Being 
now nearly in the latitude of Tinian, I Ihaped mv 
(ourfe for that ifland.

N tjie 28th,.wc faw a great number of birds 176$. 
about the Ihip, which continued till the ^ ^' 



30th, when about two o'clock in the aftcrhoon wc^^^^^y^ 
faw land, bearing W. 4 N« which proved to be 
the iflands Saypan, Tinian, and Aiguigan.' At 
funfet, the cxtren^es of them bore from N. W. i N. ' 

weftward to S, W. ; and the three iflands' had the 
appearance pf one. At fevien, we hauled the 
M^ind, and jtood off and on all' night ; and at fix 
the next morning, the extremes of the iflands, WedjicC 3?. 
?^hich ftill ma^ie m one, bore from N. W, by. N. 
to S. W. by S. diftant five Jeagues. The eaft 
fide of thefe iflands |ies N, E. bv N. and S. W. 
byS, Say pan is the northermolr; and from the 
north-eaft point of that ifland tp the fopth-weft 
point of Aiguigan, the diftance is about feventeen 
leagues, Thefe three iflands are between two 
and three leagues diftant from each other 5 Say* 
pan is the largefl^, and Aiguigan, which is high 
and round, tlie fmalleft. We fteered along the 
eaft fide of them, and at noon hauled round the 
fouth point of Tinian, between that ifland and 
Aiguigan, and ai^chored at the fouth-wcft end

\.J^^ hard fand and coral rock, oppofit^ to a ^^P^hite

reef of rocks that lies at a good diftanpe from the 

ihore^ in the very fpot where Lord Anion lay in 

jhc Centuriont The ^atcr at this place is fo very 

clear that the bottom is plainly to be fcen at the 

depth of four and twenty fathom, which is no 

. Jefs than one hundred and forty-four feet* 

, Ji» fopn as the (hip was fecured, I went on 
ihore, to fix upon s^ place where tents might be 
crefted for the fick, which were now very numc?" 
rousj not a ii'ngle nuan being wholly free from 
^ thefcurvy, and oiany in the laft jftage of it. We 

foui^d feveral hiits which had been left by the 
Spaniards and Indians (be year before > for thi$ 
year none of them bad as yet been at the place, 
nor was it probable that they ihould conic for 
JonK months, the fun beipg now almoft vertical, 
jind the rainy feaibn let in. After I lud fixed 
v^n a fpot for the tents, fi?c pr feven of us en-» 
4e^vQur£d to pulh through the woods, that we 
iBiight come at the beautiful lawns and me^ows 
pf which there i$ fp luxiiriant a dcfcription in th^ 
Account of X.ord Anfon's Voyage, and if poffible 
jcifl fome cattle. The trees flood fo thick, and the 
place was fo overgrown wijch underwood, that we 
could not fee three yards before us, wc thertforc 
were obliged to keep continually hallooing to each 
otlier, to prevent our being feparately loft in this 
^trackjefs wilderncfj. As the weather was intole- 
rably 
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irably hoc, wc had noching on befides our Ihoes, *i76j« 
except our Ibirts and trowfers^ and cbefe Moerc in. a \ J^^^ 
^cty ftiort timfe torn all to rag$ by the bulhM and w«taCs«* 
linunbles ; ac laft, however, with iiKcredible cfiffi- 
culty and labour, we got through^ but, to oar 
great fufprife and dUappointinent, we found the 
<x>\intry very dificrent from the account we had 
read dF k : the lands were endrely overgrown with 
a ftubborn kind of reed or bruft, in many places 
higher than our heads, and no where lower tbiw 
our middks^ which continually entangled our 
leg«, and cut us like whipcord; our fiocking^ 
perhaps might have fufiered ftiU more, but wc 
wore none. During this march we were aUb co- 
vered with flies from head to foot, and whenever 
we offered to ^ak we were fare of having a 
mouthfuli many of which never failed to get 
down our throats. After we had walked about 
4dicee or four miles, we got fight of a bull, which 
we killed, and a litde before night got back to the 
beach, as wee as if we had been dipt in water, and 
fo fatigued that we were fcarcely able to ftand. 
We immediately feat out a party to fetch the 
bull, and found that during our excurfion fome 
tents had been got up, and the fick brought on 
fiiore. 

The next day our people were employed in Aognft, 

fctting up more tents, getting the water-cafks on 

Ihore, and clearing the well at which they were to 

^ be filled. This well 1 imagined to be the fame 

, that the Centurion watered at; bitt it was the 

w6rft that we had met with during the voyage,

for the vrztct wais not only brakifh, but full of 
I worms. The Road alfo where the Ihips lay was a 
Jhiuo^u d^gcrous fituation at this feafonj for the bottom 
is hard fand and large coral rocks^ and the anchor 
having no hold in the fand^ the cable is in perpe- 
tual danger of being cut to pieces by the coral ; 
to prevent which as much as poffible, I rounded 
the cables, and buoyed them up with empty wa- 
ter-cafks. Another precaution alfo was taught 
me by experience, for at firft I moored, but find- 
ing the cables much damaged, I refolved to lie 
fingle for the future, that by veering away or 
heaving in, as we (hould have more or lefs wind, 
we might always keep them from being flack, and 
confcquemly from rubbing, and this expedient 
fucceeded to my wilh. At the full and change of 
the moon, a prodigious fwell tumbles in here, fo 
that I never faw fhips at anchor roll fo much as 
ours did while we lay here ; and it once drove in 
from the weftward with fuch violence, and broke 
fo high upon the reef, that I was obliged to put 
Xo fea for a week 5 for if our cable had parted in 
the night, and the wind had been upon the fliore, 
which fometimes happens for two or three days 
together, the (hip mufl: inevitably have been loft 
upon the rocks. 

As I was myfelf very ill with the fcurvy, I or- 
dered a tent to be pitched for me, and took up my 
refidence on ftiore ; where we alfo ercdted the ar- 
mourcr*s forge, and began to repair the iron- work 
of both the fhips. I foon found that the ifland 
produced limes, four oranges, cocoa-nuts, bread- 
fruit, 
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Vviit*, guavaa, andpaupaus in great abundance a 
^vic we found no water-melons, fcurvy-gralss «f 
torrcL 

Notwithftanding the fatigue and diftrefs that^ we 
h ad endur^d,and the various climates we had paifed 
tHrough^ neither of the ihips had yet loft a fing^e 
man fi^ce their failing from England ^ but white 
v/e lay here two died of fevers, a difeafe with which 
many were feized, though we aU recovered vfery 
£a& irom the fcurvy. I am indeed of opinion that 
rhis ;s one of the moft unhealthy fpocs in the 
world, at leaft during the feafon in which we were 
here* The rains were violent, and almoft incef^ 
fant, and the heat was {o great as to threaten us 
with fuflfocation. The thcrmon)eter, which was 
kept on board the fhip, generally ftoftd at eighty- 
fix, which is but nine degrees lefs than the heat of 
the blood at the heart ; and if it had been onfhore 
it would have rifen much higher. I had been upon 
the coaft of Guinea, in the Weft-Indies, and upon 
the ifland of Saint Thomas, which is under the 
Line, but I had never felt any fuch heat as I felt 
here. Befides the inconvenience which we fuffer* 
ed from the weather, we were inceffantly tormented 
by the fiies in the day, and by the mufquitos. in 
the night. 'The ifland alfo fwarms with centi- 
pieds and fcorpions, and a large black 'ant, fcarce- 
ly inferior to either in the malignity of its bite. 
Befides thefe, there were venomous infcfts without 
number, altogether unknown to us, by which

many 
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}7^j' on^y <rf us^ fofered fa fev^^Iy, that we were 
uu,^.^ afraid to lie dawnrin our beds ; nor were tbofe on 
board in a muctv better fituation than thofe on 
ftore^ for great numbers of thefe creatures being 
carried imo the fliip with the wood, they cook 
pofleflion of every birth, and left the poor feamcn 
no place of reft either below or upon the deck. 

As foon a$ we were fettled in our new hikbita- 
tions, I fentout parties to difcover the haunts of 
the cattle, fome of which were found but at a 
g;reat diftance from the teiita, and the beafts were 
' fo fliy that it was very difficult to get a (hot at 
them. Some of the parties which, when their 
baums had been difcovered, were fent out to kill 
them, were abfent three days and nights before 
they could fucceed ; and when a buUock had been 
/dragged feven or eight rftiles through fuch woods 
and lawns as have juft been defcribed, to the tentSi 
it was generally full of fly-blows, and ftunk fo as 
to be unfit for ufe : nor was this the worft, for the 
fatigue of the men in bringing down the carcafs, 
and the intolerable heat they fufFercd from the cli- 
mvc and the labour, frequently brought on fevers 
vhich laid them up. Poultry however we pro- 
cured upon eafier terms : there was great plenty of 
birds, and they were eafily killed ; but tlie flelh of 
the beft of them was very ill-tafted, and/uch was 
the heat of the climate that within an hour after they 
were killed it was as green as grafs, and fwarmed 
with ma^ots. Our principal refource for frelh 
meat, was the wild hog, with which the ifland 
abounds. Thefc creatures arc very fierce, and 

fome

and fotne of them fb large chat a carcafe fce- 
cjucntly weighed two hundred pounds. We kill- 
ed them without much difficulty, but a Black 
belonging to the Tamar contrived a method to 
Ihare them, fo that we took great numbers of 
chem alive, which was an unfpeakable advantage ; 
for it not only enfured our eating the flelh while it 
^was fweet, but enabled us to fend a good number 
of them on board as fea-ilores. 

In the mean time we were very defirous of pro- 
curing fome beef in an eatable ftate, with lefs 
rifle and labour, and Mr. Gore, one of our mates, 
at laft, difcovcred, a pleafant fpot upon the north- 
weft part of the ifland, where cattle were in great 
plenty, and whcnqe they might be brought to the 
tents by fea. To this place therefore I difpatched 
a party, with a tent for their accommodation, and 
fcnt the boats every day to fetch what they fliould 
kill; fometimes however there broke fuch a fea 
upon the rocks that it was impoITible to approach 
them, and the Tamar's boat unhappily loft three , 
of her beft men by attempting it. We were now^ 
upon the whole, pretty well fupplied with pro- 
vifions, efpecially as we baked frefh bread every 
day for the fick y and the fatigue of our people 
being lefs, there were fewer ill with the fever : but 
feveral of them were fo much difordered by eating 
pf a. very fine looking filh which we caught her^, 
that their recovery was for a long time doubtful. 
The Author of the Account of Lord Anfon's Voy- 
age fays, that the pepple on board the Centurion 
thought it prudent to abftain frpm filh, as the few 
Vol* I. L which 
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which they caught at their firft arrival furfeited 
thofe who eat of them. But not attending fu£B- 
cicntly to this caution, and too haftily taking the 
^Qx^furfett in its literal and common acceptation, 
we imagined that thofe who tafted the fifti when 
Lord Anfoi) firft came hither, were made fick 
merely by eating too much : whereas, if that had 
been the cafe, there would have been no reafon for 
totally abftaining afterwards, but only eating tem- 
perately. We however bought our knowledge by 
experience^ which we might have had cheaper v 
for though all our people who tafted this fifh, eat 
fpariogly, they were all foon afterwards danger- 
oufly ill. 

Befides the fruit that has been mentioned al- 
ready, thi» ifland produces cotton and indigo in 
abundance, and would Certainly be of great value 
if it was fituated in the Weft-Indies. The furgeon 
of the Tamar enclofed a large fpot of ground here, 
and made a very pretty garden i but we did not 
ftay long enough to derive any advantage from it. 

While we lay here, I fent the Tamar to examine 
the ifland of Saypan, which is much larger than 
Tinian, riies higher, and^ in my opinion, has a 
much pleafantcr appearance. She anchored to the 
leeWard of it, at the diftance of a mile from the 
ihore, and in about ten fathom water, with much 
the fame kind of ground as we had in the road of 
Tinian. Her people landed ' upon a fine fandy 
beach which is fix or feven miles long, and walked 
up into the woods, where they few many trees 
which were very fit for topmafts. They faw no 

fowls. 
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fowls, nor any tracks of cattle-, but of hogs and ^T^c. 

giianicoes there way plenty. They found no freQi < ^ .^^. ^ .^ 

-water near the beach^ but fawa large pond inland, 

which they did not examine. They faw large heaps 

of pearl' oyfter-fhells thrown up together, and other 

figns of people having been there not long before: 

poflibly the Spaniards may go thither at fome fea- 

fons of the year, and carry on a pearl filhery. They 

alfo faw many of thofe fquare pyramidal pillars which 

are to befonrtd at Tiniiri, and which are particularly 

defcribed in the Account of Lord Anfon'is Voyage. 

On Monday the 20th of September, having now September. 

u u • 1 jriu- Monday ^o. 

been here nine weeks, and our fick being pretty 
well recovferfed, I ordered the tents to be ftruck, 
and with the forge and oven carried back to the 
fliip; I alfo laid in about two thoufand cocoa- 
nuts^ which I had experienced to bb fo powerful a 
remedy for the fcurvy, and the next day I weighed, oaober. 
hoping that before we Ihould get the length of the "* *' 
Bifhe Iflands, the N, E. monfoon would be fet in. 
I ftood along the fhore to take in the beef-hunters ; 
but we had very little wind this day drid the neitt Wedacf. a. 
till the evening, when it came to the weftward and 
blewfrefti: I then ftood to the northward till the 
morning of the 3d, when we made Ahatacan, an Thurfd. 3. 
ifland that is remarkably high, and the fame that 
jNis flrft fallen in with by Lord Anfop. 
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CHAP. XII. 

The Run from Tinian to Pulo Timoan^ ivitb 
fome Account of that Ifland^ its Inhabitants 
and Produttions^ and thence to Batavia.

E continued our courfe till Thurfday the 
loth, when being in latitude i8^ 33^ N., 

ThwwTio, longitude 136"* 50' E. we found the Ihip two and 
twenty miles to the fouthward of her accounti 
which muft have been the efFedl of a ftrong cur- 
^ rent in that dircdion. The variation here was 5^ 
10'' E., and for fome time we found it regularly 
decreafing, fo that on the 19th, being in latitude 
21^ 10' N., longitude 124^ 17' E., the ncedk 
pointed due north. 

Friday 18. On thc 1 8th, we had found the fhip eighteen 
miles, to the northward of her account, and faw 
feveral land birds about the fhip, which appeared 
to be very much tired : we caught one as it was 
refting upon the booms, and found it very re- 
markable. It was about as big as a goofe, and 
all over as white as fnow, except the legs and beak 
which were black ; the beak was curved, and of 
fo great a length and thicknefs, that it is not eafy 
to conceive how the mufcles of the neck, which 
was about a foot long and as fnhall as that of a 
crane, could fupport it. We kept it about four 
months upon bifcuit and water, but it then died, 
apparently for want of nourilhment, being almoft 

«r as 
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as light as a bladder. It was very diflFercnt from ^^^ 
every fpecies of the Toucan that is rcprefcnted- by \^ ^ y^>lj 
Edwards, and I believe has never been defcribed. ^"***^ '** 
Thefe birds appeared to have been blown ofFfome 
ifland to the northward of us, that is not laid 
down in the charts. 

The needle continued to point due north tillxocfdayai, 
the 2 2d, when, at fix o'clock in the morning, 
Grafton's Ifland, the northermoft of the Baflie 
Iflands, bore fouth, diftant fix leagues. As I had 
defigned to touch at thefe iflands, I ftood for that 
in fight 5 but as the navigation from hence to the 
Streight of Banca is very dangerous, and we had 
now both a fine morning and a fine gale, I thought 
it beft to proceed on our way, and therefore 
fteered weftward again. The principal of thefe 
iflands are five in number, and by a good obfer- 
vation Grafton's Ifland lies in latitude 21^ 8'N., 
longitude 1 1 8^ 14 E. The variation of the com- 
pafs was now 1^ 20' W. 

^ On the 24th, being in latitude 16^ 5 9^ N.> Ion- Thurfl. 14. 
gitude 113^ I E., we kept a good look-out for 
the Triangles, which lie without the north end of 
the Prafil, and form a moft dangerous (hoal* On 
the 30th we faw feveral trees and large bamboos Wedner. 30. 
floating about the ihip, and upon founding had 
three and twenty fathom, with dark brown fand, 
and fmall pieces of fliells. Our latitude was now 
7^ 17' N., longitude 104*^ 21' E, ; the variation 
was 30' W. The next day we found the fliip Thurfd. ji, 
thirteen miles to the northward of her account, 
wbict we judged to be the cfFedt of a current ; 
L 3 and 
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176?- and on the zd of November, we found her thirty- 
*s-!Iv— J eight miles to the fouthward of her account. Our 
Saturday!. i^j-j^-^Jg j^y obfervation was 3*^ 54' N., long^Ltude 
103^ 20' E. We had here foundings atfort;y-two 
and forty-three fathom, with foft mud. 
Sunday 3. ^^ fcven o'clock the next morning, we faw the 
ifland of Timoan, . bearing S. W. by W. diftant 
about twelve leagues. As Dampier has mention- 
ed Pulo Timoan as a place \yhere fome refrefli- 
noents^are to be procured, I endeavoured to touch 
there, having lived upon fait provifions, which 
were now become bad, ever fince we were at. Ti- 
nian ; but light airs, calms, and a foutherly cur- 
rent, prevented our coming to an anchor till late 
Tuefday 5. jq the cvcning of the 5th. We had fixteen fa- 
thom at about the diftancc of two miles from the 
fliore, on a bay on the eaft fide of the ifland. 
JPlTcdMf. 6. The next day I landed to fee what was to be 
got, and found the inhabitants, who are Maylays, 
a furly infolent fet of people. As foon as they 
faw us approaching the fhpre, they came down to 
the beach in great numbers, having a long knife in 
one hand, a fpear headed with iron in the other, 
and a d^effit or dagger by their fide. We went on 
Ihore, however, notwithftanding thefe hoftile ap- 
pearances, and a treaty foon commenced between 
lis -, but all we could procure, was about a dozen 
of fowls, and a go^t and kid. We had offered 
them knives, hatchets, bill-hooks, and other things 
of the fame kind; but thefe they refufed with gr«at 
contempt, and demanded rupees : as we had no 
rupees, we were at firft much at a lofs how to pay 

for • 
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i<ir our purchafe ; but at laft we bethought our- i?^*?- 
Iclves of fome pocket handkerchiefs, and thefe they i.JI^)!L!Ij 
vouchfafcd to accept, though they would take ^^^""^^^ *• 
only the bcft. 

Thefe people were of a fmall flrature, but ex- 
tremely well made, and of a dark cppper colour. 
"We faw among them one old' man who was dreffed 
fbmewhat in the manner of the Perfians ; but all 
the reft were naked, except a handkerchief, which* 
they wore as a kind of turban upon their heads, 
and fome pieces of cloth which wore fattened with 
a filver plate or clafp round their middles. We 
faw none, of their women, and^ probably fome care 
was taken to keep them out of our fight: The 
habiutions^ are very neatly built of flit bamboo, • 
and are railed upon pofts about eight feet from 
the ground*- Their boats are alfo v^dl made, and 
^c faw fome of a large fize, in which we fuppofed 
that they carried on a trade to Malacca: 

The ifland is mountainous and woody, but we 
found it pleafant when we were afhore j it pro- 
duces the cabbage and cocoa-nut tree in gi'cat 
plenty, but the natives did not chufe to let us have 
any cf the fruit. We faw alfo fome rice grounds, 
but what other vegetable productions Nature has 
favoured them with, we had no opportunity to 
learn, as we ftaid here but two nights and one day. 
In the bay where the Ihip rode, there is excellent 
filhing, though the furf runs very high : we hauled 
our feine with great fuccefs, but could eafily per- 
ceive that it gave umbrage to the inhabitants, 
who confider all the fifh about thefe iflands as 
X-4 their 
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i"6c* their own. There are two fine' rivers'that rtin in- 
^— v-^* ta this bay, and the water is excellent: it was in* 
Wcdacf. 6. j^gj ^^ m\Jich better than what we had on board, 
that I filled as gnany cafks with it as loaded the 
boat twice. While we lay here, fome of the na- 
tives brought ddwn an animal which had the body 
of a hare, and the legs of a deer \ one of our 
officers bought it, and we fhould have been glad 
to have kept it alive, but it was impoffible for us 
to procrure for it fuch food as it would eat ; it was 
therefore killed, and we found it very good food. 
All the while we lay here, we had the moll vio- 
lent thunder, lightning and rain, that I had ever 
known; and finding that nothing more was to be 
Thurfd. > procured, we failed again on Thurfday morning, 
with a fine breeze off the land. In the afternoon, 
we tried the current, and found it fet S. £• at 
the rate of a mile an hour. The variation here 
was 38' W. We certainly made this paflage at 
an improper feafpn of the year ; for after we came 
into the latitude of Pulo Condore^ we had nothing 
but light airs, calms, and tornados, with violent 
rain, thunder and lightning. 
Sunday |o- '^^ fevcn o'clock in the morning of Sunday the 
loth, we faw the eaft end of the ifland of Lingen, 
bearing S. W. by W. diftant eleven or twelve 
leagues. The current fet E. S. E. at the rate of a 
mile an hour. At noon, it fell calm, and I an* 
chorcd with the kedge in twenty fathom. At 
one o'clock, the weather having cleared up, we 
faw a fmall ifland bearing S. W. -i S. diftant ten or 
eleven leagues. 

At 
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At one o'clock the next morning, we weighed ^7^$- . 
and made fail; and at fix, the fmall ifland bore u...iv— -^ 
"W. S. W. diftant aboat fevcn leagues, and fomc *****^' "• 
very fmall iflands, which we fuppofcd to be Do- 
mines Iflands, W. ^ N. diftant about feven or eight 
leagues, a remarkable double peak on the ifland of 
Lingen, bearing at fame time W. by N. diftant 
about ten or twelve leagues. Our latitude by 
obfervation was now i8' S. The latitude of the 
eaftend of Lingen is lo'S., longitude 105^ 15'E. 
Pulo Taya bears from it nearly S. by W. and is 
diftant about twelve leagues* 

At ten o'clock in the morning of Tuefday theTnecaj^ta. 
J 2th, we faw a fmall Chinefe junk to the north* 
eaft ; and at feven the next morning a fmall ifland, 
called Pulo Tote, bearing S, E. by E. diftant 
about twelve leagues. A little to the northward 
of Pulo Taya is a very fmall ifland, called Pulo 
Toupoa* 

The next day, at four in the afternoon, there weincr,i> 
being no wind, we came to an anchor in fourteen 
fathom with foft ground. Pub Taya bearing 
N. W« diftant about fevcri leagues. We tried 
the current, and found it fet E. by S. at the rate 
of two knots two fathoms an hour. We faw a 
floop at anchor about four miles from us, which 
hoifted Dutch colours. In the night we had vio* 
lent rain, with hard fqualls, during one of which 
we parted the ftream cable, and therefore let go 
the fmall bower. At eight in the morning, the Tfaar«i. 14. 
wind became ' moderate and variable, from 
N. N. W. to W. S. W. We .got out our long- 
boat and weighed the ftream anchor^ and at nine

W y p ^r^i/ to the eai£ward ; and at two, wa anchored again 
* '** in fourtoen £athom, Pulo Taya bearing N. W. 4 
Nu diilanc between feven and eight leagues. The 
vefibl which we had (een the day before under 
Dutch colours, ftill lying at anchor in the fame 
place, I ient a boat with an officer to fpeak with 
her : the officer was received on board with great 
civility; but was extremely furprifed to find that 
he could not make himfelf undcrftood, for the 
people on board were Malays, without a fingle 
white man among them: they made tea for our 
men immediately, and behaved with great cheer- 
fulnefs and hofpitality. The veflfol was of a. very 
fingular conftruftion^, her deck was of flit bam* 
boo, and (he was fteered, not by a ruddei\ but 
by two large pieces of timber, one upon each 
quarter. 

Friday 15. The next morning, at fix o'clock, we weighed 
and made fail: at two, Monopin Hill bore S. by 
£. diftaot about ten or eleven leagues^ and had 
the appearance of a fmall ifland« It. bears S. by 
W. from the. Seven Iftands, and is diftant from 
them about twelve leagues: its latitude is 2^ S. 
From the Seven Iflands we fleered S. :W. by S. 
and had regular foundings 6ram twelve: to.^ feven 
fathom^ and faon after faw the coalt of Sumatra, 
bearing, from W.S. W. to W. by N* at the dit 
tance of about feveo leagues. In the evening^ we

md fourteen fathom. We then (leered ?• S. E. 
md kept mid channel to avoid the banks of Pa^ 
iambam River, and that which lies off the w^er* 
tnoft point o£ Banca. When we were abrcaft of 
Palambam River, we regularly (foaled our water 
from fourteen to feven fathom i and when. Mfe 
had pafled it, we deepened it again to fifteen and 
fixteen fathom. We continued to ft^er E. S. E. 
between the Third and Fourth Pointy of Sumatra^ 
which are about ten leagues diftaDt fron) qach 
other : the foundings, neareft to the Syn^atra^ 
fhore, were all along from eleven to thirteefi far 
thorn ; and^ th^. high land of Queda JSanca^ ap- 
peared over the Third Point of Sumatra, bewaring 
E. S. E. From the Third Point to the, Spcpridi 
the courfe is S. E. by S. at the djftapc^ of about 
eleven or twelve leagpes. The high Und^ of 
C^eda Banc^,. and the Second fqipt, of Sumatra 
bear E. N. E^ and W. S. W. of ea^ch other. I'hft 
Speight is about five leagues over, apd.ia.the-mi4r 
channel there is 24 fathom. Ax fix o'clock in the 
evening, we anchored in t}iirteen fathom; Mono- 
pmHill bearing N. 4-,W-^.and the. Third Point 
i of Surnatr^ S, E. by E. diftant. between two and 
thr^eleagjie^. Many fmaH v^eflTels w^rean fight, 
I an^^npi^Qj^; of th^tq hoifted Dut^ colQur$« In the 
I nig^t^wie. had ir^ gales an^ fqv.ftllfis with; thunder 
ai^d lightpipgy; sgid hardraiiis, \^% a3 caar cables.

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17^^ were good, we were in no danger, fpr in this 
^ -,-^1^ place the anchor is buried in a ftifFclay. . 
SajB^y ^7. In the morning the current or tide fct to the 
S. E. at the rate of three knots; at five we weigh- 
ed, with a moderate gale at weft and hazcy wea- 
ther, and in the night the tide (hifted, and ran as 
ftrongly to the N, W. 5 fo that it ebbs and flows 
here twelve hours. 
Tmfi^yM^. On the 19th, we fpoke with an Englifh (how, 
belonging to the Eaft India Company, which was 
bound from Bencoolcn to Malacca and Bengal. 
We had now nothing to cat but the (hip's provi- 
fions, which were become very bad, for all our 
beef and pork ftunk intolerably, and our bread 
was rotten and full of worms; but as foon as the 
matter of this fnow learnt our fituation, he gene- 
rOufly fent me a (heep, a dozen fowls, and a turtle, 
which I verily believe was half his ftock, befides 
two gallons of arrack, and would accept nothing 
but our thanks in return; It is with great plea- 
furc that I pay this tribute to his liberality, and am 
very forry that I cannot rccoUeft his name, or the 
name of his veffel. . In the afternoon, we worked 
round the Firft Point of Sumatra, and our found- 
ings on the north-fide, at the diftance of about a 
mile and a half from the (hore, were fourteen fa- 
thom. At half an hour after three we anchored, 
and fent a boat to found for the flioals which lie 
to the northward of the ifland called Lafiparii 
which bore from us S. E. by S. diftant about fix 
leagues. Little wind, and a ftrong tide of flood

to the northward; prevented our working between „ >765« 
tHefe fhoals and the coaft of Sumatra till the after- 1— ■y.i.j 
noon of the 20th: the foundings were very regu- WcdaeCto. 
la.r, being nine or ten fathom as we flood over 
ro the ifland, and five or fix when we flood over to 
Sumatra, As this Streight has been often navi- 
gated, and is well known, it is not neceflary toin- 
fert all the particulars of our paflage through it ; I 
fliali therefore only fay, that at fix o'clock in the 
evening of Tuefday the 27 th, we fleered between To«fiay»y* 
xhe iflands Edam and Horn, and entered the road 
of Batavia. At eight, we anchored without the 
ftiips, Onruft bearing W. N. W, diftant five or fix 
miles. 
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CHAP. Xlll. 

Tranfa£ltons at Batavia^ and Departure from 
that Pla^e. 

»7fi5- #^r^HE next day, which by our account wais the 
w!^J»»J» A aStb, but by^the account of the Dutch at 
Wediief.i8.jjjjg place, w«s the 29th, we having loft a day by 
having fteered weftward a year, we anchored 
nearer to the town, and faluted the water fort with 
eleven guns, which were returned. We found 
here above a hundred fall great and fmall, and 
among others, a large Englifh (hip belonging to 
JBombay, which faluted us with thirteen guns. 

There is always lying here a Dutch Commodore 
belonging to the Company, who, among his 
countrymen, is a perfon of very great confcquencc. 
This gentleman thought fit to fend his boat on board 
of me, with only the cockfwain« in her, who was a 
very dirty ragged fellow: as foon as he was 
brought to me, he afked whence I came, whither 
I was bound, and many other queftions, i^hich I 
thought equally impertinent, at the fame time 
pulling out a book, and pen-' and ink, that he 
might fet down the anfwers j but as I was impa- 
tient to fave him this trouble, he was defired imme- 
diately to walk over the (hip's fide, and put off 
his boat, with which he was gracioufly pleafed to 
comply. 

When 
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"When we -came to this place, we had rtot ofte ^7^5- 
man fick ia -either of the &ips •, but as I knew h i °^*'" "* 
to be more unhealthy than any other part of rhfc 
Eaft Indies,' as the rdny feafon was at hand, and 
arrack was to be procured in great plenty, 1 dcter- 
tnitied to make my ftay here as fhort as pblTible. 
I went on Ihore to wait upon the Dutch Governor, 
but was tokJ that he was at his country-houfe, 
about four miles diftam from the town. I met 
however with an ofRcer, caHdd a (hebander, who 
is a kind of mafterof the ceremonies, and he ac- 
quainted mp, that if I chofc to go to the Gover- 
nor immediately, rather than wait for his coming 
to town, he would attend me-, I accepted hia 
offer, and we fet out together in his chariot. Thfc 
Governor received me with great politenefs, and 
told me, that I might either take a houfe in any 
part of the city that 1 Ihould like, or be provided 
with lodgings at the hotel. This hotel a a Ikenfed 
lodging-houfe, the only one in the place, and kept 
by a Frenchman, an artful fellow, who is put in by 
the Governor himfelf. It has indeed more the 
appearance of a palace than a houfe of entertain- 
ment, bemg the moft magnificent building in 
Batavia; nor would a fmall edifice anfwer the 
purpofe, for as there is a penalty of five hundred 
dollars upon any perfon in the city who fhall 
ftifFcr a ftranger to fleep a fingle night at his 
houfe, the' ftrangers who make it their fefidencb 
are never few : all the houfes indeed have a ftately 
appearance on the outfide, and are elegantly fitted 
up within, and we VTere told that the Chinefe, of 

whom 
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Nolitt^ whom there are great numbers at this place, 
wiy-w were the architefts. The city is large, and the 
ftreets well laid out, but they have greatly the 
appearance of thofe in the cities of Holland, for a 
canal runs through moll 6f them, with a row of 
trees planted on each fide : this is convenient for 
the merchants, who have every thing brought up 
to their own doors by water, but it probably con- 
tributes to the unhealthiqefs of the place ; the 
canal, indeed, as the city is built in a fwaixip, 
might be neceifary as a drain,^ but the trees, 
' though they have a pleafant appearance, mutt 
certainly prevent the noxious vapours that are 
perpetually arifing, from being difperfed, by ob- 
itruding the circulation of the air. 

The number of people here is incredible, and 
they are of almoft every nation in the world, 
Dutch, Portuguefe, Chinefe, Perfians, Moors, 
Malays, Javanefe, and many others : the Chi- 
nefe, however, have a large town to themfelves, 
without the walls, and carry on a con^derable 
trade, for they have annually ten or twelve larg? 
junks from China ; and to thefe the opulence of 
the Dutch at Batavia is in a great meafure owing. 
The beef here is bad, and the mutton fcarce, but 
the poultry and fifh are excellent and in great 
plenty. Here arc alfo the greateft variety and 
abundance of the fineft fruit in the world, but the 
mufquitos, centipieds, fcorpions, and other noxi- 
ous vermin, which are innumerable, are extremely 
troublefome, efpecially to ftrangers. The roads, 
for many miles about the city, are as good as 
/ any 
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any in England : they are very broad, and by '7^5- 
the iide of them runs a canal, fhaded by tall u- \^"l -f 
trees, which is navigable for vefiels of a very 
large iize : on the other fide of the canal are gar* 
densy cf a very pleafant appearance, and country 
houfes of the citizens, where they fpend as much 
pf their tim^ ^3 poffible, the fituation being lei^ 
unwholefome than the city; and .there arc fo few 
of them who do not keep a carriage, that it is al* 
inoft a difgrace to be feen on foot. 

At this place I continued frpm the 28th cif No- December* 
vember to the loth of December, when, having ^^'*^*'^*' 
procured wha^ refrefhments I cQuld for my 
people, and taken on board a fufficient quantity 
of rice and arrack, to ferve for the reft of the 
voyage, I weighed anchor and made fail. The 
fort faluted me with qlcyen gyns, and the DutcF\ 
Commodore with thirteen, which I returned 5 we 
were faluted alfo by the Englifti flbjp. We work- 
ed down to Prince's Ifland, in the Streight of 
Sunda, and came to an anchor there on the i4th^ Friday 14^ 
In this paflage, the boats came off to us from the 
Java Ihore, and fupplied us with turtle in fucl^ 
plenty, that neither of the (hips* companies eat 
any thing elfc. We lay at Prince's Ifland till 
%he 19th, and during all th^t time we fubfifted Wednef. if^ 
wholly upon the fame food, which was procured 
from the inhabitants at a very reafonable rate. 
Having now takci^ on bpard as much wood and 
water as we could ftow, we weighed, and got 
without Java Head before night: but by this 
time a dangerous putrid fever ha4 broken out 
Yqi. i. H among^ 
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17^^ ati^og u!s; three of my fscople bs4 died, aii4 
\^,^^^ many others now by in fo dangerous a cooditioQ 
Wf:dflefnt9- |;}xai: thcTc wcrc Ktdc hopes pf diejr rccpfvery : wc 
<lsd not, howewr, biiry one at Batavia, which, 
l)ot#ithftafiding our ftay was fei (hort, ^y^ thought 
to be ^ very extraordintry inftance of good for* 
tiime; and our iick gradually recoyered after we 
had ijeen a week x>r two at k^. 
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C H A P. XIV. 

'jThe Paffagefrom Batavia to the Cape ofGooj^ 
Hope^ and from thence to England. 

WE continued our qourfc, without any event .1766. 
worthy of notice, except that one of my /*^'"!^^ 
beft men unhappily fell overboard and was 

drowned, till Monday the loth of February, Moiid»ri«i# 
when, at fi>^ o'clock in the morning, we faw the 
?oaft of Africa, bearing from N.'N. W. to N. E. 
diftant about feven leagues : it made in feveral 
|iigh hills, and white fandy cliffs, and its latitude 
was 34^ 15' S,, longitude 21^ 45' E. •, the varia- 
Ifion here was ^^^ W. and our depth of water 
^fty-three fathprn, lyith a bottom of coa?;fe brown, 
land. 

I ftood ia for the Ignd, and wHen'I was withyi 
about two leagues of it, I faw a great fmoke rifing 
from a fandy beach. I imagined the fmpke to be- 
made by the Hottentots i yet I was aftoniflied at 
t^ei? chufing this paiit of the coaft foj- their refi- 
dence, fo? it confifted of nothing but fand banks, 
as far as we could fee, without the leaft bufh or a 
fingle blade of verdure, and fo heavy a fea brok?- 
upon the coaft, that it was iqipo(Iiblc to catch, any 

On Wedneftlay the is^th, at three o'clock in Wcdnef.iii,, 
the afternoon, we were abreaft of Cape Lagullas, 
from which the coaft lies W. N. W. to the Cape 
M 2 of 
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»7^^- of Good Hope, which is diftant about thirty 
<.^-v--^ leagues. The next day we paffed between Pen- 
Thurf. 13. guinlQand and Careen Ppjnt, anfi worked into Tabic 
Bay with our top-fails clofe rfeefed, there being a 
|lfong g^le, ^ith bard fqualls, at S^ S. K. At 
three o'clock in the afternoon, we anchored, and 
faluted the fort, which wa$ returned.* The Dutch 
tpld me, that none of their (hips could hayp 
forked in fuch a gale of wind, and that we 
feemed to come in fafter thap they were generally 
able to do when the wind was fair. " 
fndty 14. . Tjie next morning, I waited \jpon tl^e Governor, 
who had fent his coach and fix to the watcr-fidc 
for me. He is an old man, buf is a favourite 
with all ranks of people : he received me with the 
greateft politenefs, and not only offered mc the 
Company's houfe in the garden for my refidence 
while I ihould continue at the Cape, but his coach 
whenever I (hould think fit to ufe it. As I was 
one day at dinner with him, and fomc other gentle- 
men, I tqok occafion to mention the fmoke that I 
had fcen upon onp of the fandy beaches on a de* 
folate part of the poafl:, and tfie fvfrprjfc with 
which it had (truck me : they then told me that 
another fbip, fome time before, had fallen in with 
that part pf the coaft, and had feen large fmokes 
as I had done, although the place was uninha- 
bited, and fuppofed to be an ifland : to account 
for the fmokes, however, they told me alfo, that 
two Dutch Eaft Indiamen had, about two years 
|t)efore, failed from Batavia for the Cape, and hacj 
pever afterwards been heard of; and it was fuj- 

pofecj 
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pofed that one or both of them had been (hip- '766. 

* , •' • . * February. 

wi-eckcd there, and that the fmokes which had w- v~J^ 
been fccn^ were made by fome of the unfortunate ^"^"^ '** 
crew : they added, that they had more than once 
fent out veffcls to look for them, but that there 
broke fo dreadful a fea upon the coaft, they were 
obliged to rfeturh without attempting to gd on . 
ihore. When I heard this melancholy account, I 
could only regret that I had not known it before, for 
I would then certainly have made every effort in 
my power to have found thefe unhappy wretches^ 
and taken them from a place where now^ in all 
probability^ they muft miferably perifh. 

The Cape is certainly a moft excellent place for 
fhips to touch at ; it is a healthy climate, a &ne 
country, and abounds with refrefliments of every 
kind. The company *s garden is a delightful fpot^ 
and at the end of it there is a paddock belonging 
to the Governor, in which are kept a great nirm* 
ber of r^re. and eurious animals^ and among others, 
when I was there, there were three fine oftrichesj 
and four zebras of an uncommon fize. I gave all 
the people leave to go on ihore by turns, and they 
always contrived to get very drunk with Cape^ 
wine before they came back. Many fhips came 
in while we lay here; fome were Dutch, fome 
French, fome Danes, but all were outward bound* 

Having continued here three weeks, and during Marcik. 
that time rcfrcfhed our men, ^nd completed our J^^^^jf* 
water, I took leave of the good old Governor on 
the 6th of March, and on the 7rh, failed out of the 
bay, with a fine breeze at S, E. 
i M 3 On 
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M^ On Sunday the i6th, at fix ijfi the morning, wc 
\,^^-j faw the ifland of St. Helena, bearing W. by N. at 
stmday i6. jj^g diftance of about fixteen leagues, and about 
ftoon, a large (hip, which (hewed French colours. 
We purfued our courfe, artd a few days afterwards, 
as we were failing with a fine gale, and at a great 
diftance from laiid, the (hip fuddenly received a 
rude (hock^ as if (he had ftruck the ground : this 
inftantly brought all who were below upon the 
deck in great confternation, and upon looking out 
_ we faw the water to a very large extent, tinged 
with blood; this put an end to our f^ard, and we 
concluded that we muft have ftruck either a whale 
or a grampus, from which the (hip was not likely 
to receive much damage, nor in fa& did (he receive 
any. About this time alfo we had the misfortune 
to bury our carpenter's mate, a very ingenious and 
diligent young man, who had never been well 
after our leaving Batavia. 
'ruefliy25. On the 25th, we croflfed the equator, in longi- 
tude 17? 10' W. and the next morning. Captain 
Cumming came on board, and informed me thai 
the Tamar*s three lower rudder braces on the ftem 
were brokien off, which rendered the rudder un(er- 
viceable. I immediately fent the carpcMct on 
board, who £3und the condition of the braces even 
worfe than had been reported, fo that the rudder 
could not.pc^ibly be new hung ; he therefore went 
to work upon a machine, like that which had been 
filed to the Ipfwich, and by which (be was fleered 
?iome : this machine in about fi:ve days he com* 
pleted, and with fome little alterations of his own,

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it was ian excellent piece of work. The Tkmar ^7^^* 
fleered very well with it, but thinking that it might v-J^^ 
hot be fufBcient to fecure her in bad weather, or '^"^^*^^^*5' 
upon a lee fliore, I ordered Captain Gumming to 
run down tb Antigua, that he might there heave 
the (hip dowri, and get the rudder new hun^, with 
a frelh fct of braces which he had with him for 
khat purpofe ; for the braces with which the Ihip 
"Went out, being of iron, were not expeded to laft 
as long as our*s, the lower ones, with the iheathing^ 
being of copper. 

PurfUant to thefc orders; the Tarhar parted Ap«i. 
fcompany with us on the 1 ft of April, and fteered '^"^*^*^'* 
for the Caribbee Iflands. When we came into 
latitudfc 34^ N., longitude 35*^ W., ^^ehad ftrong 
gales from W. S. W. to W. N. W. with a great 
fea, which broke over us continually for fix days 
fucceffively, and run us into latitude 48 ^^ N., lon- 
gitude 14"* W. On the 7th of May^ at feven Thntfjj^ 
o'clock in the mdrning, we made the Iflands of 
Scilly, having been juft nine weeks coming from 
the Cape of Good Hope, and fomewhat more than 
two and twenty months upoii the voyage ; the Saturday #•' 
9th, the ihip came to anchor in the Downs, and 
on the fame day I landed at Deal^ and fet out for 
London. 
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of London*] 
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AVING received my commiflion, which 17^64 



was dated the 19th of June 1766, I went 
on board the fame day, hoifted the pendant, and 
began to enter feamen, but, according to my or- 
ders, took no boys either for myfelf or any of the 
officers. 

The (hip was fitted for the fca with all poflible 
expedition, during which the articles of war, and 
the aft of parliament were read to the (hip's com* 
pany: on the 26th of July we failed down the July, 
riwr, and on the fixtecnth of Auguft, at eight ^A^Jgoft*** 
o'clock in the morning, anchored in Plymouth ?*^''*- *^* 
Sound. 

On the igth 1 received my failing orders, with Tueiaay if« 
direftions to take the Swallow (loop, land the 
Prince Frederick ftore-(hip under my command : 
and this day I took on board, among other things, 
three thoufand weight of portable foup, idtd a 
bale of Gork jackets. Every part of the (hip was 
filled with (tores and neceflaries of various kinds,

could bd found to ftd^ them in • I therefore ga^ 
him leave* to put them into h\y cabbjn, the only 
place in the (hip where they could be received, ^ 
they confifted of three large boxes. 

i^ridayi«. On the 22d, at four o'clock in the morning, l 
weighed and made fail in company with the Swal- 
low and Prince Frederick, and had foon the mor- 
tification to find that the Swallow was a very bad 
failen 

|ep>ember. Wc procecdcd in our voyage, without any re- 
'' markable incident, till Sunday the fevcnth of Sep^ 
tember, when, about eight o'clock in the mornings 
\it faw the ifland of Porto Santo^ bearing weft 1 
and about noon faw the eafl: end of the ifland of 
Madeira, 
< About five o*clock we ran between this, end of 
the ifland and the Deferters. On the. fide next 
the Deferters is a low flat ifland, and near it a 
needle rock; the fide- next to Madeira is full of 
broken rocks, and for that reafon it is not fafe. to' 
come within lefs than two miles of it. , 

At fix in the evening we anchored in Madeira 
Road, about two thirds of a mile from the fliore^ 
in 245 fathom with a muddy bottom: about eight

^iftan? alfo about three miles in ^he direftion of 
S. E. We ftccred between the rippling and the 
breakers, but after hauling the fhip off about half 
a mile, we had no foundings* The frince Frc-. 
derick paffed very near tl^e breakers, irt the S, E., 
but had no foundings 3^ yet thefe breakers are fup- 
pofed to be dangerous. The ipidtile of the ifle of 
Sal is in lat.

We ^3on tearjnt that this was the fickly feaibn, 
and thac the rains were {o great as to render it 
f^Ktremcly difficult to get any ^hing down from the 
pountry to the fhips: it liappoied alfo, wnfor- 
tunately, that the fmallrpox, which is extremely 
fatal here, was at this time epidemic j fo that I 
peraiictod no v(im to go a(hore who had not had 
that diftcxnpcr, and I would not fuffcr even thofe 
that had to go into any houfe. 

We procured, however, a fuppiy of water an4 
Ibme cattle from the Ihore, and caught abundance 
i)i fx(h >yith the feine, which was hauled twice 
^Ycry day : we found alfo in the valley where we, 
got our w^ater, a kind of large purflain^ growing 
ffWd in amazing quantities : this was a mod: wel- 
fomc r^re(hment both raw as a fallad, and boi^d 
with the broth andpeafe; and when we left the 
l^laoc we carripd away enough of it to fcrve us a 
ivcek. 

Oa die 2Sth, at half ^n hour after twelve we Soft^7»<* 
weigl^d and put to fea; at half an hour after fix in 
the evening the peak of Fuego bore W. N. W. 
diftant 12 leagues, and m th? night the burning 
inountain was very vifible. 

Tfiis daiy I ord^^d hooks a»d lines to be ferved 
^U the iiilp's company, that they might catch 
fifh for themfelves ; but zt the fame time I aUb 
ordered that no man Ihould keep his fifli more than 
four and twenty hours before it was eaten, for I

Upon fpeaking 
with Lieutenant Brine, who commanded her, ho 
informed me that his crew were fickly ; that the 
fatigue of working the pumps, and conftantly 
ftandingbythe fails, had worn them down; that 
their provifions were not good, that they had no- 
thing to drink but water, and that he feared it 
would be impoffible for him to keep company 
with me except I could fpare him fome affiftance. 
For thebadncfs of their provlfion I had ho remedy, 
but I fent on board a carpenter and fix fcamen to 
afilft in put)ipif^g and working the (hip. 

On the eighth of Novemberj being in latitude Nbtember.

fathom,' but had no ground : on the ninths having 
fecn a great number of birds, called albatroflis^ 
we founded again wth 180 fathom, but had no 
ground- ; .

The natives continued abreaft of the &ip ail 
night, making feveral great fires, and frequently 
(houting very loud. As foon as it was light, on 
We4ncf.i7. Wedncfday morning the 17th, we faw great num- 
bers of them in motion, who made Qgns for us to 
land. About five o'clock I made the lignal for 
thi^ boats belonging to th^ Swallow and the Prince 
l^rederick to come on board, and in the mean time 
hoifted out our own. Thefe boat(f being ail man- 
ned ^d armed, I took a party of marines, and 
rowed towards the fhqre, having left prders with 
the mafter to bring the fliip's broad-^e to bear 
upon phe landing place, and to Ifcep the guns 
loaded with rounji (hot. We reached the beacli 
about fix o'clock, and before we went from the 
boat, I made figns to the natives to retire to Qjmc 
diftance : they immediately pomplied, and I then 
landed with the Captain of the Swaljow, aiid feye- 
j^ of the Q^cefs : the marines ^ere drawn up,

I then made figns to the natives to v— vw 
come near, and dircfted them to fit down in a ^*'*'"^' '^' 
lemicirclc, which they did with great order and 
cheerfulnefs. When this was done, I diftributed 
among ihem icveral knives, fclflars, buttons^ 
beads, combs, and other toys, particularly fomc 
ribands to the women, which they received with a 
very becoming mixture of pleafure and refpeft. 
Having diftributed my prefents, 1 endeavoured to 
make them underftand that 1 had other things 
which I would part with, but for which I expefted 
fomewhat in return, 1 (hewed them fome hatchets 
and bill-hooks, and pointed to fome guanicoes, 
which happened to be near, and fome bftriches 
which Ifaw dead among them; making figns at 
the fame time that I wanted to eat 5 but they eithcrf 
could not, or would not underftand m e; for \ 
th ough they feem cd very defirolis.-i>f thc.^^^ \ 

and tiie blTl hooks, they did not give the leaft in^ \ 
tiniarion that they would part with any provi- N 
fioiiis -no traffic therefore was carried qq. between \ 
us. '^^'^ I 

£^h of thefe people, both men and women, 
had a hprfe, with a decent faddle, (lirrups, and 
bridle. The men had wooden fpurs, except one, 
who had a large pair of fuch as are worn in Spain, 
brafs ilirrups, and a Spanifti cimeter, without a 
fcabbard; but notwithllanding thefe diftinctions, 
he did not appear to have any authority over the 
reft : the women had no fpurs. The horfes ap- 
peared to be well made, and nipible, and were 
N 4 about 
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De«^bir ^^^^^^ *♦ hands high. The people had alfo many 
i>^-v^,0 dogs with them> which, as w^U as the horfes, ap- 
wedncr.,7. ^^^^^^ ^^ ^ ^f ^ Spanifli breed. 

As 1 had two meafuring rods with me, wc went 

round and meafured thofe that appeared to be 

tailed among tfiem. One of thpfe was fix feet 

feven inches high, fcveral mpre were fix feet five, 

^nd fix feet fix inches 5 but the ftature of the 

greater part of them was from five feet ten to fix 

feet. Their complexion is 4 dark copper colour, 

like that of the Indians in North America ; their 

hair is ftraight, and nearly as harfh as hog's biriftles : 

it is tied back yrith a cotton ftring, but neither 

fex wears any head-drefs. They arc well made, 

robuft, and boney; but their hands and feet are 

remarkably fmall. They are f lothed with the 

Ikins of the guanicQ, fewe^ together into pieces 

about .fix feet long, and five wide: thefe are 

wrapped round the body, and faftene^ with a 

girdle, with the hairy fide inwards ; fome of them 

had alfo what the Spaniards have called a puncbo^ 

a fquare piece of cloth made of the downy hair of 

the guanico, through which a hole being cut for 

the head, the reft hangs round them about as low as 

the knee. The guanico is an anjmal that in fize, 

make, and colour, r^femt)lcs a deer, but it has a 

hump on its back, and no horns. Thefe people 

wear alfo a kind of drawers, which they pull up 

very tighf, and buflcins, which reach from the 

mid-leg to the inftep before, and behind arc 

brought under the heel •, the reft of the foot is 

yitl^out anjr covering. We obfcrvcd that fome of 

fh9 
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the men had a circle painted round the left; cye» >766. 
and that others were painted on their arms, and v— v^ 
on different parts of the face; the eye- lids of aU^"^*"^^'''* 
the yoving won^^n were painted black. They^ 
talked much* and fome of them called out 
Ca-pi-ta-ne; but when they were fpoken to in 
Spanifli, Portugucfe, French, and Dutch, they 
made no reply. Of their own language we could 
diftinguifli only one word, which was cbevow : we 
fuppofed it to be a falutation, as they always pro- 
nounced it when they fhook hands with us, and 
when, by figns, they afked us to give them any 
thing. When they were fpoken to in Englilh, they 
repeated the words after us as plainly as we could 
do -, and they foon got by heart the wen's " Eng- 
^* lifhmen come on Ihore." Every one had a 
miffile weapon of a fingular kind, tucked into the 
girdle. It confifted of two round ftones, covered 
with leather, each weighing about a pound, which 
were fattened to the two ends of a ftring about eight 
feet long. This is ufed as a Qjng, one Hone being 
kept in the hand, and the other whirled round the 
head till it is fuppofed to have acquired fuiBcient 
force, and then difcharged at the objeft. They 
are fo expert in the management of this . double- 
headed Ihot, that they will hit a mark, not bigger 
than a (hilling, with both the ftones, at the diftance 
of fifteen yards ; it is not their cuftom, however, to 
(Irike either the guanico or the oftrich with them in 
the chace, but they difcharge them fo that the cord 
comes againft the legs of the oftrich, or two of the 
)egs of the guanico, and is twitted round them by 

the 
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1766. the force and fwing of the balb, fo that the animal 
K^.r-y,^ being unable to run, becomes an eafy prey to the 
Wpdncf.i7.|^y„ter. 

While we ftayed on (hore, we fkw them eat 
fome of their flelh meat r^w, particularly the 
paunch of an oftrich, without any other prepara- 
tion or cleaning than juft turning it infidc out, and 
Ihaking it. We obfcrved among them feveral 
beads, fuch as I gave them, and two pieces of red 
baize, which we fuppofed had been left there, of 
in the neighbouring country, by Commodore 
Byron. 

After I had fpent about four hours with theft 
people, I made figns to them that I was going on 
board, and that I would take fome of them with 
me if they were defirous to go. As foon as I had 
made myfelf underftood, above an hundred eagerly 
offered to vifit the (hip ; but I did not chufe to 
indulge more than eight of the number. They 
jumped into the boats with the joy and alacrity of 
children going to a fair, and having no intention 
of mifchief againft us, had not the leaft fufpicion 
that we intended any mifchief againft them. They 
fung feveral of their country, fongs while they were 
in the boat, and when they came on board did not 
cxprcfs either the curiofity or wonder which the 
multiplicity of objefts, to them equally ftrangeand 
ftupcndous, that at once prefented themfelves, might 
be fuppofed to excite. I took them down into the 
cabbin, where they looked about them with an un- 
accountable indifference, till one of them happened 
to caft his eyes upon a looking-glafs : this bow« 

ever 
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pv€r eKcked no more aftonifhoicnt than thr pro- jJ^T™- 
digies which ofitr tbemielyes to our imagination v „m.^m,^mj 
in a dream, when we qonvcrfe with the dead, fty ^^^^* *^ 
in the air, and walk upon, the fea, without refleft- 
ing that the law3 of nature are violated ; but it 
afibrded them infinite diverfion: they advanced, 
retreated, and played a thoufand tricks before it, 
laughing violently, and talking with great em- 
l^afis to each other. I gave thtm fome beef, 
pork, bifcuit, aijd other articles of the IJiip's pro- 
vifions : they eat, indifcriminatcly, whatever wa? 
offered to them, but they would drink nothing 
but water. From the cabbin I carried them all 
over the fhip, but they looked at nothing witlj 
much attention, except the animals whjch we ha4 
on board as live ftock: they escamined the hpg^ 
and Iheep with fome curiofity, and were exceed- 
ingly delighted with the Guinea hens and tprkies ^ 
|:hcy did not feem to dcfire any thing that they faw 
except our apparel, and only one of them, an old 
mai)) aiked for that : we gratified him with a pair 
of fhoes and buckles, and to each of the others I 
gave a canvafs bag, in which I put fome needles 
ready threaded, a few flips of cloth, a knife, a pair 
of fciflars, fome twine, a few beadsy a comb, and a 
lookbgglafs, with fome new fixpences and hal^ 
pence, through which a hole had been drilled, 
that was fitted with a riband to hang round the 
neck. We pflfered them fome leaves of tobacco, 
rolled up into what are called fegars, and they 
fradked a little, but did not feem fond of it. I 
fliowcd theix} the great guns^ but they did not ap- 
pear 
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1756, pear to have any notion of their ufe/ After I bad 
U....V-— / carried them through the (hip, I ordered the ma- 
Wednef. 17. j.j^^g to^ bc drawn up, and go through part €y{ 
their exercife. When the firft volley was fired, 
they were ftruck with aftonilhment and terror ; 
the old man in particular, threw hinifelf down up- 
on the deck, pointed to the muflcets, and then 
ftriking his brcaft with his hand, lay fome time mo- 
tionlefs, with his eyes Ihut : by this we fuppofed 
he intended to ftiew us that he was not unacquaint- 
ed with fire-arms, and their fatal efFeft. The reft 
feeing our people merry, and- finding themfelves 
unhurt, foon refumed their checrful'nefs and good 
humour, and heard the fecond and third volley 
fired without much emotion; but the old man 
continued proftrate upon the deck feme time, and 
never recovered his fpirits till the firing was over. 
About noon, the tide being out, I acquainted them 
by figns that the fhip was proceeding farther, 
and that they muft go on fhorc : this I foon 
perceived they were very unwilling to do; ail 
however, except the old man and one more, were 
got into the boat without much difficulty, but 
thefe flopped at the gang-way, where the old man 
turned about, and went aft to the companion lad* 
der, where he flood fome time without fpeaking a 
word ; he then uttered what we fuppofed to be a 
prayer 5 for he many times lifted up his hands and 
his eyes to the heavens, and fpoke in a manner and 
tone very difierent from what wc had obferved in 
their converfation : his'oraifon feemed to be rather 
fung than faid, fo that we found it impoffible to 

diftinguiih 
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diftinguiih one word from another. When I again ^'7^^* 
intimated that it was proper for him to go into the « — w^-*-* 
boat, he pointed to the fun, and then moving his 
hand round to the weft, he paufed, looked in my 
face, laughed, and pointed to the fhore : by this i( 
was eafy to underftand that he wilhed to ftay on 
board till fun-fet, and I took no little pains to 
convince him that we could not ftay fo long upon 
that part of the coaft, before he could* be prpvailcd 
upon to go into the boat ; at length however he 
went over the ihip's fide with his companion, and 
when the boat put off they all began to fing, and 
continued their merriment till they got on ftlOre^ 
When they landed, great numbers of thofe on 
ihore preffed eagerly to get into the boat ; but the 
officer on board, having pofitive orders to bring 
none of them off, prevented . them, though not 
without great difficulty, and apparently to their 
extreme mortification and difappointment. 

When the boat returned on bpard, I fent her off 
again with the mafter, to found the fhoal that runs 
oflf from the point : he found it about three miles 
broad from north to fouth, and that to avoid it, it 
was neceflary to keep four miles ofi^ the Cape, in 
twelve or thirteen fathom water.

1^66. A BOUT one o'clock, on Wednefday the 



December*

[7th of December, I made the Cgnal and 
Wednet 17, weighed, ordiering the Swallow to go a-head, and 
the ftore-ihip to bring up the rear. The wind 
was right againjd us, and blew frefb, fo that we 
were obliged to turn into the Streight of Magel- 
lan with the flood-tide, between Cape Virgin Mary 
and the Sandy Point that refembles Dungenefs. 
When we got a-breaft of this Point, we ftood clofe 
into the fhore, where we faw two guanicoes, and 
many of the natives on horfeback, who feemed to 
be in purfuit of them : when the Wrfemen came 
near, they ran up the country at a great rate, and 
were purfued by the hunters, with their flings in 
their hands ready for the caft; but neither of 
,them was taken while they were within the reach 
of our fight. 

When we got about two leagues to the weft of 
Dungenefs, and were fl:anding off^ fliore, we fell in 
with a flioal upon which we had but feven fathom 
water at half flood : this obliged us to make fliort 
tacks, and keep continually heaving the lead. 
At half an hour after eight in the evening, we an- 
chored 
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chored about three miles froift the (htoe, in 20 »766. 
tsLtbom^ with a muddy bottom \ Cape Virgin Mary ^-v-^ 
then bearing N. E. by E. i E. 5 Point Poffeffion Wedacmr. 
W. 4 s. at the diitance of about five leagues. 

About half an hour after we had cad anchor, 
the natives made feveral large fires a-breaft of the 
fhip, and at break of day vre faw about four hun- 
dred of thep encamped in a fine green valley, be- 
tween two bills, with their horfcs feeding befide 
them. About fix o'clock in the morning, the tide Thoria. it. 
being done, we got ^'ain Under fail : its courfe 
here is from' caft to weft ; it rifei and falls thirty 
feet, and its ftrenglh is equal to about three knots^ 
an hour. About noon there being littte wind, and 
the ebb running with great force, the Swallow, 
who was a-bead^ made the Ifignal and came tb an 
anchor ; upon which I did the fame, and fo did 
the ftoce^ihip, that was a4lern. 

As wc faw great numbers of the natives on 
horfeback a*breaift of the fliip, and as Captain 
Carteret informed me that this was the place 
where Conrnibcboe Byron had the conference with 
the tall me^ I feot the Lieutei^nts of the Swal- 
low and the Aoaie-Mp to the Ihone, btit with orders 
not to land, as the fliips were at too great a diftance 
to ptoteft them. When thefc gentlemen returned, 
they told me, that the boat having kin upon heroar^ 
very near the beach, the nativeis came down in great 
numbers, whom they knew to be the fame perfons 
they had feen the day before, with many others, 
particularly women and children ; that when they 
perceived our peo|>lc had n<i defign to land, they

had been on bdard the ftip wad^d off to the boat, 
making figns for it to advance, and -pronouncing 
the words they had been taught,'" Engliflitncn 
/ ** come on fliore," ytty loud, many tirhes •, tfeac 
when they found they could not get the people to 
Und, they would fain have got into the boat, and 
that it was. with great difficulty they wcte prevent- 
ed. That they prefented them with fome bread, 
tobacco, and a few toys, pointing at the fame time 
%o fome guanicoes and oftritched, "and miking figns 
that they wanted them as prOvifions, but th/at they 
could not make themfelves umJerftood ; that find- 
ing they could obtain no refrelhmenc, they rowed 
along, the ihore in fcarch of frefh water, but that 
feeiijg no appearance of a rivulet^ they returned on 
board. 
Friday >9. At fix o'clock thc ncxt morning, r we weighed, 
the Swallow beitig ftill a-head, and at noon wc 
anchored in Pofleffion Bay, having- twelve fathom, 
with a clean fandy bottom.. Point; iPoiTeffion at 
this time bore eaft,' diftant .thi^e; leagues 5 thc 
Affes Ears weft, and the entranceiof the Narrows 
&. W, i W. : the bOftom of the-bayi, which was 
the.neareft land to the ihip, was diftant about 
three miles. Wc faw a great number of Indians 
upon the Point, and at nighty large fires on the 
Terra del Fuego Ihore. 
Monciayai. From this time, to the 2 2d, we had ftrong gales 
and heavy feas, fo that we got on but flowly ; and 
we now anchored in 18 fathom,, with a muddy 
bottom. . The Affes Ears bore N. W. by W. 4~ W,

In the morning of the agd^ we made ftil^ tufn* tii«fd«ytj.

the Swalbw wa« fet one way, the DolphiA anothet^ 
and the ftorfc^lKip a third* there was a frefli 
brcefee^ but not one of the veffds woirid anfwer her 
heto* We had various r<M»admgs, and ikw the 
Hpplitig in the middle ground^ in thcfe cit-cum- 
ftances^ femetimes backing, Ibmetimes flllihg, we 
tntfered thfe firft Narrows. About fix o'clock in the 
evenings the tide being done, we anchored on the 
foUth ftiorc, in 40 fathom, with a fandy bottom ; 
the Swallow anchored on the north (hore, and the 
ftore-fliip not a cabbie's length from a fand bank, 
about two miles to the •eafftwafd. The Streight 
here is only three miles wide, and at midnight, the 
tide being flack, we weighed and towed the fliip 
through. A breeze Sprung up foon afterwards, 
which continued tJIl feven in the morning, and Wediicr'a4. 
then died away. We fteered from the firft Nar- 
rows to the fecond S. W. and had 19 fathom, with 
III a muddy bottom. At eight ^e anchored two 
kagues from the fliore, in 24 fathom. Cape Gre* 
gory bearing W. i N. and Sweepftakes Foreland ^

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1J766. S. W- 4 W. • The tide here ran feven knots an . 

u— V— J» hour, and fuch bores fomecimes came down, ^with | 

' immenfe quantities of weeds, that we cxpe<3:€dj 

every moment to be adrift. 1 

Thurfd.25. The next day, being Chriftmas day, we failed ' 
through the fecond Narrows* In turning through \ 
this part of the Streight we had 12 fathom wichin 
half a mile of the Ihore on each fide, and in the 
middle 17 fathom, 22 fathom, and no ground. 
At five o'clock in the evening, the fhip fuddenly ' 
Ihoaled from 17 fathom to 5, St. Bartholomew's 
Ifland then bearing S. ^ W. diftant between three 
and four mile$, and Elizabeth's Ifland S. S. W. ^ 
W. diftant five or fix miles. About half an hour 
after eight o'clock, the weather being rainy and 
tempeftuous, we anchored under hlizabeth Ifland 
in 24 fathom, with hard gravelly ground. Upon 
this iflahd we found great quantities of celery, 
which, by the direftion of the furgeon, was given 
to the people, with boiled wheat and portable 
foup, for breakfaft every morning. Some of the 
officers who went a-ftiore with their guns, faw 
two fmall dogs, and feveral places where fires had 
been recently made, with many frefli ftiells of 
mufltls and limpets lying ^out them : they law 
alio feveral wigwams or huts, confifting of young 
trees, which, being fliarpened at one end, and 
thruft into the ground in a circular form, the 
other ends were brought to meet, and fattened to- 
gether at the top 5 but they faw none of the na- 
tives. 

From 
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From this place, we faw many high mountains, ^7^6- 
Sbearing from S. to W. S W. -, feveral parts of the S—^i 
-funnmits were covered with fnow, though it was T^"'^"** **• 

the midft of fummer in this part of the world : 
^ they were clothed with wood about three parts of 
vtheir height, and above with herbage, except 
^ where the fnow was not yet melted. This was the 
'^ firft place where we had feen wood in all South 
" America. 

' At two o'clock in the morning of the 26th, ^ we Friday ji#4 
' weighed, and having a fair wind, were a-breaft of 
i the north end of Elizabeth's Ifland at three : at 
half an hour after five, being about mid way be- 
< tween Elizabeth's Ifland and St. George's Ifland, 
^ we fuddenly flioaled our water from 17 fathom to 
{ fix : we ftruck the ground once, but the next caft % 

1 had no bottom with 20 fathom. When we were 
,j upon this flioal, Cape Porpoife bore W. S. W. f 
W. the fouth end of Elizabeth's Ifland W. N. W. 
tW. diftant three leagues, the fouth end of Saint 
George's Ifland N. E. diftant four leagues. The 
ftore*fliip, which was about half a league to the 
- fouthward of us, had once no more than four fa- 
I thorn, and for a cqnfiderable time not fcven ; the 
Swallow, which was three or four miles to the 
fouthward, had deep water, for flie kept near to 
St. George's Ifland. In my opinion it is fafeft to 
run down from the north-end of Elizabeth's Ifland, 
about two or three miles from the fliore, and foon 
all the way to Port Famine. At noon, a low point 
bore E. i N . Frefli-water Bay S. W. i W. At this 
time we were about three miles diitant from the 
O 2 . north 
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17^. north fliore, and had no ground witJi 80 fadietrL 
^J-^I)!^ Oar longitude, by dbfervation, which was inade 
^^»y^» -over the fiioal, was 71° 20' W. ouf kcitude 53^ 
12' S. 
About four o'clock we anchof'ed in Port Fa- 
- tninefiay, Jn 13 fathom, and there being little 
Wind, fent all the boats^ ^and towed in the Swallow 
and Prince -Frcdericfc. 
Sfctnrd. «7. The next morning, the weather being iqastWfj, 
we warped the Aip farther into -the harbour, and 
moored her with a cable eaeh way in nine fadiom. 
i then fcnt a party of ilien to pitch two large tents 
in the bottom of the bay, for the fick, the woodcrs, 
^nd the fail-makers, who were foon after ^nt on 
Ihdre, with the furgeon, the guriner, and ibme 
midfhipmen. Cape St. Anne -now bore N, 'E. by 
E. diftant three quarters of a mile, and ledger 
River S. i W. 
ihindayig. On the 28 th, we unbent all the fails, and fent 
them on Ihore to be repaired, erefted tents upbrf 
the banks of Sedger River, and fent all the empty 
cafks on feore, with the coopers to trim them,^ 
and a mate and ten men to wafli and fill them. 
"We alfo hauled the feine, and caught fifh in great 
plenty: fome of them refembled a mullet^ but the 
flefh was very foft; atnd among them were a few 
fmelts, fome of which were twenty inctes long, 
and weighed four and twenty ounces^ 

During our whole ftay in this place, we caught 
filh enough to furnifh one meal a day both for the 
fick and the well : we found alfo great plenty of 
celery, and pea-tops, which were boiled with the

<wood was .€yt, and put on board the flore-ihip^ 
to he fent to Falkland's I (land ; and as* t weli 
knew tbjere was no wtdod growing there, I caufed 
ibme tboufands of young tree$ to be cardbliy ^ 
taken up* with their roo^, and a pt^opa* c^ua^ity « 
of e»th;. and packing them in the beft. manner 
I couJd^ I pwf them aJfa on board the ft^re-fliipb 
with orders- to deliver them to the cammanding 
officer afi Port Egjnont, and to fail for- that placis 
with the llrft fair wind, putting pri bo^rd two of 
pay feamen, who being id an iU- ft»te of health 
-^hen they firft came on board, wer^ now 3ltQ&r 
^t unfit to proQced in the voyng^f 

O 3 On 
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1767* Oft Wednefday the i4.th of January, we got all 
ijl"tllj bur people and tMts on board ^ having taken in 
wedneCu. fevcnty.fivc tons of water from the fhore, and 
twelve months provifions of all kinds, at whole 
illowance, for ourfelves, and ten months for the 
Swallow, from on board thfe ftorc-fliip, I fcnt the 
matter in the cutter, which was victualed for a 
week, to look out for anchoring-places on the 
north (hore of the Screight. 
Stturi. 17. After feveral attempts ' to fail, the weather 
obliged us to continue in our old ftation till Satur- 
day the 17th, when the PHnce Frederick Vic- 
tualer failed for Falkland's ifland, and the matter 
returned from his expedition. The matter re- 
' ported that he had found four places, in which 

there was good anchorage, between the place 
where we lay and Cape Froward : that he had 
been on fhore at feveral places, where he had found 
plenty of wood and water. clofe to the beach, with 
abundance of cranberries and wild celery. He 
reported alfo, that he Had feen a great number of 
currant bufhes full of fruit, though none of it was 
• ripe, and a great variety of beautiful fhrubs in full 
bloflbm, bearing flowers of different colours, par- 
ticularly red, purple, yellow and white, befides 
great pienty of the winter's bark, a grateful fpicc 
which is well known to the bdtanifts of Europe. 
He (hot feveral wild ducks, geefe, gulls, a hawk, 
and two or three of the birds which the failors call 
aRace-Hoffe. 
Sunday i8. At fivc o'clock in the morning of Sunday the 
i8th> we made fail, and at noon, being about two 

miles 
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taniles from the (hore. Cape Froward bore N. by E. 

a blufFpoint N. N. W. and Cape Holland W. 4:S. 

Our latitude at this place, by obfervation, was ^"°"**^ *** 

54** 3' S. and we found the Streight to be about 

fix miles wide. , Soon after I fent a boat into Snug 

bay, to lie at the anchoringp]ace, but the wind 

coming from the land, I flood off again all night ; 

and at a mile from the {hore, we had no ground 

-with 140 fathom. 

In the morning of Monday the 19th, the Swal- ^'^'^^^^y 'f* 
low having made the fignal for anchoring under 
Cape Holland, we ran in, and anchored in 10 fa- 
thom, with a clear fandy bottom. Upon fending 
the boats out to found, we difcovcred that we were 
very near a reef of rocks ; we therefore tripped the 
anchor, and dropped farther out, where we had 
1 2 fathom, and were about half a mile from the 
Ihore, juft oppofite to a large ftream of water 
which falls with great rapidity from the moun- 
tains, for the land here is of a ftupendous height. 
Cape Holland bore W. S. W. t W. diftant two 
miles, and Cape Froward E. Our latitude,' by 
obfervation, was 53^ 58' S. 

The next morning we got off feme water, and Tocfdayi©. 
great plenty of wild celery, but could get no fi(h, 
except a few muffels. 1 fent off the boats to 
found, and found that there was good anchorage 
at about half a mile from the fliore, quite from 
the Cape to four miles below it > and clofe by the 
Cape a good harbour, where a Ihip might refrelh 
with more fafcty than at Port Famine, and avail 
hcrfelf of a large river of frefh water, with plenty

Tridtj23. At fix the next mornings the Swallow ni%de the 
fignal fox haying found awhoragc i and at eight 
we 4n(^hoFed in a bay under C^pe Gallaac, ia 10 
fathom, with a muddy bottom. The eaft point 
of Cape Gallant bore S. W. by W. i W. the ex- 
treme point o£ the e^ermofl; laqd E. by S. a point 
maki(ig,the njowh of a river N. \kj W^ and the 
white patch on Charlcs's^ lijand S. W, The boat^ 
hl^h.^ fent out to found, found good anchorage 
eveiy where^ except within two cables* lengtl^ 
$, AAf . of the (hip, where it was coral, and deepen* 
ed to 16 fathoni. In the afternoon I feat out the 
mafter to examine the bay and a large lagoon i 
and he reported that the lagoon was the mod com- 
modious harbour we had yet fcen in the Streight, 
having five fathom at the entrance, and from' four 
^ to live in the middle -, that it was capable of re- 

ceiving 
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Seiickig a gecal: munbcr of vcflfels^ had three- hrge »7*7. 
frefli wtter men, and plenty of wood and ceier^^ JX^ 
"Wc had here Ae misfertunc to have a feme fpoited, I^^^T^^- 
by being entangkd with tht: wood that Ues funk at 
td^ mouth of thefe rivers; but though, we caaight 
but little fifti) we had an incredible ntimber of 
wild duekjs, which, we foi^nd a very good fbcce«- 
{iaQetrm. 

Th« nao^iutaios are here very k>fty, and the 
inafter of the Swalk>w climbed one of the higheft, 
hoping that from the fummit he ifaould obtain a 
fight of the South Sea; but he found his view in- 
tercepted by tBountains ftiU higher on thefouthern 
&mt: before he defccnded, however, he ercfted a 
pyraraid> within which he depofited a bottle con- 
tainipga {billing, and a paper on which was writ* 
|:cn the fliip's name, and the date of the year ; a 
iBemorial which poflibly tnay remain ihere as long 
as the world endurea. 

In the morning of the 24th we took two boats saturd. 14. 
and examined Cprdes bay, which we found very 
nstuch inferior to that in which the fhip lay ; it had 
indeed a l!arger lagoon, but the entrance of it was 
very narrow, and barred by a flioaC on which there 
was not fufEcient depth of water for a (hip of bur- 
den CO float : the entrance of the bay alfo was 
rocky, and within it the ground was foul. 

In this place we faw an animal that refembled an 
^fs, but it had a cloven hoof, as we difcovered 
afterwards by tracking it, and was as fwift as a 
deer. This was the firft animal we had feen in the 
Strcight^ except at the entrance, where we found 

the 
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'7^7' the guanicoes that we would fain have trafficked 
for with the Indians. We (hot at this creature. 



Saturday 74. ^^^^ ^^ ^^^jj ^^^ j^j^ j^. probably it is altogether 
unknown to the naturalifts of Europe. 

The country about this place has the mcfO: 
dreary and forlorn appearance that can be ima- 
gined; the mountaiE\s on each fide the Streight arc 
of an immenfe height : about one-fourth of the 
afcent is covered with trees of a confiderable fize ; 
in the fpace from thence to the middle of the 
mountain there . is nothing but withered fbrubs ; 
above thtfe are patches of fnow, and fragments of 
broken rock ; and the fummit is altogether rude 
and naked, towering kbove the clouds in vaft crags 
that are piled upon each other, and look like the 
ruins of Nature devoted to everlafting fterility and 
defolation. 

We went over in two boats to the Royal IQands, 
and founded, but found no bottom : a very rapid 
tide fet through wherever there was anr opening ; 
and they cannot be approached by (hipping with- 
out the moft imminent danger. Whoever navi- 
gates this part of the Streight, (hould keep the 
north (hore clofe on board all the way, and not 
venture more than a mile from it till the Royal 
Iflands are paflTed, The current fets eafterly 
through the whole four and twenty hours, and the 
indraught (hould by all means be avoided. The 
latitude of Cape Gallant road is 53^ 50' S, 

We continued in this ftation, taking in wood 

and water, and gathering mu(rcls and herbs, till 

Tuefday»7. the morning of the ijth^ when. a boat that had 

been 
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been fent to try the current, returned with an ac- ^»^7- 
count that it fet nearly at the rate of two miles w>>,— In 
an hour, but that the wind being northerly^ we '^''^^^u^ 
might probably ^et roijnd to Elizabeth Bay or ' 
York Road before night j we therefore weighed^ 
with all expedition. At noon on the 28th, the'W«aneCtS. 
weft point of Cape Gallant bore W. N. W. diftant: 
half a mile, and the white patch on CharlesV 
Ifland S. E. by S. We had frefti gales and heavy 
.flaws oflF the land; and at two o*clock the weft 
point of Cape Gallant bore E. diftant three leagues, 
and York Point W. N. W. diftant five leagues. 
At five, we opened York Road, the Point bearing 
N. W. at thediftance of half a mile : at this time 
the (hip was taken a-back, and a ftrong current 
with a heavy fquall drove us fo far to leeward, 
that it was with great difficulty we got into Eliza-, 
beth Bay, and anchored in 12 fathom near a riVer* 
The Swallow being at anchor oflF the point of the 
bay, and very near the rocks, I fent all the boats^ 
with anchors and haufers to her affiftance, and at 
laft fhe was happily warped to, windward into good 
anchorage. York Point now bore W. by N. a 
ftioal with we^ds upon it W, N. W. at the diftance 
of a cable's length, Point Paflage S. E. t E. dif- 
tant half a mile, a rock near Rupert's Ifle S. t ^* 
and a rivulet on the bay N. E, by E. diftant about 
three cables' length. Soon after fun-fct we faw a 
great fmoke on the fouthern ftiore, arid another on 
Prince Rupert's Ifland. 

Early in the morning I fent the boats on ftiore Thurfd. 29. 
for water, and foon after our people landed, three

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1767' canocar put off fronn. the feutb fliore^ and kBeded 
jL— ^>,-ylj fixlcen of the natives on thiC eaft point of the bay. 
f*#*^»fc When thef came' withjw ;ibosii a htmifccd yards of 
oar people they ftopt, called one, and maile Sgoa 
of fpiendifaip ; our peopte did the iamr, flieving 
them fome beads and other tQjruK At tJMs they 
feetsied pfeafed, and began to ftoujt ; oiur peopk 
knitted the noHe they made, and flioHC^ in rc« 
turn: the Indians then advanced,, ftili flioutiJig 
9nd laughing very loud. When the p^LV^s, we^ 
they fhook hands, and. our men pi^sfeni^d the 
Indians with feveral of the tcqfs wl^|i ^ejlks^ 
$iewQ them a€ a diftance, The^ wore covered 
with: feal (kins, which ftunk abominab^^jt^ wd toim 
of them were eating the rotten fieflt and blubber 
saw, with a keen appetite and gceat icemiiig lati^* 
fadion. Their complexion was the iame as that 
f»f the people we had feen before, but they were 
Ibv of iftature, the taHeft of them not being more 
^han five foot fix; they appeared fo be penlhing 
with cold, and immediately kindled feyeral fires. 
How they fubfift in winter, it is not perhaps eafy 
to guels, for the weather was at ^is fime fo ievere, 
that we had frequent falls of (how. They wcr^f 
armed with bows, arrows, and javelins; the ar- 
rtws and javelins were pointed with flinc, wkiel| 
was wrought into the ftiape of a ferpentfs tongue j 
and they difcharged both with great force and 
dexterity, fcarce ever failing to hi{ a mark at a 
confiderable difl:ance. To kindle a fire thpy 
flirike a pebble againft a piece of mundic, holding^ 
under it, to catch the fparks, fome mofs or down,

<C}Dder : tbcy then take feme dry grafs, of whi^ck *-— v — ^ 
^here is CTcry where pienty> and {)utting the Jighted **' ' *** 
m^ iaco ]t» wave it to and fro^ and in about a 
^irrimite k biases. 

When the boat returned flie brought three of 
thesB on board the ftip, but they fcemed to re-^ 
^ard nothing with any degree of curlofity except 
our clothes and a looking-glais ^ the looking-glab 
^afforded them as -much diverfion as it had dooc^ 
tiie Patagonians, and it feemed to Airprife them 
4nore : when they &t& peeped into it they fiarted 
back, firft looking at us, and then at each others 
ibey then took another peep, as it were by ilealth^ 
^ftaf ting back as before, and then eagerly looking 
l)ebiDd it : when by degvees they became familiar 
with it, they fmiled, and feeing the image fmile 
in return, they were exceedingly delighted, and 
burft into fits of the mod violent laughter. They 
left this however, and eveiy thing elfe, with per- 
&& indifference, the liule they poffefled being to 
all appearance equal to their defires. They eat 
whatever was g^ven them, biit would drink no* 
thing but water. 

^hen they left the ihip I went on fhore with 
fhem, aitd by this time feveral of their wives and 
children were come to the watering-place. I dlf- 
tribiiced ibme trinkets anu>ng them, with which 
they ieemed pleafed for a moment, and they gave 
UB fome of their arms in return ; they gave us 
alfo feveral pieces of mundic, fuch as is found in 
the tin mines of Cornwall : they made us under- 

fland 
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^^7^7' ftand that they found it in the mountains, where 

Jannary. ' ^ 

i— v-^ there are probably mines of tin, and perhaps of 
• *'* more valuable metal. As this feems to be tht 
moft dreary and inhofpitable country in the 'world, 
not excepting the worft parts of Sweden anct Nor- 
way, the people feem to be the loweft and moft 
^deplorable of all human beings. Their pcrfeft 
indifference to every thing they faw, which marked 
the difparity between our ftate and their own, 
though it may prefervc them from the regret and 
anguifh of unfatisficd defires, feems, notwithflrand- 
ing, to imply a defedt in their nature ; for thofe 
who ^re fatisfied with the gratifications of a brute, 
-can have little pretenfion to the prerogatives of 
men. When they left us and embarked in their 
canoes, they hoifted a fcal (kin for a fail, and 
fteered for the fouthern ftiore, where we faw many 
of their hovels •, and we remarked that not one of 
them looked behind, either at us or at the fhip, 
fo li*tle impreffion had the wonders they had feen 
made upon their minds, arid fo much did they ap- 
pear to be abforbed in the prefcnt, without any- 
habitual cxercife of their power ta refledl upon the 
paft. 

February. ^^ ^^is ftation we continucd till TueftJay the 
Tuefdayj. 3d of February. At about half an hour paft 
twelve we weighed, and in a fudden fquall were 
taken a-back3 fo as that both fhips were in the 
moft imminent danger of being driven afhorc on 
a reef of rocks; the wind however fuddenly 
fhifted, and we happily got off without damage. 
At five o'clock in the afternoon, the tide being 

done) 
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one, and the wind coming about tx) the weft, wc 1767. 
lore away for York Road, and at length anchored -^^J^ 
Q It : the Swallow at the fame time being very '^^^^^n 3-' 
lear I (land Bay, under C^e Quod, endeavoured 
:o get in there, but was by the tide obliged to 
return to York Road. In this fituation Cape 
Quod bore W. t S. diftant 19 miles, York Point 
E. S. E. diftant one mile, Bachelor's River N. N« 
W. three quarters of a mile, the entrance of Je- 
romes Sound N, W. by W. and a fmall ifland on 
the fouth Ihore W. by S. We found the tidp 
here very rapid and uncertain; in the ftream i? 
generally fet to the eaftward, but it fometimes, 
though rarely, fet weftward fix hours tdgether. 
This evening we faw five Indian canoes come out 
of Bachelor's River, and go up Jerom's Sound. 

In the morning, the boats which I had fent out wednef.4, 
to found both the fhores of the Streight and all 
parts of the bay, returned with an account that 
there was good anchorage within Jerom's Sound, 
and all the way thither from the fliip's ftation at 
the diftance of about half a mile from the fhore ; 
alfo between Elizabeth and York Point, near York 
Point, at the diftance of a cable and ahalPs length 
from the weeds, in 16 fathom with a muddy bot- 
tom. There were alfo feveral places under the 
iflands on the fouth fliore where a fliip might an- 
chor-, but the force and uncertainty of the tides, 
and the heavy gufts of wind that came off the high 
lands, by which thefe fituations were furrounded, 
rendered them unfafe. Soon after the boats rc- • 
turned, I put frelh hands into them^ and went 
8 myfcl'f 
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myfelf up Btchelor's River: w^ found a bar at 
the entrance, wlikh at certain times of the tidt 
**^*' muft be dangerous. We hauled the feiiie, and 
ihould have caught plenty of fifli if it had not been 
for the weeds and flumps of trees at the bottom 
of the river. We then went afhorej whc*e we 
faw many wigwams of the natives; and fcvcral of 
their dogs, who, as iboh as we came in fight^ ran 
away. We alfo faw fome ofhiches; but they were 
beyond rfie reach of out pieces : we gathered mitf- 
fcls, limpets, fca-eggs, celery^ and nettles in great 
abundance. About^hree miles up this river, on 
the well (ide, between Mount Mifery and another 
mountain of a ilapendous height, there is a cata* 
raft which has a very ftriking appearance : it b 
precipitated from an elevation of above four hun- 
dred yards; half the way it rolls over a very fteep 
declivity, and the other half « a perpendicular faH, 
The found of this cataraft is not lefs awful than 
the fight, 
tatiird. 14. In this place contrary v^nds detained us till 
10 o'clock in the morning of Saturday , the i^tbi 
when we weighed, and in half an hour the current 
fet the (hip towards Bachelor's River: we then 
put her in ftays, and while (he was coming about, 
which fhe was long in doing, we drove over a 
fhbal where we had little more than 16 feet water 
with rocky ground ; fo that out danger was very 
^ great, for the ftiip drew 1 6 feet 9 inches aft, and 
15 feet one inch forward:, as foon as the fliip 
gathered way, we happily deepened hito three 
fathom i within two cables' length we iiad five, 
I and

and in a very fhorc time we got into deep w^ter. »7^^ 
We continued plying to windward till four o'clock u*, ^^^< mi 
in the afternoon, and then finding that we had loft 
ground, we returned to our ftation, and again an^^ 
chored in York Road. 

Here we remained till five o'clock in the mornr ''«^^^■^^^ 
ingof the lyth^ when^we weighed, and towed out 
of the road« At nine, though we had a fine breeze 
at weft, the ihip was carried with great violence 
by a current towards the fouth fhore : the boat^ 
were all towing a-head, and the fails afleep, yet we 
drove fb clofe to the rock, that the oars of the 
boats were entangled in the weeds. In this man- 
ner we were hutried along near three quarters of 
an hour, expeding every moment to be dafhed td 
pieces^ againilrthe cliflF, from which we were feldom 
farther than a (hip's length, and very often not 
half fo much. We founded on bpth fides, and' 
found that next the ihore we bad from 14 to 20 
fathom, and on the other fide of the Ihip no. bot- 
tom : as all our eflTorts were ineflfeftual, we refigned 
ourfelves to our fate^ and waited the event in a 
ftate of fufpenfe very little difiTerent from defpair. 
At length, however, we opened Saint David's 
Sound, and a current that rufiied out of it fet us 
into the mid-channel. During all this time the 
Swallow, was on the north fhore, and consequently 
could know nothing of our danger till it was pail. 
We now fent the boats out to look for an anchor* 
ing place; and at noon Cape Quod bore N. N. & 
wd Saiat David's head S. E. 
Vot. I. P Afaouc 
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^7^7- About one o*clock the boats returnedy havii^ 
^.....^^ found an anchoring-place in a fmall bay, to which 
Tuifday *7. ^^ g^^^ ^g ^^^^ ^£ BuUcr's Bay, it having been 

difcovcred by Mr. Butler, one of the mates. It 
lies to the weft of Rider's Bay on xhe ibuth (hore 
of the Streight, which is here aboQt two miles 
wide. We ran in with the tide which fct faft to 
the weftward, and anchored in i6 fathom water. 
The extremes of the bay from W. by N. to N. i 
W. are about a quarter of a mile afunder ; a fmall 
rivolet, at the diftance of fomewhat lefs than two 
cables' kpgth, bore S. t W. and Cape Quod N. 
at the diltance of four milef. At this time the 
Swallow was at anchor in I (land Bay on the north 
fliore, at about fix miles diftance. 

I now fent all the boats out to found round the 
jhip and in the neighbouring bays ; and they re- 
turned with an account that they could find no place 
fit to receive the fliip, neither could any fuch place 
be found between Cape Quod and Cape Notch. 
ftU^ji^ In this place we remained till Friday the soth, 
when about noon the clouds gathered very thick 
to the weftward, and before one it blew a ftorm, 
with fuch rain and hail as we had fcarcely ever 
fccn. We immediately (truck the yards and top- 
mafts, and having run out two haufers to a rock, 
we hove the fliip up to it : we then let go the 
imall bower, and veered away, and brought both 
cables a-head -, at the fame time we carried out 
two more haufers, and made them iaft to two 
other rocks, making ufe of every^ expedient in 

.• our 
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bUr potovter to kceji the.ihip ftcidy. The gale con-' ^^^-^ 
tinued to increnk till fix o'clock in the evening, and ^-.-v^Lii* 
to our grdat aftonifhment the k^ broke quite over ^"^'* *^^ 
the Fore-caftie in upon the quartei'-deck, which, 
confidering the nakrbwriefs of the Streight, and the' 
fmallncfs of the bay in Which wfe v^fe ftatioiied,' 
might well haVe been thought inipoftibfe. Our 
dinger here Vvas Very jgreatj for if the cables had 
pattedj a^ We could riot run oiit With a fail, arid as 
We had not rooni to bring the Ihip up with any 
other anclibr, We muft have been dafhed to pieces 
Vn a few riiiriuteis, and in fuch.a fitu^tibn it is 
highly jirobable that every foul would immediately 
have periJfhed y however, by eight o*clock the gale 
Was b^cdm^ fomfewhat more moderate, and gra- 
dually decfeafing during thfe night, wfe had tole- 
rable Weather the neict moi-ning; Upon heaving Saturd.fii 
the anchor. We had the fatisfadion to find that our 
cabte was found, though our haufers were much 
rubbed by the rocks, notwithftandiiirgt thfc/^fd " 
parcelled With old hammacoesj^'arid^Ofiier things% / : * 
The firft thing I did after perfortiling the' nfeceflary 
bperationis about the fliip, waS to fend a boat to 
thie Swallow t6 inquire how fhc had fated during 
the gale : The boat returned with an account that 
ihe had felt but little of the gale, but that flie had 
. been very near being loft, in pufhing through the 
Iflands twcj days blefore, by the rapidity of t;he 
'tide: that notwithftanding an alteration which had 
been made in her rudderj fhe fteercd and worked 
fo ill, that eveVy time they got under way thef 
were apprchcnfive that flic qquH never fafcly be ^ 
P 2 brought .. 
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^7^7* brought to an anchor again; I was therefore rc- 
i^-v— -^ quefled, in the name of the captain, to confider 

pedition, and to direft what I thought would be 
bcft for the fcrvicc. I anfwered, that as the Lords 
of the Admiralty had appointed her to accom- 
pany the Dolphin, fhe muft continue to do it as 
long as it was poflible ; that as her condition ren- 
dered her a bad failer, I would wait her time, 
and attend her motions, and that if any difafter 
Ihould happen to either of us, the other {hould 
be ready to afford fuch affiftance as might be in 
her power. 

• We continued here eight days, during which 
time we completed our wood and water, dried our 
fails, and fent great part of the Ihip's company on 
Ihore, to wafh their clothes and ftretch their legs, 
which was the more neceflary, as the cold, fnowy, 
and tempeftuous weather had confined them too 
much below. We caught mulfels and limpets, 
and gathered celery and nettles in great abun- 
dance. The muflcls were the largcft we had ever 
feen, many of them being from five to fix inches 
long: we caught alfo great plenty of a fine, firm, 
red fiih, not unlike a gurnet, moft of which were 
from four to five pounds weight. At the fame 
time we made it part of the employment of every 
day to try the current, which we found conftantly 
fetting to the eaftward. 

The mailer having been lent out to look for 

anchoring-pplaces, returned with an account that he 

could find no flielter, except near the ihore, where 

• \ it. 
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it Ihbuld not be fought but in cafes of the moft JJ^7^ 

prcfling neceffity. He landed upon a large ifland u— >r— ' 

on the north fide of Snow Sound, and bemg al- ^"*^' *** 

moft perifhed with cold, the firft thing he did was 

to make a larg^ fire, with fome fmall trees which 

he found upon the fpor. He then climbed one 

of the rocky mountains, with Mr. Pickerfgill, a 

midlhipman, and one of the feamen, to take a 

view of the Streight, and the difmal regions that 

furround it. He found the entrance of the Sound 

to be fuH as broad a« feveral parts of the Streight, 

and to grow but very little narrower, for feveral 

miles inland on the Terra del Fuego fide. The 

country on the fouth of it was ftill more dreary 

and horrid than any he had yet feen : it confided 

of craggy mountains, much higher than the 

clouds, that were altogether naked from the bafe 

to the fummit, there not being a fihgle (hrub, nor 

even a blade of grafs to be feen upon them ; nor 

were the vallies between them lefs defolate, being 

entirely covered with deep beds of fnow, except 

here and there where it had been waflicd away, or 

converted into -ice, by the torrents which were . 

precipitated from the fiffures and crags of the 

mountain above, where the fnow had been dif- 

folved-, and even thcfe vallies, in the patches that 

were free from fnow, were as deftitutc of verdure 

as the rocks between- ^hich they lay. 

On Sunday the firfl: of March, at half an hour March. 
after four 6'clock in the mornihg, we faw the ^"°'**' '• 
Swallow under fail, on the north Ihore of Capc^ 
Quod. - At fcvcn we weighed, and ftood out. of

Sunii^y I. , having with nriuch difficulty kept clear of the 
|-ocks: the paflage being very narrow;, we lent the 
boats, about noon, to feek for anchorage on the 
north fliore. At this time, Cape Notch bore 
W. by N, 4. N* diftant between <;^ree and four 
leagues, , and Cape Quod E. 4 N. diftant ^ree 
leagues. 

About three o-clock in the afternoon, there be- 
ing little wind, we anchofc^, vith the SwaUow^ 
pnder the north (bore, in a fmall bay, where there 
is a high, ftecp, rocky mouotaiiii the cop of Mfhicb 
refembles jjlie head of f Hon, for which reaibn we 
failed the bay jpion's Cpve* We had here 40 
fathom, with deep water clofe to the (hor?^ and at 
half a cable'^ length withpu^ the ihip, no ground.

The 

boats (bat were knu to affift the Swallow, towed 

her into, a fmalf bay^ where, as the wind was 

foutherly, aiyd blew ffplh^ {^p was in great danger, 

for the Cove was not only fmall, but full of rock% 

and open to the fouth-eafterly winds* 

All the day following, and all the night, we had rrutCi»y f. 
hard gales, with a great fe«i, and much hail and 
rain. The next morning, we had gufts fo violent^ wedocf. 4. 
that it was impofllbie to. ftand the deck; they 
brought whole fheets of water all the way from 
Cape Notch, which was a league diftant^ quite 
over the deck* They did not laft more than a 
n^inute, but were fo frequent, that the cables were 
kept on a conftant ftrain, and there was the greateft 
reaibo to fear that they would give way. It was 
a gen^vai opinion that the Swallow could bot pgi- 
fihiynde it out, and ibmeof, the mett wer« f»

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Mafch* ^^^B^y F^poffcflcd with the notion of her beii^ 
%^.^^^^ loft, that they fancied they faw fome of her people 
coming over the rocks towards our (hip. THe 
$*tur(i.7^ weather continued lb. bad, till Saturday the 
feventh, that we could fend no boat to inquire 
after her ; but the gale being then more moderate 
a boat was difpatched about four o*dock in die 
morning, which, about the fanjfs hour in the after^ 
tioon, returned with an account that the (hip was 
(afc, but that the fatigue of ^hc people had been 
incredible, the whole crew having been upon the 
deck near three days and three nights. At midnight 
the gufts returned, though not with equal vio- 
lence, with hail, fleet, and fnoW, The weather be- 
ing now extremely cold, aiid the people nether dry, 
fivjiday t. I got up, the next morning, deven bales t^ thick 
woollen fluff, called Fearnought, which is pro- 
vided by the government, and fet all the taylors 
to work to make them into jackets, of which every 
man in tho ihip had one. 

I ordered thefe jacketis to be made vfery large, 
flowing, one with another, two yards and thirty- 
four inches of the cloth to each jacket. I font 
alfofeven bales of the fame cloth to the Swallow, 
which made every man on board a jacket of the 
fame kind 5 and I cut up three bates of finer cloth, 
4ind made jackets for the ofjBcers of both ihips, 
which I had the pleafure to find were very accept- 
able. 

In this fiiuarion we were obliged to continue 9

On Sunday the 15th, about noon, we fa# the sandayis. 

Swallow under fail, and it being calm, we fent out 

launch to affift her. In the evening the launch 

returned, having towed her into a very good har* 

hour on the Ibuth (hore^ oppofite to where we lay. 

The account that we received of this harbour, de- . * 

termined us to get into it as.foon.as.poffihlei the 

next morning thdrefore, at eight o^clock, we. failed 

from Goodluck Bay, and thoughtourfelves happy 

to get fafe out of it. When we.go( a*breaft of the 

harbour where the Swallow ]ay^ we fired ibyeral 

guns, as fignals for her boats to affift us in getting 

in ; and in a fliorc time the mafter caoie pn board 

us, and piloted us to a very commodious ^atioit, 

where we anchored in 28 fathom, with a muddy 

bottom. This harbour^ which M flielte^d from 

all winds, and -excellent in eveiy re^£l, we odled 

Swallow Hakb^our. There ice. otwo. cbaxlkieb 

into it, which are. both n&rrowy bjdtiiot daogcitiiSt 

as the rocks are eafily difcovercd by:ihe weeds thai; 

grow upon them. 

At nine o'docjc the next morning, the wind com* Monday ic: 
ing eafterly^ we weighed, and failed from Swallow 
Harbour. At^ noon we tcx}k the . Swaltow in tow^ 
but at five, there being little wind^ we caft otfFtbc 
tow.

Tct clear her anchors, and warp her into a proper 

biitb, Goft us the whole day, and was not at laft 

effected without the utnioft difficulty and labour. 

On the J 8th' we had frelh breezes, and fent the wednef.is. 
boats to found crofs the Streight. Within half . 
a milp of the fhip, they had 40, 45, 50, 70, ioo 
fathom, and then had no ground, till withiii a 
cable's length of the lee-fhore, where they had 90 
fathom. We now moored the (hip in 78 fachomf 
^ith the flream ancl^oi*. 
^ ' ^ ' ' . The • 
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<1^i* The next morning, while our people were cb 
kJZ.^ ployed in getting wood and water, and gatherii^ 
Thurtt. 19, cejeiy and muflcls, two canoes, full- of Indian 
came along- fide of the ihip. They had much tii 
fame appearance as the poor wretches whom w 
had feen before in Elizabeth's Bay. They had 01 
board fome feal's fleih blubber, and penguins, a! 
which they eat raw. Some of our people, who 
were fiihing with a hook and line, gave one of 
them afifh, fomewhat bigger than a herring, alive, 
juft as it came out of the water. The Indian took 
it haftily, as a dog wduld take a bone, and in- 
ilantly killed it, by giving it a bite near the gills 
he then proceeded to eat it, beginning with the 
head, and going on to the tail, without reje6ting 
either the. bones, fins, fcales, or entrails. They 
cat every thing that was given them, indifferently, 
whether fait or frefli, drefied or raw, but would 
drink nothing but water. They fhivercd with 
/ ' cold, yet had nothing to cover them but a feal 

fkin, thrown loofely over their (houlders, which 
did not reach to their middle ; and we obfervcd, 
that when they were rowing, they threw even this 
by, and fat fi;ark naked. They, had with them 
fome javelins, rudely pointed vyith bone, with which 
they ufed to ftrike feals, fifli, and penguins, and 
we obferved that one of them had *. piece of iron, 
about the fize of a common chifTel, which was 
faftened to a piece of wood, and feemed to be in*, 
tended rather for a tool than a weapon. They 
had all fore eyes, which we imputed to their fit- 
ting over the fmoke of their fires, and they fmek 
3 more 
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'^ ore offenfively than a fox, which perhaps wasia »^^- 
T'^rt owing to their diet, and in part to their, naftin v.^.-v^,# 
^fft. Their canoes were about fifteen feet longv*^""*'^ 
;^rec broad, and nearly three deep : they were 
" ladc of the bark of trees, fewn together, cither 
Vich the (inews of fome bead:, or thongs cut out of 
% hide. Some kind of ruQi was laid into the feams, 
And the outfide was fmeared with a refin, or gum, 
%hich prevented the water from foaking into the 
r4>ark. Fifteen flender branches, bent into an arch, 
were fewcd tranfverfely to the bottom and fides, 
• and fome ftraight pieces were placed acrols the 
J top, from gunwale to gunwale, and fecurely lafhed 
i at each end: upon the whole, however, it was 
^^ poorly made, nor had thefe people any thing 
^'' among them in which there was the leaft appearance 
f of ingenuity. I gave them a hatchet or two, with 
- fome beads, and a few other toys, with which they 
'' went away to the fouthward, and we faw no more 
^i ofthem. 

' While we lay here, we fcnt out the boats, as 
' ufual, in fearch of anchoring-places, and having 
been i o leagues to the weftward, they found but 
■ . two: one was to the weftward of Cape Upright, 
in the Bay of Iflands, but was very difficult to 
enter and get out of ; the other was called Dolphin 
Bay, at lo leagues diftance, which was a good 
harbour, with even ground in all parts. They 
faw fevcral fmall coves, which were all dangerous, 
as in them it would be necefiary to let go the an- 
chor within half a cable's length of a lee-Ihore, 
and fteady the fliip with halfers fattened to the 

rocks. 
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ixkJcs* The people belonging to one of tHe boats^ 
^ent a night upon an ifland, upon which, ^hile 

Tburfi, If. ^^ ^^^ there, fix canoes landed about thirty In- 
dians. The Indians ran immediately to the boat, 
and were carrying away every thing they found in 
her t our people difcovered what they were doing, 
juft time enough to i^reveht them. As fooh as they 
found themfelves oppofed> they Wtnt tti their ca- 
noes, and armed themfclves with long poleSi and 
javelins pointed with the bones of fifli. They did 
iiot begin an attack, but ftood in a threatening 
manner : our people, who were two and twenty in 
number, aded only on the defenfiVe, and by part- 
ing with a few trifles to themj they Became 
friends^ and behaved peaceably the reft of the 
time they ftaid. 

For many days^ we had hail, lighthing, fainj 
and hard gales, with a heavy fea, fo that we 
thought it impofllble for the (hip to hold, though 
flie had two anchors a- head, and two cables ad 
end. The men, however, were fent frequently on 
fliore for exercife, which contributed greatly to 
their health, and procured an almoft conftant 
- fupply of muflfels and greens. Among other da- 
mages that we had fuftained, oUr fire-place was 
broken to pieces, we therefore found it ncceffary 
to fct up the forge, and employ the aritiourers to 
tnake a new back ; we alfo made lime of' burnt 
(hells, and once more put it into a ufeful cbndi»- 
tion. 

. Motidaj 30. ' . On Monday the 30th ^e had the firfl: ihtdhral 

of moderate weather, and we improved it in dry- 

i ihg 
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ing the faiM, which, though much mildewed, wc »^7^7. 
liad not bcfoirc been able to loofe, for fear of fet- w^-^*^ 
ting the ihip adrift : we alfo aired the fpare fails, ^<^^^^yi^ 
^hich we found mnch injured by the rats, and 
employed the fail-makers to n^nd them. Cap* 
tain Carteret havings reprcfented that his fire- 
place, as wdl as ours, had been broken to pieces, 
our armourers made him alfo a new back, ai^ fee 
it up with lime that we made upon the fpot, in the • 
fame manner as had been done on board our own * 

fliip. This day we faw feveral canoes, full of In» rmtfUy^u 
dians, put to (hore on the eaft fide of the bay, and 
the next morning feveral of them came on board, 
and proved to be the fame that our people, who * 
were out in the boat, had met with on (hore. 
They behaved very peaceably, and we difmifled- ^ 
them with a few toys, as ufual. 

The day following, feveral other Indians cam& Apriu 
off to the (hip, and brought with them fome of ^''^*^^' ** 
the birds called Race-Horfes, Our people pur- 
chafed the birds for a few trifles, and I made them" 
a prefent of feveral l^atchets and knives. 

On Thurfday, the fecond of April, the matter Thwa. a. 
of the Swalk>w, who had been fent out to igtk for 
anchoring-places, returned, and reported that he? 
had found three on the north (hore, which were 
very good j one about four miles to the eaftward 
of Cape Providence, another under theeaft-fide of 
(Sape Tamar, and the third about four miks to 
tbeiaftward of it; but he faid that he found no 
plac^toi anchor under Cape Providence, the ground 
bfingr6cky. 
• I Thi$ 
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This day two canoes came on board, with four 
men and three young childreji in each. The men 
were fomewhat more decently drefled than thofe 
that we had feen before, but 4:he children were 
fiark naked. They were fomewhat fairer than 
the meft, who feemed to pay a very tender atten-- 
tioa to them^efpecially in lifting them in and out of 
the canoes. To thefe young vlGtors I gave neck* 
laces and* bracelets, yrith which they feemed 
mightily pleafed. . It happened that while fome of 
thde people were on board, and the reft waitmg 
in their canoes by the fhip'^ fide, the boat was fent 
on fhore/or wood and water. The Indians who 
were in the canoes, kept their eyes fixed upon die 
boat while Ihe was manning, and the moment flie 
.put off from the fhip^ theyv called out with great 
vociferation to thofe that were on board, who 
ieemed to be mUch alarmed, and haftily handuig 
down the children, leaped into their canoes, with* 
out uttering a word. None of us could guefs at 
the caufe of this fudden emotion, but we faw the 
men in the canoes pull after the boat with all their 
might, hallooing and fhouting with great appear- 
ance of perturbatioi> and dillreis. The boat out^ 
rowed them^ and when ih*e cam6 near the ihoscs 
the people on board discovered fome women ga^ 
thering oiufiels among the *rocks. This at once 
explained the myftery^ the poor Indians were 
afraid that the ftrangers, either by force or favour, 
ihould violate the prerogative of a hulband, of 
which they feemed to be more jealous than the 
natives of fome other countries, who in their ap- 
pearance 
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yearance are lefs favage and fordid. Our people, i767i 
To make them eafy, immediately lay upnn their . r^ll^ _f 
oars, and fuffered the canoes to pafs them. The ^hura i« 
Indians, however, ftill continued to call out to 
-their women, till they took the alarm and ran out 
of fight, and as foon as they got to land, drew their 
canoes upon the* beach, and followed them with 
the utmoft expedition. 

We continued daily to gather muflels till the Sundays. 
5th, when fcvera! of the people being feized with 
iluxesj the furgcon defired that no more muffels 
might be brought into the (hip. - 

The weather *being ftill tempeftuous and un- Friday 10. 

fettled, we remained at anchor till 10 o'cjlock in 

the morning of Friday the 10th, and then, in 

company with the Swallow, we made fail. At 

noon. Cape Providence bore N. N. W. diftant 

four or five miles ; at four in the afternoon Cape 

Tamar bore N. W. by W. 4. W.- diftanc three 

leagues,. Cape Upright E. S. E. | S, diftant three 

leagues, and Cape Pillar %W. diftant 10 leagues.. We 

fleered about W^^- N. all night, and at fix o'clock 

' in the morning, had run eight and thirty miles by Saturd, u, 

the log. At this time Cape Pillar bore S. W. 

diftant half a mile, and the Swallow was about * 

three miles a-ftsern of us. At this time there being 

but little wind, we were obli-ed to make all the 

fail we could,' to get without the Streight^s mouth. 

At 1 1 o'clock I would have flioi tened fail for the 

Swallow, but it was not in my power, for as a 

current fet us ftrongly down upon the Ifles of Di- 

^reftion» and the wind came to the weft, it became

1 was inclined to^h^yegqne back into the Screight, 

but a fog coming on, and the fea rifing very faft, 

.we were all o^ opinion that it was indifpenfably 

neceffary to get an offing as foon as ppfiible ; for 

except we preffed the fliip with fail, before the fea 

rofe too high, it would be impradticable eitfier to 

weather Terra del Fuego on one tack, or Cape 

Viftory on the other. At noon, the fflands of 

pireftion bore N. 21' W. diftant three leagues, 

, Saint Paul's cupola arid Cape Viftory in one, R 

diftant feven leagues, and Cape Pillar E. diftant 

fix leagues. 

Our latitude, by obfervatlon, was 52^ 38', and 
wje computed our longitude to be 76^ W. 

Thus we quitted a dreary and inhofpitable re- 
gion, where we were in almoft perpetual danger of 
ihip wreck for* near four months, having entered 
the Streight on the 17th of December 1766, and 
quitted it on t{ie nth of April 1767-, a region 
where, in the midft of fummer, the weather was 
cold, gloomy, and tempeftuous, where the pro- 
fpeds had more the appearance of a chaos than of 
is^ature, and where, for the moft part, the vallies 
wcr? without herbage, and the hills without wood, 
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CHAP. HI. 

^particular Account of the Places in nvhich 
lire anchored during our PaJJage through 
the Streightj and of the Shoals and Rocks 
that lie near them. 

HAVING cfcar(Jd the Strcight,,we .fleered 
a weftern courfe. But before I continue th« 
narrative of our voyage, I fliall give a more {>articu. 
iar account of the feveral places where we anchor- 
ed, plans of which are depofitcd in the Admiralty 
Office fof the ufc of future navigators, with the 
(heals and rocks that lie near them, the latityd^, 
longitude, tkjesj and variapon of the compafs. 

I. CAPE VIRGI]S MARY. The bay 
Vnddr th^^C^rpe is aigood harbonr, when, the ^ind 
is wefterly. There is la (hoal lying^dff the Cflpe, 
1)111 tliat may ^afiiy , be '.known b^rtfejt)ck' weed 
thargrOVTs upon it : t\it Cape is^'ftccp, whU^filifF, 
not unlike the Sotrfh Fbreiand. ' 'lis3atiiude, by 
' obicrvajtloin, iS 52^ 24' 'S. ^'Od its dtongitude^ by 
accdunr^ 6M^i'i< W-. The VaHatT0(n>)f,tb€ needle, 
by r^e medium <6f fiV6 azimuths* and one ampli- 
tude, was 24^ gb'E. In this place we faw no 
ap^eirance either 6f vrood or water* We anchor- 
ed in 10 fathom, with coarfe fandy ground, about 
a ttiife trom* the flibre. Cape Virgin Mary bearing 
N. by ilV. i W. diftant about two milc$, and 
0^2 Dungencfs 
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Dungentfs Point S. S, W. diftant four miles. 
W-e anchored here on the 1 7th of December, and 
failed the next day. There is good landing, on a 
fine fandy beach, all along the fliore. 

II. POSSESSION BAY. In failing into 
this bay, it is neceffacy to give the point a good 
birth, bccaufe there is a reef that runs right off 
it about a (hort mile. The foundings are very 
irregular all over the bay, but the ground is every 
where a fine foft mud and clay, fo that the cables 
can come to no damage. The Point lies in lati- 
tude 52° 23' S., longitude, . by account, 6S^ 57'. 
W. : the variation is two points eafterly. In the 
bay the tide rifes and falls between four and five 
fathom, and runs at the rate of about a mile an 
hour; in the mid-channel without the bay, it runs 
nearly three miles an hour. In this place we faw 
no appearance either of wood or water. The 
landing appeared to be good, but we did not go 
on fliore. We anchored here on the 19th of Dc- 
ccmbefy and failed again on the 2 2d. 

III. PORT FAMINE. At this place, the 
Spaniards, in the year 1581, built a town, which 
they called Phillippeville, and left in it a colony, 
confifting of 400 perfons. When our celebrated 
navigator, Cavendifli, arrived here in 1587, he 
found one of thcfe unhappy wretches, the only one 
that remained, upon the b^ach: they had all pe- 
riflied for want of fubfiftence, except twenty- four ; 
twenty-three of thcfe fet out for the river Plata, 
and were never afterwards heard of. This man, 
whofe name was Hernando, was brought to Eng- 
land 



land by Cavendifli, vwho called the plajcc wbcfc hc: 
had taken. Kim up. Port Famine. It wa very fine 
bayj.injwhich there fe room and conyeniency for 
many ftiips to moor iln great fafcty. We.mootcd in 
xiinpfaihomi having.broi>ght.Cape St. Anne N, £• 
by Ei and Sedger Riyer S. i W- which perhaps is 
the beft fituation,: though the whole bay i& good 
ground. In this plaice there is very gpod wood- - 
ing and y^ateringj we caught many /ipe fiiiji.ll fiih 
with a hook and line off the ihip's fidje) andJhauJed 
thefeine wit;h great fuccefs, in a fine fap^y baj^^ a 
littJjB to the fouthward of Sedger Rivier:/ we aU^; 
Ihot a.^eat number of birds, of various kinds, 
particularly geefc, ducks, teal, fnipes, j>lover, and 
race-^horfes, and we found wild celery in great 
plenty* The latitude of this place is 53^ 42' S., 
longitude, by obfervation, ji^ 28' W.: the varia- 
tion is twp points eafterly. We anchored here the

Vin. BUTLER'S BAY. This is a fmall 
bay, entirely furrounded by rocks, fo that no Ihip 
fhould Mchor here if Jhe can poflibly avoid in 
We found, however, fufficient wood and water to 
keep up our ftock, muflels and limpets in plenty, 
fome good rock fiffr, and a few wild fowl, but 
celery and cranberries were very fcarce. This bay 
lies in latitude 53*' 37' S., longitude, by account, 
74^ 9' W. ; the variation is two points eafterly. 
The water rifcs and falls here about four feet, but 
the current always fets to the eaftward. We an-

This is a fmall 
bay, and like fcveral others in this Streight, en- 
tirely furrounded by rocks. The ground is very 
coarfe, and the cable of our bcft bower anchor 
was fo much rubbed, that wc were obliged to con- 
demn it, arid bend a new one. At this place there 
is a little wood, and plenty of good water, but the 
rocks render it very difficult of acccfs. No maa 
that itt% this part of the coaft, can cxpeft to find 
any kind of; rcfrefliment upon it; and indeed we 
caught nothing except a few rock-filb, with hook 
and line.

for the moft part ftrong gales, hazey weather, and 
heavy feas, fothat we were frequently brought un- 
der our courfes, and there was not a dry place ia 
the (hip for fome weeks together. 
Weanef.a*. At eight in the morning of the 2 ad, we had an 
obfervation, by which we found our longitude to 
be 95^ 46' W. and at noon, our latitude was 42^ 
24' S. and the variation, by azimuth, 11^ 6'E. 
Friday 24. By the 24th, the men began to fall down very 
faft in colds and fevers, in confequencc of the up- 
per works being open, and their clothes and beds 
continually wet.

The 
joy which every one on board felt at this difcovery, 
can be conceived by thofe only who have expc*- 
l^ienced the danger, ficknefs, and fatigue ^ fuch a 
voyage as we had performed.

brought to', and I fent Mr. Furneaux^ my fecond 
lieutenant^ my firft lieutenant bting very ill, with 
the boats mantled and armed, to the (bore. As ht 
approached it, we faw two canoes put off, and 
paddle away with great expedition towahds tht 
ifland that lay to leeward. At feven in the even* 
ing the boats returned, and brought with thenl 
fdveral cocoa-nuts, and a confiderable quantity of 
fcurvy^grafs i they brought alfb fome fiih*hookS| 
that were made of oyfter^ihells, and fome of the 
fliells of which they were made. They reported 
that ihey had feen none of the inhabitants, but 
had vifited three huts, of rather (heds, confifting 
only of a roof, neatly thatched with cocoa-nut and 
palm leaves, fupported upon pofts, and open all 
rounds They faw alfo feveral canoes buildings 
but found no frelh water^ nor any fruit but cocoa- 
nuts. They founded, but found no anchorage^ 
and it was with gre^t difficulty that they got on 
Ihofe, as the furf ran very high* Having re- 
ceived this account, I flood off and oil all night« 
and early the neit itiof nirtg, I fent the boats out whitftiniJay

As it would 
therefore anfwer no purpofe to continue here, I 
hoifted the boats in, and ftood away for the other 
ifland, which bore S. 22^ E. dillant about four 
leagues. The ifland which I now quitted, having 
whitfon- been difcovered on Whitfun-cvc, I called it Whit- 
sun Island. It is about four miles long, and 
three wide. Its latitude is 19^ 26^"$., and its lon- 
gitude, by obfervation, 137^ 56' W. 

When we came under the ke of the other ifland, 
I fent Lieutenant Furneaux, with the boats nnian- 
ned and armed, to the fliore, where I faw about 
fifty of the natives armed with long pikes, and 
feveral of them running about with fire-brands in 
their hands. I ordered Mr. Furneaux to go to 
that part of the beach where we faw the people, 
and endeavour to traffic with them for fruit and 
water, or whatever elfe might be ufeful; at; die 
fame time being particularly careful to give them 
no offence. I ordered him alio to employ the 
boats in founding for anchorage. About feven 
o'clock he returned, and told me that he could 
find no ground with the line, till he came within 
half a cable's length of the fliore, and that there it 
cdnfifted of ftiarp rocks, and lay very deep. 

As the boat approached the fliore, the Indians 
thronged down towards the beach, and put them- 

« felvcs 
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felves upon their guard with their long pikes, as if y^/* 
to difpute landing. Our men then lay upon their v-— ,,J,-j 
oars, and made figns of fricndlhip, (hewing at the ^^'^J^"^*^ 
fame time fevc ral ftrings of heads, ribands, knives, 
and other trinkets. The Indians ftill made fignsto 
our people that tbey Ihould depart, but at the fame 
time eyed the trinkets with a kind of wifhful cu- 
riofity. Soon after, fome of them advanced a few 
fteps into the fca, and our people making figns 
that they wanted cocoa nuts and water, fome of 
them brought down a fmall quantity of both, and 
ventured to hand them into the boat : the water 
was in cocoa-nut fliclls, and the fruit was ftrippcd 
of its outward covering, which is probably ufed 
for various purpofes. For this fupply they werq 
paid with the trinkets that had been fiiewed them, 
and fome nails, upon which they feemed to fet a 
mUch greater value. During this traffic, ^ne of 
the Indians found means to fteal a filk handker* 
chief^ in ^hich fome of our fmall merchandife was 
wrapped up, and carried it clear off, with its contents, 
fo dexteroufly, that no body obferved him. Our 
people made figns that a handkerchief had been 
ftolen, but they either could not, or would not 
Ainderftand them. The boat continued about the 
beach, founding for * anchorage, till it was dark ; 
and having many times endeavoured to perfuade 
the natives to bring down fome fcurvy-grafs^ with- 
out fuccefs, (he returned on board. 

I flood off and on with the fhip all night, and Monday m 
as foon as the day broke, I fent the boats again, 
with orders to make a landing, but without giving 
R 3 any 
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»7^^ my offence to th^ native^ that coul4 poflSbiy be 
I — !v!!,^ avoided. When our bo^ts c^me near the ihore, the 
Mvuday a. Qfgc^j. was greatly furprifcdtp fccfevcn large canoes, 
with two ftout mafts in each, lying j^uft iu ibe fucf, 
with all the inhabitants upon the beach, re^y t^ 
embark. They macje fign^ to our peopk %o go 
higher up ; they readily coipiplied^ a^ as {q(» afii 
they went afliore, a\\ the Iiikdian^ embarked^ and 
failed away to the weftward, being 301^^ by two 
other canoes at the weft end of the iflaod. AI^Qiat 
noon, the boats returned^ laden 'widi cQcoa-«»ts; 
palm- nuts, and fcui:vy^gfa£i. Mr. Furneaux, who 
commanded the expedition, told tsre that the In- 
dians had lelt nothing behind them but four or fiv« 
canoes. Hfe found a well of very good wdcer, 
and deicribed t4ia ifland as being fandy^ and lcv«l^ 
full of trees-, but without underwood, and abooad^ 
ing With fcurvy-gpai^. The canoes, wh'ich: (kei>rd 
about W. S. W. as long- as they couid^ be ieen frooi 
the n'mll-head, appeared' to be about thinty &e£ 
long, four feet broad, and three aod aor haif 
deep. Two q£ thefo being brought aibog^fidbof 
each other,, weie faftened together,, zt tba dtifcaiKie 
of about thnee &et a&mden,. by cro&. bsiu!n^ pair 
fing from the l&rboaad^ gtsiawalc of one^ ta the 
ftarboard gunwale of' the octher, m the middle: aod 
neartoqach end; 

1'he inhabitants of thi& inland were of a nikUfe 
ftature, and dark complexion, with laag black 
hair, which hqng liDo(b over their fhouldeio* The 
men were well made, and the women handfomQ 
Their clothing wa9 ^. kind of (soarie cloth or m^ 

ting, 
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ting, which ^as faftened about their middle, and '767. 
feerrtcd capable of being brought up round their ■_ "-^' * 

fhoXllderS, . Monday J. 

Iti the afternoon, I fent Lieutenafit Furheiux 
ijv'ith the boats again On Ihore, He had with him 
a mate and twenty men, who were to make a roll- 
ing way for getting the cafl<s dbwn to the beach 
from the well. I gave orders that he (hould take 
pofleffion of the ifland; in the name of King 
George the Third, and give it the name of QtrEEN Qg^*" ,^ 
Charlotte's Island, in honour of hct Majefty. ifl«i<i. 
The boats returned freighted with COcoa-nuts and 
fcurvy-grafs, and the officer told me that he had 
found two more wells of good water, not far from 
the beach, j was at this time very ill, yet I went 
afliore wrth the furgebn, and feveral of the people, 
who were efifeebled by the fcurvy, to take a walk. 
I found the wclk fo convenient, that I left the 
mate and twenty men on fhore to fill water, and 
ordered a w-eek's provilions to be fent them from 
the ftiip, they being already furnifhed with arms 
and ammunition. In the evening I returned on 
board, with the furgeon and the fick, leaving only 
the watercrs on Ihore. As we had not been able 
to find any anchorage, I flood oflr and on all night.. 

In the morning, I fent all the empty water cafks Tucfday 9. 
on Ihore : the furgeon and the fick were z\h fent 
for the benefit of another airing, but I gsvt them 
ftrift orders that they fhould keep near the Watei^- . 
fide, and in the fhade ; that they fhould not pull 
do*^n 6t injui'e any of the houfes, nor,- for the fakebf 
the fruit, deftroy the cocoa trees, which I appointed 
R 4 proper 
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1767. proper perfons to climb. At noon, the rolling* 
I ,^-1^ way being made, the cutter returned laden -with 



Tjiefday 9. y^.^^^j.^ ^ut it was With great difficulty got oflf the 
beach, as it is all rock, and the furf that breaks 
upon it, is often very great. At four, 1 received 
another boat-load of wa;:er, and a frefli fupply of 
cocoa-nuts, palm-nuts, and fcuryy-grafs; the fur- 
geon alfo returned with the (ick men, who received 
much benefit from their walk. The n^xt morn- 

Wcdnef.io ing, as foon as it was light, I 4ifpatched orders to 
the mate, to fend all the water that was filled on 
board, and to be ready to come ofi^ with his people 
when the boats Ihould return again, bringing with 
them as many cocpa-nufs, and ^s much fcurvy- 
grafs, as they cquld procqre, Aboyt eight o'clock? 
all the boats and people came op board, with the 
water and refrelbments, but the cutter, iq coming 
off, (hipped a fea, which ^Imoft filled her with water: 
the barge W4s happily n^ar enough to s^BxSt her, by 
taking great part of her crew on board, while the 
reft freed her, without any other damage than the 
lofsof the cocoa-nuts, and greens that wcreon board. 
At noon, I hoifted the boats in, and there being 
^ great fea, with a dreadful furf rolling iq upon 
the fliore, and no anchorage, I thought it prudent 
to leave this place, with fuch refrefhments as we 
had got. The people who had reQded on ihore, 
faw no appearance pf nietal of any kind, butfeve- 
ral tpols, which were made of fhells and ftones, 
ih^rpened and lotted into handles, like adzes, 
chiffels, and awls. They faw feveral canoes build- 
ings which ^rc formed of planks, fcwcd tpgethcy, 
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and faftcncd to feveral fmall timbers, that pafs 1767. 
^ranfverfely along the bottom and up the fides, .^""l',^ 
They faw feveral repof\tories of the dead, in ^'^"^•**- 
'which the body was left to putrefy under a canopy, 
' ^jid not put into the gfound. 

When we failed, we left a union jack flying up- 
on the ifland, with the (hip's name, the time of our 
being here, and an account of our taking pofieiHon 
of this place, and Whitfun Ifland, in the name of 
his Britannic Majefty, cut on a piece of wood, and 
in the bark of feveral trees. We alio left fome 
hatchets, nails, glafs bottles, beads, fliilUngs, flx- 
pcnces, and halfpence, as prefents to the natives, 
and an atonement for the difl:urbance we had 
given them. Queen Charlotte's Ifland is about 
(ix miles long, and one mile wide, lies in latitude 
19^ 18' S., longitude, by obfcrvation, 138*^4' W.; 
and we found the variation here to be 4^ 46' E. 

We made fail with a fine breeze, and about one 
o'clock, faw an ifland W. by S., Queen Charlotte's 
Ifland, at this time bearing £. by N. diflant 15 
miles. At half an hour after three, we were with- 
in about three quarters of a mile of the eafl: end of 
the ifland, and ran clofe along the fliore, but had 
no foundings. The eaft and weft ends are joined 
to each other by a reef of rocks, over which the fea 
breaks into ^ lagoon, in the middle of the ifland, 
which, therefore, had the appearance of two iflands, 
and feemed to be about fix miles long, and four 
broad. The whole of it is low land, full of trees, 
but we faw not a fingle cocoa-^nut, nor any huts : 
yrc found, however, at the weftcrmoft end, all the 

canocsi 
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1767. noes and people/who had RtA^ vtt ottf ^pproacli, 
^J^^} from Qiicen Charlotte's Ifldnd, titid fome iitott. 
Wedfief.io. yf^ countcd eight double canoes, and about four- 
fcore people, nfen, womeny' and children. The 
canoes were drawn upon the beach^ thfc i^otntn 
and children were placed near them, and the men 
advanced with their pikes and firebrands, rHakirfg 
a great noife, and dancing iti a Grange m^nnefr. 
We obfcrved that this ifland was fandy, and that 
under the trees there was nO' verdure. As the 
fliore wa& every Where rotky, scs there wa* ho an- 
chorage, and as we had no proipeft off obtaimng 
any refrefhment here, I fitt fail a€ £fx o'clock in the 
evenings froth this ifldnd, to which I gave the 
igmont naoie of EcmaNx Island, in honour of the EafrJ

of Egncjont, who was then firft Lord of ch* Ad- 
miralty. It lies iit latiiude 19^? id' S., longitisfde^ 
by obfervatioii^ i|8^ £</ W. 
Timrfd.ii. At ontf o'cfeck, on the lich, "we faw^ Ait ifland 
in the W. S. W^ and flood for it* At fo* iii the 
afternoon, we were within a quarter of a iftile of 
the (horc^ and ran along it, fdiSnding confiftual- 
ly, but could get no ground- It i^ furl«)undcd 
on every fide by rocks, on which the fea breaks 
very high. It is full of tiieesy but not one cocoa- 
nut, and has much the fame ap|)earante wiflh £g- 
mont Ifland,: but is much narrower. Am6ng the 
rocks, at the weft end, we faw about ftotstn tf 
the natives, but no canoes*: they carried lon]g]^«s 
or poles in their handls, and feemed to be, iA eveity 
r6fpe£t,the fame kind of pebpte thatwe hadfeenibfe- 
fore. As nothing was to be had here, and it h>m 
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very hard, I made foil till -eight in the eycnkig, 
^nd thea brought to. To this iOand, which is 
^bout fix miles Iqng, aod from one mile to one'^^"^'** 
€)\2Mter of a ixule broad, I ga^ve the name of 
Gi.ou€£6T£a Island, in hoootir of his Royal Jj,^^^*''*'^ 
JHLighnefs the EHike. It lies in latitude 19^ i i^ S., 
and longitude, by obfervation, 140^ 4' W. 

At five Q*clock in the morning, we made fail,r'M«y«^ 
0Ad fooa after faw another ifland. At 10 o'clock, 
the weather being tempcftuous, with much rain^ 
we faw a long leef, with breakers on each fide of 
the ifland, and thereibris brought the fhip to, wick 
her head off the ikore. To this iAand, which lies 
in latitude 19^ i&' &, longitude, by obfervatiom 
140^ 36r W., I gave the name ai CuMBEKikAi/D cumbcritnd 
1st Ay u^ ift konouref his Royal Highnefs the Duke. 
It lies low, and is about the fame &ze as Queea 
Chai^te'a Iflaiadv We found the yariatk>n of the 
noedk Itere to be 9"" 10' E. As: I had no hos^id of 
finding any refreihment here, I ftood on to- the

As day-break, on Saturday tke igjth, we foiwsatard«i3^ 
anA^hec fmall k)w ifland,, in the N. N» W» right to 
windwardk/c It had die appearance of fmall flat 
keysi. This place I caUed> Prjn;cb: William P"n«^*'- 
Uenilt's IsbAND, in* honour of his Majisfty'$ry*sinuid. 
third ibov It Ues> in ladcude 19*^ S., longitude, by 
ebfrrvatioo, 11411^ 6' W. I made no- ftay here, 
hopkigr that to the weftwasd I Ihould find higher 
iBnd^.whem the fliip might come to an aAckorii 
md iiioh; refittfhmnta ^ we wanted, he pro«- 
(cumd; 

2 Soon 
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1767. Soon after day-light, on the 17th, wc faw^ lani^ 
«^...^^!lL» bearing W. by N. and making in a fmall round' 
^•^•^* '7* hummock. At noon, when it bore N, 64. Vf. 
diftant about five leagues, its appearance greatfy 
rcfembled the Mewftone in Plymouth Sound, but 
It feemed to be much larger. We found the fhip 
this day, 20 miles to the northward of her reckon- 
ing, which I imputed to a great S. W. fwell. 

At five in the evening, this ifland bore N. W. 
diftant about eight miles. I then hauled the wind, 
and ftood on and ofi^ all night. At ten, we faw a 
light upon the fliore, which, though the ifland was 
fmall, proved that it was inhabited, and gave us 
hopes that we fliould find anchorage near it. We 
obferved with great pleafure, that the land was 
very high, and covered with cocoa trees j a furc 
fign that there was water. 
Thurfl. i«. The next morning, I fent Lieutenant Forneaux 
to the fliore, with the boats manned and armed, 
and all kinds of trinkets, to eftablifli a traflic with 
the natives, for fuch refrelhment as the place would 
aSbrd. I gave him orders alfo to find, if pofllble, 
an anchoring-place for the fliip. While we were 
getting out the boats, feveral canoes piiH oflTfrom 
the ifland, but as ibon as the people on board faw 
them make towards the fliore, they put back. At 
noon, the boats returned, and brought with them 
a pig and a cock, with a few plantains and cocoa* 
nuts. Mr. Furneaux reported, that he had feen at 
leafl: an hundred of the inhabitants, and believed | 
there were many more upon the ifland ; but that 
having been ^11 roiind it^ he could find no anchor- | 

age, 
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r, nor fcarcely a landing place for the boat. 'T^?- 
W^hen he reached the (hore, he came to a grip- u-iv-i^i 
pling, and threw a warp to the Indians upon the '^^^'^^^ '•• 
be:ach, who caught it and held it faft. He then 
began to converfe with them by figns, and obfervcd 
that they had no weapon among them, but that 
feme of them had white fticks, which feemed to 
be enfigns of authority, as the people who bore 
them kept the reft ofthe natives back. In return 
for the pig and the cock, he gave them fomc beads, 
a iooking-glais, a few combs, with feveral other 
trinkets, JSind a hatchet. The women, who had 
been kept at a diftance, as foon as they faw the 
trinkets, ran down in a crowd to the beach, with 
great eagernefs, but were foon driven away by the ^ 

men, at which they cxprefled much difappoint- 
ment and vexation. While thi§ traffic was car- 
rying on, a man came fecretly round a rock, and 
diving down, took up the boat's grappling, and 
at the fame time the people on (hore who held 
the warp, made an effort to draw her into the 
furf. As foon as this was perceived by the people 
on board, they fired a mu(ket over the man's head 
who had taken, up the grappling, upon which he 
inftantly let it go, with marks of great terror and 
aftoniftimcnt •, the people on fhore alfo let go the 
rope. The boats after this, lay fome time upon 
their oars, but the officer finding that he could get 
nothing more, returned on board. Mr. Furneaux 
told me, that both the pien and women were cloth- 
ed, and he brought a piece of their cloth away 
with him. The inhabitants appeared to him to 

be 
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"^Yl^ be more numerous than the ifland could fup] 
v^.^,^^> and for this reafon, efpecially as he faw ibaie l£ 
TA«rii.ig. ^Qybj^ canoes upon the beach, he imagined theiel 
were iflands of larger extent, not far diftant, wheitj 
refreihmentt in greater plenty might be procurec^ 
and hoped that they might be lefs difficult of' 
accefs* As I thought this a reafonable conjefturcv 
I hoifted in the boats, and determined to run far- 
ther to the weftward. To this place, which is 
nearly circular, and about two miles over, I gave 
ofnaburgh the name of Osnabvrgh Island, in honour of 

Iflafid. 

Prince Frederick, who is bifhop of that fee. ]f 
lies in latitude 17^ 51' S*, and longitude 147^ 30' 
W* s the variation here was 7^ 10' £•

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An Account of the Vtfcovery of King George 
the Third^s Ijlandy or Otaheite^ and offsHje^ 
ral Incidents which happened both on board 
the Ship^ and on Shore. * 

AT two o'clock, the fame day, we bore away, 1767. 
and in about half an hour, difcovered very . J^*; ^ 
high land in the W. S. W. At feven in the even- Tharfl. it. 
ing, Ofnaburgh Ifland bore E. N. E. and the new 
difcovered land, from W- N. W. to W. by S. As 
the weather was thick and fqually, we brought to 
for the night, or at kaft till the fog fhould break 
away. At two in the morning, it being very clear, Friday 19. 
we made fail again 5 at day-break we faw the land, 
at about five leagues diftance, and fteered direftly 
for it; but at eight o'clock, when we were clofe 
under it, the fog obliged us again to lie to, and 
when it cleared away, we were much furprifed to 
find ourfelves furrounded by fome hundreds of 
canoes. They were of different fizes, and had qji 
board different numbers, from one to ten, fo that 
in all of them together, there could not be lefs 
than eight hundred people. When they came 
within piftol fliot of the (hip, they lay by, gazing 
at us with great aftonifliment^ and by turns con- 
ferring with each other. In the mean time We 
fhewed them trinkets of various kinds, and invited 
them on board. Soon after, they drew together, 

and 
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"7^7. and held a kind of council, to determine wh« 
i^.-^^!L^ fhould be done : then they all paddled round ths 
^«^ay '9- fi^ip^ making fiigns of friendfhip, and. one of then 
holding up a branch of the plantain tree, made a 
fpeech that lafted near a quarter of an hour, and 
then threw It into the fea. Soon after, as we con- 
tinued to make Cgns of invitation, a fine, ftou:, 
lively young man ventured on board : he came up 
by the mizen chains, and jumped out of the 
Ihrouds upon the top of the awning. We made 
ligns to him to come down upon the quarter-deck, 
and handed up fome trinkets to. him : he looked 
pleafed, but would accept of nothing till fome of 
the Indians carae along-fide, and after much talk, 
threw a few branches of plantain tree on board the 
fliip, he then accepted our prefents, and feveral 
others very ibon came on board, at different parts 
of the fhip, not knowing the proper entrance. As 
one of thefe Indians wa3^ (landing near the gang* 
way, on the larboard fide of the quarter-^dcck^ one 
of our goats butted him upon the haunches : be- 
ing furprifed at the blow, he turned haftily about, 
andfaw the goat raifed upon his hind*legs, ready to 
repeat the blow. The appearance of this animal, 
fo different from any h^ had ever feen, ftruck him 
with fuch terrpr, that he inftantly leaped over- board ; 
and all the reft, upon feeing what had happened, 
followed his example with the utmoft precipita- 
tion : they recovered, however, in a fhort time, 
from their fright, and returned on board. After 
having a little reconciled them to our goats and 
(heep, I fhewed them our hogs and poultry, and 

they 
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'*Xiey itamediately made figns that they had fuch »767- 
fuiinnals as thefe. I tl^n diftributed trinkets and i^JI^Lj 
nails among them, and made figns that they (hould ^'^^"^ "*• 
^> on Ihore and bring ns fome of their hog?, 
fowls and fruit, but they did n^t fbem to under-" 
fland my meaning t they were, in tibe mean time, 
watching an opportunity to fieal ibme of the things 
that happened to lie in their way, buc we generally 
deteded them in the attempt. At laft, however^ 
.one of the midlhipmen h^pened to come where 
they were (landing, with a new laced bat upon bis 
head,, and began, to talk to one of them by figns : 
while he was thus engaged^ another of them came 
befabd him, and fuddenly fnaiching olf the bat, 
leaped over the taffarel into the fea,^ ^tnd fwam 
^waywith it. 

As we had no anchorage here, we ftood along 

the &ore, fending the boats at the lame time to 

foundrat a lefs dfftance. As none of thefe canoes 

'had faiis, they could not keep up with us, and 

'therefore foon paddled back towards the ^ore. 

The country has the moft delightful and romantic 

appeariince that can be imagined: towards the fea 

it is level, and is covered with fruit trees of various , 

kinds, particularly the cocoa-nut. Among thefe are 

the houfes of the inhabitants, confiding only of a 

roof, and at a diftance having greatly the appearance 

of a long barn. The country within, at about the 

diftance of three niiles, rifes into lofty hills, that 

are crowned with wood, and terminate in peaks, 

from which large rivers are precipitated irito the 

fca. We faw no Ihoals, but found the ifland

flcirtcd by a reef of rocks, through which ttiere ait 
feveral openings into cfccp watcn About three 
yHdayi9. Q»c]ock in the afternoon, we brought to, ai^breaft 
of a large bayi wheife there was art appescrance of 
anchorage.* The boats wei'e immibdiately fent to 
found it, and while they were thus employed^ I 
obferved a great number of canoes gather round 
them. I fiifpefted that the Indians had a defign 
to attack ihcm, and as I was very defirolis t^ pre- 
vent mifchief, 1 made the fignal for the boats to 
come on board, and at the fame time, to intimi^ 
date the Indians, I fifed a hine pounder over their 
heads. As foon as the cutter began to ftand to- 
wards the fhip, the Indians in their canoes, thot^h 
they had been ftartled by the thunder of our nine 
pounder, endeavoured to cut her off. The boat, 
however, failing fafter than the canoes could 
paddle, foon got clear of thbfe that were about 
her; but feme others, that were full of men, way- 
laid her In her eourfe,. and threw feveral (tones 
into her,' which wounded fome of the people 
Upon this, the officer on board fired a mufquet, 
loaded with buck-fhot, at the man who threw the 
firft ftone, and wounded him in the (houldcp. The 
reft of the people in the canoe, as foon as tb^y 
perceived their companion wounded, leapt into 
the fea, and the other eanqes paddled away in- 
great terror and confufion. As foon as the boats 
reached the (hip, they were feoifted on board, and 
juft as (he was about to ftand on, we obferved a 
large canoe, under fail, making after us, A^ I 
thought Ihe might h^ve fome Chief on board,, or 

might 
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hrftxghc have been difpatched to bring me a meflag^ 17^7* 
From IcMne Ghiefi I determined to wait for hen •^r^^ 
SKeiaikd very faft^ and was foon along-fide of the ^^n^y«9- 
ftiip* but we did not obferve among thofe on 
board, any one tbat feemed to have an authority. 
over ther^ft. One of. them, however,, ftood up, 
und haviog made a fpeech, which continued about 
fi\re minutes, threw. op board a branch of the plan-» 
tain. tree. We underfiood this to be. a token of 
p»eace, and we returned it, by handing over one of 
the branches of plantain that had been left on 
board by our firll vidtors: with this and fome 
toys, that were afterwards prefcnted to him, he ap- 
peared to be much gratified, and after a fhoit time» 
wentawayi 

The officers who had been fcnt out with ths 
boats, informed me that they had founded clofe to 
the reef, and found as great a depth of water as at 
the other iflands: however, as I was now on the 
weather fide of the ifland, I had reafon to expcft 
anchorage in running to leeward. I therefore 
took this courfe, but finding t^reakers that ran off 
to a great diftance from the fouth-end of the ifland, 
I hauled .the wind, and continued turning to wind- 
ward all night, in order to run down on the eaft 
fide of the ifland. 

At five o'clock in the morning, we made fail, satwd. a«4 
the land, bearing N. W. by W. diftant lo leagues % 
and there feemed to be land five leagues beyond 
it, to the N. E. I a remarkable* peak, like a fugar 
loaf, bore N. N. E. when we were about two 
leagues from ihe fhore, which afforded a mod 
S 2 delightful 
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17^7* ddighc£al ptt»fpe&v ^ ^^ &U of houfes and inM 
^-^,-po kobitancs- Wc faw feveral large canoed near dio 
'■'^* ^ fhore, under fail^ but they did not fteer towards the 
^ flrip» At nooni^ we were within two or three mifes 

of the iflamd) and it then bore from S. 4 W. to N-^ 
W. by N. We continued odr courfe along. the 
fiiorey fometimes at the diftance of half a mitey and 
ibinetimes at th6 dMbaUce of fouf or fiire mSes, 
but hitheirfo had got no founding^. At fix o'elocti 
in the evening, we wire abreaft of a fine river, 
and thfc coaft hating a better appearance here thai! 
m any other part that we had feen, I determined to 
ftahd oft and on all night, and try fot anchorage irt 
the morning. As fot)ri as it was dark, we hw a 
great number of lights all along the fbd^e. At 
fiifiday ai. d^y-brcak, we fent oitt the boats to found, and 
foon after, they made the fighal for 2a fathom. 
This produced an uniVtrfeljoy, whkh it is not 
eafy to defcribe, and we immediately ran in, aiid 
came to an anchor in 17 fathom, with a dear 
Jandy bottom. We lay about a mild diftant from 
the fliofe, oppofite to a fine run of Water ; the ex- 
tremes of the land bearing from E. S. E. tb N. W. 
by W. As foc5n as we had fecured the fliip,* I 
" fent the bdats to found along the coaft, and look at 
the place where we faw the water. At this time, a 
'* tfonfrderablc nwmbef of canoes eanle dff to the 

(hip, and brought with them hogs, fowls-, a^ fruit 
in great plfcnty, wMch We purchafed for inrinkets 
and nails. But when the boat^ neiade towards the 
fliore, the canoes, moft of whkb were double,, and 
rery large, failed after them. At firftthey kept

aad carried aw^ ber iDMt^rigger, the Indians pr^ 
paritig at the feme tirpe to boa^d ha*, ^ith their 
cldbs and paddles in dieir hands* Our people be- 
ing thm preflfedj were obliged to fire, by which one 
of die a0aiiants was ktlMi and another muck 
wounded. Upon teeeivHig the fiiot, they both 
fell oyerboard, and aH the people who wer^ in the 
fame canoe, infftantly leaped into the fea after 
l^em: the ^her two canoes dropped a-ftern, and 
our boats went on without any farther interruption. 
As foon as the Indians, who were in the water, faw 
that the boat« <ftood on without attempting to do 
them any farther hurt, they recovwed theif canoe, 
and hauled in thek woonded CQmpanian&. They 
(et tbem bioxh upon t^tir feet (6 fte if th^y cOi3>)4 
jland^ aind finding they os^i^d n^t^ they tried whe-^ 
ther they could ftt upright : one ^rf" tlhem could>. 
and hioi they fupfxvted in that poftui^ but par^ 
ceivingthat i;he odser was quit^ dead, *they l«d the 
body alon^ at the bottom of the canoe. Aftei? 
this bfx^ of the canoes went afhoye, and oithers 
retfumed i9gaie to the fbip, to, ^a|Bc, which da a 
proof that our coodtKul^ had ^coevinced them l^at 
wlwle they behaved peaceably they bad nothing td 
fear, and that they wcne wnfciou$ t?hfy had brought 
the naifchiefj wbioh had juft hs^pj^ened, upon tbem-^ 
^Ives. 

The boats continued founding tiH noon, whea 
%h^ retw-ned with an accoi^nt that the groiind waa. 

^3. ^^""i: 
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\^J* ^^^ clear, th^t it was at the depth of five fathom; 
t,.J!^.!l-j within a quarter of a mile of the fliore, but that 
suafayai. ^j^^^ was a veiy great furf where we had feen the 
water. The officers told me, that the inhalHtants 
fwarmed upon the beach, and that mafny of them 
fwam off to the boat with fruit, and bamboos filled 
with water. They faid that they were very ipa- 
porcunate with them to come on fliore, particu^ 
larly the women, who came down to th^ beach, 
and (tripping themfelves naked, endeavoured tQ 
allure them by many wanton geftures, the n^an- 
ing of which could not poffibly be miftak^m A% 
this time, however, our people refiftcd thf > tetnptn 
ation. 

In the afternoon, I fent the boats again to the 
Ihore, with fome barecas-, or fmall calks, which 
are filled at the head, and have a handle by which 
they are carried, to endeavour to procure ibme 
water, of which we began to be in great want. 
In the mean time many of the canoes continued 
about the fiiip, but the Indians had been guilty of 
fo' many thefts, that I would not fufierany more 
of them to come on board. 

At five in the evening, the boats returned with 
only two barecas of water, which the natives had 
|]illed for them ; and as a compenfation for theii: 
trouble, ihey thought fit to detain all the reft. 
Our people, who did not leave iheir boat, tried 
every expedient they could think of to induce the 
Indians to return their water veflels, but without 
fuccefsj and the Indians, in their turn, were very 
preffing for our people to come on Ihpre, which

ithcy thought* it prudent to decline. There were >767. 
xnany thoufands of the inhabitants of both fexes, -, "^'„f 
3Jnd a great number of children on the beach, when 
^\ir boats came away. 

The next morning, I fcnt the boats on Ihore Wo"^*y«?» 
again for water, with nails, hatchets, and fuch 
other things as I thought moft likely to gain the 
fricj)dfliip pf the inhabitants. In the mean time^ 
a great number of canoes c^me off to the fhip, 
with bread-fruit*, plantains, a fruit refembling an 
^pple, only tetter, fowls, and hogs, which we pur-* 
chafed with beads, nails, knives, and othef articles 
Qf the like kind, fo that we procured pork enough 
to ferve the ihip*s company two days, at a pQupd * 
pian. 

When the boat? returned, they brought us only 
a few calibaihes of water, for the number of 
people on the beach was fo great, that they would 
not venture to land, though the young women re- 
peated tlv? allurements which, they had praftifed 
the day before, with Aill mora wanto% and, if 
poffibJe^ lefs equivocal gcftqres. Frujt and pror 
vifioos of various kinda were brought down, and 
ranged upoathe beach, of which our people were 
alfa invited to partake, as aa additional induce- 
ment for them to leave the boat. Th^ conti« 
nued, however^ inexoirabli?, and fhewing the In.^ 
dians the barecas. on board, made figns that they 
{hould bring' down thofe which had been detained 
the day before :. to thk the Indians were inexorn

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1767- ablcin their turn, and our people therefore ivei^ied 
^^°°'- * their grapplings, and founded all round die pilace^ 
Monday 2». |q j^ whether the fliqp could come in near enDi^;h 
to cover the waterers, in which cafe they might; 
venture on Ibbre, in defiance of the ii^hole ifl^d. 
When they put ofF^ the women pelted them witfe 
apples and bananas^ ihouting, and (hewing everjp 
mark of derifion and contempt that they could 
devife. They repcurted, that the (hip might rtde 
in foui^ fathom water, with fandy ground, at two 
cables' length from the (hore, and in five fathom 
watet at three cables* length. The wind here 
blew Tight along the fliore, railing a great furf 011 
the fide, of the yeffel, and on the beach. 
Tuefday»3. At day-brcak, the next morning, we weighccU 
with a defign to anchor off the watering-place. 
As we were ftanding off, to get farther to wind- 
ward, we difcoVered a bay about fix or eight tnile^ 
to leeward, over the land, from the nuft-head^ 
and imn^diaDely bore away for it, fending the boats 
a«-head to found* At nine o'clock, (he boat^ 
making the fignal for 12 fathom, we hauled round 
a reef, and ftood in, with a defign to come to zx\ 
anchor ( but when we came near the boats, one of 
whic3i was on each bovK, the ihip ftruck. Her 
head continued imnsovable, but her ftern wa^ 
frde ; ^nd, upon cafting the lead„ we found tbc 
depth of water, upon the reef or ihoal» to be from 
17 fathom CO two and a half: we clewed all up 
as faft as poflible, and clesmed the (hip of what 
lumber there happened to be upon the deck, at 
the fame time getting out the long-boat, with thq 

. -, ftream 
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ftream aad loedge anchor^ the ilream cable ind i?^7« 
Iiaufer, in order to carry theip without the reef^ui^^w. 
tbat: when they had taken groucid, the flup might '^'^*^^^^«' 
Ibe drawn off towards them, by applying a great 
fov<:iC to the capftern, but unhappily without the 
reef we had no botton^. Our coiviition wa$ now 
very alarming, tl^ fiup continued beatit^ againft . 
the rock with great force, and we were furrouoded 
l>y many hundred cano^ full of mefi : they did 
-p&tt however, attempt to come on board u^, buc 
£bemed to wait in expedation of our lhipwreck« 
In t^ afixiety and terror of fuch a fituation we 
continued near an hour, without being able to do 
any thing for our deliverance, except ftaving fome. 
"water caflcs in the £3re-bo}d, when a breeze hap-^ 
pily springing up from the fiiore, the fliip's hea4 
fwung off, We immediately preffled her with all' 
the fail we could makei> upon which ihe begaa 
to move, and was very Ibon once mone ta.doep 
wato*. 

We now ftood off, and the boats being fenl to 
leeward, found th?utthe reef ran down tp the weft* 
waid about, a miJe and a Half^ a^d that beyond it 
there wa? a very good harbour. The nwfter, 
after having placed a boat at the end of the rce4 
and f^rniihed the long-bc^t with anchor and 
haufers, and a guard tso defend her from an ati;4ck 
Qf the Indians, ^ame on board, and piloted the 
0iip. rovwjd the reef into the .harbour, where, 
^bout twelve o'clock, (he came to an anchor in 
17 fathQai wat"er, wifh a fin^ bottom of black 

The 
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1767* The place where the ihip ftruck appeared, upoB 
j^^^^!^ farther examination, to be a reef of fharp coral 
^«tt7»3' rock, with very unequal foundings, ffom fix fa^ 
thorn to two; and it happened unfortunately to 
lie between the two boats that were placed as a 
direftion to the (hip, the weathermoft boat hav^ 
ing 12 fathom, and the leewardmoft nine. Tho 
wind frefliened almoft as fpon as we got offy and 
though it foon became calm again, the furf ran fo 
high, and broke with fuch violence upon the rock, 
that if the (hip had continued faft half an hour 
longer, ftie muft inevitably have been beaten to 
pieces. Upon examining her bottom, we could 
not difcover that fhe had received any damage^ 
except that a fmall piece was beaten off the bottom 
of her rudder. She did not appear to admit any 
water, but the trufsle-trees, at the head of all the 
mails, were broken fliort, which we fuppoied ta 
have happened while fhe yras beating againft the 
rock. Our boats loft their grapplings upon the 
Feef, but as we had reafon to hope that the fhip 
was found, they gave us very little concem. As 
foon as the fhip was fecured, I fent the mafter^ 
with all the boats manned and sirmed, to found 
the upper part of the bay, that if he found good . 
anchorage we might warp the (hip up within the 
reef, and anchor her in fafcty. The weather was 
now very pleafant, a great number of canoes were 
upon the reef, and the fliore yr^ crouded with 
people. 

About four in ;he afternoon the matter return- 
ed, and reported, that t;here was every where good 

anchorage ^ 



jawcHoragc; I therefore determined to warp the '767? 
Ifcip up the bay early in the morning, and in the i-J!^^ 
mean time^ I put the people at four watches, one^**^^*?* 
'^eiratch to be always under arms; loaded and 
X>t'imed all the guns, fixed mufquetoons in all the 
1zK>a.ts, and ordered all the people who were not 
\ipon the watch, to repair to the quarters afligned 
"^l^em, at a moment's warning, there being a great 
x^^imixrr of canoes, ibme of them very large, and 
S'viU of men, hovering upon the Ihore, and many 
ibnaller venturing, to the fhip, with hogs, fowls, 
;i.nd fruit, which we purchafed of them, much to 
the fatisfaAiqo of both parties *, ^nd at fun-^fet, all 
^he canoes sowed in to the (hqre. 

. At fix o'clock the next morning, we began to wedaeCa^i 
^arp the (hip up the harbour, and foon after, 
a great number of canoes came under 'her ftern. 
As I perceived that they had hogs, fowls, and fruit 
an board, I ordered the gunner, and two midfhip-r 
men, to purchafe them for knives, nails, beads, 
and other trinkets, at the fame time prohibiting 
the trade to all other perfons on board. By eight 
o'clock, the number of canoes was greatly in- 
Gseafed, and thofe that came laft up were double, 
of a very large fize, with twelve or fifteen ftout 
men in each. I obferved, with fome concern, that 
they appeared to be furnifhcd rather for war thaa 
trade, having vecy little on board except round 
pebble ftones ; I therefore fent for Mr. Fgrneaux, 
my firft lieutenant, being ftill very ill, and ordered 
him ta keep the fourth watch conftantly at thei^ 
^p^p, whUe ;he feft of the peopje were warping the 

fhip, 
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fk^. In the tp^sin time mone caaocs werecoaB« 
tiAvally coming off from rh€ ihoFe^ which wez^ 
iM#«A«4 freighted very dificrcmly from the reft, for they 
bad ofi iM]iard a autnber of women wIk> were 
placed in a row» and who, when they came near^ 
the fhip9 made aU the waafeon gefturca i^at can^ 
lie conceived. While thefe kdies were praftifia^ 
their ailqrements, the large canoes, which were: 
fi^igbted with ftoaes, drew f o^|;faer very dofb 
round the fhip, fome of the men on boafd finging; 
in a hoarfe voif e, fome blowing conchs, $nd icmo 
playing on a flute. After fame time, a mm who 
fat upon a canopy that was fixed on one of tJie 
large double canoes, made figns chat he wiAied tat 
conie up to the (htp*^ fide-, i immediately intt^ 
mated my confent, and when he came along-^bde„ 
he gave one of the men a bunch of red and yellow 
feathers, making figns thait he ihould carry it ta 
me. I received it with expneiSons of aodty, and^ 
immediately got iome trinkets to prefenc him ia 
return, but to my grcat furprife he had put off t<x 
a little diftance from the fliip, and tipon his throw- 
ing up the branch of a cocoa-nut tree, thei^ was 
an univerfal fhout from all the canqes, wJiich at; 
once moved towards the ihip, and a ihower of 
Hones was poured into her on every fide^ A$ ai^ 
attack was now begun, in which our arms pnlji 
could render us fuperior to the mulditude ^a| 
affailed us, efpecially as great part of the fiiip'a 
company was in a fick and feeble condition, I 
ordered the guard to fire; two of the quarter-deck 
guns^ which. I had loaded with fmall ftiot, were

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ml£» fited Bcarfy at th» feme ume^ and the Indiftflft '767. 
appeared to be thrown into kaxx c^nfufion : in a uJ!^!^-^ 
fe^v^ Hiinu^, however^ they renewed the attack, ^•*^*** 
^LtxA all cmr people that were able to come upoa 
deek^ having hf diia time got to their quart^rs^ 
I ordered ihem to fire the great guns^ and to^ pbif 
£btnc 0f them conftantly at a pkte on fliore^ where 
a great number of canoes were ftill taking in men^ 
And pufhing off towardi the Mp wkh. the> ucmoft 
expedition* When the great guiis began^ to fit^ 
tihere were not kfs^ thaft three hundi^ed canoed 
about the ffaipv having on bbaird at kaft two thou* 
iand inen.^ Hlany thoufetids Were a)fi> upon the 
Ihore, and more canoes coming from every quar- 
ter*, the firiflg, however, foon drove away the 
canoes that were about the Mp^ Md put a ftop to 
tile eonting ofFof others* As Ibon as Ifaw fome 
^f, them retreating) and the reft quiet^ I ordered 
the firing to ceafe^ hoping that they were fuffi*- 
xiemly convinced of our Tuperiority, not to renew 
the conteft. In this, however, I was unhappily 
tniftaken : a gre^t number of the canoes that had 
been difperfed, foon drew together again, and lay 
feme time on their paddles, looking at the fhip 
from the diftartce of about a quarter 6f a mile> 
and dien fuddenly hoifting white ftreamerS) pulled 
towards the ihip^s ftem, and began again to throw 
Ibohes^ with great force aiid dexterity, by die help 
of.flflOfpBv from a confiderable diftance: each of 
fhele ikmes weighed about two pout^, and mia>-' 
.ny of them woliindcd the people on board, who 
wo^M have fuffered much more, if an awning had 

not 
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17^7' not been fpread over the whde deck to keep ou 

Tnne 

mJ-v^.i the funi^ and the hammocks placed m the nettings 
Woiiiir.s4' Aij i^g fgijje time fcveral oaooes well mffitiecf j Wert 
making towards the fhip*s bow,; having probably 
taken notice that no (hot had beeti fired from this 
part : I therefore ordered fome guns forward, to be 
well pointed and fired at thefe canoes ; at the fame 
time running out two guns abaft, and pointing 
them well at the canoes that were making the at- 
tack« Among the canoes that were coming to* 
ward the bow, there was one which, appeared to 
have fome Chief. 6n board, as it. was by .fignals 
made from her that the others had. been called to- 
gether : it happened that a ihot, fired from the 
guns forward, hit. this canoe fo full ^s to cyt it 
afunder. As fopn as this was pbferved by the 
' reft,, they difperfed with fuch hallc that in half an 
hour there was not a fingle canoe to be. feen ; the 
people alfo who had crouded the &ore, imme- 
diately fled over the hills with the utmoft precipi- 
tation. 

Having now no reafon to fear any further in- 
terruption, we warped the (hip up the harbour, 
, and by noon, we were not more than half a mile 
from the vpper part of the bay, within lefs than 
two cables* length of a fine river, and about two 
and a half of the reef We had here nine fathom 
water, and clofe to the fhore there were five. We 
moored the Ibip, and carried out the ftream an^ 
chor, with the two flirowd haufers, for a fpring, to 
keep the Ihip's broad- fide a-breaft of the river; 
we alfo got up and mounted the eight guns which 

had 
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itsKl been put into the hold. As foon as this f?^?* 
i^ras done, the boats were employed in found- *_ -°^._f 
ing all around the bay, and in examining theihore Wc<Ud;a4. 
iw^I^ere any of the inhabitants appeared, in order to 
dilcover, whether it was probable that they would 
^ive us any further ;difturbance. All the after- '^^"^^* ** 
jExoon, and part of the next morning, was fpeqt in 
xYxis lervice ; and about noon, the mafter returned, 
'^ivith a tolerable furvey of the place, and reported, 
t:1iat there were no canoes in fight ; that there was 
good landing on every part of the beach ; that 
^here was nothing in the bay from which danger 
«ould be apprehended, except the reef, and ^me 
rocks at the upper end, which appeared above 
water; and that the river, though it emptied 
itfelf on the Qther fide of the point, was frefla 
water. 

Soon after the mafter had brought me this ac-^ 
count, I fent Mr. Furneaux again, with all the 
boats manned and armed, the marines being alio 
put on board, with orders to land oppofite to our 
ilation, andfecurehimielf, under cover of the boats 
and the ihip, in the cleared ground he could find. 
About two o'clock the boats landed without any 
oppofition, and Mr. Furneaux ftuck up a ft:afr, upon 
which he hoifted a pendant, turned a turf, and 
took pofTefiion of the ifland in his Majefty's name, 
in honour of whom he called it King GfORCE 
THE Third's Island: he then went to the river, 
and tafted the water, which he found excellent, 
and mixing fome of it with rum, every man dranjc 
his Majcfty's health* While he was at the river, 

, which 
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1767- whicR wz% about t^^i^elve yards w4de, and fordablej 
xJ!^!Xi/ he faw <wa old met^ on the oppofite fide of k, who 
^"**'*s- perceiving that thejr w«e difcovered^ put them- 
felres in a ruppticasory pofture^ and feemed to be 
in great terrw and confufion. Mr. Furneaux 
made figns that they ihould come over the river, 
and one of them complied. > When he landed, he 
came forward, creeping upon his hands and knees^ 
but Mr. Furneaul: raifed him upy and while he 
ftood trembling, Ihewed him fome df *the Itdoes 
that were thfown at the. fhip, and endeavoured to 
make Kim apprehend that if the natives attempted 
no mifcbief againft us, we fhould do no harm to 
them. ' He qtdtrkd two of the water calks to be 
- fitted, to ihew the Indian that we wanted water, 
and produced fome hatchets, and other tinngs, to 
intimate that he wifhed to trade for provifidn^* 
The old tfian, dtif ing this pantomimical^ eoverfa- 
tion, in fome degree recovered his ipirits ; and 
Mr. Furneaux, to confirm his profelKons of friend- 
, Ihip, gave him a hatchet, fome naib, beads, arid 
other trifles ; after which he reimbarkcd on board 
the boats, and left the pendant ffyiMg. As foon 
as the boats were put off, the old man went up 
to the pendant, and danced round it a coiyfiderabie 
time: he then retired, but foon after returned 
with fome green boughs, which be threw down, 
and retired a fecond time : it was not long, hoir« 
.ever, before he appeared agaiA, with aboutado* 
zen of the inhabitants, aiid putting themifel^es in 
a fupplicating pofture, they all approached the 
pendant in a flow pace, but the wind happening 

ta 
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to move it, when they were got clofc to it, they '767. 

Aiddcnly retreated with the greateft precipitation. L,i^".!Lj 

After ftanding fomc time at a diftance, and gaz- '^^"'^*^' *^' 

ing at it, they went away, but in a (hort time came 

back, with two large hogs alive, which they laid 

down at the foot of the ftafF, and at length, taking 

courage, they began to dance. When they had 

performed this ceremony, they brought the hogs 

down to the water-fide, launched a canoe, and put 

them on board. The old man, who had a large 

M^hite beard, then embarked with them alone, and 

brou^t them to the fhip : when he came along- 

lide, he made a fet fpeech,and afterwards handed in 

feveral green plantain leaves, one by one, uttering 

a fentence, in a folemn flow tone, with each of 

them as he delivered it; after this he fent on 

board the two hogs, and then turning round, 

pointed to the land. I ordered fome prefcnts to 

be given him, but he would accept of nothing ; 

and foon after put off* his canoe, and went on 

Piore. 

At night, foon after it was dark, we heard the 
ooife of many drums, with conchs, and other wind 
inftruments, and faw a multitude of lights all 
along the coafl:. At fix in the morning, feeing Friday %&, 
none of the natives on fliore, and obferving that 
the pendant was taken away, which probably they 
had learnt to defpife, as the frogs in the fable did 
King Log, I ordered the lieutenant to take a giiard 
on Ihore, and if all was well, to fend off, that wc 
might begin watering : in a fliort time, I had 
the fatisfa£tion to find that he had fent 6fF for

Ac d&b time, hara% 
been ycry iil for near a ibrtnigbc, I was (o mrak 
that 1 could fcarcely cmv4 about ^ iiO¥f«ver, I em- 
plo}red iDf ^afles to fee wliat ivas doing on ttuKc 
At near ^alf 9ta hour a&er eight o'clock, i per« 
ceiw^ed a mulmude of the aatives coming tivo' a 
biil at afepot the diftaoce of a mile, and at the 
£inie time a great number of canoes making rovmd 
the wdktm point, and keeping clofe aloa^ the 
fliope. I then looked at the* watering-place, and 
few at the back of it, where it was ckar, a very 
Bumer^iH party of the natives creeping along be- 
hind the bufhes ; I few alfo many thoufends in the 
woods, pufliing along towards the watering-place, 
and canoes coming very fafl: townd the ^ber point 
of the bay to the eaftward. Being alarmed at 
cbefe ap^arances, I difpatched a boat, <&> acquaint 
the officer on &are -with wbat i had feen, and ordca^ 
him imn[)ediately to come on »boatd with his men, 
;^nd l(pw€ the cafks behind tarn : he had, how- 
ever, difcovered his danger, and embarked before 
the boat reached him. Having perceived the In- 
dians that were creeping towards htm under fhdter 
of the wood, he immediately difpatdhed the Sd 
man to tbein^ making figns that they ihould keep 

at 
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at ar dltfanct, iM tAat te Wanted nothing but '767- 

Wate^.- Ai (Mi id ifftey {)fcfceiv6d that the/ were j!!!!!:^ 

difcoVered, thty bfcgah CO dio'ut!, and advanced with ^""^'^ *^* 

greaftt^fced The officer immediately repaired 

to tfie 6'6itS V^Ith* his peoplfe, alid the Indians, in 

the nicfain trmfe having crotfcd tlie river, took pof- 

feflioh 6f tile wapfr Ca'fts; with great ^[ppearance 

of exultation ind joy. 'the cahoes noV pulled 

alonjg the ffiore, towards tlie place, witH the 

utmoff expedition, all the people on land keeping 

pace with them, except a multitude of women 

arid children, who feated tliiemfelves upon a hill' 

which overlooked the bay and the beach. The 

canoes from each point of the^bay, as they drew 

liearer to that part of it where the Ihip was at an- 

cihor,. put on fliore, and took in more men, who 

Had great bags in their hands, which afterwards 

appeared to be fill<^ \^ith (tones. AU thq canoes* 

that had come round the points, and many others 

t^at liad put off from the Ihore v^ithin the bay, 

now made tbwardV the fliip, fo that I had" no doubt* 

But that they intended to try their fortune in a fe- 

cond attack. As to fhoVteh the conteft would' 

certalrtly leflen the miifchief, I determined to make, 

this aAion deciflve, and' put an end to hoftilities 

at once j I therefore ordered the people, wKo were 

allat their quarters, to fire firft upon the canoes 

which were drawn together in groups: this was 

immediately done fo efFeflually, that thofe which 

were to the wettward made towards the rfiore as 

fait as poflible, and thofe to the eaflward, getting 

round the reef, were fooi\ bcyondthc reach of our 

T 2 guns. 
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1767. guns. I then direfted the fire into the wood in 

June* ^ 

<>.i— ■^■— » different parts, which foon drove the Indians out 
Friday %6. ^£ j^^ ^j^^ ^^^ ^ ^j^^ j^jlj ^}^gj^ ^|jg ^oHien and 

children had feated themfelves to fee the battle. 
Upon this hill there were now feveral thoulands 
who thought themfelves in perfed fecurity 5 but 
to convince them of the contrary, and hoping that 
when they faw the (hot fall much farther than 
they could think poffible, they would fuppofe it 
could reach them at any diftance, I ordered fome 
of the guns to be let down as low as they would 
admit, and fired four fhot towards them. Two of 
the balls fell clofe by a tree where a great number 
of thefe people were fitting, and ftruck them with 
fuch terror and confternation, that in lefs than two 
minutes not one of them was to be fecn. Having 
thus cleared the coaft, I manned and armed the 
boats, and putting a Itrong guard on board, I 
fent all the carpenters with their axes, and ordered 
them to deftroy every panoe that had been run 
afliore. Before noon, this fervice was effeftually 
performed, and more than fifty canoes, many of 
which were fixty feet long, and three broad, and 
lafiicd together, were cut to pieces. Nothing was 
found in them but ftones and flings, except a little 
fruit, and a few fowls and hogs, which were on 
board two or three canoes of a much fmallcr fizc. 

At two o'clock in the afternoon, about ten of 

the natives came out of the wood with green 

boughs in their hands, which they ftuck up near 

' the water fide, and retired. After a fhort time, 

th^y appeared again, and brought with them fe- 

' ' ' vera! 
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veral hogs, with their legs tied, which they placed 

near the green boughs, and retired a fecond time. 

After this they brought down feveral more hogs,/"^'^ *^* 

and fome dogs, with their fore legs tied over their 

Heads, and going again into the woods, brought 

back feveral bundles of the cloth which they ufe 

for apparel, and which has fome rcfemblance to 

Indian paper. Thefe they placed upon the beach, 

and called to us on board to fetch them away. 

As we were at the diftance of about three cables' 

length, we could not then perfedlly difcover of 

-what this peace-ofFering confifted : we gueffcd at 

the hogs and the cloth, but feeing the dogs, with 

their fore-legs appearing over the hinder part of 

the neck, rife up feveral times, and run a little 

way in an erect pofture, we took them for fome 

ilrange unknown animal, and were very impatient 

to have a nearer view of thehi. The boat was 

therefore fent on fhorc with all expedition, and 

our wonder was foon at an end. Our people 

found nine good hogs, bcfides the dogs and the 

cloth : the hogs were brought off, but the dogs 

were turned loofe, and with the cloth left behind* 

In return for the hogs, our people left upon the . 

Ihorefome hatchets, nails, and other things, making . 

figns to fome of the Indians who were in fight, to 

take them away with their cloth. Soon after the ' 

boat had come on board, the Indians brought down^ 

two more hogs, and called to us to fetch them ; 

the boat therefore returned, and fetched off the 

two hogs, but ftiU left the cloth, though the In- -. 

dians m^e figns that we fhould take it. Our 

T 3 people 
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I'^^v- people reported, thaf they had npt fquched ^y of 
t- -^-'^ the things which they had left upon the beaph for 
ffiaiyt6, ^i^Q^^ ^jjj fomebody fij^gefting phait they would 
not take our offering becayfe we had not accej>fed 
their cloth, I gave orders that it Ihbpld be fetched 
away. The event proved that the conjedufe y^as 
true, for the moment the bqat had taken the cloth 
on board, the Indians caniQ dpwn, and with every 
pofliblc demonftration of joy, carried away a^l I 
l^ad fcht them into the wood. Dur boats then 
went to the watering-place, and filled arid brqught 
off all the caiks, to the amount p'f about fix tons. 
"We found that they had fuffered no injury while 
they had been in the ppiSrflion of the Indians, but 
fpoie leathern buckets and funnels whiph had been 
taken away with the calks, were not returned. 
SitDri. 17. The next morning I fent the boats on (hor^, 
with a guard, to fill fome more caflcs with wa^r, 
and foon after the people were on fhpre, the fame 
qld man who had come over the river tp theni the 
firft day, came again to* the farther fide pf it, 
where he made a long fpeech, and then croffcd the 
water. When he came up to th? waterers^ the 
officer Ihewed him the flones t^at were piled up 
like cannon balls upon the fhore, and had been 
brought thither fince our firft landing, and fome 
of the bags that had been taken out of the capoes, 
v(hich I had ordered to be deftroyed, filled with 
ftpnes^ and endeavoured to make him undesftand 
that the Indians had been the aggreflbrs^ and that 
the mifchief we had done them was in our own, de- 
fence. The old man feemed to apprehend his^ 

meaning, 



meaning, but not to admit it: he immediately 7^7. 
made a fpeech to the people, pointing to the «- — ^ — -* 
itones, flings, and bags, with gfeat emotion, and *^^' *^* 
fometimes his looks, geftures, and voice were fo 
f ui:iau& ^ to be fri^fal. Hh paffions^ hidwcver, 
fublided by degrees,, and the officer, vAvo tp his 
great regret could not underftand one word of all 
that he had faid, endeavoured to convince him, by 
all t!ie figns he could devife, that we wifhed fo live 
in firiendffiip with them, antf were difpofed to (hew 
them every mark of kindnefs in our power. He 
then fhook hands with him, and em.bj:aced him, 
giving him at the fame tfme fcveral fuch. trinkets 
as he thoug.ht would' be moffi acceptable. Hb 
contrived* alR) to maRc the old man underftand that 
tvr wiflTdd* to traffic for provifions, that the Ii^dians 
ffioulrfiitit comedown in great liumlieis, and that 
dwJy ftoriif keep oil one' ficfe of tKe river and' we 
dfi tft^btftcn Aftef this the oFd man went awaf 
w6H^ grtttt a^^pcarance of fatisfaftfori,- anid before 
noort a-ttadife was* ertabfiftied; whiclifurnillied us 
wtrh- hogSi fbwFs, and fruit in great artiundance, O 
tftat aH* thcf fliip*s company, whether fick or wcH^ 
had as* much as they could' ufir. 
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^he Sick fent on Shore j and a regular Trade 
ejlablijhed nvtth the Natives; fome Account 
of their CharaBer and Manners^ of their 
Viftts on board the Ship^ and a Variety of In- 
cident % that happened during this Inter- 
courfe. 
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• AT TERS being thus happily fettled, I 
fcnt the furgeon, with the fecond lieutc- 
SatMd.»7. nant, to examine the country, and fix upon fome 
place where the fick might take up their refidence 
on Ihore. When they returned, they faid, that 
with refpeft to health and convenience, all the 
pliaces they had feen upon the ifland feemed to be 
equally proper j but that with refpefi: to fafety, 
they could refommend none but the watering- 
place, as they would be there under the protection 
of the (hip and the guard, and would eafily be 
prevented from ftraggling into the country, and 
brought off to their meals. To the watering- 
place therefore I fent them, with thofe that were 
employed in filling the calks, and appointed the 
gunner to command the party that was to be their 
guard. A tent was erefted for them as a ihelter 
both from the fun and the rain, and the furgeon 
was fent to fuperintend their conduft, and give his 
advice if it ihould be wanted. It happened that 

walking 
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■walking out with' his gun, after he had feen the 1767. 
lick: properly difpofed of in the tent, a wild duck \J^lij 
flew over his head, which he ihot, and it fell dead ««^«'d«y»7. 
among fome of the ^latives who were on the other 
fide of the river. This threw them into a panic, 
and they all ran away : when they got to fome 
diftance they ftopped, and he made figns to them 
to bring the duck over : this one of them at lafl: 
ventured to do, and, pale and trembling, laid it 
dowh at his feet. Several other ducks happening 
at tlie inftant to fly over the fpot where they were 
Handing, he fired again, and fortunately brought 
down three more. This incident gave the natives 
fuch a dread of a gun, that if a mufquet was^ 
pointed at a thoufand of them, they would all run 
away like a flock of (heep ; and probably the eafe 
with which they were afterwards kept at a diftance, 
and their orderly behaviour in their traffic, wa^ in 
a great mcafure owing to their having upon this 
pccafion feen the ii)fl:rument of which before they 
had only felt the efFe6ts. 

As I forefaw that a private traffic would probably 
commence between fuch of our people as were on 
fl)ore» and the natives, and that if it was left to 
their own caprice, perpetual quarrels and mifchief 
would enfue, I ordered that all matters of traffic 
ibould be tranfafted by the gunner, on behalf of 
both parties, and I direded him to fee that no in- 
jury was done to the natives, either by violence or 
fraud, ard by all pQ(fible means to attach the old 
man to his intereft. This fervice he performed 
with great diligence and fidelity, nor did he neg- 

left 
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'7^7- left to compl^s of thwfe who tran%relicd my 
V-v^^ offdersy which waa of infinite advanrage to all 
a»«wd-»>. pafticsi for as I poniflicd the fifft offendWs wkh 
a neccltary feverity, oaaiiy irrcgvdarkies, t&at^fould 
otbccwife have pceduced ehe moft di&gfeeable 
coniequences, Were pre vented: we wcrer aK> ja- 
debted for maaiy advantages to tfaeoBman^wiioie 
cautba kept our people perpetJiiially upon their 
guard, and iooa brought back thofe whotftiag^cd 
from the pasty. The natives' wonick indeed fMoe- 
tioiea pilfer, but by ike terrof of a gmi^ wkboDt 
i^ng. ir^ he always found meaos^ t^ make irfacm 
bring hack what: was ftokn. A fdhsm hadr ese 
day the dexterity and^ddrefe tacooTs tise liwr tin- 
perceived), aiid ftealr a hatdbetv tbe gsdnery as 
fbon a& he ndifled k, made tlie dd man underftand 
what had happened, aiKl got his party readf « as if 
be would have gone iinto tbe woocte after tfar ffhStff : 
tbe old man, hoi^ever, made figns tlot he wmU 
iave him chci irottMe, andi immodiacehy ftontig ofi^ 
returned in a very (horc timd with the hafedicn 
The gunner then infifted tliac tbe ofiender fkould 
be deUvered up, and witii this alfb the oUrinan^ 
though not 'without great reluftanet, eumpNedl 
When the fcUow was broughc down, the gunner 
knew him to be ^n old^oifendep, ami ehesvftire 
fenk him priibner oti board; I bad'oo imenti(m to 
pitjntih him oiherwife, than by the fear of pui^* 
mcnt, and therefore after great.encveaty) and' inw** 
ceffion, I gave him bir liberty; and' feat him. on 
ihore. When the natives &w bitn rcttmi in &£rty, 
it is hard tx> fay whether theis aftoniflimeRr on joy 

.was 
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"was greateft ; tjiey received him with yniverfal '767. 
acclamations, ^nd immediately <:^rried hiin pffinto ^ ^-^ v ^ 
the wood?: the next day, however, he retyroed> 
and as a propitiation to the gunner, he brought 
him a confideraWe (quantity of briead-fruit, and a 
large hog, ready roafted. 

At this time, the people qn board were employ- 
ed in eaulking and painting the wqather-work, 
over-hauling the riggings ftowing the hold, and 
doing other pecgffary btifinefs 5 but n>y diforder, 
whicH was a bilious cholic, increafed fo n^uch, that 
this day I was obliged to tal^e to my bed ^ my firft 
lieutenant alfo ftill continued very ill, and the 
purfer was ineapable of his di^ty. The whole 
command devolved upon Mr. Fyrncaux, the fc- 
cond lieutenant, to whom I gave general direc- 
tions, and recommended a particular attentipo to 
the people on Ibore. I alfo ordered that fruit and 
frelh provifions Ihould be ferved tQ the (hip's 
company as loog as tliey could be procuncd^ and 
that the boats fliould neyer be abjent from the 
Ihrp after funfet. Thefe direftipns were fulfilled 
with fuch prudence and punftuality, that during 
all my fickncfs I v^as not. troubled with any bufi- 
ncfSj^ nor had. the mortification to hpaj a fingle 
complaint or appeal. The men werct CQnftantl^j 
ferve4 with frelh pork, fowls, and frui^, in fuch 
plenty, that when I left my bed^ after haying b^en 
confined to it near a fortnight, my fhip's compapjr 
look^ed fo frelh and healthy, that I.cojuld.fe.arjc;eJy 
be^eye them to l?c th^ fam? p?Ppk- 
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1767- Sunday the 28th was marked by no incidents 
i_ °-' ' but on Monday the 29th, one of the gunner's 
MondIy*29. P^^ty found a piece of faltpetre near as big as an 
egg. As this was an objedt of equal curiofity and 
importance, diligent inquiry was immediately 
made from whence it came. The furgeon afked 
every one of the people on fhore, feparately, whe- 
ther he had brought it from the fhip; every 
one on board alfo was afked whether he had car- 
ried it on fhore, but .all declared that they had 
never had fuch a thing in their poffeflion. Ap- 
plication was then made to the natives, but the 
meaning of both parties was fo imperfedly. con- 
veyed . by figns, that nothing could be learnt of 
them about it : during our whole fl;ay here, how* 
ever, we faw no more than this one piece. 

While the gunner was trafficking for provilions 
on Ihore, we fomctimes hauled the feine, but we 
caught no fifh ; we alfo frequently trawled, but 
with no better fuccefs : the difappointment, how- 
ever, was not felt, for the produce of the iQand 
enabled our people to " fare fumptuoufly every 
« day.'' 
July. All matters continued in the fame fituation till 
Thurfd.a. j}jg 2d of July, whcn our old man b^ing abfcnt, 
thefupply of frefh provifions and fruit feUfhort; 
we had, however, enough to ferve moft of the 
mefles, referving plenty for the fick and conva- 
lefcent. 
Fridays. O^ the 3d, we heeled the fhip, and looked at 
her bottom, which we found as clean as when fhe 
came out of dock, and, to our great fatisfaftion, as 

(bund. 
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found. During all this time, none of the natives "^7^7- 
came near our boats, or the fhip, in their canoe3. ^ -■^■v — ^ 
This day, about noon, we caught a very large ^^'^^^ ^ 
{hark, and when the boats went to fetch the people 
on board to dinner, we fent it on fliore. When 
the boats were putting off again, the gunner feeing 
Ibme of the natives on the other fide of the river, 
beckoned them to come over; they immediately 
complied, and he gave them the (hark, which they 
ibon cut to pieces, and carried away with great ap* 
pearance of fatisfadlion. 

On Sunday the 5th, the old man returned to the Sunday |, 
market* tent, and made the gunner underftand that 
he had been up the country, to prevail upon the 
people to bring down their hogs, poultry, and 
fruit, of which the parts near the watering-place 
were now nearly exhaufted. The good efFefts of 
his expedition foon appeared, for feveral Indians, 
whom pur people had never feen before, came in 
with fome hogs that were larger than any that had 
been yet brought to market. In the mean time> 
the old man ventured ofFin his canoe, to the fhip, 
and brought with him as a prefent to me, a hog 
ready roafted* I wa$ much pleafed with his at- 
tention and liberality, and gave him, in return for 
his hog, an iron pot, a looking-glafs, a drinking- 
glafs, and feveral other things, which no man in 
the iftand was in poflfeOion of but himfelf. 

While our people were on fliore, feveral young 
women were permitted to crofs the river, who, 
though they were not avcrfe to the granting 
of perfonal favours, knew the value of them too 

well

The nails that we brought for traffic, were not

lariy thofe that fattened the cfeaft to' the /hip's 
fide. This was produftive of a ddublr ffiifd Hief •, 
damage to the^ Ihip, and a confidefabfe rife' at 
market. When the gunrief b^ed, asf tifud",^ 
feiatt naiJlfW hbgsf of a middliiig ftztf, thfe nitWes 
Itfibfed to tak^ thtett>, and^ prddHlced fergi fjiikcft, 
btinftatteg that they e^fcpefted ftrcH hiWs as'ifHefe; 
A mc^ dSigcHiC iwquify^^as let dn' fbotf vdt <fif^ 
€m€t tlie <»fl%rn(k^i«, buft aft tb !16 ptit^le^-, aii<^ 
though a lar^ reward was- offered to prtfedt-e' iiV^

5 count, 
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count, £o fender this leaden currency of no value, '"^Z* 
chough for <3^r honour I fhouid have been glad to \. ^jLj 
h-a ve called it in. 

On Tucftlay the 7th, I fent one of the mateSjTucflay/. 
>vith thirty men, to a village at a little diftancc 
from the market, hoping that rcfrefhments might 
there be bought at the original price-, but here 
they were obliged to give ftill more than at the ' 
w^ter-fide. In the mean time, being this day 
able to get up for the firft time, and the weather 
being fine, 1 went into a boat, and rowed about 
four miles down the coaft. I found the country 
populous, and plcafant in the higheft degree, and 
faw many canoec on the (hore ; but not one came 
off to us, nor did the people fecm to take the leaft 
notice of us as we paffcd along. About noon I 
returned to the ftiip. 

The commerce which our men had found means 
to eftabli^ with the women of the illand, rendered 
them much tcfs obedient to the orders that had 
been given for the regulation ©f their copduft on 
fliore, than they were at firft. I found.it neceffary 
therefore, to read the articles of war, and I pu- 
niflied' James Pro6lor, the corporal of marines, 
who hiad not only quitted his- ftation, and infulted 
the officer, but -ftruck the Mafter at Arras foch a^ 
blow as brought him to the ground. 

The next day, I fent a party op the country to ^^^^^f, ,^ 
cut wood, and they met with fome'of the natives, 
who treated them with great kindneG and hofpi- 
tafity. Several of thcfc friendly Indians came on 
board in our boat, and feemed, both by Aeir drefs 

and 
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'767- and behaviour, to be of a fupcrior rank. To 

ilX^ thefe people I paid a particular attention, and to 

Wedncf. 8. Jifcover what prefent would moft gratify them, I 

laid down before them a Johannes, a guinea, a 

crown piece, a Spanifli dollar, a few fliillings, fome 

new halfpence, and two large nails, making figns 

that they fliould take what they liked beft. The 

nails were firft feizcd, with great eagern^fs, and 

then a few of the halfpence, but the filver and goia 

lay neglefl^ed. Having prefentcd them, therefore, 

with fome nails and halfpence, I fent them on lliore 

fuperlatively happy. 

From this time, our market was very ill fup- 
plied, the Indians refufing to fell provifions at the 
ufual price, and making (igns fbr large nails. It 
was now thought necefTary to look more diligently 
about the fhip, to difcover what, nails had been 
drawn ; and it was foon found that all the belay- 
ing cleats had been ripped off, and that there was 
fcarcely one of the hammock nails left. All hands 
were now ordered up, and I pradifed every artifice 
I could think of to difcover the thieves, but with- 
out fuccefs. I then told them, that ti}l the 
thieves were difcovered, not a fingle man ihould 
go on fliore: this however produced no efFeft, 
except that Proftor, the corporal, behaved in a 
mutinous manner, for which he was inftantly pu- 
nifhed. 
Satord. II. ^^ Saturday the nth, in the afternoon, the 
gunner came on board with a tail woman, who 
feemed to be about five and forty years of age, of 
a pleafing; countenance and majeftic deportment. 
• ' He 
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i4fe told lAe that flit V^^tsbfut juft t'ohie iMo that •^^J/. 
part br tRe couhtryj -aft'd that feeing great rfefpedt ^■ " ■^' ^ 
paid her by the itft of the natives, he had * made ^^"''*'*^"* 
her fcffheprefents; in feturrt for which flieTiSd in- 
vited him to her houfe, whifch was abbfut fcwo miles 
up the valliy/ and gave him' fomi large hog^ ; 
after whieh (he returhed with him to the watef- 
ing-pjat^, and exprefted a defit-e to g6 ori board 
the ftri^V in which he had thought it propei-, on 
all accounts, "that (Se fhduld be gratified. She 
Teemed to be under* ^o rieftraint, either from' diffi- 
dehc6 6r fear, wh^n f^e'fifft came into the Aiip 5 
and fli6 behaved, all* the while ibe was on board, 
with an eaiy frcedota*, th^t always diflijriguiflies 
cohfcious fuperiority/'a'nd habitual cohimand.' I 
gave hdr a large blue, mantle, that reached, from 
hei^ fiibulders to her'feeti. which I' threw over her, 
and tifeclon with ribands'5 I gave her alfo a lookmg- 
glafs, beads of fevefal fbrtsy and niany otter things, 
which Ihe accepted with. a very good grace, and 
much, pleafure. She took notice that I had been 
ill, add pointed to the Ihore. r underftood that 
Ihe meant if Oiould go thither to pcrfeft my re- 
covery, and I made figns that I would go thither 
the next morning. . When {he intimated an indli- 
hacibn to return, I ordered the gunner to go with 
her, who, having fct her on fhore, attended her to 
her habitation, which . he defcribed as being very 
large and well built. He faid, that in this houffe 
flie had many guards. and domefticS, and that Ihe 
had another at a little diftance, which \Vas cnclofed 
in lattice-work.

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The next morning I went on fhore for the firS 
tioie; and my princefs, or rach^- queen,, for fuch 
Sunday la. by her authority fhc appeared to be, foon after 
came to me^ followed by many pf her attendants. 
As (he perceived that my difoi'der had left me 
very weaki Ihe ordered her p^ple to take me in 
their arms, and. cariy me not only over the river, 
but all the way to her houfe; and obferving that 
.fome of the people who were with me, particularly 
the firft lieutenant and purfer, had alfo been fick| 
fhe caufcd.them alfo to be carried in the fame 
manner, and a guard, w^jch I had ordered out 
upon the occafion, followed. In our way, a vaft 
multitude crowded about us, but upon her waving 
her hand, without fpeaking a word, they withdrew, 
and left us a free paflage. When we approached 
near her houfe,, a great number of both fexes came 
out to meet her : thefc Ihe prefented to me, after 
having intimated by figns that they were her rela- 
tions, and taking hold of my hand, (he made them 
kifs it. We then entered the houfe, which covered 
a piece of ground 327 feet long, and 42 feet broad. 
It confifted of a roof, thatched with palm leaves, 
jandraifed upon 39 pillars on each fide, and 14 in 
the middle. The ridge of the thatch, on the in- 
fide, was 30 feet high, and the fides of the houfe, 
to the edge of the roof, were 12 feet high ; all be- 
low the roof being open. As foon as we entered 
the houfe, Ihe made us fit down, and then calling 
four young girls, fhe affifted them to -take off my 
fhoes, draw down my dockings, and pull off my 
coat, and then directed them to fmooth down the

While this was doing, our 
furgeon, who had walked till he was very warm, 
took off his . wig to cool and refrefli himfelf ; a 
fudden exclamation of one of the Indians who 
faw it, drew the attention of the reft, and in a mo- 
ment every eye was fixed upon the prodigy, and 
every operation was fufpended : the whole alfembly 
flood fo'me time motionlefs, in filent aftonifhment^ 
which could, not have been more ftrongly ex- 
•prefled if they haci difcovered that our frienci*s 
limbs had been fcrewed on to the trunk ; in a fliort 
time, however, the young women who were chafing 
us, refiimed their employment, and having conti- 
nued it for about half an hour, they dreffed us 
again, but in this they were, as may eafily be ima- 
gined, very aukward ; I found great benefit. How- 
ever, from the chafing, and fo did the lieutenant 
ind purfer. After a little time, our generous be- 
lefaftrefs ordered fome bales of Indian clo.th t.6 be 
Kought oiit,. with which ftie'clothed me, and all 
l^at were .with -me, according to the fafhion of the t 
Vuntry, At firft I declined the acceptance of 
jis favour, but being unwilling no^ to fcem 
leafed with what was intended to pleafe me, I

Monday 13.' .The wxt momirig I fent her by the gunner, fix 
jhatchets, ,fix bijl-hooks, and fcveral other things j 
and when he returned, he told me, that he found 
her giving an entertainment to a great number of 
people^ which, he fuppofed, could not be Ifefs than 
athoufand. The mcfles were all brought to her 
by the fervants thai prepared them, the meat being 
put. into the fhells of cpqpa-nuts, arid the (hells in- 
to wooden trays^ fprnewhat like thole ufed by our 
butchers^ and (he diftributed them with her own 
hands to the gueftsy who were feated in rows 
round the great houfe. ., When this was done^ (he 
fat, down herfelf, upon a place fomewhat eldvatcd 
above the reft, and two women, placing thenlfelves 
one on each fide of her, fed her, (he opening her 
mouth as they brought their haridis up with the 
food. When ftie faw the gunner, (he ordered a 
mefs for him j he could not certainly tell what it 
was, but he believed it to be fowl picked fmall, 
with apples cut among it, and feafoned With fait 
water-, it wasi however, very well tafted. She 
accepted the things that I fent her, and fccmcd to 
be much pleafed with them. After this corre* 
fpondence was eftabli(hed with thef queen, provi- 
fions of every kind became much more plenty at 
Wark-et j but though fowls and hogs were every 
day brought in, we were ftill obliged to pay more 

for 
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for them than at the firft, the m^rkiet htving^cn ^767- 
Ipoiled by the nails which our men had ftokn-ami u -^y-y* 
given to- the womfenj I therefore gav€ orders that ^^'"^"^H* 
every man fhould be fearched before he went on 
Ihore, and that no woman (hould befuffercd to 
crofs the river. ;•• 

On the 14th, the gunner being on fliore to trade, TueCUy 14, 
perceived an old woman on the ofher fide of the 
river, weeping bitterly : when (he few that Ihe 
had drawn his attention upon her, fte fent a 
youi^g man, who ftood by her, over the fiver to 
him, with a branch of the plantain tre^ in his 
. hand. When he came up, he made a long fpccch, 
and then laid down his bough at the gunner's 
feet: after this he went back and brought over 
the old >7^man, another man at the fame time 
bringing over two large fat hog$. The woman 
looked round upon our people with great attqj- 
tion, fixing her eyes fometimes upon one, and 
fometimes upon another^ and at laft burfl: into 
tears. The young man who brought her over the 
river, perceiving the gunner's concern and afto- 
nifhment, made another fpeech, longer than the 
firft: ftill, however,, the woman's diftrefs was a 
myftery; but at length Ihe tnade him underftand 
that her hufband, and three of her fons, had been 
killed in the attack of the Ihip. During this ex- 
planation, (he was fo affefted, that at laft (he funk 
down unable to fpeak, and the two young men, 
who endeavoured to fupport her, appeared to be 
nearly in the fame condition : they were probably 
twQ more of her fons, or fome very near relations. 
U 3 The 
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t76j, Tfe gunner did all in his power to footh and com- 
,^J[^i[^ forthcr, and when fliehad in fome meafure reco- 
'Toefd*yi4..vcred hcr recolledion, (he ordered the two hogs 

' to be delivered to him, and gave him her h^d in 

V token of friendihip, but would acceipt nothing in 

return, though he offered her ten times as much as 

would have purchased the hogs at market.' 

Wediief.15. The next morning, I fent the fecond lieutenant, 

with all the boats, and fixty men, to the weftward, 

• to look at the country, and try what was to be got. 
About noon he returned, having marched along 
the fhore near fix miles. He found the country 

' very pleafant and populous, and abounding as well 
with hogs and fowls, as fruit, and other vegetables 
of various kinds. The inhabitants offered him no 
moleftation, but did not feen) willing to part with 
any of the provifions which our people were moft 
defirous to purchafe : they gave them, however, 
a few cocoa-nuts and plantains, and at length fold 
them nine hogs and a few fowls. The lieutenant 
was of opinion, that they might be brought to 
trade freely by degrees, but the diftance from the 

: Ihip was fo great, that too many men would be 
neceflary for a guard. He faw a great number of 
very large canoes upon the beach, and fome that 
were building. He obferved that all their tools 
were made of ftone, (hells, and bone, and very 
juftly inferred, that they had no metal of any kind. 
He found no quadrupeds among them, befides 
hogs and dogs, nor any earthen vefTel, fo that all 
their food is either baked or roafted. Having no 
veflcl in which water could be fubjefted to the

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^kSkion of fire< they had no more idea that it could ^7^7* 
l>e made hot, than that it could be made folid. u..-Nr-— ' 
As the queen was one morning at breakfaft with * "**'^* 
us on board the fhip, one of her attendants, a man 
of fome note, and one of thofe that we thought 
were priefts, faw the furgeon fill the tea-pot by 
turning the cock of an; urn that ftood upon the 
table : having remarked this with great curiofity 
and attention, he prefeotly turned the cock, and 
received the water upon his hand : as foon as he 
felt himfelf fcalded, he roared out, and began to 
danc^ about the cabbin with the mod extravagant 
and ridiculous expreflions of pain and aftoniffa* 
ment: the other Indians, not being able to con- 
ceive what was the matter with him^ ftood ftaring 
at him in amaze, and not without fome mixture 
of terror. The furgeon, however, who had in- 
nocently been the caufe of the mifchief, applied a 
remedy, though it was fome time before the poor 
fellow was eafy* 

On Thurfday the i6th, Mr. Furncaux, my fe- Thorfd. i6, 
cond lieutenant, was taken very ill, which diftrelT- 
ed me greatly, as the firft lieutenant was not yet 
recovered, and I was ftill in a very weak ftate my- 
felf : I was this day alfo obliged once more to punifh 
Prodor, the corporal of marines, for mutinous be- 
haviour. The queen had now been abfent feveral 
days, but the natives made us underftand, by figns, 
that the next day fhe would be with us again. . 

Accordingly the next morning fhe came down p^yay 17. 
to the beach, and foon after a great number of 
people, whom we had never fecn before, brought

Satura. i8. : Itt th.^: aftcmoon of the 'tieKt day, tfcc -qticen 
came ob hoard, with a^prefenc of two large hOg^j 
for ftie never 'Condefcend^d to barter* an^ in the 
evening ihe returned ^n fhofe. I fent a prcfent 
with bcr, by the Mafter^ and as foon as they 
landed:, flie took him by the hand, and having 
made a long; fpcech to the .people that flocked 
round tbep, ihc led him to her houfe, where (he 
clothed him, as She had before done nae, accor<|f 
ing tp tbie fa&ion 9f the. country. 

s»iiday 19. The next morning he fent off a greater quantity 
of ftock than lye had ever prwured in one <iay bc-r 
fores it confided of forty«-eigbt hogs and pigs, 
four dozen of fowls, wjth btead^-fruit, bananas, 
apples, an^ cpcoa-nuts, almoft without number. 

Monday 20. On the 20th, -we continued to trade with gpoc^ 
fuccefs, but in the afternoon it was difcovered 
that FriiiGis Pinckney^ one of the feamen, had 
drawn the clears to which the main Iheet was be- 
layed, and, after ftealing the ipikes, thrown them 
overboard. Having fecUred Ae offender, I called 
all the people together upon the deck, and after 
faking fome pain* to explain his CFime, with all its 
aggravations, I ordered t?hat be (hould be whip? with 
nettles, while he ran the gauntlet thrice round the 
deck : my rhetoric, however, h^d very little effeft, 
for mbft of the, crew being equally criminal with 
hinpfelf, he was handled fo tenderly^ that others were 
ra|her encouraged to repeat the ofiencc by the hope 
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f>f impunky, than dcwnid by i^z fear of punifti- «767*

burfl into tears> and it was not without great diffi- 
culty that fhe was pacified, 
Wedacf.ia, ' Thc next morriing, the gunner fent off no lefs 
than twenty hogs, with great plenty of fruit. Our 
decks were now quite full of hogs and poultry^ of 
which we kiUed only the fmall ones^ and kept the 
Others for fca ftores ; we found, however, to our 
great mortification, that neither the fowls nor the 
hpgs could, without great difficulty, be brought 
to eat any thing but fruit, which made it neccflary 
to kill them fader than we fhould otherwife have 
done: two, however, a boar and a fow, were 
brought alive to England, of which I made a pre- 
fent to Mr. Stephens, Secretary to the Admiralty ; 
the fow afterwards died in pigging, but the boar is 
ftill alive. 

Thttrfd.»3. ^^ ^^^ 23^» ^^ ^^ ^^^y ^^^vy rain, with a 
fitorm of wind that blew down feveral trees on 
fliore, though very little of it was felt where the 
ihip lay. 

Fdaay 24, - T^^ next day, I fent the old man, who had been 
of great fervice to the gunner at the market-tent, 
another iron pot, fome hatchets and bills, and a 
piece of cloth. I alfo fent the queen two turkies, 
two gecfe, three Guinea hens, a cat big with kit- 
ten, fome china, looking-glafies, glafs bottles, 
ftiirts, needles, thread, cloth, ribands, peas, fome 
fmall white kidney beans, called callivances, and 
about fixtcen different forts of garden feeds, and a 

Ihovcl, 
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^fhovel^ befides a confiderable quantity of cutlery ^1^7* 
^wares, confifting of knives, fciffars, bill-hooks, and i- „JJ^^ 
other things. ', Wc had already planted feveral forts ^"^*y*** 
of the garden feeds, and fotne peas in feveral 
places, and had the pieafure to. fee. them come up 
in a very flourifhing ftate, yec there were no re* 
mains of them when Captain Cook left the ifland. 
I fent her alfo two iron pots^ and a few fpoons. 
In return for thefe things, the gunner brought off 
eighteen hogs, and Ibme fruit. 

In the morning of the 25 th, I ordered Mr. Saturf, 15. 
Gore, one of the mates, with all the marines, forty 
feamen, and four midfhipmen, to go up the valley 
by the river as high as they could, and examine 
the foil and produce, of the country, noting the 
trees and plants which they fhould find, and when 
they faw any ftream from the mountains, to trace 
it to its fource, and obferve whether it was tinc- 
tured with any mineral or ore. I cautioned them 
alfo to keep continually upon their guard againft 
the natives, and dire&ed them to make a fire, as a 
fignal, if they -fhould be attacked. At the fame 
time I took a guard on ihore, and ereded a tent on 
a poidt of land, to obferve an ieclipfe of the fun, 
which, the morning being very clear, was done 
with great accuracy.

After ihe had admireij ks ftruc?- 
ture^ I endeavoured to rmake Jier comprehend ics 
ufe, and fixing it fo as to command feverai diftanc 
objefts, with which Ihe was well acquainted, 
but which could not be diftinguifhed with the 
/ naked eye, I made her look through it. As fooR 

asfce few them, Ihe ftarted back with aftonifh- 
menc.and direfting her eye as the glafs was point- 
ed, ftood fome time motionlefs and filent; flie 
then looked through the glafs again, and agaih 
fought in.vain, with the naked eye, for the objed^ 
which it difcovered. As they by turn§ vanifhcd 
^nd re-appeared, her countenance and geftures ex- 
preffed a mixture of wonder and deiight which no 
language qan defcribe. When phe glafs was re- 
moved, I invited her, and feverai of the Chiefe 
^hat were with her, to go with me on board the 
fliip, in which I had a view, to tbe fecarky of the 
party that Ihad fent pat i for I thought that white 
the queen, an4 the principal peopie were known 
to be. in my power, npthing would be attempted 
againft any perfon belonging tp the ft^ip on ftiore. 
When we got on board, I ordered a good dinner 
for their entertainment, but the queen would nei- 
ther eat nor drink ; the people that were with hgr . 
eat very heartily of whatever was fet before them^ 
l>ut woyld drink only plain water. 
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In the evening our people returned from their 1767. 
excurfion, and came down to the beach, upon x ^.^yr'^ 
which I put the queen and her attendants into the ^^^^ *^* 
boats, and fent them on (hore. ' As fhe was going 
oyer the fliip's fide, fhe aflced, by figns, whether I 
ffih perfiftcd in my refolution of leaving. the ifland 
at the time I had'fixed; and wlknj made her Un- 
derftand that it was impoffible I fllould ftay longer, 
Ihc exprefled her regret by a ffood'of tears, which 
for a while took away her fpeech. ; As fooaas her 
paflJoh fubfided, (he told me that fhe*^wouWc9rtje 
on board again the next day ; and thus we parted.'

•767. A FTER the tnatc came on ^oardj, he gave 
■L J ' x\ nie a writtW account of his expedition, to 

samd. 25. the foltowing efFeft : ^ -^ ^ 

*' At four o'clock in the morning of Saturday 
the 25th of June, I landed, with four midfliipmen, 
a ferjeant and twelve marines, and twenty-four 
feamen, all armed, befides four, who carried 
hatchets and other articles of traffic, and four 
who were loaded with ammunition and provifions, 
the reft being left with the boat : every man had 
his day's allowance of brandy, and the hatchet 
men two fmall kegs, to give out when I fhould 
think proper. 

" As foon as I got on (hore, I called upon our 
old man, and took him with us : we then followed 
the courfe of the river in two parties, one march- 
ing on each fide. For the firft two miles it flowed 
through a valley of conflderable width, in which 
were many habitations, with gardens walled in, 
and abundance of hogs, poultry, and fruit -, the 
foil here feemed to be a rich fat earth, and was of 
a blackifh colour. After this the valley became 

very 
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very narrow, and the ground rifiog abruptly on '7j57. 
one fide of^be river, we were: all obliged to march u»-v-^^^ 
on the other, - Whef e the ftrean> was precipitated -^'^ * *^' 
from the hills, chaopeh had been cut tq lead the 
water into gardens, and plantations of fruit trees : 
in thefe gardens we found an hqrb which had never 
been brought down to the water-fide, and which 
we perceived the inhabitants eat raw. I tafted 
it, and found it pleafant, its flavour fomewhat re? 
fembling that of the Weft Indian fpinnage, called 
Calleloor^ though its leaf was- very different. The 
ground was fenced off fo as to make a v^ry pretty 
appearance; the bread-fruit and apple-trees wer? 
planted in rows on the declivity of the hills, and 
the cocoa-nut and plantain, which require morp 
moifture, on the level ground: under the trees, 
both on the fides and at the foot of the hills, there 
was very good grafs, but no underwood. » As we 
advanced, the windings of the ftream became in- 
numerable, the hills on each fide fwelled into 
mountains, and vaft crags every where projefte4 
over our heads. Travelling now became difficult, 
and when we had proceeded about four miles, the 
road for the laft mile having been very bad, we 
fat down to reft ourfelves, and take the refrelh- 
ment of our breakfaft 5 we ranged ourfelves upon 
the ground under a large apple tree, in a very 
pleafant fpot ; but juft as we were about to begin 
our repaft, we were fuddenly alarmed by a con- 
fufed found of many voices, and a great Ihouting, 
and prefently afterwards faw a multitude of men, 
women and children upon the hill above us ; our

«f faltpetre wftr<ffr' had beert'pfkked up in the 
ifiiartd, and iJ«^Kic!i I hatl takett .vfritfr mfe f6f that 
jrtjt^ppfe, but pottQ of theni fdpk any riotlce of it, 
hbr could i itirii from tb'em' apy tMnjg, about it. 
The old fiiari bega^n now to be weary, and there 
being i.AidUhtairi before us, he made figns that he 
W^6uld go honie :' before he left us, hpwever, he 
made the people who had fo, liberally fupplied us 
^With pi^oyifions, take the baggage, with the fruit 
that hiid riot been eaten, and lonie cocoa-nut fliells 
fuft of frclh , water, and made figns that . they 
Ihould follow us irp the fide of the mountain. 
As foori as he was gone, they gathered green 
branches from the neighbouring trees, and v/ith 
many ceremonies of which we did not know the 

meaning, 
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rtieaning, laid them down bcfofc us : after this ihcy ^^p• 
took fome fmall berries with which they painted 1 — s^-^J^ 
themfelvcs red, and the bark of a tree that con- ^*^*'^' *** 
t:ained a yellow juice, with which they ftained their 
garments in different parts. We began to climb 
the mountain while our old man was ftill in fight* 
and he, perceiving that we made our way with 
difficulty through the weeds and brufh wood, 
which grew very thick, turned back, and faid 
Ibmething to the natives in a firm loud tone; up* 
on which twenty or thirty of the men went be* 
fore us, and cleared us a very good path-, they 
alfo refrefhed us with water and fruit as we went 
along, and allifled us to climb the nioft difficult 
places, which w^ fliould otherwife have found al- 
together impradticable. We began to afcend this 
hill at the diftance of about fix miles from the 
place where we landed, and I reckoned the top of 
it to be near a mile above the river that runs 
through the valley below. When we arrived at 
the fummit, we again fat down to reft and refrefh 
ourfelves. While we were climbing we flattered 
ourfelves that from the lop we fhould command 
the whole ifland, but we now faw mountains be- 
fore us io much higher than our lituation, that 
with refpeft to them we appeared to be in a val- 
ley ; towards the fhip indeed the view was enchant- 
ing : the fides of the hills were beautifully clothed 
with wood, villages were every where interfperfed, 
and the vallies between them afforded a ftill richer 
profped; the houfes ftood thicker, and the ver- 
dure was more luxuriant. We faw very few ha- 
VoL. I. X bitatio'ns 
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"T^;- bitations above us, but dHcov^red fmoke in many 
u--"--^ plaets afcending ftom between the higbeft hiUs 
s«tord.i|t. that were in fight, and thterefore I conje<5turcd 
'that the ttioft elevated parts of the country aYfe by 
ho means without inhabitants. As we afccnded 
the mountain^ we faw rnany fprings gufh from 
fiffures on the fide of it, and when we had reached 
the fummit, we fbund many houfes that we did not 
difcover as we paffed them. f^6 part of thefe 
fQOuntains is naked ; the fummits &( the higheft 
that we could fee were crowTied with wood, but of 
v;hat kind I know not: =rhofc that were of thfe 
fame height with that which we hud diftibed, were 
woody on the fides, but oft the fummit were rocky 
•and covered with fern. Upon the flats th^ ap- 
peared below thefe, there grew ^ ftdgy k^ihd of 
grafs and weeds : in general the foil ^here, -as well 
as in the valley, feemed to be rich. We faw 
feveral bufties t)f fugar-cane, which was very large 
and very good, growing wild> without the leaft 
culture; I likewife found ^nger and turmerick, 
and have brought famples of both, but could not 
procure feeds of any tree, moft of them being in 
blofTom. After traverfing the top of this moun- 
tain to a good diftancei^ I found a tree exadtly 
like a fern, except that it was 14-Or 15 feet high. 
, This tree I cut down, and found thie infide of it 
alfo like a fern : I would have brought apiece of it 
with me, but found it too cumberfome, and I 
knew not what difficulties we might meet with 
before we got back to the fhip, which we judged 
to be now at a great diftance. After having again 
2 recruited 
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-recruited owt Aror^gth by refpeftwwnt and reft, we '7^7» 
began to defcend the mountain, being ftiH at- u-^' v - ^. ^^ 
tended by rfie people to whofe cdre we had been ^''"''^•*s» 
jeconaniended by Jour ^old man. We ke.pt our 
^nerd drireclion tovyarils t«be fhip, but fometimes 
'devmted a little .to the right asid left fin t-be iplains 
and vallies, when ^e faw any houfe§ chat were 
plcafantly fituatcd, the inhabitants being every 
.where ready to accommodate us with . wrhatcvcr 
,they had. We faw joo beaft exc^t a few hogs, 
Bor any^ bird^, except parrots, parroquets, and 
^rcen doves ; by the xiver, however, there was ^ 
plenty of ducks, and every place that was planted 
and cultivated, appeared to flourifh with grea^t 
luxuriance, though iarthemidft of what had the 
appearance qf barren ground* I planted the ftones 
of peaches^ cherries, and plums, with a great va- 
riety of garden feeds, where I thought.it was mofl: 
jPrbbable they would thrive, and limes, lemops, 
and oranges, in fituations which refembled.thofe in 
which they arc found in the Weft Indies. In the 
afternoon, we arrived at a very pleafant fpor, 
within about three miles of. the fhip, where we 
"procured two hogs and fome fowls, which the na- 
tives drelTed for us very well, and with great ex- 
pedition. Here we continued till the cool of the 
evening, and then made the beft of our way for 
the (hip, having liberally rewarded our guides, and 
the people who had provided lis fo good a dinner. 
Our men behaved through the whole day with the 
jgrcateft decency and order, and we parted with our 
X' 2 ' Indian 
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Indian fricttds in pcrfeft good humour with cadi 
other/' 

About ID o'clock the next morning, the queen 
came on board according to her promife, with a 
prcfent of hogs and fowls, but went on fliorc again 
foon afterwards. This day, the gunner fent off 
near thirty hogs, with great plenty of fowls and 
fruit. We completed our wood and water, and 
got all ready for fea. More inhabitants came 
down to the beach, from the inland country, than 
we had feen before, and many of them appeared. 
By the refpeft that wa^ paid them, to be of a fupe- 
fior rank. About three o'^clock in the afternoon, 
the queen came again down to the beach, very- 
well drefled, and followed by a great number of 
people. Having crofied the river with her attend- 
ants and our old man, fhe camre once more on 
board the fhip. She brought with her fome very 
fine fruity and renewed her felicitation, that I 
would (tay ten days longer, with grea;t earneftnefs,. 
intimating that fhe would go into the country and 
. bring me plenty of hogs, fowls, and fruit. I en- 
deavoured to exprefs a proper fenfe of her kind- 
nefs and bounty,, but affured her that I (hould cer- 
tainly fail the next morning. This, as ufual, 
threw her imp tears; and after flie recovered, (lie 
enquired by figns- when I fhould return : I endea- 
voured to exprefs fifty days, and (he made figns 
for thirty : but the fign for fifty being conftantly 
repeated, flie feemed fatisfied. She ftayed on 
board till night, and it was then with the greatell 

difficulty 
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^^dfiSculty that fhe could be prevailed upon to go ^yp^ 
jon fhore. When Ihe was told that the boat was u- * 



i-cady, Ihe threw herielf down upon the arm- ^^'^^^^ *^ 
.cheft, and wept a long time with an excefs of 
. pafiion that .could not be paciBed ; at iaft, how- 
.^ver, though with the greateft rcluftance, Ihe 
went into the boat, and was followed by her at- 
tendants and the old man. The old man had 
' often intimated that his fon, a lad about fourteen 
years of age, ftiould go with us, and the boy 
feemed to be willing : he had, however, now dif- 
*^ppeared for two days; I inquired after hin^ when 
«I firft miffed him, and the old man gave me to 
Ainderftand that he was gone into the country to 
fee his friends, and would return time enough to 
go with US; but I have reafon to think that, when 
4:he time drew near, the father's courage failed, 
and that to keep his child he fecreted him till 
the fliip was gone, for we never faw him after*' 
wards. 

At break of day, on Monday the 27th, we un- Monday 2f. 
moored, and at the fame time I fenc the barge and 
/cutter to fill the few water-cafks that were now 
empty. When they came near the fhore, they 
faw, to their great furprife, the whole beach co- 
vered with inhabitants, and having fomc doubt 
ivhether it would be prudent to venture themfclves 
among fuch a multitude, they were about to pull 
back again for the fhip. As foon as this was 
perceived from the fhore, the queen came forward, 
and beckoned them-, at the fame time guefling 
fhp reafon of what had happened, fhe made the 
3^ 3 ' ^a^ivc§ 
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I '67- nafiifoi retire to the other, fxde of tbcmcr;. tbe 
^* ^ boats then proceeded to- the (hore, and filled the 



*fca^»ya7caiiksv in the meatt time flw. pat fome hogs and 
fruit on . board, and when tliejr were putting oflF 
would fain have retucned with, them to the ihtp. 
The officer, however, who had received orders to 
bf ing off none of the natires^ wouid noc permit 
her ; Dpon which (he ptefcntly launched » dontjjfe 
canoe, and was rowed off by her own people. Mo- 
canoe was immcdiafieJy followed by fifteen or fi){- 
teen more, and< all of them canne up to t&e fliip. 
The queen came on board, but not bein^ able to 
fpeak, fhe iat down and gave rent to her paffioa 
by weeping. After flie had been on board atxrac 
an hour, a breeze fpringing up, we weighed aachor 
and made fail Finding Jt now neceffarjr to n> 
turn into her canoe, fhe embraced us all in the 
moft affeftionatc manner, and. with many tears 5 
all. her attendants alfo exprefifed great forrow at 
our departure. Soon after it fell calm, and I 
fent the boats a-head to tow, upon which all the 
canoes returned to the fhip, and that which had 
the queen on board can^ up to the gun<room 
port, where her people made it faft/ In a few 
minutes fhe came into the bow of her canoe, y^herc 
♦ flie fat weeping with inconfolable forrow. I gave 
her many things which I thought would be of 
great ufe to her, and fome for ornament ; flie 
filently accepted of all, but took little notice of 
any thing. About 10 o'clock we were got with- 
out the reef, and a frefli breeze fpringing up, our 
Indian friends, and particularly the queen, once 

more 
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more bade us farewel, with fuch tendernefs of '"^^y. 
affedion and grief, as filled both my heart and — ,,-1^ 

my eyes. ^ Monday »:. 

At noon, the harbour from which we failed 
Toore S^ E, i E. diftant about twelve miles. It lies 
in latitude 17'' 30^ S., longitude 150® W. and I . 
gave it the name of Port Royal Harbour. 
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CHAP, VIII. 

ji more particular jiccount of the Inhabitants 
of Otaheitey and (f their dpm0iQ Life^ 
Manners y and Arts. 

»7^7- TT A VING lain off this ifland from the 24th 
2°^y' m of June to the 27th of July, I (hall now 
A&onday ^7. givc the beft account of its inhabitants, with their 
manners and arts, that I can ; but haying been in 
a very bad ftate of health the whole time, and for 
great part of it confined to my bed, it will of ne- 
ccflity be much lefs accurate and particular than | 
might otherwife have made it. 

The inhabitants of this ifland are a ftout well- 
made, adive, and comely people. The ftature of 
the men, in general, is from five feet feven to five 
feet ten inches, though a few individuals are taller, 
and a few fhorter •, that of the women from five 
feet to five feet fix. The complexion of the men 
is tawney, but thofe that go upon the water are 
much redder than thofe who live on fhore. Their 
hair in general is black, but in fome it is browr^, 
in fome red, and in others flaxen, which is re- 
markable, becaufe the hair of all other natives of 
Afia, Africa, and Ameriqa, is black, without ^ 
fingle exception. It is generally tied up, either in 
one bunch, in the middle of the head, or in two^ 
one on each fide, but fom^ we^r it loofe, and it 

then 
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tfien curls very ftrongly : in the children of both 
ipxes it is generally flaxen. They have no combs, 
yet their hair is very neatly drefled, and thoft who 
had combs from us, made good ufe of them. It 
is a univerfal puitom t9 anoint the he^d with coco^« 
nut oil, in which a root has been fcraped thaf 
fpiells fomething like rofes. The women are all 
handfomiC, and fome of them extremely beautiful. 
Chaftity does not feem to be considered as a virtue 
^mong them, for they not only readily and openly 
trafficked with our people for perfonal favours, 
but were brought down by their fathers and bro- 
thers for that purpofe: they were, however, con- 
fcious of the value of beauty, and the fize of the 
nail that was demanded for the enjoyment of the 
lady, was always in proportion to her charms. 
The mpn who came down to the fide of the river, 
at the fame time that they prefcnted the girl, 
(hewed a ftick of the fize of the nail that was to be 
l^er price, and if our people agreed, fhe was fent 
oyer to thein, for the men were not permitted to 
frofs the river. This commerce was carried on a 
^onfiderabie time before the officers difcovered it, 
for while fome ftragglcd a little way to receive the 
lady, the others kept a look-out. When I was 
acquainted with it, I no longer wondered that the 
fhip was in danger of being pulled to pieces for 
the n?iils and iron that held her together, which I 
had before puzzled myfclf to account for in vain, 
the whole Ihip's company having daily as much 
frelh provifion and fruit as they could eat. Both 
pien pd women are not only decently but gracefully 

dothed, 
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i7^7«' clothed, in a kirrd of white cloth, that is made of 
^ the bark of a (hrub, and very much refembks 
coarfe China paper. Their drefs confifts of two 
pieces of this cloth: one of them, a hole hav- 
ing been made in the middle to put the head 
through, hangs down from the (boulders to the 
mid -leg before and behind ; another piece, which 
is between four and five yards long, and about 
one yard broad, they wrap round the body in a 
very eafy manner. This cloth is not woven, but 
is made, like paper, of thq macerated fibres of an 
inner bark, fpread out and beaten together. Their 
ornaments are feathers, flowers, pieces of fkells, 
and pearls: the pearls are worn chiefly by the 
women, from whom I purchafed about two dozen 
of a fmall fize; they were of a good colour, but 
were all fpoiled by boring. Mr. Furneaux faw 
feveral in his excurfion to the weft, but he could 
purchafe none with any thing he had to offer. I 
obferved, that it was here a univerfal cuftom both 
for men and women to have the hinder part of their 
thighs and loins marked very thick with black 
lines in various forms. Thefe marks were nriade 
by ftriking the teeth of an inftrument, fomewhat 
like a comb, juft through the flcin, and rubbing 
into the punftures a kind of pafte made of foot 
and oil, which leaves an indelible ftain. .The 
boys and girls under twelve years of age are not 
marked ; but we obferved a few of the men whofe 
legs were marked in chequers by the fame method, 
and they appeared to be perfons of fuperior rank 
and authority. One of the principal attendants 

upon 
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tjpowthe qac€n„ appeared m^ch more difpofed fo 
imicate our manners than the reft; and our people, 
witfe whom te fooii became x favourite, diftin- 
guifbed him by the. jaame. of JiocathaD. Thts man, 
Mr. Furneaux clothed completely ia m EngHfli 
drefs, and it fat very eafy upon him. Our officcFs 
were always carried on fhare, it being Iboal water 
vbere we landed, and Jonathan, alfumiiig new 
Ibatc with, his new finery, made fome of his peopte 
carry him on fhore in the fame manner. He very 
fooa attempted' to ufe a knife and fork at his 
tneak,. but at firft, when he had ftuck a morfel up- 
on hiiafork, and tried to fted himielf wkh that in« 
ftnuDcnt, he could not guide it, but by the mere 
force of habit his hand came to his mouth, and 
the viduals at the end of the fork went away to 
his ear. 

Their food confifts of pork, poultry, dog*s flefl>, 
and fifh, bread-fruit, bananas, plantains, yam:Sf, 
apples, and a four fruit, which, though not 
pkafant by itfcrlf, gives an agreeable relifb to 
roafted bread-fruit, with which it is frequently 
beaten up. They have abundance of rats, bur, as 
far as I could difcaver, thefe make no part of their 
food. The river affords them good muHer, but 
they are neither large nor in plenty. They find 
cdnchs, muffels, and other fhell-fiih on the reef, 
which they gather at low-water, and eat raw with 
bread-fruit before they come on Ihore. They 
have alfo very fine cray-fifh, and they catch with 
lines, and hooks of mother of pearl, at a little 
diftance from the fhore, parrot-fiOi, groopers, and 

many 
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many other forts, of which they are (b fond that 
wc could fcldom prevail upon them to fell us 
a few at any price. They have alfo nets of an 
enormous fize, with very fmall mefhes, and with 
jthefe they catch abundance of fmall fifli about the 
iize of fardines; but while they were ufing both 
nets and lines with great fucpefs, wj: could not 
catch a fmgle fi(h with either. We procured fome 
of their hpoks and lines, but for want of their art 
j^p were ftill difappointcd. 

The manner in which they drefs their food is 
jtbis : they kindle a fire by rubbing the end of one 
piece of dry wood upon the fide of another, in the 
fame manner as our carpenters whet a chiflcl; 
rhen they dig a pit about half a foot deep, and 
two or three yards in circumference: they pave 
the bottom with large pebble ftones, which they 
Jay down very fnv)oth and even, and then kindle a 
fire io it with dry wood, leaves, and the hufks of 
the cocoa-nut. When the ftones are fufEcicntly 
heated, jthey take out the embers, and rake up the 
dhes on every fidp; then they cover the ftones 
with a layer of green cocpa-nut tree leaves, and 
wrap up the animal that is to he dreifed in the 
leaves of jhe plantain; if it is a fmall hog they 
wrap it up wholp, if a l;arge one they fplit it. 
When it i^ placed in the pit, they cover it with 
the hot embers, and l^y upon them bread-frujt and 
yams, which are alfo v/rapped up ip the leaves qI 
the plantain; over thefc they fpread the reqiainder 
of the embers, mixing among them forpc of the 
fiot ftones, with mpre cocoa-nut tree leaves upop 

thcm^ 
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them, and then clofe all up with earth, fo that the 
heat is kept in. After a time proportioned to the 
lize of what is drefling, the oven is. opened, and 
the meat taken otat, which is tender, full of gfavy^ 
and, in my opinion, better in every fefpedt thari 
when it is dreffed any other Way. Excepting the 
fruit, they have no fauce but fait Water, nor any 
knives but fhells, with which they carve very dex-^ 
teroufly, always cutting from therti. It is impof* 
fible to defcribe the aftonilhment they expreffed 
when they faw the gunner, who, while he kept the 
market, ufcd to dine on (hore, drefs his pork and 
poultry by boiling them in a pot, having, as I have 
before obferved, no veflel that would bear the fire, 
they had no idea of hot water or its cfFefts : but 
from the time that the old man was in poffeflion 
of an iron pot, he and his friends eat boiled meat 
every day. The iron pots which I afterwards gave 
to the queen and feveral of the Chiefs, were alfo 
in conft^nt ufe, and brought as many people to- 
gether, as a monfter or a puppet-fhow in a country 
fair. They appeared to have no liquor for drink- 
ing but water, and to be happily ignorant of the 
art of fermenting the juice of any vegetable, fo as 
to give it an intoxicating quality : they have, as 
has been already obferved, the fugar-cane, but 
they feemed to make no other ufe of it than to 
chew, which they do not do habitually, but only 
break a piece off when they happen to pafs by a 
place where it is growing. 

Of their dcmeftic life and amufements, we had 

uot fufficient opportunity to obtain much know-

IcdgCs but they appear fometinics to have wars 
wkh each other, not only from their weapons, but 
the fears with whicli many of them were marked, 
and fome of which appeared to be the remains of 
very oonfidcrable wounds, made with ftones^ blud- 
geons, or fome other obtufe weapon: by thefe 
icars alio they appear to be no inconfiderable pro- 
ficients in furgery, of which indeed we happened 
t-o have more direft evidence. One ©f our fea- 
men^ when he was on fliore, run a large fpimicr 
into his foot, and the furgeon being on board, one 
of his comrades endeavoured to take it out with a 
penknife; but after putting the poor fellow to a 
good deal of pain, was obliged to give it over. 
Our good old Indian, who happened to be prefent, 
then called over one of his countrymen that was 
Handing on the oppofite fide of the river, who 
having looked at the feaman*s foot, went imme- 
diately down to the beach, and taking up a iSiell, 
broke it to a point with his teeth; with this 
inftrument, in little more than a minute, he laid 
open the place, and extracted the fplinter ; in the 
.mean time the old man, who, as foon as he had 
called the other over, went a little way jnto the 
wood, returned with fome gum, which he applied to 
the wound upon a piece of the cloth that was wrap- 
^d round him, and in two days time it was per- 
fe<aiy healed. We afterwards learned that this 
jgum was prpduced by the apple-tree, and our 
furgeon procured fome of it, and ufed it as a vv|- 
'nef ary balfam with great fucceis* 

The 
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The habitatiOtis of thcfe liappy pcqpk I have i7^7- 
defcribed already; altd iDcfides thcfc, wc few feve- \^\.>y^^ 
ra4 (beds icidlofed within a w^l, on the oucfide of 
which there wdpc fcvetal iinotoch figures of raeiK 
women^ hogs^ feiid dogs, carwd m pofts^ diA 
•wtei^ df iveto iftto the ^ivnd. Several of the *wi»- 
'tives were from time to litfte fe'tfn to tenter tt«fe 
places, with "ft flaw pace and dej^ded counteaance, 
from which *^e ^oo/e&Ored th4t they were repofi- 
tories of the dead. The atta within the waHs of 
thefe places, "^as generally #eM paved with large 
¥6ijnd fljdn^s, b^trt it appeafi^e^ 'not to be much 
-trodieft, for the grdfs every where grew op fed- 
tweeft them. I twdeavoiired, with parcicular at- 
tention, to difcbver whether they had a religious 
worfliip apnor)g them, but never could find -thfe^ 
kafl: traces of any. 

The boasts ^or canoes of thefe people are of tferee 
different ibrts. Sontfe arc niade out of a fmgJe 
tree, and cat'fy from two to file men: thefe are 
ufed chiefly for fifhtng, aftd we conftantly faw 
many of them bufy upon the reef: fome were 
cotiftrufted of planks, very dexteroufiy fewed 
together : thefe ^vere of difiwent fizes, and would 
carry from ten to forty men. Twb of them were 
generally laflicd together, and two mafts fet up 
between them ; if they were fingle, they had an 
out-rigger on one fide, and only one maft in the 
middle. With thefe veffels they fail far beyond 
the fight of land, probably to other iflands, and 
bring home plantains, bananas, and yams, which 
feem alfo to be more plenty upon other parts of 

this 
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this ifland, than that off which the Ihip lay. A 
third fort fccm to be intended principally for plea- 
furc and (how : they arc very large, but have no 
fail, and in fliape refemble the gondolas of Venice: 
the middle is covered with a large awning, and 
fome of the people (it upon it, fome under it. 
None of thcfe ve(rels came near the (hip, except 
on the firft and fecond day after our arrival; but 
we faw three or four times a week, a proceflion of 
eight or ten of thiem pafTing at a diftance, with 
llreamers flying, and a great number of fmaU ca- 
noes attending them, while many hundreds <^ 
people ran a-breaft of them along the fhore. 
They generally rowed to the outward point of a 
reef which lay about four miles to the wcftward of 
us, where they ftayed about an hour, and then re- 
turned, Thefe procelTions, however, are never 
made but in Bne weather^ and all the people on 
board are dreifed; though in the other canods 
they have only a piece of cloth wrapped round 
their middle. Thofe who rowed and (leered were 
dreflTcd in white ; thofe who fat upon the awning 
and under it in white and red, and two men who 
were mounted on the prow of each veflcl, were 
dreflfed in red only. We fomctimes went out to 
obferve them in our boats, and though we were 
never nearer than a mile, we faw them with our 
gla(res as diftinflly as if we had been ilpon the 
fpot. 

The plank of which thefe veflTels are conftrufted, 
is made by fplitting a tree, with the grain, into as 
many thin pieces as they can. They firfl: fell the 

tree 
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trte wiif^:a kipd of hatchet,, or adze, made of a 17^7.. 
^otigh giseeiiifh kiqd of ftone, very dexteroufly wJ^ZIj 
-fitted into a.handk ; it is then cut into fueh lengths 
as arc required for the planjk, one end of which is 
heated tillit begins to crack, ^nd then with wedges 
of hard wood they fplitit down : fome of. thefe 
planks are two feet broad^ and from 15 to 20 feet 
long. The fides are fmoothed with adzes, of the 
fame raatjerials. and conftrufkion, but of a fmaller * 
lizci Six or eight nien are fometimes at work 
updn the^fatne plank tpgether, and, as their tools 
prefcmly lofe their edge, cyery man has by him a 
cocoa-nut-fhell filled with water, and a flat ftone, 
ivith which he ibarpcns his adz^ almoft every minute. 
Thefe planks are generally brought to the thicknt-^s 
of about an inch, and are afterwards fitted to the 
boat with the fame exadnefs that would be ex- 
pected from an expert . joiner. To fatten thefe 
plaaks together, holes are bored with a piece of 
bone that is fixed into a ftick for that pur- 
pofe, a ufe to which our nails were afterwards ap- 
plied with great advantage, and through thefe 
holes a kind of plaited cordage is pafied, fo as to 
hold, the planks ftrongly tpgether : the feams are 
caulked with dried ruflies, and the whole, ogtfide 
of the Veflel is paid with a gummy juice, which 
fome^ of their, trees, produce, in great plenty, and 
which is a very .good fuccedaneum for pitch. 

The wood -which they ufe for their large canoes, 

is thaf ;of the, ^pple-tree, which grows very tall 

^and,13brait. Several of them that were meafured, 

were ne^r eight feet in the girth, and from 20 to 
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^7^7* 40 to tke brMcKes, with^ vorf liltlt ditoliMatta » 
the ffte. Our cavpetitcr faid^ thai m mAim n^ 
fpe£b$ it WHS not a good wood fOr tht porpoft^ 
being very lighl. Tbe ftqati cttROos we fiddling 
more than the hoiSow trunk of the bttad-fnik 
tree, which ift ftill more light and ipoogy^ The 
trunk of the bread-fr^ik tree h fix liret ill ^rtb» ^ 
about 20 ftet to the branches. 

Their priticipal weapons are ftones^ ^rowti dlAer 
with the handor ilifig^ and bludgeons; fteUio«igh 
they havtd bowa and ariowi, the arrows are 01^ fit 
to knock down a bird^ none of them being poioted, 
but headed only vrith a round ftone.. 

1 did not fee one turtle all the while I lay mS 
this iiliaind, but vp&n flv^ing f6m6 ihiall onea 
which I brought itom ^een CfcafkMkV Zfland, 
to the inhftbiiattts^ they tnade figns that they fasd 
them of a tniich lat^r fizc. I very nnich rtgrft* 
ted my having toft oUr he-goat, which died feon 
after we left St. lago, and that neither of our die. 
goats, of which we had two, were with kkL If 
the he.goat had Kvcd, I wouU have ptit them all 
on llK>re at this plate, and I would have left a ftc^ 
goat here if eithtr of thferti had been with kid 5 and 
I doubt not, but that in a few years tikey would 
!iaVe ftocked the i&nd. 

Tilt climate here a^ppears to be very gMd, and 
the idand to be otie or the moA beakh^ as well- as 
deUjghtfiil fpots in the li^drld* We faw no appear- 
ance *ofdifeafe among the inhabitants^ Tl»thi%

rcported-a man to be cured, who had been upon 
the fick lifl:, to call the man before me$' and aik 
him whether the report was true: if he alleged 
that any fyn^ptoms of his complaint remained, I 
continued him upon the lift 5 if nof, I required 
him, as a confirmation of the furgeoki's report, to 
fign the book, which was .always done in- my pr&- 
fehce. A copy of the fick lift on board the Del* 
phin, during this voyige, figned by every man in 
my prefence, when he was difchai^ed well,, in 
<!onflrmation of the furgcon's report, written ih 
my own band, and confirmed by. my affidavit, I 
have depofited in the Admiralty; by ;which it ap- 
peairs, that the laft man on board the fliip, in her 
voyage outward, who? was upon the fick lift for

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England in the Store-fhip, was difchargcd cured, ^767. 
^nd figned the book on the 27th of December u-v-*->

which time we fpent at Otaheite*, and the man , . .1 
who was firfl entered as a* venereal patient, on our 
return home, was known to haye contra6led the 
jdifeafc at the Cape of Qood Hope, where we then 
lay.

1767. TTAVING made fail from King George the 

%,j!!X^ -TX Third's IQand, we proceeded along the 

M«ndi,»7. ftiore of the Duke of York's Ifland, at thediftance 

of about two miles. There appeared to be good 

bays in every part of it, and in the middle a fine 

harbour •, but I did not think It worth while to go 

on Ihore. The middle and weft end is very moun- 

tainous, the eaft end is lower, and the coaft juft 

within the beach is covered with cocoa-nut, bread- 

fruit, apple, and plantain trees. 

TueCdayjg. At day -light, the next morning, we faw land, 

for which we made fail, and ran along the lee-fide 

of it. On the weather-fide there were very great 

breakers, and, the lee-fide was rocky, but in many 

places there appeared to be good anchorage. We 

faw but few inhabitants, and they appeared to live 

in a manner very different from thofe of King 

George's Ifland, their habitations being only fmall 

huts. We faw many cocoa-nut and other trees 

upon the fhore ; but all of them had their heads 

. blown away, probably in a hurricane. This ifiand 

is about fix miles long, and has a mountain of 

confiderable height in the middle, which feems to 

be fertile. It lies in latitude 17^ * 8' S., and Ion*

We faw finoke in two places, but ho 
inhabitants^ A ftw cocoa-hut trees Were growing 
on the lee-'parc df it, and I called it Lord How's Lord how*b 
IsLAMD* It is about tm ntiles long, and fbur 
broad) Md lies in latitude ir6^ 46^ S., longitude* 
by dbfervAti^^ii, 154*^ 13' W. 

In the afctrnoon, we fow land bearing W. by Ni ^ 
And flsood Ibr ic*^ At five o'clock. We faw breakers 
ruhnihg a great way out to the ibuthward^ and Sooh 
ifttr^ low land to the S* W. and breakers all about 
it in ertry dtre^tioA^. 

Wo turned to Windward all nighty and as fooii 
as it waB lights crowded fail to get round thefe 
fhoai^. At ninie ykt got round them^ and nanied 
thetti SciLLV IsLANi^Si Th^y dre a group of ifl^lds. 
iflands or Qiodls extremely dangiemus ; for in tiie 
night, however clear the weither^ and by day, if 
it is hazey, a fhip may run upon thert) withm>t (be- 
ing land. They lie in latitude f ^'^ %S' S.^ longi* 
tude 155^30' W. 

Wc continued to ftefcr but courle weftwardj till Auguft. 
day-^brwk 00 the 13th of Auguft, when we faW^^"'^"*'' 
laikl bearing Vf. by S. and hauled towards it. At 
II 6'clock in the forenoon^ we faw more land in 
the W« $. W. A^f noori, the ftrft land that wc 
y 4 faw. 
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faw, which proved to be an ifland, bore W. 4 S. 
didant abcuc five leagues, and had the appearance 
' '^* of a fugar-loaf; the middle gE the other land, 
which was alfo an' ifland, and appeared in a peak, 
bore W. S. W. diftant fix leagues. To the firft, 
which is nearly circular, and three miles .over, I 
Bofcawen't g^^^ ^^^ name of Boscawjen's Island ; ^.nd the 
Man'. Other, which is three miles and ^ half long, md 
iflc?' * two broad, I called Keppel's Isle. Port Royal 
at this time bore E. 4^ 10' S.y diftant 478 leagues. 
At two .o'clock, being about two mile^ diftant 
from Bofcawen's Ifland, we faw feveral of the in- 
habitants; but Keppel'S Ifle being to windward, 
and appearing more likely to- afford qs anchorage, 
we hauled up for it. At fix, it was not more than 
a mile and a half diftant, and, with our glafles, we 
faw many of the inhabitants upon the beach; but 
there being breakers at a confiderable diftance 
from the fliore, we ftood ofifand on all night. 
Friday 14. At four o'clock .the next morning, we fent off 
the boats to found, and.vifit the iflan^l; and as 
foon as it was light, we ran down and lay ovcr- 
againft the middle of it. At noon, the boats re* 
turned, and reported that they had run within a 
cable's length of the ifland, but could find no 
ground : that feeing a reef of rocks lie off it, 
they had hauled round it, and got into a large 
deep bay which was full of rocks : that they then 
founded without the bay, and found ^nchorage 
from 14 to 20 fathom, with a bottom of fand and 
coral : that afterwards they went again, into the 
bay, and found a rivulet of gppd vat?r, but the

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i^orc bejftg roidcy, went in fearch of a bettci: landr? ^7^7* 
ing-plapc, which} they foun^i about half a mile far-.' — <-h 
ther, and ifvcnt afliore. They reported alio, that ^"^^'^ '^* 
from the winter to this landing place, a j good roU- 
ingrway might be made for fupplying the (hip, 
but that a firong guard would he ncGcflary, to prcr 
vent mokftation from the iahabitants. They faw 
no hogs, but brought oflf two fowls and fomc 
coc6a-niits, plantains, and bananas. While the 
boats were on fhore, two canoes came up to them 
with fix men: they fecmed to be peaceably inclin- 
ed, and were much the fame kind of people as the 
inhabitants of King George's Ifland, but they were 
clothed in a kind of matting, and the firft joint of 
their little fingers had been taken off; at the fame 
time about fifty more came down fron^ the country; 
to withip about an hundred yards of them, but 
would advance no farther. When our people had 
made what obfervations they could, ^ they put ofi^ 
and three of the natives from the canoes came into 
one of the boats, but when fhe got about half a 
mile from the (hore, they all fuddenly jumped over- 
board, and fw^m back again. • 

Having received this account, I confidered that 
the watering here would be tedious, and attended 
with great fatigue ; that it was now the depth of 
winter in the fouthern hemifphere, that the fhip 
v^as leaky, that the rudder (hook the ftern very 
jnuch, and that what other damage (he might 
have received in her bottom could not be known. 
That for thefe reafons, (he was very unfit for the 
bad weather which (he \YQulc4 certainly. mee( with

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either m gohig rbund Ckpe H6m, or Ihrbtfgh thii 
^Srreight of Magelldn : that if fl^e fltooki g6c fni^

In confequenceof this refolutiofh at noon I bora 
away» and palfed Bofcawen's Ifland without vific- 
ing it* It is a high round ifland, i^bounding in 
Wood^ and full of people^ but Keppel's Ifle i& by 
far the largeft and the beft of the twa 

Bofcawen's Ifland lies in latitude 15^ go' S^ 
longitude 173^ W., and Kcppcrs Ifle in latitude 
is"" 55 S., longitude ijs^ 3' W, 

Wc continued a W; N. W^ courie till 10 
Sunday 16. o'dlock in thc rtiorning of Sunday the *6th, when 
we faw land bearing N. by £^ and hauled up for 
it. At noon, we were within three leagues of it : 
the land within fliore appeared to be Ugh, but at 
the wacer-fide it was low, and had a pledfatit ap« 
^ pearance; the whole feen[>ed to be furrounded by 
reefS) that ran two or three nr^Hcs into the fea. 
Ai we failed along the fliore, which was tiovered 
witheocoa^nui^trees^we faw a few huts, andimoke

The boati rowed clofe along the Ihore, bsA 
fmini k rocky^ with trees growing clofe down to 
the water-fide. Thefe trees w«re of different forts, 
manf of them very large, buc had no fruit : oti 
chc ke-fide, however, there were a few cocoa-nut^ 
bm not a fiagte babkation wa9 to be fecn. They 
iKfeoveted fevera) fmall ritts of watei, which, by 
clearing, might have been made to run in a larger 
Hfeam. Soon afier tikey bad got cMt to the 
ftore, feveral canoes came up 10 them, each hav- 
ing fik or tight men on boand^ They appeared to 
be a mbuft, aAive people^ and were quite naked, 
except a kind of mat that wm wrapped round their 
middle. They were armed with large nsiaced or 
cteibs, fiieh aa Fferades ia repMfenied wkh, two of 
whkh they fold to the mafter for a natt or cwoy and 
fome trinkets. As our people had fiten no animj^ 
either bird or beaft, eacept fta-fowl, they weft 
very defirous to learn of the natives whether they 
h$d either, but could not noake themlelves under- 
ftood. It appears, diat during this conference, a 
defign was ftrmed to ftiae our cutter, for one q£ 
die Indians iuddenly hud hold of her painter, and 
hauled her upon the rocks. Our people endea? 
imuredy xa vain^ to make them defift, till they firdS^, 
a mufket crofs the nofe of the man that was nvofl; 
afiive in the mifchirf. No hurt was done ; but 
tiw: Bus and import fo affrighted them» that they 

made 
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1767. made off with great precipitatipn. Both our boats 

c— V— ^ then put off, but the water had fallen fo fuddenly 

fipf»^») !«• that they found it very difficult to get back to tfe 

Ihip ; for when they came into deep water they 

found the points of roclfs (landing up, and the 

whole rei^f, except in qne part, w^s now dry, and 

a great fea broke over it. The Indians probably 

perceived their diftrefs, for they turned back» and 

/oUpwed them in their canoes all along the redf 

till they got to the breach, and then feeing them 

plear, and making way fai| toward^ the ihips they 

ristujned. 

About fix in the evening, it being then dark, 
the boats ^returned, and the mailer told me^ that 
^11 within the repf y/as rocky, but that in two qf 
three places, at about two cables-: length, with- 
out it, there was anchorage in 18, 14, and iss 
fathom, upon fand and coral. The breach in th^ 
reef he found to be about 60 fathom broad, and 
here, if preffed by neceffity, he faid a (hip might 
.anchor or moor in 8 fathom; but that it would 
not be fafe to moor with a greater^ kngth dian hajf 
a cablf?« , , 

When I had hoift'ed the boats in, I ran down 
four miles to leeward, where we lay till the .morn- 
ing y and then, finding that the current had fet us 
out , of fight of. the ifland, I made fail. The 
officers did me the honour, to call this ifland after 
waiiis's my. name. . Wallis's Island lic$ in latitude 13*

fhould kill. Ih the mean time, the (hip was 
laid by the fterri to get at fome of the copper 
flleathirig which had beefl much torn 5 and in re- 
pairing the copper, the carpenter difcovered and 
flopped a large leak. under the lining of the knee 
of the head, by which we had reafon to hope moft 
of the water that the vefTel had lately admitted in 
bad weather, came in. During our flay here, I 
ordered all the people on fhore by tufns, and by o£iobe^ 
the 15th of Oftober, all the fick being re^overed^ Thiirfd. i^. 
bur wodd arid water corfapleted, and the fhip made 
fit for the fea, we got every thing oiF the Ihore, 
and embarked all ouf men from the watering- 
place, each having, at leaft, five hundred limesj 
and there being feveral tubs full on tlie quarter^ 
deck, foi- every one to fqueeze into his water as he 
fhould think At 

At break of day, on Friday the i6th. We weigh- ^"^"7 «^ 
ed, and failed out of the bay, fending the boats at 
the fame time to the North end of the ifland, ta 
bring'-ofrMf. Gore and his hunters. At ndon, we 
received them and their tents on board, with a fine 
large bull which they had juft killed, 

WKilfe we lay at anchor in this place, tve had 
nlany pbfervations for' the latitude and longitude, 
from which we drew up the following table :

The next morning, we law federal ducks and Mwi»j%$A 
ihaga, fome fmall hnd btrJa, and a great number 
of horfe-flies about the (hip ; but had ho ground 
with 1 60 fathom. The inceflant and heavy rain 
had kept every man 00 board conftantly wet to the 
ikin for more than two days aod two nights; the 
weather was ftill very dark, and the fea was con^ 
tiouallf breaking over the ihlp. 

On the a 7 th, the darknefs, rain, and tcnnpcft Tucfday 27. 
continuing, a mountainous fea that broke over us, 
ftaved all the ba!f-p(»'ts to pieces on the ftarhoard* 
fide, broke all the iron ftanchions on the gunwale^ 
waflied the boat off the fkids, and carried many 
things overboard. We hajd, however, this day, a 
gleam of funfhine, fufficieftt to determioe our lati- 
tude, whkh we found to be 20^ ^d N., and the 
Ibip appeared to be fifty minutes North of her 
reckoning. 

The weather now became more moderate. At

This morning, at 
feven o'clock, we faw a ledge of breakers bearing

hauled off from them, and at eleven faw more 
breakers bearing S. W. by S. diftant about five 
miles.

Our latitude was 
S** 36' N., longitude 253^ W. At two o'clock, 
we faw the iQand of Condore, from the mad-head, 
bearing W. -J- N. At four, we had ground with 
twenty fathom; the ifland bearing from W. to 
N. Wl by W. diftant about thirteen leagues, and 
having the appearance of high hummocks. The 
latitude of this ifland is 8^ 40' N. s longitude, by 
our reckoning, 254^ 15'. 

Sundays. We now altered bur courfe; and the next 
morning, I took from the petty officers and fca- 
rnen, all the log and journal books relative to the 
voyage.

Thc ncxt moming, the weather became irery 
dark and tempeftuous, with heavy rain ; wc there*

■ Tote, »d Pulo Wefte -, and having made fait till v^7^>w 
one o'dlwk, we faw the Seven WaAds. We con- 
iirmcd Cfut courfe tilf tw<Q the neixt morning, theWednef.it. 
*i»veathcr being very datk, wkh heavy fqualls of 
'wind, arrd much Kghtning and fain. While one 
<ff thcfe blaflrs wafi bWing wlch ifl it^ violence, 
and the darkn^fs Wa^ fo thick that we could not 
ice from one part of fifac ftiip to the other, we 
fudderily difcovcred, by a ffaih of lightning, a 
Jafge Veflel clofe atboard of* us. The tfeerfman 
InftarttFy put the helm a-lee, and the (hip anfwcr- 
ing her rudder, we juft cleared each other. This 
Was the firft fhip we had fcen fince we parted with 
iht Swallow ; and it blew fo hard, that not being 
able to underffand any thing that was iaid, we , 

could not learn to what nation (he belonged. 

At fix, the weather having cleared upy we faw a 
faiT at anchor in the E. S. E.j and at noon, we 
/aw land in the W. N. W. which proved to be 
Pulo Taya, Pulo Tote bearing S. 35^ E. Pulo 
Wefte S. 13^ E.^ At fix in the evening, we an- 
chored in fifteen fathom, with fandy ground; and 
obferved a current running E. N. E. at the rate of 
five fathom an hour. 

At fix in the morning, we weighed and made Thurfa. %9, 
fail, and foon after faw two veflTels a-iiead-, but at 
fix in the evening, finding that we loft much 
ground^ we came again to an anchor in fifteen fa- 
thom, with a fine fandy bottom. 

At fix o'clock the next morning, the current p^.^^^ ^^^

WE found here fourteen faiLof Dutch Eaft- j^g^^

fcls, and his Majefty*s fhip the Falmouth, lying 
Vipon the mud in a rotten condition* . 
. I fent an officer on fhore, tp acquaint the Go- 
vernor of our arrival, to obtain his permiffion to 
purchafe refrelhments, and to tell him that I. would 
falute him, if he would engage to return an equ^ 
number of guns. The Governor readily agi?eed 5 
and at fpn-rife, on Tucfday the ift of December, Tu?flijri. 
1 faluted hip with thirteen guns, which he return* 
fd with fourteen from the fort. Soon after, the 
purf<?r fent off Come frelh beef, and plenty of ve- 
getables, which I ordered to be ferved immediately j 
at the f^me tipe. L^alled the (hip's coqapany toge- 
ther and told.tbem that I would not fuffer any 
liquor to come- on. aboard, and vould . feverely 
punifli thofe who (hoiald attempt to. bring any : 
and I took fome pains to reconcile them to this 
regulation, by affuring them that in this country 
intemperance would inevitably deft roy them. As 
a further prefervative, I fuffered not, a .man to go 
on Ihore, except thofe who were upon duty; and.

WeteT.s. On the 2d» I feat the boatfwain and the carpen- 
ter, with the carpenter of the F^llmouth, to look 
at fuch of her ftores as had been landed at Onruft, 
viith orderd^ that if any ^ere fit for bur vtCc they 
(hould be bought. At thci^ rcttirn, they informed 
me that all the ftores they had feen were rotten, 
and unfit for ufe, except one pair of tacks, which 
they brought with them : the mafts, yards, afid 
eables were all dropping td jrieces, and even the 
iron work was fo rofty that it Was worth nothing. 
They alfo went on board the I^'alitiouth to examine 
her hulk, and found her in fo Ihattered a condition^ 
that in their opinion (he <tould not be kept toge- 
ther during the next monfoon. Many of her ports 
were walhed into one, the ftem-poft was qurte de- 
cayed, and there was no place in her where a mm 
eookt be (hdtered from the weathef. The few 
peopte who belonged to her were in as hstd a ftate 
as their vefiei, beii^ quite broken andworH^down^ 
and expefling to be drotrned as ibon ad the mon- 
foon flbald fet inc 

Among «hef necel&ries^, wt W^rtf iW #:Wt e# 
m am^hor, having loft twoy and of thnst iMeh M^ 
for rounding the cables ; but (he offibers wRom I 
had fent to proeui* thefe articles, reported, that 
the price vrhich had been demanded for them was 
fo exorbitant, that they had not agreed* to give it. 

Satard. 5. On Saturday the 5th; therefore, I went oA fliore 
myfeff, for the firft time, and vifited the dtfiferent 
ftorchoufes and arfenals, but found it impoffible 

to 
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to make a better bargain ^haa my officcrj. I faf^ i;^?- 
pe(5led that the dealer* took advantage of our tp- ^-^1-jr 
parent neccffity, and fuppoling that we could not ^'*'"'^' ^^ 
fail without what we h^d offered to purcbafe, dc» 
tern^ined to extort from us more than four times 
its value. I was, however, refolved to make any ' 
ihift rather than fubniit to wh^l^ I thought a (hame* 
ful impofition, and therefore told them that I 
ihould certainly fail on the next Tuefday ; that if 
they would agree to my terms in the mean time, I 
would uke the things I had treated for ; if not, 
that I would fail without them* 

Soon after I returned on board, I received a pe- 
tition from the Warrant-Officers of the Falmouth^ 
reprefenting, that there was nothing for them to 
k)oI& after : that the gunner had been long deaid^ 
and his ftores fpoilcd, particularly the powder^ 
which, by order of the Dutch, had been thrown 
into the fca : that the boatfwain, by vexation and 
diftrefs, had loft his fenfes, and was then a depio* 
rable objcd in a Dutch hofpital : that all his (lores 
had been long fpoiled and rotten, the roof of the 
ftorehoufe having fallen in during a wet monfopn, 
and left them expofed many months, all endea- 
vours to procure another place to put them in 
being ineffedual : that the carpenter was in a dy- 
ing condition, and the cook a wounded cripple. 
For thefc reafons, they requefted that I would take 
them home, or at leaft difmifs them from their 
charge. It was with the greateft regret and com- 
paflion that I told thefc unhappy people it wjts 
not in my power to relieve them, and that as they 

had 
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1767. had received charge of ftores, they muft wait 
V ^^^ orders from home. They replied, that they had 
**^°^* 5- never received a fingle order from England fince 
they had been left here, and carneftly intreated 
that I would make their diftrefs known, that it 
might be relieved. They had, they faid, ten years 
pay due, in the expeftation of which they were 
grown old, and which now they would be content 
to forfeit, and go home fweepers, rather than con- 
tinue to fufFer the miferies of their prefent fituation, 
which were indeed very great. They were not 
fufFered to fpend a fingle night on fliore, whatever 
was their condition, and when they were fick, no 
one vifited them on board; they were, bcfides, 
robbed by the Malays, and in perpetual dread of 
being deftroyed by them, as they had a Ihort time 
before burnt the Siam prize. I aflurcd them that 
I would do my utmoft to procure them relief, and 
they left me with tears in their eyes. 

As I heard nothing more of the anchor and rope 
for which I had been in treaty, I made all ready 
for fea. The fliip's company had continued 
healthy and fober, and been ferved with frefli beef 
every day, from the time of our firft coming to an 
anchor in the Road ; we, had alio fome beef, and a 
live ox, to carry out with us. We had now only 
one man upon the fick lift, except a feaman, who 
had been afflifted with the rheumatic pains ever 
fince our leaving the Streight of Magellan : and 
Tttcftty s. at fix o'clock in the morning, of Tuefday the 8th 
of December, after a ftay of juft one week, we fee 
fail.

At nighty be- 
ing at thediftance of about two miles from the 
Java (bof6, we faw an incredible number of lights 
upon the beach, which we fuppofed were intended > 
to draw the fifh near it, as we . had feen the fame 
appearance at other places. 

On Mondaf^ the 14th, we anchored off JPrince*s ^^'^^'J »4» 
Ifland, and began to take in wood and water* 
The next morning, the natives came in with turtle, Tncfday 15. 
poultry, and hog-deer, which we bought at a re:a- 
Ibnable price. We continued here, fitting the (hip 
for the fea, till the 19th, during which time many saturd. 19. 
of the people began to. complain of .intermitting 
diforders, foipething like an ague. At fix o'clock Sanday zo« 
the next morning, having completed our wood, 
and taken on board feventy-fix tons of water, we 
made fail. ., . 

While we lay .here, one of the feamen fell from 
the main-yard into the barge,. which lay along-fidc 
the^fliip. His body was dreadfully bruifed, and 
many of his bones were broken : it happened alfo, 
that in his fall he ftruck two other men, one of 
whom was £0 much hurt that he continued fpeech- 
lefs till the 24th, and then died, though the other Thorfd. a4. 
had only one of his toes broken. We had now 
no lefs than fixteen upon the fick lift, and by the 
jft of January, the number was incrc'afcd to forty; Friday i. ' 

. we 
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wehad buried tbret, jwnong whom was the quarter- 
mafter, George Lewis^ who wts a diligent, fober 
**"■' '• nun, ud tEc more ufcful, as he fpoke both the 
^itnifii and Porcugwefe languages. The difeafcs 
bjr which wc fttfFcredi were fluxes, and fevers of 
the putrid kind, which are always contagious^ and, 
for tha£ reafon alone, would be niore fatal on 
board a fliip than any o^her. The furgeon's mate 
was very, foon laid up, and thofe who were ap» 
pointed to attend the fick, were always taken ill 
in a day or two after they had been upon that fer- 
vice. To remedy thiaevil, as mucb aa it was in 
my poWer, I made a very large birth for the fick, 
by refiTfOving a great, number of people from below 
. tothe half deck, which I hung with p^ted can* 
vafs, keeping it coniftaritly clean, ami direfling it 
to be wdfhf d with vinegar, and fusnigated onoe or 
twice a day. Our "Water* was well tailed, and was 
kept conftantly 'vtjHilAted) a large piece of iron 
alfo, ufrd for the. meftiag of tar, and called a log- 
gcrheatJ, was heatted red hot, and quenched in it 
before it was given out to be drank. The fick had 
alfo wine inftead t^i grog, and falep or fago every 
morning for break^ft: two days ia a week they 
Kad mutton broth, and had a fowl 6i two givea 
them on the intermediate days; they had, befhies, 
jJenty of rice md fwgar, and frequently malt 
mefhed ; fo that perhaps people in a fickly fhip 
Tiad never fo many rcfreftiments before: the fur- 
geon aHb was indefatigable-, yet, with all thcfc 
advantages, the fldcnefs on board gaifned ground.

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CHAP. XII. 

^H Account of our TranfaSiions at the Cape of 
Good Hope^ and of the Return of the Dolphin 
So" England. 

AS foon as the fliip was at anchor, I font an 1768. ' 
officer on fhore, with the ufual compli- 7*^™*"^* 
ments.to the Governor, who received him with 
great civility, telling him that we were welcome to 
all the refreftiments and afliftance that the Cape 
aflforded, and that he would return our falute with 
the fame number of guns. 

We found riding here a Dutch Commodore, 
with fixteen fail of Dutch Eaft Indiamen, a French 
Eaft India fhip, and the Admiral Watfon, Captaia 
Griffin, an Eaft India packet-boat, for Bengal. 
We faluted the Governor with thirteen guns, and 
he returned the fame number ; the Admiral Wat- 
fon IklUted us with eleven guns, and we returned 
nine*, the French fhip afterwards faluted us with 
nine guns, and we returned feven. 

Having got off fome mutton for the fhip's 
company, with plenty of greens, I feht the furgeon 
on fhore to hire quarters for the fick, but he could 
procure none for lefs than two (hillings a day, and 
a ftipulation to pay more, if any of them fhould 
take the imall-pox^ which was then in almoft 
every houfe, in proportion to the malignity of the 
Vol.. 1/ A a difeafe. 
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rlbttf' d*f^^f^* The firft cxpcncc being great, and it 
appearing, upon inquiry, that many of our people 
had never had the fmall-popc, fo that the increafe 
Vas likely to be confiderable, befides the danger, I 
requefted the Governor's permiilion to ered a tent 
upon a fpacious plain, at about two miles difUnce 
from the town, called Green Point, and to fend 
my people on (hore thither during the day, under 
the care of an officer, to prevent their fhraggling. 
This permiffion the Governor immediately granted, 
and gave orders that they fiiould filler tio mo-* 
leftation. 

In this place, therefore, I ordered *gnts to be 
erefted, and the furgeon and his mate, with proper 
officers, to attend; at the fame tihie ftriftly charg- 
ing that no man fhoitld be fuflfered to go into the 
town, and tkat no liquor fhpuld be brought to the 
tents. All the fick, except two, left the fhip earfy 
in the morning, with their provifions ahd firirtg^ 
and for thofe that were reduced to great wcaknefs, 
I ordered the furgeon to procure fuch C3{traordt- 
nary provifions as he Ihould think proper, pdrti* 
cularly milk, though it was fold at an exe6ffive 
price. About fix in the evening they returned on 
board. And feemed to be greatly refreflied. ^ At 
the fame time, being extremely ill myfclf, I was 
obliged to be put on (here, ami carried about 
eight miles up the country, where I continued ill 
the time the ftiip lay here ; and when fhe Wa^ 
ready to fail, returned on board without barving 
received the Icaft benefit*

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No timej however, was loft in refitting the ^7''^* 
veffel : the fails were all unbent^ the yards and i^,.^^Jj 
top-mafts ftruck, the forge was fet up, the carpen- 
ters were employed in caulking, the fail- makers in 
mending the failsj the cooper in repairing the 
cafks, the people in overhauling the riggirig, and 
the boats in filling water. 

By the lOth of FebrUar^i the heavy work being wcdacf. 10- 
nearly difpatched, twenty of the men who had had 
the fmall-poxi Were permitted to go afliore at 
the town, and others, who were ftili liable to the 
diftemper, were landed at fome diftancq with or- 
ders to go into the country, and return in the 
evenings which they punftually obeyed: this 
liberty, therefore, was continued to them all the 
while the veffel lay at this portj which produced fo 
good an effed, that the fliip*s company, except 
the fick, who recovered very faft, had a more 
healthy and vigorous appearance than wheii they 
left England. We purchafed here the neceffaries 
that we endeavoured to procure at Batavia^ at a 
reafonable price, befides canvas and other ftores • 
we ftlfo procured frefh water by diftillation, prin- 
cipally to ihew the captains of the Indiamen, and 
their officers, that, upon an emergency, wholefome 
water might be procured at fea. At five o'clock 
in the morning, we put fifty-fix gallons of falc 
water into the ftill, at feven it began to run, and in 
about five hours and a quarter afforded us two and 
forty gallons of frefh water, at an expence of nine 
pounds of wqod, .and fixty-nine pounds of coals. 
Thirteen gallons and two quarts remained in the 
A a 2 dill. 
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1768. ftillj and that which came ofF had no ill tafte, nor,

Wcdiief. 10. J thought the Ihewing this experiment of the more 
confequencc, as the being able to allow plenty of 
water not only for drink, but for boiling any kind 
of proyifion, and even for making tea arid coffee, 
efpecially during long voyages, and in hot climates, 
conduces greatly to health, and is the means of 
faving many lives. I never once put my people 
to an allowance of water during this whole voyage, 
iilways ufing the ftill when we were reduced to 
five and forty tons, and preferving the rain water 
with the utmoft diligence. I did not, however, 
allow water to be fetched away at pleafure, but 
the officer of the watch had orders to give fuch as 
brought provifions of any kind, water fufficient to 
dfefs it, and a proper quantity alfo to fuch as 
brought tea and coffee. 

Thurfd. 15. On the 25th, the wood and water being nearly 
completed, and the fhip almoft ready for the fea, lor- 
dered every body to go on board, and the fick tents 
to be brought off; the people being fo well reco- 
vered, that in the whole Ihip's company there were 
but three men unable to do duty, and happily, 
fince our leaving Batavia, we had loft but three. 

Friday 26. The next day, and the day following, the car- 
' pcnters finilhed caulking all the out-works, the 
fore-caftle, and the main-deck; we got all our 
bread on board from the fhore, with a consider- 
able quantity of ftraw, and thirty-four Iheep for 
fea-ftores. In the mean time I came on board, 
and having unmoored, lay waiting for a wind till

breeze fpnnging up, we got under lail. While we i y«-^ 

were on fhore at Green Point, we had an oppor^ ThutCd. 3. 
tunity of making many celeftial obfervations, by 
which, we determined Table Bay to lie in latitude 
34® 2' S., longitude, from Greenwich, 18^ 8'E, 
The variation of the needle, at this place, was 
19^ 30' W. 

On the 7th, being in latitude 29^ 33' S., longi- ^^«n<J»y r» 
tude, by account, 347^ 38", the fliip was eight 
miles to the Northward of her dead reckoning. 

On the 13th, having failed weftward 360 de-^""^*y'3- 
grees from the meridian of London, we had loft a 
day ; I therefore called the latter part of this day 
Monday, March 14. 

At fix o'clock in the evening, of Wednefday Wedner.i«. 
the i6th, we faw the Ifland of St. Helena, at the 
diftance of about fourteen leagues; and at one the 
next morning, brought to. At break of day, we Thurfd. 17. 
made fail for the ifland, and at nine, anchored in 
the bay. The fort faluted us with thirteen guns^ 
and we returned the fame number. We found 
riding here the Northumberland Indiaman, Cap-^ 
tain Milford, who faluted us with eleven guns, 
and we returned nine. We got out all the boats 
as foon as pofTible, and fent the empty caflcs to be 
filled with water ; at the fame time feveral of the 
people were employed to gather purflain, which 
grows here in great plenty. About two o'clock, 
I went on fliore myfelf, and was faluted by the 
fort with thirteen guns, which I returned. The 
governor and vhe principal gentlemen pf the

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1768. ifland did me the honour to meet me at th^ waterr 
<— ^^^ fide, and having conduced me to the fort, told 
Thurfd.i;. ^^^^ ^j^^^ j^ ^^^ expefted I (hould make it my 

home during my ftay. 
Friday' 18. By noon the next day, our water was concplcted, 
and the (hip was made ready forfea; foon after, 
fte was unmoored, to take advantage of the firft 
breeze^ and at five in the afternoon, I returned on 
board. Upon my leaving the fhore, I was faluted 
with thirteen guns, and foon after, upon getting 
under way, I was faluted with thirteen more, both 
which I returned ; the Northumberland Indiaman 
then faluted me with thirteen guns, fo did the 
Oftcrley, which arrived here the evening before I 
made fail, and I rctprncd the compliment with the 
fame niimber, 
i\onityii. On the 21 ft, in the evening, we few feveral men 
Tuefdayi2. of War birds; j^nd at midnight, heard many birds 
Wcdacf.»3. about the ftiip. At five o'clock in the morning of 
the 23d, we faw the Ifland of Afcenfion; and at 
eight, difcovered a fliip to the Eaftward, who 
brought to, and hoifted a jack at her main -top- 
maft-head, upon which we Ihewed our colours, 
and (he then ftood in for the land again* We ran 
down clofe along the north-eaft fide of the ifland, 
and looked into the bjiy, but feeing no (hip there, 
and it blowing z ftiff gale, I made the beft of my 
way. 
Monday 18. On Monday the 28 th, we croffed the equator, 

and got again into North latitude. 
Wc^^If'i ^" Wednefday, the 13th of April, we paflfed a 
Sunday 17. great quantity of gulph weed 5 and on the 17th,

faw two flocks of birds, and obferving the water to u, ^^,a 

be difcoloured, we thought the ground might -be ^"**^^'^ 

reached, but, upon founding, could, find no 

bottom. 

At five o'clock in the morning of Sunday ..the Sunday 24. 

24th, we iaw the peak of the Ifland of Pico bear- 
ing N. N. E. at the diftance'of about eighteen 

leagues. We found, by obfervation,^ that Fyal 
lies in latitude 38® 20' N., longitude 28° 30' W. 
from London. 

No incident worth recordine; happened till about ^*y* 
noon on the iitn of May, when, being m latitude 
48^ 44' N., longitude 7^ 16' W. we faw a Ihip ih 
chace of a floop, at ^Vhich ftie fired fevcral guns. 
We bore away, and at three, fired a guA at the 
chace, and brought her to j^ the fhip to windward, . 
being near the chace, immediately fent a boat on 
board her, and foon after. Captain Hammond, of 
his Majetty's floop the Savage, came on board 
pf me, and told me, that the veflfel he had chaced, 
when he firft faw her, was in company with an Irifli 
)vherry, and that as foon as they difcovered him 
to be a man of war, they took different ways -, the 
wherry haqled the wind, and the other veflel bore 
away. That he at firft hauled the wind, and flood 
after the wherry, but finding that he ga'.ned no 
ground, he bore away after the other vefTel, which 
probably would alfo have efcaped, if 1 had not 
flopped her, for that he gained very little ground 
in the chace. She appeared to be laden with tea, 
brandy, and other goods, from Rofcoe in France ; 

and 
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iT*«. and though flie was (leering a fouthvrcft coarlc, 
■Lx -^Au pretended to be bound to Bergen in Norway. She 
WWnft XI, belonged to J^iiverpool, was called the Jenny, and 
commanded by one Robert Chriftian. Her brandy 
and tea were in fmall kegs and bags; and all ap- 
pearances being ftrongly againft her, I detained 
her, in order to. be fcnt to England. 
Fridaf xj. At half an hour'after five, on the 13th, we faw 
Tharia. 19. the iflands of Scilly ; on the 19th, I landed at 
FHdiy»o« Haftings itl SufTex; and at four the next morning, 
thcfhip anchored fafely in the Downs, it being juft 
637 days fince her weighing anchor in Plymouth 
Sound. To this narrative, I have only to add, 
that the objedk of the voyage being difcovery, it 
was my conftant pra6lice, during the whole time 
of my navigating thofe parts of the fea which are 
not perfeftly known, to lie to every night, and 
make fail only in the day, that nothing might 
efcape me* 
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Latitudes and the Longitudes Weft of LoNDoi^r, with the 
Variation of the Needle, at feveral Ports, and Situations at Sea, 
from Obfervations made on board his Majefty*s Ship the Dol- 
phin; and her Nautical Reckoning during the Voyage which 
fee made rouhd the World in the Years 1766, 1767, 1768, un* 
der the Command of Captain Samuel Wallis.
